Have now 4 long time taken notice of 
nuch difference and contention about the 
morality of the fourth Commandement, 
but Inever gave my ſelfe to looke into the 
bottome of it till now. I ever conceived 
it for the ſubſtance to be Moral; other- 
wiſe , what ſhould it make among the ten Commande- 
ments, which all account the Law merall, in diſtinTFion 
both from the law judicial), and the law ceremoniall given 
by Moſes unto the Fewes. Theſe ten Commandements the 
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Lord ſpake from the top of monnt Sina, in the hearing of - 


all the people; and by way of preparation to ſo notable a ſer- 
vice, as to meet with God, amd to heare him ſpeake unto 


them, two dayes were gives them to ſauctiſie themſelves Ei to. 


and to waſh their cloathes ; that they might be ready 
on the third day : forthe third day the Lord would 
come downe on mount Sina. Aud ſo it came to paſſe. 
For when Moſes brought forth the people out of the 
Campe to meet with God, and they ſtood at the ne- 
ther part of the Mount: Mount Sina was altogether 
on a ſmoake, becauſe the Lord deſcended upon it in 
fire: and the ſmoake thereof aſcended as the ſmoake 
of a furnace, and the whole mount quaked greatly. 


And all the people ſaw the thundrings and the lights £1, 25, 18. 


nings, and the noiſe of the trumpet, and the moun- 
taine ſmoaking : and when the people ſaw it, they 
removed and ſtood a farre off. In ſuch heavenly 2 
was this Law delivered, and remember the Sab — 
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I be Preface. 
day to keep it holy, amongſt the reſt, without all example 
of the lik, in all the generations that went before. Aud the 
Lord thought it fit, to mind thew hereof by his ſervant 
Moſes : Aske now of the dayes that are paſt, which 
were before thee, fince the day that God created man 
upon the earth, and aske from the one fide of heaven 
unto the other, whether there hath been ſuch 
thing as this great thing is, or hath been heard like it. 
Did ever people heare the voice ot God ſpeaking out 
of the midſt of the fire, as thou haſt a 
Out of heaven he made thee to heare his voice, that 
he might inſtruct _—_— upon the earth he ſhewed 
thee his great fire, and thou heardſt his words out of 
the midſt of the fire: And becauſe he loved thy Fa- 
thers, therefore he choſe their ſeed after them. Aud 
in his laſt bleſſing upon the people, when now he was going 
out of the world, Moles, as 4 King, putteth tbem in mind 
of this, ſaying : The Lord came from Sinai, and roſe 
up from Seir unto them, he ſhined forth from mount 
Paran, and he came with ten thouſands of Saints: 
from his right hand went a fiery law for them. Vea, he 
loved the people : all his Saints are in thy hands, and 
they ſate downe at thy feet ; every one ſhall receive 
of thy words. Moſes commanded a Law, even the in- 
heritance of the congregation of Jacob. And he was 


King in Jeſhurun, when the heads of the people, and 


the Tribes of Iſrael were gathered together It # true, 
there is an hols pickt in the fourth Commandement, con- 
cerning the ſanGiſying of the Sabbath; as Ml that among 
all the reſt, were not morall, but ceremoniall. Tet this ho- 
nur it hath from God, that immediatly after the Creation, 
the Lord * on the ſeventh day from bis wor, there 
fore he bleſled the ſeventh day and ſanctified it. 4d 
therefore Doffor Andiewes, ere be died Biſhop of Win- 


cheſter,

cheſter, in his patterne of Catecheticall doctrine (I com- 
cite it under bis name, becauſe it is commonly re- 
ceived to bee his ) and os I be heard upon divers good 
. ground; treating upon this Commandement ; and havine 
propoſed this queſtions But is not the Sabbath a Cere- 
mony, and ſo abrogated by Chriſt? Makes anſwer to it 
in this manner, Doe as Chriſt did in the cauſe of di- 
vorce; look whetherit were ſo from the beginning; 
Now the beginning of the Sabbath was in Paradile, 
before there was any ſinne, and ſo before therenee- 
ded any Saviour, and fo before there was any Cere- 
mony or figure of a Saviour. And if they ſay, it pre- 
figured the reſt that we ſhall have from our ſinnes in 
Chriſt, we grant it, and therefore the day is changed, 
but no ceremony proved. Andyet we are not ignorant, 
how Papifts have prattiſed to raze the ſecond commande- 
went alſo out of the Law given on mount Sina, a if that 
v were out of date, being (as they conceive) bat of a p- 
tive nature at firſt, ſo e doe they finde for it 
by the light of Natureʒ and now the world is growne ſo wiſe, 
that they know how to worſhip God by Tmages, without 
committing any idolatry at alt > t ard. 25-4 Sat 
GE is not thought fit to be communicated unto 
the vulgar · But dee we not all acknowledge the * of 
Nature to be mch corrupted ſence the fall of Adam ? how 
much more our judeement of morall things ; wherein A- 
riſtotle confeſſeth that a — 
be expecked, ut owly D perſwaſion. And if way be 
given to ment wanton wil: for the gratifying of corrupt 
2 more breaches than theſe are like to be made in 
the Decalogue. I have heard that Cardinal Cuſanus un- 
dertooke to juſtiſte the ſin of Sodome. Sure I am, amongſt 
the Lacedemonians wives were common And Brennus 
that Ancient Invader of mn Nations made profiiſun,

that he knew no other Law of Nature but-this, that The 
weaker ſhould be in ſubjection to the ſtronger > lile 
4 King Pyrrhus, in his death-bed, being demanded, who 

ſhould ſucceed him in the Kingdom, made anſwer, even He 
whoſe ſword is the longeſt. Carneades 7 thinke was 
the man, who having pn 4 day made a ſingular ſpeech in 
commendation of Juſtices, afterwards diſcourſed as elo- 
quently to the contrary, ſhewing that there was no juſtice 
at all by the lam of nature; every natural thing ſeeking to 
maintaine it ſelfe by the deſtruction of others. So the fire 
maintaines it ſelfe by the combuſtion of each combuſtible 
thing wherenntoit approacbethz and the water overflowes 
all naturally, and beats downe all daumes, it can, to mal 
roome for it ſelfe. And the greateſt Beaſt r maintain them» 

ſelves by preying on thoſe that have: no. powey- to, reſiſt 
them. The more cauſe have wee to bleſe God for givin 
us the Law Morall in writing, which grew ſo miſer 
defaced in the hearts of men. And that — the ſaucł i- 

Hing of the Sabbath is mentioned among the reſt, this 
bath ever ſatisfied mee , and aſſured that the ſubſtance 
thereof is Morallʒ and that accordingh wee ought to inure 
our ſelves to the ſand ification of- the Sabbath, though u · 
turally we find in our ſelues uo greater reluct ation to any 
Commandement than to this : Pardon me if I judge of o- 
thers by my ſelfe in this particular. Nay, upon this very con- 

ſfideration have we not the more cauſe to ſtrive againſt ibis 
inteſtine corruption of ours His Majeſty is much deligh» 
ted in bunting + it iu recreation mixt with manly exer- 
ciſe, well becomming a King; but I heare he never uſeth to 
bunt on the Lords day. And ſo much the rather ſhould the 
Lords Sabbaths be deare unto us, becauſe the goodneſſe and 
mercy of God appeares no where more, than in giving as his 
Sabbaths;calling upon us thexcbyeto reſt from the world un- 
to him (and God knowes a Chriſtian 7655 find; no reſt any 

wbere but in him) and to wallę with him in holy medita-

ion, as be is pleaſed to walk in the midſt oſus, a u the Holy 3 H 
one of Iſrael : ſo to draw us away from worldly cares and 
pleaſures, to the entertaining of beqtenly and holy care i, to 
| enrich our ſelves with the knowledge of God, and to re- 

create our ſoules in the Lords à hee ſolaceth bimſelfe in 
ur, according to that, Hee tooke his ſolace in the com · Pro-.3.31. 
paſle of the earth, and his delight was inthe chil- 
dren of men. On the Lords day it is, that in ſpecial ſort 
we Chriſtians take holil of that holy Cimmudion, which God 
in great mercy in his Son Jeſus Chriſt vouchſafeth unto us 
with himſelfe, ſpeaking unto as as from heaven in his holy 
Word and giving us liberty to ſpeak unto him. Ihe Lord pit- 
cheth his Tabernacle amongſt as here on ear ih, and me are as 
it were taken up into the mount of God, there to be transfi- 
gured before him.When the Lord appeared unto Jacob im « 
viſion by night, when he fle ow his brother Elau,and be 
Saw aladderereFed between heaven and tartb,and the Lord 
en the tap of it the jk aſcending and-deſcending by its 
whe whe\awoke How dreadtull C/aith he ) as this place; Gey.28.16, 17. 
The Lord was here, and I was not aware; ſurely it is 
no other than the houſe of God, and the gate of hea- 
ven. Aud are not eur Temples the bouſts of God? are they 
not the very gates of haauen © In our ſolamme eſſemblies is 
not aladder ereFed betweene earth and heaven is not the 
Lord on the top of it, and are not we humbled at his feet Y,. 
to heare his Word ? The graciaus inſtructioms which we 
receive from him, are they not us ſo many Angels deſcen> 
ding wits urzt he gr acions motions that ariſe in our hearts, 
pon meditation of his Word, of thankeſgiving to him, of 
rejoycing in him, yea,of ſorrowing for our ſins, are they not 
as ſo many Angelr aſcending to him Oun teares have 4 dou- 
ble motion, one naturell,dawnwards, another ſpiritud;wp- 
mardi, fbr the Lord putꝭ them into his bottels: the hairs 
of onr head are numbred, . more the ſighes 2

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heart, and groanes of our ſpirit ? Aud have we not great 
canſe to inure our ſelves betimes thus to ſabbatize with 
God, as he ſabbatizeth with ws ? that we may be the fitter 
to keepe our eternall Sabbath with hie : ( for ſo ir our eter- 
nall happineſſe repreſented unto un) in the enjoying of hins 
for ever, and being filled with his glory; which Auſtin 
calls a Sabbatum maximum, our greateſt Sabbath; 
and Plenitudo Sabbati; and to that purpoſe caſti his 

e on that Sabbatum Sabbatorum, Sebbath of Sal- 
Labs: Revel.25. For when Chriſt hath put downe all 
rule, and all aathority and power, then ſhall he deli- 
ver up the Kingdome to God, even the Father, and 
God ſhall be all in all. : . 

Tet I willingly confeſſe, that in my obſervation, two 
things there —2 6h to be of great moment, in op- 
poſition to the morality of the fourth Commandement : 
1. The change of the day. 2. The generall opinion of the Fa- 
thers pronowncing in um indefinit manner the fourth Com 
man t to be © my Tet _ ng, the 
reeiſtring of it in the Decalogut, which is g ty 40- 
joker the Law morall, 1 1 — conſideration bath even 
prevailed more with mee, to actompt the ſnbſtance thereof 
moral. Nevertheleſſe for the honour I owe, and reſpe@ 1 
beare to Antiquity, I have endevoured to underſt a the 
Antients aright, and to enquire in what reſpedt they ac- 
compted it ceremoniall. For to ay unclerſt mamg, the ſan- 
Fific ation of the reſt, or the of the day, eſpecially 
wnto us Chriſtians is merely morall. But as c | 
the reſt it elfe, it may be, ſome ceremoniality may be ſound 
therein, eſpecially conſidered in conjunion with the time 
appointed for the worſhip and ſervice of God. And herein 
I thatthe God, I have found good (7 ion unto my ſc 
at laſt how I ſhall ſatisfie others I know not. And when 
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The Preface. 
unto the fourteenth Chapter; there occaſion was given me 


to conſider further of this controverſie, ſo farre, as « few 
ayes would give libertie to provide my next Sermon: and 

therein I wade uſe of Hoſpinian, and of Pererius, and no 

more as I remember; but in Pererius I came acquainted 

with Toſtatus his Arguments, directed againſt the anci- 

ent inflitution of the Sabbath ſrom the Creation, which till 

then I imagined had been generally received without con- 

tradidtion according to that which the ſtory of Geneſs, at 

firſt ſight ſeemes to commend unto us. And by this occaſion 
my mind working herenpon in my meditations, I thought 

fit, for opening 4 way, to the better clearing of the truth to 
diſt ingniſh three things,in ſubordination, the latter to the 
former. 1. The firft was a time in general to be ſet apart 
for Gods ſervice. 2. The ſecond was the proportion of this 
time-3. The third,the particularity of the day 4ccording to 

the ſpecified proportion. 1. The firſt ſeemed tome of nece/- 

ſary duty pits coy bght of quran, to 45 many #s know 
God, and acknowledge him to be their Creator and this 1 

tooke, and doe take to be the higheſt degree of morality in 

this precept, and herein hitherto I have found no oppoſi- 

tion. 2. As touching the ſecond, by light of nature we are 

ſomewhat to ſeeke, s whether one day in a weeke or more; 
or one day in 4 month or more; or one day in a yeare or 

more, ought to be ſet apart for the ſolemne worſhip and ſer- 

vice of God. So that herein it is fit we ſbould expect᷑ dire 

dion from God, the Lord of the Sabbath, 1. Becauſe the 

ſervice of the day is his, and it ſeemes fit he ſhould cut out 
what proportion of time be thinkes convenient. 2. For the 

maintenance of uni formitie therein, and leſt otherwiſe 

there might be n many diviſions hereabout a, as there are 

Churches in the worli, and contentions allo conſequently, 

each ſtanding for their omus election. For reaſon of a cou · 

jeclurall nature is very various, and therem m— af- 
econ

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fection beares the greateſt ſway,and drawes the judoement 
to comply with it. But when God hath determined a cer” 
taine proportion of rime, it may be we ſhall find great con” 
ernitie therein, even to naturall reaſon, and farre more 
tham in any other. D. Field, as Maſter Broad reporti pro- 
ſelſeth, that to one who knowes the ſtory of the Creation, it 
3s evident 7 light of nature, that one day in ſeven js to be 
conſecrated to Gods ſervice. And Azorius the Jeſuit in 
his morall Inſtitutions acknowledgeth that It is moſt a- 
greeable to reaſon, that after ſix work dayes, one day 
ſhould be conſecrated to divine worſhip. The leaſt di- 
viſion of dayes is into a weeke, the next greater diviſion is 
into a month, the next into a yeare. Now by light of na- 
ture it ſeemes farre more fend that one day in ſeven 
ſhould be imployed in God: ſervice, than one day in a mo- 
neth. And if a ſeventh part of our time be to be conſecra- 
ted unto God, better aſeventh day, than a ſeventh part of 
every day, becauſe the worldly occupations of each of thoſe 
dayes, umſt ried: cauſe miſerable diſtraction. Thus veaſon 
may diſconrſe in probable manner, when God hath gone bo- 
fore us to open a way unto us. Certainly, when God hath 
once determined the proportion of time, it is ſo farre 
being accounted morall, as perpetnall, and ftill to hold, un- 
till God himſelfe ſhallalter it. 3. As for the particularity 
of the day according to the fore named proportion; there- 


in we ſhould be farre more to ſeeke, were wee left unto our 


ſelves i time conſiſting in à continuall flux and ſucceſſion, 


one part afore, and another after. As namely, ſuppoſing one 
day in ſeven is to be conſecrated to Gods ſervices yet wee 


ſhall ſtill be to jeeke,which day of the ſeven is to be ſet apart 
for an holy uſe. And no marvell for init ſelfe it is nothing 


materiall. For a proportion of ſervice being required with- 
in a certaine compaſſe, ſo it be done within that compaſſe, 
every Maſter oy ſatisfiedwith his ſervants worke. But 
as 


4 for difference in the proportion, every ane arconnt# 
— a matter of great moment. God hinſelſt ackhnow” 
ledgeth this: i to whom he giver bud little, as their 
hends he exprtFs but little; to whom hee gives , of 
thew he exper much our Saviour teachei . And Saint 
John exhorts Chriſtians ſo to curry themſelves im the

both for our ce that our ſervice. ſhall be acceptable 
with Gori (r of Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat mho made 
iſrael to ſin, we reade; that Hee offered upon the altar

Now to my under ſtamaing, by the fourth Commande ment 
1 us tleare + Firſt, that God commanded ſome time to bee 


ſet apart and ſand ified wnto _ ſervice. Stcondly, wm 
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the — — — day in 
ſeven. Thirdly, that the particular day under this propor- 
tion was defrancd tobe the ſeventh; and tb it unto the rews 
in correſpondence tu the ſeurh day from the firſt creati· 
on, wh:reon God comm indled them toreſt from all their 
workes lil as on that diy the Lord reſted from his works. 
And Ithinke, ebere ur no queftion amongit: Chriſtians, but 
that all this .onght to be religianfly v5ſerund by the pedple of 
God, nntill the Lord hiaolfs manifeſt bis pleaſure for al- 
teration, and uo farther, in any particular, thin God ſhall 
manifeſt his pleaſure for alteratiom As for example; Firſt 
for tbe tine, then ſonthe raft; laſtly :for theiſerviceiof the 
day it ſelfe. 'Firft," If God bathrnat.mbnifefte d inis will for 
any alteration, of ſetting apart ſame time for dluuine ſer+ 
vice 5 we muſt ſtill continue to ſet ſome time apart for di- 
vine. ſervice." Likewiſe, if Gad bath not ananifeſted his 
Pleaſure, to have the propottion.of me altered, which b uh 
binoriginallyalotttd unto lis ſerviceywe muſt notpreſums 
to allow a leſſe proportion of time for his ſeruice, ib un hath 
been formerly preſcribed by bim. Only both Gomarus and 
Rivet cunaur in this that we may. allomwrores and uhat in 
reaſor, it is fit nom under the Goſphlio allow moreting: for 
Gods ſtr vice, vat her than leſſt, in compariſon to that mic 
be would have allo mad him under the Lam. Aud as for the 
particularity of the day, if God hath manifefted bir plear 
ſuro to liave it altered, it muſt be altered, ( as in caſe it apy 
peare to have bren ere moniall, in reſpect of the reſt am- 
manded thereow ) and another in the ſeven ſubſtituted in 
the place t reoſ, and that according to Gods direct ion, 
nat otherwiſe. Secondly, ſo as touching the reſt of the 
Hay eommanded upon Mount Sineunto the Jewer ( not ſo 
unto Adam upon the Creation; but onely wee reade that 
God bleſſed the ſeventh day and ſanctifieg it, which 
ſandTification yet on nan part drawes a reft with it) if 
there be found «juſt diſtiniFjon betweene areſt morall,( ſo 
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ar forth as the ſanFification of the dayrequireth ) and 4 
je, ceremonial, of a more rigorous — > 6 prefigu- 
ring ſome thing in Chriſtʒ it will follow:-herehence that the 
reft morall ſtill continueth, together with the ſan@ificati= 
on 7 the day, as much as ever, and that the rigorous reſt 
alt fall and be aboliſped. Thirdly, ſoum the laſt place, as 
touching the ſervice of the day ʒ wha wa pte/cri>. 
bed unto the Jewes thereon os ceremomiall, is at end; as 
namely the Sabbath ſacrifice which doubled the daily ſacri- 
fee. Only the publique miniſtery of: the Word and Prayer, 
as morall, ſtill continueth together mith our Sacramentall 
ceremonies which Chriſt hath given unto his Church, B ap» 
tiſme and the Lords Supper ʒ and therefore the Lord: «4 
was called by the Ancients the day of light, in neference. 
wnto Baptiſme,Baptrſane — hee rn 
the firſt worke of grace; and the diy of Bread, in reference. 
to the Lords Supper. Now all this I hope to male appeare, 
before I give over this tate which I have taken in hand. 
And I was the more confirmedin my meditations, when I 
heard by one of my Auditor Drwine,thit in this dot rie 
of mine concerning the Sabbath,as touching the ſubſtance 
of that which was delivered by me, I nothing differed ſrom 
the opinion of D. Prideaux, whoſe diſconrſe on that. argu- 
ment, at that time 1 had. npt been acquainted. with. But 
ſince 1 finde that Sect. g. of that bis Ledturt, be profeffetb 
that the Jewiſh reſt cannot ſtand with our Chriſtian 
libertie 5 I ſay /o too, \andwithall endevaur tagive evi- 
dence for the abrogation thereof.” Further, the ſame Rewer 
rend Docter profeſſeth, That we only are ſo farte tohb- 
ſtaine from worke, as it is an impediment tothe per- 
formance of ſuch duties as are then commanded, I 
am not ouly of his opinion herein, bat: withall. deſire na 
more than this 40 le aranted. forthe mamtcu ance, of tbe 
morall reſt of the fourth Commandement. Nu 
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' But Ihaveobſerved ſome to deny any thing in the Jewiſh 
Sabbath to have been ceremoniall, yet will not have that 
fourth Comm ndement moral, but poſitive rather, a tou- 
chung both the obſervation of ane day tm ſeven, und as tou- 
ching the particularity of the day. And therefore they deny 
it ta be moral, becauſe it bath nat evidence by light. of u- 
ture. Nut mar it earident to the 2 by light of nature, 
that the Godof their Fathers, Abraham, 1 and Ja- 
cob and that brought them ont of the land of gp, was 
the trus God of the world and that therefare they eng hi to

ture that God i nos io be worſhipped by an Images Or if 
naturall evidencehereaf fails us in this ſtate of corrupt na- 
ture wherein we are, ſhall theſe lames be denied to be the 
worall Law of God? yet I nothing douht but the proportion 
of time all owed for Gods ſervice,much more the particula- 


rity of the day b thereunto, is alterable at the plea- 
ſure of God. And ceremonials,. I canfeſſe, ere in ſuch aſenſe 
poſitive, or rather more thus poſetipe ʒ wamely, ſuch is nat 
only may,but aneſh he fbactower fly away when the lady of 
them comes in place. Aud et I fled that Cajetan in this 
point e- cerenoutall with poſitive ʒ though I think, 


he not call it ceremoniall, anleſſe he concerved, that 
this which he cals poſitive had ſome eeremoniality in it. But 
their reaſon whexeupon they deny the ceremoniality of it, in 
my judgment is not ſufficient. 1. Becauſe they ground it up- 
ou a ſuppoſition very queſtiauable, namely, that the Sabbath 
was inſtituted before the. fall, which ſame deny, and that 
wiib very great probability in aj judgment. 2. Their con- 
feque not i not good. Far though it were no ceremony at the 
firtzet others ſay it might be aſtermardi, and give inſtance 
in the rainbow, which though in courſe af nature extant 
before," yes was not a figne ti 1 the Flood: and 
I know ſome who would net aontit of this inſtance, yet the 
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Theſis ſeemes very poſſe de; and clearely of ſuch a condition 
was matrimony, ordained without all queſtion before the 
fall. 3. What js that which they ſay is not ceremonial ? is 
it the ſervice of the day m the ſand ifying of it ? None that 
I know, maintains that to be neceſſarily cere moniall. Or is 
it the reſt of the day © Obſerve well, end you ſhal find no reſs 
expreſly com at the firſt, but only it is ſignified, that 
God dedicated it to his ſervice 3 which yet, I confeſſe wil- 0 
lingly,draws after it a reſt from all works oppoſite or impe- 
dimemtail to the ſand ification of it. 4. Thus they take little 
care to ſatisfie the Fathers, who generally concurre in ac- 
knowledging the ceremoniality of it. And we are too weak 
in thrſe dayer, to beare up an opinion in flat contradifion 
fo the Ancients, and to keepe our ſelves beſſe. Tet Do- 
For Andrews (Biſhopof Wincheſter, ere hee died) in his

the Lordi day now, as for obſervation of the ſeventh for- 
mer ly, is the greatelt difficulty that I find in this argument, 
if not inſuperable 5 whereof yet wee ſhall find our ſelves in 
greater meaſure caſed,if we can ſhew manifeſt evidence for 
the abrogation of the ſeventh, which was —— to the 
Jewe t.

Hence was it that Irenexs, 
Iuſtin Martyr, Tertullian and Ewſebive, men of renowne for 
learning in the primitive times (three of which are cited in the 
text of this following diſcourſe, and the fourth quoted in the 
margin) affirme for certaine, that never any of the Patrtarches 
before Moſes Law did obferve the Sabbath: which queſtion- 
leſſe they mult have done, had that Law been moral, and dicta- 
ted by nature, as now ſome teach us 5. Afterwards by the 
oppoſition made by Epiphanius. in his Confutation of the he- 
_ of the Ebionites ; and by the reſolutions of T heodorer on 
the 20. of £zech. Procopius Gazew on the 2. of Gen, by Da- 
»:aſcen, and our Venerable B-de, (which two laſt are here alſo 
cited, Se#,2.) concurring with the former Fathers, all calke 
and obſervation of the Jewiſh Sabbath vaniſhed utterly ; and 
the Lords day which had from the Apoſtles times been inſti- 


tuted by the Church, in the place thereof, was hallowed with- 


out any rivall. 6. Nor do I find but that all ſuperſtitious fan- 
cies about that day, were as wholly abrogated as the day it 
ſelfe.

But this Tranſlitor deſires, as it ſeemes, from the generalltie 
of mans good to ſcale up an opinion in the minds of his Rea- 
ders, that the Sabbath was niade not onely for the ſervice of 
God, and for the promoting of a man in the knowledge and 
feare of God, but for the furthering of his carnall plea ſures 
. alſo. But never was it knowne that our Saviour juitiſied any 
libertie to ſuch courſes on the Sabbath : Neither were any 
ſuch things, as it ſeemes in courſe, in the dayes of the Pro- 
phet Amos, ho teprehends them for ſaying, Am. f.

the Sabbath be gone, chat they might returne to their world- 
ly courſes ? Rather they could with their ſan might ttand 
ill on that day, as ſometimes it did in the dayes of /»Gua, if 
libertie were given to ſports, 1 and plea ſures * 
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day + and it wre wondrous ſtrange that libertie ſhould bee 
d them from kindling a fire to ſer forward the ſtructure 
of the SanAmrie, made to this very end that the Lord might 
dwell among them: And from ſo precious a worke as the em- 
balming of the body of Chriſt, the Lord of the Sabbath, 
and that at the very end of the day, if at that time they were 
not reſtrained from any ſenſuall courſe of recreation, accor - 
ding to the common faſhion of the world. Undoubtedly, 
howſoever it ſtands now with us Chriſtians ; in the dayes of 
our Saviour, they that reſted on their Sabbath from embal- 
ming the body of Chriſt, and that according to the appoint- 
ment, which is as much as to ſay, according to the Law of Gol; 
ſurely they, by the ſame Law of God were much more reſtrai- 
ned from worldly pleaſures, theſe ſtanding far more in oppo- 
ſition to the ſanctification of the Lords Sabbath,then the em- 
balming of the body ot the Sonne of God , who was Lord of 
the Sabbath. And therefore this text is moſt unſeaſonably 
and impertingntly alleaged by the Tranflator to ſerve his turn, 
being farre more fit to croſſe his purpoſes, then any way to 
promote them. So from the conſideration of the title, I come 
to the preface. a 
If the antiquitie of this controverſie concerning the Sab- 
bath, were any thing materiall ; this Przfacer were founde- 
red at the firſt : For what if the Sabbath bee = part of the 
Law of Moſes Was not the law of ſanRifying the name of 
God, the law forbidding images, the law commanding them 
to have no other Gods but him, that brought them out of 
the land of Egypt : the law commanding to honour parent 
to abſtaĩne from murther, adukery, theft, were not 211 theſ? 
the Law of Moſes ? Is not the law of ſanctifying the Sab- 
bath one of the tenne Commandements delivere by God 
from Mount Sinai as well as the other nine ? and was it not 
kept in the Arke as well as the reſt ? Circumciſion was no 
aw of Moſes, and thereforealbeir it be faid Joh. 7. 22. That 
Moſes gave unto them Circumciſion, yet forthwith it is added, 
not becauſe it is of Moſer, but of the Fathers: ſo that Moſes 
rather confirmed it, then was the firſt giver of it. So that 
the Law of CHoſes in this place is to bee wderſtood of the 
ceremoniall law, not of the morall law contained in the 
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it fill in force to bind Chriſtians. 
Decalogue, and among theſe tenne Commandements, that 
of the Sabbath is one, and commended unto them in that ſtate 


as none ſo much, Remember the Sabbath day to ſanttifie it; and 
not onely before Maſes, but before Abraham and Noah allo, 


wee read, that the ſeventh day God reſted from all the worker that Gen. 22 


hee had made, and that therefore God bleſſedthe ſeventh day ani 
ſanGified it. 

Ot any Miniſter or Paſtor in the Church of England that 
maintaines us Chriſtians to be obliged to the obſervation and 
ſanctitication of the Jewiſh Sabbath, or of any Sabbath 
that is a hade of things to come, the body whereof is of Chriſt, 
I never heard or read, Yet for ſome hundred yeares in the 
Primitive Church, not the Lords day onely., but the ſeventh 
day alſo was rcligioufly obſerved, not by Ebion and Cerin- 
thus onely, but by pious Chriſtians alſo, as Baronixe writeth 
and Gomarus conleſſeth, and River allo, that we are bound in 
conſcience under the Goſpell, to allow for Gods ſervice a 
better proportion of time, than the Jewes did under the law, 
rather: than a worſe. And further it is well kgowne, that 
beſides the weekely Sabbath, there was variety of obſervation 
of times amongſt the Jewes, and divers of them called Sab- 
baths alſo, as ſome think, not one whereof was mentioned in 
the Decalogue, or pronounced by the Lord from Mount 
Sinai, as the fourth Commandement was, for the ſanctify- 
ing of the weekly Sabbath. So that this Præfacer every way 
ſheweth miſccablelooſeneſle in his diſcourſe, And it Ebion 
and Cer iuthus, and Apollinaris, how wretched heretickes ſo- 
ever did (till inforce the ſanRification of the Jewiſh Sabbath, 
( whoſe wretchedneſſe yet conſiſted not ſo much in inforcing 
this, as in inforcing all the ceremonies of Aſoſes ; the 
Jewiſh Sabbath long after (crinthis continuing to be obſer- 
ved by many pious Chriſtians,as Baronixs obſerveth & others, 
and Saint Pai doth oppoſe all ſuch doctrine and practiſe in 
theſe paſſages of his here mentioned: did not this Author 
know that upon theſe very paſſages of Saint Pax/, the Ana- 
baptiſts and Socinians, as vile heretickes as Ebion and Ce- 
rint hus, and Apollinaris, tot their blood have gone ſo tarre, 
as not onely to overthrow the obſervation of the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath, but the ſanctiſying of the Lords day alſo, The opi- 
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The Moralitie of the fourth Commandement, 
nion of the law ceremonlall landing ſilll in foree ( which in- 
deed was the opinion of the heretickes mentloned ) is 1 con- 
teſſe, a dangerous polat, and ſuch as not onely ſeemed ( av 
this Prefacer minceth it, out of what degree of wiſdome ot 

ovidence I know not) to confirme the Jewes in their incre- 
dulitie, but indeed juſtly might confirme z nor onely 
occaſion, but juſtly cauſe alſo others, to make queltion of our 
Saviours comming in the flelh z not ſo the obſervation of the 
ſevonch day to ſanctiſie it, for ought this Author hath hicherto 
manifeſted, or throughout this preface of his doth magifeſt ; 
and the ſanctiſication of this day is apparantly commanded in 
the moral law ſpoken from Mount Sinai. And thoſe Chriftians 
who a long time kept this ſeventh day holy as well as the 
Lords day, had no opinion of any danger at all in this their 
obſervations And it ſtood the ancient Fathers upon to op- 
pole the obſervation of the law ceremoniall. Vet what ſuith 
Auſtin againſt theſe heretickes, to whom this Author in the 
firlt place referreth us? All chat hee delivers againſt the Co- 
rinthians in reference to this particular is onely this : They 
ſay that wee ough#ro bee circumciſed, aud that other like precepts 
of the Lam are to bes obſerved. I tranſlate it for the benefit of 
the common people. Of the Ebionites thus, They obſerve 
the carnall commandements of the Law, to wit, Circ on of 
the fleſh and the reſt, from whoſe burthens wee are freed by the 
nem Teſtament, Of Appollinaris and his ſect this way, «Aw» 
ſtia hath juſt nothing: but Dana who collects out of o- 
ther Authors alſo the hereticall opinions of the eApolliinariſts 
in the laſt place writes thus ot them eAfter the laft reſur- 
reftion ( fay they) Sabbaths, Circumciſion, Tewiſh 1 a 
rence of meates, and all other Icgall ceremonies ſhall have place, 
yea alſd there ſhall bee a Temple among 4 w. And is not this 

wilde ſtuffe, in reſerence to the ſanRification of the Lords 

day, now in queſtion amongſt us? 

Now let the Reader judge with what modeſty it is avou- 
ched, That Hevce it was that Irenæus, Juitin Martyr, Tertulli- 
on, and Euſebius, doe affirme fur certaine, that never any of the 
Patriarches before Moles Law did obſerve the Sabbath; D. Pri- 
deaux faith not that Hence it was ; neither hath this Author gi- 
ven the leaſt evidence hereof, Sure I ain, that in thoſe Patri- 
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arches dayes Chriſt was not as yet come in the fleſk, but rather 
to come long after their dayes ; and conſequently though it 
be a dangerous courle in theſe dayes to lay any ground ot ſuſ- 
pition that Chriſt is not already come, but as yet to come; 
yet this was of no dangecous condition at all in the dayes of 
the Patriarc lis, becauſe in their dayes Chriſt was not come, but 
to come long after, D. Pridraux begins with Tertallian by this 
Author tranſlated thue, Le: them(taith he in a particular Tract 
againſt wear we aſſure me if they can, that Adam ever pt the 
Sabbath : or Abel when he offered unto God hu accepted ſacrifice, 
had regard thereof; or that Noah kept the ſame, when he was bu- 
fied in preparing the Arke againſt the Deluge; or finally that A- 
braham iv offering his ſonne Iſaak; or that Melchiſedech in cxe- 
caution of bus P rieſt-hood tooks notice of it, Now I appeale to eve- 
ſober mans judgement, whether to put the Jewes in thoſe 
yes to ſhew this, be to affirme for certaine, I hat never 
the P atriar ches before Moſes Law did obſerve the Sabbath. It js 
tru: indeed, we have no particular relation of the obſervation 
of the Sabbath in that e of Geneſis, and this Tertallian 
knew full well; and againe it is as truechat there is no teſtimo- 
ny of ought tothe contrary. In the Booke of Foſuah in like 
there is not any mention of the obſervation thereof (any 
more than in the Booke of Z«dges, of Ruth, of the two Bookes 
of Samui) beit rather ſomething to the contrary,to wit, in the 
fiege of [er5cho, and marching round about the walls of Jericho 
ſeven dayes together. But yet in generall we reade in Geneſis, 
that when God had finiſhed all his works in fix dayes, and re- 
{ted the ſeventh, he rhrrefore bleſſed the ſeventh day and —— 
it ; and whether this hath not greater evidence, that event 
God ordered, that that day ſhould be ſanctified, than that the 
meaning ſhould be. that therefore God ordered this two thou- 
ſand — certaine yeares afrer, I appeale to every Chriſtian to 
judge betweene us. And if God did then order it, which conld 
not be otherwiſe than by command, how could Adam be ig- 
norant hereof; and if he knew as much, how improbable is it, 
that he and his, at leaſt Abel and Enofb.and his pious potterity 
ſhould not obſerve ic ? And if a time had not fer apart 
even in Adam: dayes for divine fervice, how improbable bs ir, 
that ¶ ais and Abe/ſhould concutre at — 
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The Moralinie of the fourth Commandement, 
ing their offerings unto the Lord; and if not at the ſamerime, 
how could Cain diſcern that Abels offering was reſpefted and 
accepted of God, when his was not? Yet for certaine, it was 
oblerved before Moſes Law, if by the Law we underſtand the 
Law given on mount Sina, as appeares manifeſtly Exod. 16. 
And withall it is thereby evident, that from the beginning of 
the world untill that time, the diſtinction of the yeare into 
weekes was obſerved, otherwiſe it were impoſſible to know, 
which day was the ſeventh in correſpondencie to the ſeventh 
from the Creation, (ſave by particular revelation whereot we 
reade nothing) now that being unknowne, the reaſon of ſan- 
Rifying the ſeventh day by an holy reſt, drawne from Gods 
reſt on the ſeventh, that is, the laſt day of the firſt weeke from 
the Creation had been utterly void, and nothing at all agree- 
able. And this diſtinction of time into weekes was obſerved 
from all Antiquity by the Gentiles, as hath been confirmed 
by N alleus and Rivetus, with the helpe of Claudius Salmaſins, 
that learned Antiquary; and likewiſe that the ſeventh day was 
a Feſti vall even among the Gentiles. And albeit divers others 
of the Ancients are alleaged to the ſame purpoſe, as affirming 
that the Pattiarches did not obſetve the Sabbath, as namely 
Euſebius, laying, They had no Circumciſion of the body, nor ob- 
ſervation of the Sabbath, as we have not.. And Inftin Martyr in 
his Dialogue with Trypho the Jew, ſaying, Heretefore there were 
good men that pleaſed God, though they kept not Sabbathes, And 
Irenaus in like manner, thus, Abr bimſelfe without Cir- 
cumciſion, and obſervation of the Sabbat lu, beleeved God, and it 
was imputed unto him for righteouſueſſe; and laſtly Damaſcen, 
When there was no Law nor Scripture of divine inſpiration, nor 
Sabbath conſecratedunto God. For as for Bede (alleaged by Pe- 
rerius to that purpoſe, in his Hexameron) I ſind in that place 
nothing anſwerable thereunto. Now Hofßinian is of opinion 
that theſe paſſages of the Ancients ate to be underſtood of the 
rigorous obſervation of the Sabbath among the Jewes ; I adde, 
or in reference to the other Sabbaths commanded in the Law 
of Moſes, or laſtly in reference to the manner of ſolemnizing 
them among the Jewes, who we know had a peculiar Sacrifice 
ordained for the Sabbaths ; and this I prove by theſe reaſons. 
Firſt, they deliver this as a thing well knowne ; for they take 
1 no 
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i ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians, + 
no paines to prove it. Now conſider, what ground could they 
have for the cuſtome of the Patriarchs before the Flood, 
cially conſidering that the teſtimony of Meſes,Gen. 2.3. i 
better evidence for the keeping of a weekly Sabbath, in a mo- 
rall way only, than any they could bring to the contrary. Se- 
condly, then agairſe, could they have better grounds for the 

ile of tholc ancient Patriarchs both before, and after the 
loud than the Jewes themſelves? I preſume none will be ſo 
immodeſt as to affiruie this;and if they had any ſuch evidence, 
it ſtood them upon to produce it, eſpecially in dealing againſt 
the Jewes. Thirdly, they deliver this as a thing andeniable by 
the jewes themſelves, with whom they deale in this particu- 
lar: but the Jewes had no ſuch faith, as to belteve that the an» 
cient Patri ichs never obſerved the weekly Sabbath. For none 
are of this opinion but ſuch as thinke that paſſage Gen. 2. 3. of 
Gods bleſſing the ſeventh day and hallowing it, was not deli- 
veredvof chat preſent time, as if then God oruained it ſhould 
be anAifi — only by way of anticipation for the time to 
come.' But this was not the opinion of the Jewes, Manaſſetb 
Ben Iſrael a moderne Rabbin, in his booke intituled The Re- 
consiler ,Conciliator accord ing to the argument of that his wri- 
ting, which is to reconcile places of Scripture, in ſhew diſa- 
greeing; and that upon enquiry into all the Rabbins both an- 
cient and later; in his 36. ion upon Fxodw, writes thus, 
as out of the opinion of the Ancients ; thoſe words, Thos ſb alt 
remember that thou waſt a ſervant in Egypt, obſerve how he ex- 
pounds them; Ac ſi dicerer, cogita in 5 to, abi ſerviebas, eti- 
am ipſo Sabbato per vim te coattum ad laborer, as if he oui ſay, 
thinke ( with thy ſelfe ) that in Egypt where thou ſerveaſt, thow 
waſt by force conſtrained 1» labour, on the very Sabbath: Evident- 
ly manifeſting not out of his owne particular opinion, but as 
out of the generall opinjon of their ancient Rabbins, that the 
Sabbath and the obſervation thereof was a duty in the very 
dayes of the Patriarchs. And inthe end concludes thus: Igitur 
Deus benediftus cupiens Sabbatum, cnjns ſanttimoniam tantes 
document is approbaverat, in eternum ab omnibus coli, dec: m præ- 
ceptis illud inſernit, quo ſcientes precepta aterna eſſe, etiam hoc in- 
ter ea habendum intclligerent. Therefore the bleſſed God (it is fit I 
ſhould tranſlate ic for the benefit of the common people) deſi» 
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ſhould under ſtand that this Commuandement alſo was to 2 
campliſbed them. And indeed Tertullian himſelfe pro- 
that the Jewes were of this opinion, as Rs ob- 
ſerves out of his againſt rhe Jewes, thus tranſlated, God 
from the beginning did ſanctiſie the ſeventh day, reſting from all 
the workes that bee had made, nnd that thereupon Moſes ſaid 
unto the people , Remember yee the Sabbath day to ſantiifie it. 
And therefore when Mercer faith concerning the of 
theſe words, Geneſ, 2-3. Hebrei fere referunt in futurum : 
the Jewes forthe moſt part reſerte it to the time to come: he 
is to be underſtood of the later Jewes ; but of this more ſhall 
be ſpoken ere wee part from this ſection. 4 Fourthly, not 
one of the ancient Fathers is alleaged by our adverſarigs, de- 
livering his opinion upon that paſſage, Gencſi a. 3. to ſhew 
what hee conceives to bee the true meaning thereof, which 
yet is the onely ground whereupon our doctrine is built con- 
cerning the originall inſtitution of the Sabbath; and ſeeing 
it contains a meaning at firſt ſight manifeſtly contradictious 
to that which they affirne, as wee interpret it of the weekely 
Sabbath, without reference unto the Jewiſh manner of obſer · 
ving it : therefore in this caſe it ſtood them upon to take 
notice of that place, and by ſome faire interpretation vindi- 
cate themſelves from ſuſpition of contradicting the expreſſe 
Word of God. 5 Tertullian himſelſe juſtifies our | 
namely, that God from the beginning ſantti fied the ſeventh 
day, as Riverw ſhewes out of his fourth booke againſt Ai 
cion, cap. 12. where hee ſayth, (briftum ipſum Sabbati diem, 
benediflione Patris 4 e ſanflum bene factiane ſua efficers 
ſanttiorem, That Chriſt himſelfo made that day more holy by 
his well doing on that day, which by the benediflion of the Father 
was made holy from the beginning, So that Tertullians mea- 
ning in the lace alleaged to the contrary, cannot bee, that 


the ancient Patriarcks (imply obſerved not the wee kely Sab - 
bath, but onely that they obſerved it not after that manner 
the ſewes did ; and that the like interpretation muſt bee gh 
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Is fill in force to bind Chriſtians, 
ven of the paſſages alleaged out of other of the Ancients. 
6- For further proofe whereof, obſerve that Theodorer, alleir 
en the 20. of Ez-ki-/ hee faith in like manner that God pre- 
ſcribed unto the Jewes the ſabbaticall vacations, Ur hec civilis 
adminiſtrations ratio peculiar 4 Gentium quidem cos diſtingue- 
ret inſtiratis that this peculiar adminiſtration might di- 
ftinguiſh them from the cuſtomes ef the Gentiles : yet Fallews 


ſhewes that the ſame T heodvrer in his queſtions upon Geneſis, Dijſert.de 4. 
doth manifeſtly declare, that even from the beginning of the precep. f. 44- 


creation, God did ordaine this day to reſt and ſanctification. 
As who having created the creatures in ſix dayes, by the reſt of 
the ſeventh day manifeſted the creation to be perfected; like 
as in ſeven dayes hee concluded the whole circle of dayes. 
And that by bleſſing the ſeventh day and ſanctifying it, he de- 
clared, 20d non illum diem inutilem putabat ad creandum, [ed ad 
eter accommdatioms ftatuit. The feaning whereof in of- 
7 is this, that, hee did not thinke that day unfit to have any thing 
created therin, but onely it was his pleaſure to ordaine it for a day 
reſt. The ſame Author ſhewes {»y/>fome to bee of the 
me opinion in his 10. Homily on Genefrs, whoſe words in 
Latine he rendreth thus, [am hinc ab initio doctrinam hanc nobis 
inß mat Deus, erudiens in circulo hebdomeds diem wnum inte- 
ſegregandum „& reponendum ad ſpiritualem operationens, 
Now from the beginning God infinnates this inſtruttion , tea- 
ching thas in the circle of the weeks one entire day i to bee ſeque- 
fired and imployed on fpirituall aftions, Theſe authorities in 
my judgement ſhould bee of the greater force, for as much as 
they deliver their opinion by way of interpretation of Gods 
Word, and chat according to the plaine literall meaning, 
and that ſuch as whereunto every Chriſtians conſdence, 
not fore- ſtalled with prejudice, is — enough to yeeld by 
reaſon of the native evidence of the words. For they de- 
note an externall action and tranſient, not an internall and 
immanent in God, (all of which kinde are eternall) which 
externall a&ion is the dedication of the day to holy uſes, 
which cannot bee imagined to bee done any other wa 
= ſhould thinke) then by commanding it to bee ſancti- 
+ The ſame Author ſhewes Auſtin to Iu beene of the 
ſame judgement, writing thus, hen God ſanttifiedthe Own 
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The Moraine of the fourth Commandement, 
day, becanſe thereon hee reſted from all his worten, hee did not 
deliver ought concerning the Faſt or Dinner of the Sabbath: nor 
afterwards, when to the Hebrew people hee gave commandement 
for the obſervation of the day it ſelfe, did hee mention ought as 
rouching the receiving or not receiving of food : onely comman- 
dement is given concerning mens vacation, from their owne ar 
frem ſervile workes, which vacation the former people receiving 
45 a ſhadow of things to come, in ſuch manner —_ from their 
workes as now wee behold the Iewes to reſt, Hee Citeth alſo

hereof in his judgement, but the Lords reſting thereon as the 
ſeventh; after hes had finiſhed all his workes in fix dayes, 
and thereupon bleſſing it and ſanctify ing it, whereupon it 
grew to hee a feltivall day generally amongſt all? Tertullian 
though alleaged on the other fide, yet hath beene already 
ſhewed to bee of the ſame minde, in this particular with 
Chryſoſtome and Auſt in. Adde unto theſe Epiphanius her, 
51.Sabbatum primum eſt, quod ab initis decretum eſt ac dictum d 
Domina in mundi creatione quod per circuitum ab eo tempore wuſ< 
que huc juxte ſeptem dies revolvitur. The firſt Sabbath is that 
which the Lord from the beginning ordained and ſpake in the 
creation of the world, which by revolution from that time to this, 
according to the circle of ſeven dayes returne th. eAthanaſins 
alſo upon thoſe words of our Saviour, Al things are gives to 
mee of my Father, diſtinguiſheth betwezne the Sabbath day, 
and the Lords day; affirming the Sabbath day to have been 
the end of the firſt creation, and the Lords day the beginning 
of the ſecond creation. Bedi in his Hexameron proteſſeth, 
that the reſt of the ſeventh day after ſixe dayes worki 

ſemper celebrari ſolebat, was alwayes wont to bee added; 
If alwayes, then before the children of Iſraels comming out of 
ITgypt, before eAbraham, before the flood, even from the be- 
ginning of the dayes of Adam the firſt of men. Adde unto — 
the

the received, and moſt currant opinion of the Jewes, by the 
teſtimonies of Philo and Jerk vouched 15 "kn: 
Philo in his ſecond book of Moſes writing thus, Qui ſacr um 
illum diem, per ſingular hebdomadas recurrentem nom honorat ? 
Who doth not honour that holy day according to the weekely revo- 
lution thereof ? and hee delivers this not of the Jewes onely, 
but of the Greekes and Barbarians, of inhabitants of Mayn- 
land, and Ilands, thoſe of Europe, of Afia, and of the whole 
habitable you of the world to the very ends thereof. Ieſepha- 
1.2. againſt Appien,profeſling that there is no City of Grecians 
or Barbarians,nor any Nation, to whomthe cuſtomary obſer- 
vation of the ſeventh, whereon the Jewes reſted, had not rea- 
ched. Addeunto this the teſtimony of two Rabbins, men- 
tioned by Browghton in his Conſent of Scriptures acknow- 
ledging this, and another Rabbin alleaged by Peter Martyr 
upon Genel both cited by Maſter Richard B. ficli in his an- 
ſwer to Maſterj Avec mood. Give me leave toadde my mite al- 
ſo of mine owne obſeryat ion. The 92. P/a/me hath this title. 
A Palme — Song fur the Sabbath. —— paraphraſe 
hereupon writes thus Nr Dy ter 
\ RV RAW e Song y hich l 
PR Ir en the Sabbath day ; manifeſtly evidencing 
that in the received opinion of the Jewes in thoſe dayes, 
Adam Ganfified the Sabbath. Rabbi David Kimchi teſtifies 
the ame in his Commentary upon that Pſalme, to be the do- 
Arine delivered in their Daraſh, namely, that Adam the firſt 
conceived this Pſalme after hee was created on the Sabbath 
day, and that afterwards he ſinned, and fo prophaned the 
Sabbath. So that notwithſtanding all the bluſter which this 
Author makes, this fourth Commandement may continue 
morall nevertheleſſe. And ſute I am, Irene puts this diffe- 
rence betweene the words of the Decalogue ( fo he ſpeaks and 
conſequently expungeth not, but rather includeth the fourth 
Commandement ) and the ceremoniall lawes, that Decalog: 
verba, the words of the Decalogue ſpoken by Cod himfelfe unte 
all, doe therefore continue in like manner with us, receiving ex- 
tenſion and augmentation by the comming of ( hriſt in the fleſh, 
but no diſſolution. But the precept of bondage ( ſo he calls the 
ceremonials ) by themſelves hee commanded unto the people by 
| E 
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Moſer, fit fer their uſtruct ion and liſcipline. And Doctor 
-emdrewes T am ſure, ſo great a Prelate in our Church, denies 
all ceremonialitie thereunto, fave only fo farre as may jultifie 
the change of the day, and in reference to the rigorous reſt of 
the Jewes. And Arorius confeſſeth (as before hath beene al- 
lcaged) that after ſix dayes worke, one day ſhould bee con- 
ſecrate to divine ſervice is a — — agreeable to reaſon. 
Yet Iknow none that accounteth this a Dictate of nature ſim - 
ply, as this Author would faine obtrude upon us; but rather 
with ¶ Hryſoſt om, that God by creation hath taught us as much, 
and now God hath gone betore us herein, wee conceive it to 
bee moſt agreeable to reaſon, And D. Field did proſeſſe as 
much upon acknowledgement of the Creation, as Maſter 
Brode confeſſeth. 

If all talke of obſervation of the Jewiſh Sabbath vaniſhed 
not till the daies ot Beadr,ie was 700, years firſt in the account 
of Bcllzrmine, And of any reſolutions madd by Beds or Da- 
maſcen hereabouts, in D. Prideux ſedl. 2. I finde no mention, 
Vet I thinke it likely enough, that both — — Procopius 
7 galily contrive as many reſolutions bouts, as 
either Theodoret upon the twentieth of Exckzel or Fpiphanizs 
againſt the Ebionites; for neither of them in the places men- 
tioned,make any reſolutions on this point at al. He grants the 
Lords day to have beene inſtituted by the Church from the 
Apoſtles 'dayez,. which latter clauſe is an ambiguous phraſe, 
Fon it may bee applyed to the dayes after the Apoſtles. If in 
the Apoſtles dayes, then undoubtedly it was inſtituted by the 
Apoſtles, what meant hee then to fay it was inſtituted. by the 
Church, and not to bee fo ingenuons as to conſeſſe that it 
was inſtituted by the Apoſtles ? How ſar off is he from ac- 
knowledging it to have beene inſtituted by the Lord ? yet 
Athanaſius openly profeſſeth thus much, Olim certe priſcis ho- 
minibus in ſummo pretio Sabbatum fuit, quam quidem ſol-n- 
nitatem Daminus tranſtnlit in diem Dominicum. Heretofore 
with men of old time the Sabbath day was in great price : which 
Feſtivitie truly the Lord hath tranſlated unto the Lords day, And 
Cyrill in his 12. book on Joby, chap, 58. confidering the Lords 
appearance a ſecond time on the eighth day, Thema then be- 


ing preſent, and upon confideration finding it to r 
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the firſt day of the weeke, concludesthus : Tere igitwr ſane 
Congregationes die ofl avo im Eecleſtis unt. 'By right therefore 
holy Congregations in the ("hurches are made on the eighth day, 
meaning thereby the firſt day of the week, that is the Lords 
day: and as hee concludeth thus, fo undoubtedly his opini- 
on was the Apoſtles themſelves did conclude in like manner, 
Now albeit much had beene effected for the abroga · 
tion as well of all ſuperſtitious fancies about that day , 
as ofthe day it ſelſe ( that it oſ the Jewiſh ſabbath) by the 
labours of the Fathers fore-mentioned, and particularly of 
Damaſcen and venerable Bede among the z yet there 
comes in an no ſomewhat of the nature of a ſixth fin 
ger; and that is, Saint tells as notwithſtanding how 
ſore in Rom were ſo [3 1094 in this kinde, that they would 
neither work upon the Saturday, no nor fo much as waſh wpon the 
Sunday. So little effectuall were the labours of Damaſcen 
and venerable Bede, that they could not prevent the ſuperſtiti- 
ous fancies of ſome that lived an hundred yeares before, For 
ory by Bellarmines account dyed in the yeare of our 
Lord 664. and Damaſten Rred long after the yeare 73 f. and 
Bede was liung in the Lyon 731. as Bellarmine oblerves out 
of his fifth booke of Hiftoria Anglicena. Who would defire an 
adverſary ſhould betray more weakeneſſe than this Author ? 
but wee ſee manifeſtly whither he tends, and no marvell if 
God ſmites him with the ſpirit of giddinefſe and confuſion. 
His quotation of Gregory ſeemes to bee the fame with that 
which wee finde in the decrees De cenſecrat. diſt. 3. cap. 
Pervenit. — — = Præfacer 9 it as of _ ſame 
xerſons, it is farre otherwiſe in Gregry) , for apparantly the 
—— in Gregory is concerning Aageent perſons, for thus 
it runnes, Pervenit ad me, c. Relation 11 mal unto mee, that 
certaine men of a perverſe ſpirit have ſawed among It you ſome tore 
rupt doflrine con'rary to our holy faith: ſo as to forbid any worke 
to be done on the Sabbath day: theſe men we may well call the Prea- 
chers of Antichriſt. Then he ſets downe what ſhall be the pra- 
Riſe of Antichriſt at his comming, namely to command rhe 
Sabbath day and the Lords day both to be 2 E. from all works, 
And why the Lords day? to wit, becauſe he meanes to inũ- 


tate Chriſt; and therefore * conforme himſelſe to the pu 
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The moralitie of the fourth Commandement 
&iſe of Chriſtians, in celebrating the Lords day; his words 


are theſe; Quia enim mori ſe & reſurgere ſimulat, haberi in ve- 
n:ratione vult diem D ominicum ; that is, Becauſe he counter feits 
himſclfe to die and riſe againe, therefore he will have the Lords day 
to be had in veneration. Where by the way obſerve two things; 
1. The praftiſe of Chriſtians in Gregories dayes,to keep them- 
ſelves from all worke on the Lords day. 2. That Antichriſt 
would imitate Chriſt, as in N dye and riſe againe: 
ſo in commanding the Lotds day to be kept holy. A ſhrewd 
evilence that both Gregory, and the whole Church in thoſe 
dayes, were of opinion that the Lords day was of Chriſts in- 
ſtitution ; Which Antichriſt perceiving would conforme there- 
to, the better to promote his one counſailes. Now the rea- 
ſon why he would command the Jewes Sabbath to be obſer- 
ved alſo, was Quia populum Fudai care compellet, ut exteriorems 
ritun revocet, & ſibi Tudeorum perfidiam ſubdat ; therefore coli 
vlt Sabbatum. He will have the Iewes Sabbath kept alſo, com- 
pelling the E to Indaize, and reſtoring the out ward ceremonies 
of the Law, that ſo he may bring the Iewes in ſubjection unto hi 
alſo, Then he makes mention of another relation; Alind quo- 
que ad me perlatum eſt; Another report was b unto mec; 
and what was that? 2 4 perver ſis homini bus eſſe pradicatam, 
ut Dominico die nullus debeat lavari : That ſome ſe perſons 
preach among you, that on the Lords day none onghy to be waſhed, 
This is clearly another point, maintained by other perſons, 
different from the former, which yet this Prefacer confounds 
into one. And marke it well. hat none ought to be waſhed lavari. 
on the Lords day; which this Author tranſlates thus, No nor ſo 
much as waſh upon the Sanday, What not ſo much as waſh their 
hands or their face? here indeed were ſtrange ſuperſtition. I 
willtngly profeſſe I was not a little moved at this his Tranſla- 
tion,nothing anſwerable to + th reſolution,which is this; 
If any deſire to be waſhed pro luxuria & proveluptate, that is, out 
of a luxurious ns and for pleaſure ; we doe not permit this 
to be done on any dey. But if the bedies neceſſity require it, we doe 
not forbid this on the Lords day. Now I doe not find that an 
man uſeth to wafh hands or face out of any luxurious diſpoſe 
tion, neither doe I know in what ſenſe the neceſſity of the bo- 
dy can require it. For the neceſſity of the body in this place, 
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ſtems to me to be ſpoken inreferenee tothe recovery of a mans 

health, requiring no time to benegleAed. Hereupon I am ve- 
rily perſwaded, that by Laværi in Gregory, is to be underſtood 

a mans going into the Bath; which may be done out of a luxu- 
rious diſpoſition, and meerely for pleaſure. Then againe, the 

neceſſity of the body may require it, and according to theſe 
different caſes it is by Gregory both permitted on the Lords 
day, to wit, in caſe of neceſſity, and denyed on any day, in caſe | 
it be dane only tb ſatisſie a mans luſts; And I find a great dif- 

ference in the Latine phraſe, betweene Lavare to waſh, and La- 

vari to be maſbed;and that out of Varro his eight boake of the 
Latine tongue. For the activ is ofuſe, when a part only is wa · 

ſhed, as it is rigbtly ſaid, I waſh my hands and my feet. But 

the paſſive is in uſe only when the whole body is waſhed, as in 

the Bath. Quare & in Balucis nan ret li dicunt lav i. ſed lavor. 

Whetofere in the' Bathes it is not well [aid] have waſhed, but I am 

waſhed, And accordingly runnes that in Z»venal, Fat. a. Nec 

pueri credunt niſi qui nondum ere ladantur. The Scholiaſt inter- 

prets this of Infants, quia pueri non dant B̃alucaticum; for the 

quadrant which was the uſuall fee to bee paid of them t hat 

made uſe of the Bathes, was not exacted of ſuch. Hence is that 

phraſe, Mere ede lavari, to goe into the Baths paying a fee ; and 

dum te quadrante lavatur, in Horace, to the ſame put poſe. 
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Peter de Bru, the founder of the Petrobruſians (he was 
burnt for hereſie 1 1 26.) began to draw too deep on theſe lees 
of Judaiſme, which here our Doctor intimates in the ſeventh 
Section, where he joynes the Petrobruſian withthe Ebionites, 
who indeed were Jewith in this point. 

2. And poſlibly from the remainders of this doctrine, Ful. 
co a French Prieſt, and a notable hypocrite, as our King R-. 
chaxd cqmpeed him, lighted upon a new Sabbatarian ſpecula · 
tion, which afterwards Euſtachuus, one of his aſſociates, diſ- 


perſed in England, I call it new, as well I may. For whereas 
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Moſes gave commandement to the Jewes, that they ſhould 
ſanctiſie one diy only ia the week, vic. that ſeventh wheresn 
God reſted: T hey taught the people that the Chriſtian Sab- 
bath was to begin on Saturday at three of the clocke, and to 
continue till Sun · c iſing upon the Manday morning: During 
whach latitude of time, it was not lawfull to doe any kind of 
worke what ever no not ſo much at bake bread on Saturday 
for the Sundayes cating to waſh or dry linnea for the mor- 
rowes welring. Yea, they had miracles in Gre, precended to 
to be wrought on ſuch as had — 2 — their doctrine, 
thereby to countenance the itious, and confound che 
weake. And which was more this, for the authority of 
their device, they had to ſhe a letter ſent from God him 

and left prodigiouſſy over the Altar in Saint Simeon; Church 
in Golgotha : wherin the Sabbatarian dream was impoſed for- 
ſooch upon all the world, on paineof diverſe plagues, and ter- 


rible comminations, if it were not — The 
letter is at large reported by Reger ; and out of him, 


as I ſu atthew Pars : who doe wichall repeat the 
rok © ac this doctrine was confirmed. Iadde — more 
but this, chat could I either be leeve thoſe miracles, which are 
there related: or ſaw I any now, like thoſeto countenance the 
reviving of this ſtrange opinion (for now it is received and 
publiſhed) I might perhaps perſwade my ſelfe to entertain it. 
Ic ſeemes this Author is not of their opinion, who thinke 
thoſe times wherein Peter de Brus lived, about the yeare 1 126. 
to have been darker times than the dayes of Gregory ; though 
ſome paſſe ſuch cenſure on thoſe times, accompring them times 
of darknefſe, hee is more wile than to concarre in opinion 
with them; and it is a part of his wiſedome (as it ſeemes) to 
affect, that the world ſhould take notice of ſo much, namely, 
that he put: it upon ſome only to cenſure thoſe times, as times 
of darknefſe. Now who are thoſe ſome? not Papiſts I preſume, 
but Proteſtants rather; and what true Proteſtant can he name 
that thinkes otherwiſe ? we have cauſe to feare that too many 
for their advantage, can be content to veile themſelves under 
thevizard of Proteſtants, when in heart they are Papiſts. nei- 
ther is it poſſible, (I ſhould thinke ) that any other but ſuch, 
ſhould thinks any better of thoſe times, than as of times of 


Js flall in force to bind Cheiftians. 
darkneſſe. It is very likely, this Author is not of opinion, that 
the man of linne is yet revealed, or any ſuch time the 

ophecyeth of 2 Theſſ. a. of giving men over to illuſions to 
ceve l yes, for not receiving the love of the truth. I much 
doubt whether he beleeves that Rome is the whore of Baby- 
lon, whereof Saint John fpeaketh, Reve/. 17. though he profeſ- 
ſeth of that whore of Babylon, that ic is that City, which in 
his dayes did rule over the Kings of the earth: yet in that 
which he accounts light, he can be content to cancurre wich 
Caluin, in denying the murality of the fourth Commande- 
ment, as touching ane day in {even to be ſanctiſied unto the 
Lord. But w this Peter de Bras was, whom he pro- 
feſſeth to have draune too deepe on the lees of judaiſme, hee 
avaucheth no teſtimony hereof, but only D. Prideaxx his joy- 
ning the Perrobrufiens with the Ehionites, Sect᷑. . Now Hoſpi- 
ia proſeſſeth that which is directly contrary, of the Petro» 
bruſians; as whom he joynes with the Anabaptiſts, maintai- 
ning Feſtos Jes omnes ad ceremonies Indeorumpertinere, prop- 
terea nullos eſſe debere apud (briftiancs, quam ceremonie voters 
Teſt amenti omnes (hriffi adventu fut implete, & ideo ſublate, 
Korum ctiam ſententia A ifte bedie [uffragari uidentur. 
That all Holidayes belong to the ceremonies of the Jewes, and that 
e none ſuch are to be obſerved by Chriſtians, ſceing all the 
ceremonies of the old T aft ement are fulfilled, and abrogated by the 
comming of ( briſt. And the Anabaptiſts now adayes [reme ta be 
2 [ame opimon. In the third Tome of the Councels ſet 
by Bind, and 2. there is an enumeration of his 
opinions in five particulars, and that. as it ſeemes by the cloſe, 
out of Petr Cluniacenſis; not one of them is any thing a kin 
to thoſe Sabbararian fancies, which this Prefacer infiſts upon. 
Petrus Clumiacenſis, as it ſeemes, was the man that moſt oppo» 
ſed this Petrus de Brau. Againſt his errors he wrote a 
in forme of an Epiſtle on theſe points. 1. Of che Baptiſine of 
children, 2. Of the authority cf the booke of the Acts of the Apo- 
files. 3. Of the antherity of the Epiſtles of Saint Paul. 4. Of the 
antharity of the Church, 3. Of the aueherity of the old T eſtar 
ment. & Again, of the baptiſme of children, 7. Of Temples, 
{'harcbes, and Altars. 8. Of the veneration of the holy ¶ voſſe. 
9. Of the ſacrifice of the Maſe, aud of the truth of Tranſnbſtan-

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tiation; 10. Of prayers for the deceaſed, 11. Of praiſing God by 
Hymmes and —_—_ inſtruments, Thus Bellarmine relates the 
heads of that diſcourle of his ; not any of which, for ought 
I perceive, ſavoureth of any ſuch Sabbatarian fancie, as this Au- 
thor driveth it unto. At length I got into my hands Bibliothe- 
ca ¶ Iuniacenſit, and therein the writing of Petrus Cluniacenſis 
againſt the P-rrobruſiarns, Upon all which, one Andreas Puer- 
cetanus Turonenſis, hath written certaing notes, wherein upon 
theſe words inthe Preface Contra hereſes Petri de Bruts, hee 
writes thus; Of this Peter of Bruis who gave nam to the Petro- 
Vruſiam heretiques, no mention 15 found, neither in the hiſtorians, 
who write the ftory of thoſe times, nor with them, who then, or a lite 
tle after, contrivedrhe Indices of hereſies and hereſiarchen. Al. 
phouſus.a _ ( I thinks) was the firſt, who after this our Au- 
thor, remembred him, lib. 3. 5. Baptiſma. hereſ. y. and writes that 
he wat a French man of the province of Narbon. Although Ber- 
nard the ſonne of Guido writes that Pope Calixtus the /econd, in 
the yeare 1128. on the eight of the Ides of Inne held a (onncell at 
Tolouſe with Cardinals, Archbiſhops, Biſhops and Abbats of the 
Province of Gothia, Gaſtony, Spaine,and hither Britany.In which 
( ouncell, among#t other things ordered there, all thoſe heretiques 
were damned and driven out of the Church, who counterfeiting a 
ſhew of religion, did condemne the Sacrament of the L1ds body and 
blood, the Fapriſime of children, and all cc leſiaſticall Orders, and 
the bands of lawfull marriages. All which bereſies x4 invented by 
Peter Bruis, and Al ˙ 2 by Henry hs ſucce ſſour, our Peter iu 
thu Treatiſe of his doth purſue. So that this whole ſtory ſeemes 
very obſcure; and yet the two latter points mentioned by this 
An irras, I doe not find to be any of the opinlons laid to the 
charge of Peter Hruis by thoſe that were contemporary wich 
him; For Petrus Cluniacenſis reduceth all his hereſies (as her 
calls them) bat to theſe five heads. 1. He denyes that children 
before they come to the age of underſtanding can be ſaved by the 
Sacrament of Baptiſme, and that anothers faith can proſit him, 
who cannot uſe his one; becauſe by their opinion, wot another 
mans faith but his owne with 'B aptiſme ſaveth him, the Lord pre- 
feng, that whoſoever ſhall beleeve, and bee baptized, hae ſhall be 
ſeved; but whoſoever will not beleeve ſhall be damned. 2. That 
there ought not to be any fabrickg of Temples or Churches, that 


ſuch 
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Ir fill in force to bind C briſttans, 
ſuch as aremade, outht to be throwne downe ; that holy places for 
prayers are not neceſſary for Chriſtians, becauſe as well in a Ta- 
verne 48 in the ¶ hurch as well in the Market-plate, as in the Tem- 
ple; before am Alt nr, on before aftable Col doth heard being called 
upon, and h:arah them who ave worthy, 3. He command; holy 
croſſes to be broken in peeces and burned, becauſe the repreſentation 
of ſuch an inſtrument, whereupon (brift was (o direfully torture d, 
aud cyuelly 7 is not worthy of any veneration or ſnpplication 3 
but in revenge'ef ¶ hriſs toyments an1death to be diſvraced with 
all manner of ignominry, and to be hewen'in peeces with ſwords; and 
burnt with fire. 4. He doth not only deny the truth of the Lords 
body and blood daily, and continually ro be offered in the Church by 
the Sacrament ; but determines it to be altogether nothing and that 
it ought not to bs offered unto God. 5," He mocks at the ſaovifices, 
prayert, aimos, and other good:workes, which the faithfull that ie 
living performe for the faithfull that are departed, mai nt aines 
that they are nothing profitable to one that ts d. Now in all 
this I find nothing at all that ſavoureth of any Jewiſh opinion 
concerning the oblervation of the Sabbath. And more than 
that; when } conſider the matter of theſe Articles for the moſt 

t,and the courſe of choſe times to make worſe of their opi- 
nions ( who ſpake or wrote againſt the ſuperſticlons of thoſe 
times)then there was jult cauſe, I begin to ſuſpect that this Pe- 
ter of Brus might be an honeſt man, and more orthodox than 
they who procured his death. And is it not wonderous ſtrange, 


that none of the Hiſtorians of thoſe times ſhould make any 
mention of him? And that may be the reaſon, why we finde 


no mention at all made of him in the Booke of Acts and Mo- 
numents. And Phillip Mornay in his myſteri um iniquitatis, 
makes an apologie for this Peter de Bruis, as being a pious 
mam, and thereupon hated, and finally martyred by the 
Papiſts. | 

2, Ot any Sabbatarian ſpeculation (as this Prefacer calleth 
it) that Fulco the French Prieſt lighted on, this Author gives 
no evidence. For as for Roger Hovedey, I doe not finde, that 
he attributes any ſuch unto him. He writes nuich in his com- 
mendation, as that The Lord magnifiedhim in the ſight of Kings, 
and gave him power to give fight to the blind, to cure the lame, the 
blind, and others of their diſeaſes, That Harlots and Uſurers, 
were 
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were by hu preaching taken off from their lewd courſes. That her 
foretold the K ings of France and England, that ea cept they gave 
over their hoſtility the ſaoner, one of . ſhould ſhortly dye of an 
evill death, But of any Sabbataxian ſpeculation hee was addi- 
Red — * I inde no mention. It is true, King Richard ſome- 
time called him ſimply Hy pocrite, not notable ite, as this 
Author — > ing rather to * a full 
mouth, than according unto plaine truth And is it much if 
Kings take liberty to call men as they think good, eſpecially 
when they are provoked by them, as King Richard was by this 
Prieſt, as appeares by the ſtory which is well worth the rela- 
ting, toobſerve both the preſent wit of that King, and the li- 
berty of Prieſts with Princes in telling them their faultꝭ in 
thoſedayes of yore. For on a day that Prieſt Fwlco came to 
ing Richerd, and in very bold manner ſpake to him thus / 
tell thee O King 4s from Almighty Godythat thox makg ſpeed to he- 
fow in marriage thoſe three wretched daughters, that thou haſt, 
left ſome worſe thing befall thee. Thou Hypocrite, quath the King, 
than lyeſt againſt, thine ne head, for 1 have no daughter at all. 
Truly 1 doc not ye, quath the Prieſt, for as I ſaid, the haſt three 
wicked daughters, one of them is Pride, another Covetouſneſſe, the 
third Luxury. When the King heard this, he called his Karkes 
and Barons that were about him, and ſaid, Heare the adwoni- 
tion of this hypocrite, who ſaith 1 have three wic ed danghters,and 
command: me to marry them, Therefore I beſtow my Pride pon 
the proud Templers; my Covetauſneſſe pon the Monkes of the 
Ciſtercian Order; and my Luxury wpon the Prelates of the Chur- 
ches. Who though they profeſſed fingle life, yet as Mr. Mou 
lia obſerves in a like caſe of popiſh Prieſts, did nat profeſſe 
continencie, they might be luxurious enough, and that not 
only in wayes naturall, but in wayes unnaturall alſo-T his was a 
biting anſwer of the King, which the Hiftorian no way liked, 
and therefore he cryes out in à poeticall ſtraine, O nimw indig- 
num miſeris inferre cachinnum. But throughout no mention 
at all of any Sabbarariag ſpeculation that Flos was poſſeſſed 
wich. Indeed of Euſtachius, who was one of his followers, 
we reade afterwards, fo). 45 7. p. 2. what wonderous workes 
were wrought by him, and what were the effects of his prea- 
ching among them, namely, that In London and divers other 


places 
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places in Englantl, they would no more preſume to make the Lords 
dye: — yen. Aud that in h there ſhowld 
be a lampe, or ſome light burning continually before the Lords bo- 
ay; and that Citizens and others would have an Amer veſſel up- 
on their table, to lay aſide therein ſoue proviſion for the poore, And 
chat hereuponthe D: vill raiſed up againſt him ſome Miniſters 
of iniquity, who ſaid amo him, It s not lam ll for ther to put thy 
fit he into anorhers harveſt ; te whom he anſwered, The harveſt us 
eat, but the {abowrers are few. Therefore the fore/aid Abb. u 
being thus rebwhed by the miniſters of Satan, hee woul1no longer 
trouble rhe Prelats of Englani with his preaching, but returned 
unto tris ue home in Normandy from whence her came. Seven 
leaves after this, we find in the ſame Author, to wit, fol. 466. 
p. 2+ That this Abbat of Flay returned into England, and prea- 
ching the Word of Gol from City to ¶ itie, forbade all to abate 
Lords dayes their market dayes. For be ſaid that this ( umm amd 
ment for obſervation of the Lord; day came from heaven. So that 
this ſpeculation of his wasdominicall rather than Sabbatari- 
an. And the mandate concerning this, is there ſet downe at 
large, pretended to have come from Heaven to Jeruſalem, and 
to have been found on the Altar of Saint Simon in Golgorha ; 
which whether it were feigned by him, or by others, and re- 
ceived by him on the faith of others, the Author ſpecifies not. 
But at the end thereof he ſhewes how that this Predicant com» 
ming to York,wasthere honourably entertained by the Arch- 
biſhop, and Clergie, and whole — that Citie ; and al- 
beit theſe things, you will ſay, were acted in times of darkneſſe; 
yet this Prefacer ſeemes to be of another opinion, though lit- 
tle pleaſed i h Euſt ac hius his Sabbatarian ſpeculation. Here 
alone is mention made of the bonnds he ſet to the obſervation 
of the Lords day, namely, that it was to continue from Satur- 
day three of the clock in the afternoone, untill the Sun-rifing 
on Manday, in which time he would have them doe nothing 
but that which was good, and if they did, to amend their er- 
rors by repentance. A very reaſonable motion in my jadge- 
ment ; and if he had extended it to all the dayes of the e, 
yea, and houres too, I (ce no cauſe why for this hee ſhould be 
cenſured either as an hypocrite, or heretique. But as for the 
ſtrictneſſe of obſervation here mentioned, as namely, — 
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during the foreſaid time, it mas nat lamfull to doe any kind of work. 

at everne not ſo much as to bake bread for the Sundajes eating z, 
ro waſh or dry lingen for the morrowes wearing; I ſinde no ſuch 
thing preſcribed by Cuſt ac hius, in the relation made by Roger 
Hoveden; and it - Pariſiesſs hath any ſuch, ſurely hee tooke it 
not outof Roger Hapeden; from whom yet this Prefacer at- 
branes he toołe that which he writes herevt, Nay it is direct- 
ly contradictory to the Tenet of Euſtachius, as who determi- 
net h the obſervation of the Lords day to begin at three of the 
clock in the aſternoone of the Eve preceding, in which time 
is found ſpace both to bake bread for the Sundayes eating, and 
to waſh or dry linnen forthe morrowes wearing, if the wea- 
ther, hinder not. And; as for the extenſion of thg dominicall 
obſervation thus farre, in reſpeR of the bounds thereof; I find 
no other doctr ine preached by Exftachius, than by the Lawes 
of the Kings who governed this Land, was ardained long be- 
fore, een betore the conqueſt, For not only King Ina comman- 
ded, . nomun lay or ffurituall, free or hond, ſhould lalaur on, 

: and Edward the elder with Gythrum the Dane, 

made a law againſt all labowr,buying and ſelling npon the Sabbath. 
Item, fur no execution to be done on the Sunday : but amongſt 
King Edgars lawes, one was, That the Sunday ſhould pe kept 2 
ly from Saturday at noone, till Munday in the marning. King (, +, 
nutus alſo commanded cel;bration of the Sabbath from Saturday 
at noone, till Munday morning, forbidding, markets, huntings, la- 
bours, and ¶ vuri-Kęepings during the ſaid ſpace.. And it lecmes 
to be the generall practiſe of Chriſtendome to allow (or com- 
mand rather) a preparation for the ſanctity ing of the Lords 
day; as appeares by the obſervation of Evening prayers, the 
day before, warning whereunto is uſually given at three of the 
clocke, by the ringing of a bell, or as in ſame places eſpecial- 
ly in che winter ſcalon, an houre ſooner, and tchollars accor- 
dnaly, give up ſchoole, and preſent themſelves at Evening 
prayer. And we commonly account Saturday to be halfe ho- 
liday, and warning thereof is uſually given at noone by chi- 
ming the bells. And whereas we reade Exod. 3 1. 15. Six dayes 
Halt than dee thy works, and the ſeventh day naw OV 
Febindler readers it Sabbathum Sal ber buli, andinterprets.it 
thus ; Sabhathum 15 from evening to evening, Sabbat ſulum uu my 
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which of the profane day is added as alittle Sabbath. And as for 
the ſtrict abſtinence from dreſſing of meats on Saturday, which 
this Author imputes to Euſt achius as his doctrine, but without 
all ground that I know : we are fo farre from any ſuch Sabba- 
tarian ſpeculation, that none of us (in my knowledge) doe 
think it unlawful to dreſſe meats on the Lords day. And her- 
as the Prefacer addes that they had miracles in ftore pretended to 
be wrought on ſuch at had not jeelded to their doftrine, thereby to 
countenance the ſuperſtition and confound the weake. What one 
of an hundred in reading this would not imagine, that EA. 
chius wrought theſe miracles for the countenancing of his for- 
mer ſtrinelſe : whereas yet on the contrary, neither doth it 
ap that he taught or obtruded upon them any ſuch ſtrit. 
Es cecacking onely againſt marketting on the Lords day. 
Neither were thoſe ſtrange accidents which here are called mi- 
racles, any miracles wrovght by him: But the Monke, Roger 
ot Hoveden writes, That the Lord Ieſiu ¶ hriſt, whom wee muſt 
obey rather than men z who by bus Nativity, Reſurrection amd Ad- 
vent, and ſending the Holy Ghoſt wpon bis Diſciples, did ad- 
vance this day which we cal the Lords day, aad dedicated (as) maſt 
celebrians ; ſbewed miracles of his power upos ſome tranſgreſſors of 
the Lords day in this manner. On à certaine Saturday after three 
of clocks, a certaine Carpenter of Beverlac, as he was making 4 
woodden peg, contrary to the wholeſorne admonit ions of his wife, fell 
to the ground, tak;n with a palſie. The like ſtory tolloweth of 
a woman, which this Author,according to the Monks phraſe, 
is content to call Miracles. Now when we heare of as ſtrange a 
thing as this to have fallen out not long ſince in Bedfordlhire ; 
as namely, a match at Foot ball, being appointed on the Lords 
day in the afternoone ; while two were in the Belfrey, and one 
of them tolling a bell to call the company together, t here was 
heard a clap of thunder and lightning, ſcene by ſome fitting in 
the Church- porch, as it came thorow a darke lane towards 
the Church, and flaſht in their faces ho fate in the Church- 
porch, and ſcared them; thence it went into the Church, and 
turning into the Belfery, tript up his heeles who was tolling 
the bell, and ſtruck him ſtarke dead; and the other with him 
blaſted in ſuch manner, that ſhortly after he dyed z we doe not 
call chis a miracle, though we count it a remarkable j r 
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of God, and ſuc h as deſerves tobe conſidered, and ſeriouſly 
laid unto heart by all, to admoniſh them to take heed, that 
they be not in like manner profaners of the Lords day. 
In like ſortwhen upon freſh relation we heare of the like ſport 
at Foot-ball on the Lords day, at a place called Tidworth, af 
ter Evening prayer in the Church-yard, and that therein one 
had his broken, which thereupon , fo that 
forthwith be died thereof; we doe not call this a miracle; only 
it calls to our mind that of the Prophet, The Lord hath /o done 
hes marvellows works; that they — to be had in emembrance. 
And we find that ſuch like judgements have been obſerved by 
Chriſtian Emperqurs, thereupon moved more ſtrictly to give 
In charge the obſervation of the Lords day, as Ludevicus Pins 
by name, as this, D idirimus quoſdam i hoc dic opera ruralia ex+ 
orctt eefulmme ivterempt os, quoſdam artuum contrattione mul a 
tos quoſdam viſibili igne 3 ſubito in ciner reſolatos, p 
naliter occubuiſſe, Proinde neceſſe eſt, ut primum Sacerdotes, Ro- 
ges, & Principes, cuntlique fideles huic dici debitam obſert at io- 
new agu reverentiam devotiſſime exhibcant ; We have knowne 
ſome huſied in workes of hus bamdry on this day, to have beene ſlaine 
with lightning. ſome puniſhed with the contrattion of their limbs 
ſeme with viſible fire conſumod, on a ſudden turned into aſhes, 
fo to have periſhed, as by way of puniſhment, Wherefore it 1s @ ne- 
ceſſary duty that in the firſt place Prieſts,pben' K ings, Princes, and 
all fmt bfull pet ſons, moſt devbat iy exhitite due obſervation and re- 
verence! ants this day. The other. miracles mentioned by the 
Monke are of another nature; as of a cake bak't on the hearth 
on Saturday after three a elocke in the afternoone, and how 
that part of it teferved to the morning, and being then broken, 
blood came out of it; and another of the like nature; and two 
more. I ſay, theſeare of Reger Hovedens relation, not of Eu- 
usb his preaching; whom the Monke relates to have been 
in eſterme of the Clergie inthoſe dayes, and to have pre- 
vallod much with many of the people, rhough for the general 
Ke could not bring them'off from their marketing on the Lords 
day. Vet what are theſe to be talkt of in compariſon to thoſe 
which are compriſed in two bookes of miracles, written by 
Cluniacenſi: ? and albeit thoſe times may be accounted times of 
darknefle, in compariſon of ages ſore- going. yet this Prefacer 
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is ready tom :keanſwer, that thatis but t he opinion of ſome 
Ea whereas hee faith, That chir range opinion i7 now revived 
and publiſbed; ſirſt I deſire to know his meaning. For as for a 
preparation to the Sabbath, and that to begin from about 
three a clock in the afternoone, thewhole Kingdome obſerves 
it; as forthe ſtrict obſervation t heteo het mentioned; I have 
ſhewed that ft lia ſpeaes of no ſuch thing If hee did, 
what is that to thoſe who ſuffer for ſtanding for the ſtrict ob- 
ſervation of the Sabbath, agiinſt thoſe who would have che 
Lords day, at leaſt in part to bea day of (ports and paſtimes? 
Can heſhew this to be their "m_ t he can, why doth he 
not? And if from three a clock on Saturday in the afternoone, 
people doe prepare for the Lords day, and abſtaine from ſich 

es diſpatching both their baking bread, and other works 
inthe morning, what danger or detriment is hereby likely to 
ariſe eicher to but faith or manners? What danger either to 
Prince, Church, or State? | | 
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Religion in theſe Weſterne parts, the Controverſie brake 
out a freſh ; though in another manner than before it did. For 


Ut to proceed. Immediately upon the Reformation of Preface» 


there were ſome, of whom (alvin ſpeakes, who would have Inti. ib. a. ſect. 


had alldayes alike, all equally to be regarded ; (he means the 33+ 
Anabaptifts, as Itakeit nd 2 the Lords day, as 
the Church continued it, was a-Jewiſh ceremony. Affirming 
it to croſſe the doctrine of Saint Paul, who in the text before 
remembred, and in the fourteenth to the Romums did ſeeme to 
them to cry downe all ſuch difference of dayes and times as 
the Church retained. To meet which vaine and peecant hu- 
mour, Calvia was faine to bend his forces, declaring how the 
Church might lawfully retaine ſet times for Gods ſer vice, 
without . any of Saint Panii commandements. 

But on the other fide, as commonly the exceſſe is more ex- 
orbitant than the defect; there wanted not ſome others, who 
thought they could not honour the Lords day ſufficiently, un- 
lefle they did affix as great a ſanctieſt Md it, as the Jewes did 
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unto their Sabbath. So that the change ſeemed to be onely of 


the day; the ſuperſtition (ill remaining no leſſe Jewiſh t 
before it was. Thele taught, as now ſome doe, moralem eſſe um- 
ns dici obſervationem in hebdomada, the keeping holy to the 
Lord one day in ſeven, to bee the morall part of the fourth 
Commandement: which doctrine hat elſe is it (fo he pro- 
cceds, as here the Doctor ſo repeats it in his third ſection)then 
in contempt of the Jews to change the day; and to affix a grea · 
ter ſanctity to the day, than thoſeever did. As for himſelſe, ſo 
farce was be from favouring any ſuch wayward fancie, that as 
John Barkfay makes report, he had a conſultation once, de tranſ- 
ferenda ſolennitate Dominica in feriam quintam, to alter the 
Lords day from Sunday to Thurſday. How true this is, I can- 
not ſay. But ſure it is that ( alvin tooke the Lords day to be 
an exclefalticall and humane conſtitution only, Quem verteres 
in locum Sabbati ſulrogarunt, appointed by our Anceſtors to 
ſupply the place of the Jewiſh Sabbath, and (as our Doctor 
tells us from him in his ſeventh ſection,) as alterable by the 
Church at this preſent time, as firſt it was, when from Saturday 
they tranſlated it unto the Sunday, So that we ſee, that ( alvin 
here reſolves upon three — or 6 Firſt, thatthe keeping 
holy one day in ſeven, is not the morall part of the fourth 
Commandement. Secondly, that the day was changed from 
the Laſt day of the weeke unto the firſt by this authority of the 
Church, and not by any divine Ordinance : And thirdly,that 
the day is yet alterable by the Church, as at firſt it was. 

Thus at length this Prefacer oblerves, that look upon what 
Scripture — ſome did contend the Jewiſh Sabbath to be 
ceremoniall, and accordingly to be abrogated by the Death 
and Reſurrection of Chriſt : Upon the very ſame grounds o- 
thers contended againſt the obſervation of all * dayes, 
even of the Lords day alſo, as if that were Jewiſh. This is the 
courſe of the Anabaptiſts, unto whom alleus addes the Soci- 
nians ; and Hof inan the Petrobruſians By what authoritie 
the Lords day was introduced, Catvin diſputes not. He faith, 

* veteres in lecum Sabbati ſubſtituerunt ; The 
Ancients brought the Lords day into the place of the Sabbath, and 
that the day the Apoſtle p eſeribed to the Corinthians, wherein the y 


ſpoul lay apart ſom for the relieving of the Saints at Teru- 
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ſalem , was the day quo ſacros canventus agebant , whereon 
kept their holy meetings, And that which — meer Lib.1.6. f. 6f, 
to change the Sabbath to the Lords day, he ſbewes both in 34. 
his inſtitutions thus; for ſecing in the Lords Reſurreftion is 
(found) the end and fulfilling of the true reſt, which the old Sal. 
bath ſladowed;by that ver > Adv ſet an end to thoſe ſhadowees, 
(rift ians are — er to tick to the ſhadowing cer ; 
and upon the Epiſtle to the Corinthians in theſe words, '* . 4d. Cer. ca. 
Elellu autem por iſſi mum dies Dominicus, quod Reſurrectio do- 16. 
mini finem legis umbris attulit; The Lords Day was chiefely 
choſengbecauſe the Lords Reſurrettion did [et an end to the ſha- 
dowes of the Law. And in the words immediately preceding 
he expreſſely profeſſeth that this change was made by the , 
Apoſtles, though not ſo ſoone in his opinion, as (bry/oſtome 
thought; who interprets that, the firſt day ot the weeke, of 
the Lords Day. And Cyrill long agoe upon conſideration of 
our Saviours apparitions on that day, and then againe the 
eighth day after, makes bold to conclude, that Pure igitur cyrill.cn roue. i. 
ſanfla congregationes die ottavo in Eccleſiis finnt, By right 11, 
therefore holy aſſemblies on the eighth day are made in the 
Churches, 
2 Obſerve by the way this authors ſpirit, he accompts it 
more exorbitant to thinke, that the obſervation of the Lords 
Day is preſcribed unto us by Divine authority, or the reli- 
gious obſervation of one day in ſeven, then to maintaine that 
none at all is to be ſet apart to religious worſhip by Divine 
authority, And to this purpoſe he premiſeth a generall rule, 
that commonly the exceſſe is more exorbitant then the defeft ; 
yet I never heard, that prodigality was cenſured as worſe t 
covetouſneſſe, in oppoſition to liberality ; or raſhneſſe, ac- 
compted worſe then cowardlineſſe, in oppoſition to forti- 
tude: or ſuperſtition worſe then prophaneneſſe, in oppoſition 
to true Religion · As for the ſanctity of the day in Calvins 
hraſe, which this Author calls Sanitity affixed to the day; 
ſhall I ſay this Prefacer underſtands it not? it is incredible; 
more likely he is to pervert Calvins plaine meaning; not out 
of exceſſe in the way of ſuperſtition , but out of a leſſe ex- 
orbitant defect. For the ſancłity of the day, in ((alvins lan- 
guage is, when Religione 3 feriando, myſteria olim com- 
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unde recolere ſi ſomnlabant, by reſtin in areligions man- 


or they thought ar it were dreaming , — obſerved cert au 
— Of the 8. Chap. of his ſecond booke of inſtitutions ;/ 
and ſuch indeed was the ſanſtity of the day in the Jewiſh 
obſervation thereof; This religion, this holineſſe Calvin 
l have to be at an end; and that the Apoſtle Gal. 1. and 
(vloſſ. a. diſputed againſt them who would have that holineſſe, 
that religion to continue ſtill: not againſt them, who will 


have one day in the weeke ſet apart, thereon to reſt from 
manual} workes , as they are avocations from holy ſtu lies a 


wrilications, And inthe formercaſe, hedoth not ſay, as this 
atthor in a mineing manner feynes him to ſay, to wit, that 
$0 the change ſeemed to be only of the day; but in plaine termes, 
that rhir were no other then to change * day, aud that in con- 
rumely of the Irwes ʒ ſiguidem manet nobis etiammum par myſteris 
in dic bus fignificatio , que apad Iudaor locum habebat , if ſo be 
there yet remaines with us a myſterious ſognification equally in 
the daies, ſuch as had place among ft the Tewes, Now this cau- 
tion nothing concernes any of our proteſtant Divines, who 
mainteine the obſervation of one day in ſeven as neceſſary, in 
reſting from manuall workes, onely as they are impediments 
to the ſervice of God. Nay that one day in ſeven was obſer · 
ved by the Jewes for any myſterious ſignification conteyned 
cherein, or by the Patriarchs either, or by Adam himfſelfe, in 
whoſe dayes even from the firſt, the ſeventh day was ſanctifi- 
ed, t hat is, ſet apart fur the ſervice of God, in the opinion of 
This is to bee Calvin, to this day, I never heard or read. This latter clauſe 
underſtood of in (alvin, which containes the condition , whereupon this 
one day in ſe cenſure ot his paſſeth upon thoſe that ſo ſtand for the ob(er- 
mg me WE yation of one day in ſeven, this Prefacer ſlily concealeth ; 
2. For as for though Calvins cenſure be not paſſed abſolntely , bur merely 
the reſt of the upon this condition. Thus indeed to ſtand for the neceſſary: 
ſeventh pre- obſervation of one day in ſeven, namely, as conteyning ſome 
ciſely = mw 1 myſterious ſignificat ion, wereto exceede the lewes in a groſſo 
eee and tarvall [wperſtition of 4 Sabbatiſme.” As touching the obs 
myſterious. fervatlon of ſome time ſet a part for Gods holy worſhip, and 
Scft. 32, fervice, Calvin profeſſeth that the ſame 22 liet h wpon ui 
Chriſtians , for reliefe whereof the Lord appointed the Sabbath 
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co the ewes, and that it pleaſed our moſt provident and tender 
Father to provis't for our neceſſity us lefſe they for the neceſſity of 
the Tewes, 
Now it is apparent that God commanded the 
to ſet one day in ſeven apart for the ſervice of God, and 
doth it not maniteſtly follow herehence, that the Lord would 
have us alſo ſer apart one day of the weeke for his ſervice ? 
And Calvisconcludes that Section thus, #hy then doe we not 
obey that reaſon, which we ſee to be impoſed mpon ws by the will 
of God ? And therefore Wallexs ſaith, that Calvin delivered 
not theſe words , whereupon this Pretacer grateth ſo much, 
Againſt his rn Colleagues or tellowes in the reformation, wich 
„ Whom he never contended in this argument, but againſt cer= 
y taine Papiſts & ſchoolemen,who thought, they had provided 
, fufficiently for themſelves, for Chriſtian liberty, and for the 
y edification of the Church; by teaching that the taxation of 
„the ſeventh day as ceremoniall was aboliſhed. & yet that one 
„ day in ſeven, and by natae the Lords Day, was to be obſer- 
„ved, after ſuch a manner, and to ſuch an end, as the Jewes 
„ obſerved their Sabbath: by which Doctrine, way was o- 
„ pened to ſuperſtition in this dayes obſervation. His words 
vj are plainely directed againſt ſuch hen, he faith;T hs vanifs 
„ the toyes of fal/e Prophets , who poſſeſſed the people in former 
„ times with a Iewiſb opinion, And againe, But that & no other 
thing then in contempt of the Jewel ta change the day „ and in 
mind toretaine the ſame ſanctity of the day : if ſo be there re- 
mainet unto us, (to wit by their opinion) an equall myſteriaus 
ſrenification of dayes , to that which had = among th Jewes. 
Now faith Waller, This agrees not to be ſpaken of any of the 
reformed, but of Sophiſters and Papifts, mho urge new my- 
fteries, audnew ſignifications , and bolineſſes in their holy daies, 
a4 it is well known, Bell armine lib. 3. cap. 1 o. of the vencratian 
of Saints writes againſt our Divinen, that the feaſts of ( hriſti- 
ans are kept, wot only in reſpect of order and policy , but alſo by 
reaſon of a myſtery ; and that helydays are truly more holy and 
ſcred then other dayes , and 4 certaine part of Divine morſhip. 
This Piefacer is content to make ule of ohn B arclayes report 
concerning (vir, namely that he had a conſultation once 
de tr auſferenda ſalcnmitate dominican frriaw quimtam ; of tran- 
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ſlating the dominicall ſclemnity unto the Thurſd1y. Had it beene 
unto Friday, which is the Tzrkes feſtivall, then it would 
have wondrouſly well ſerved Raynelas his turne in his Calvino- 
turciſmus. For it concerned that author to inquire diligent- 
ly of all Calvins courſes , that ſtood any way in conformity 
with the courſes of the Tarkes : neither doe I thinke there 
could be deviſed any more remarkable then this. How true 
this is this Prefacer cannot ſay , but whether he doth not licke 
his lips atit I know not. Bur it is apparent, he would have 
the Church endued with ſuch authority, as to change the 
ſolemnity of the Lords Day, to any day inthe weeke, and 
conſequently even to Friday; and I doe not doubt but pre- 
tence of reaſon might be deviſed for it by politique heads, 
as namely, to hold the Twrkes in better correſpondency unto 
Chriſtianity, Now if Calvin had at any time a conſultation 
hereabouts ( which cannot be underſtood of ¶ alvins ſingle 
and proper conſultation with himſelfe 3 for then how could 
the relator be privy to it without revelation ; and we com- 
monly ay, that three may keepe counſaile when two be a · 
way) ſurely there were many that could give teſtimony 
hereof, to wit as many, as whoſe heads he uſed in this con- 
ſultation. And who would not expect, that ſome one of 
theſe at leaſt, ſhould be produced to teſtiſie ſo much either by 
word or writing ? As for Barcley, he hath his name ab urſæ 
ungula, from the claw of a Beare ; give we him leave to bee a 
biter, a tearer. His father was a man of ſome note and lear- 
ning , -and one that had the opinion to deſerve well of Kings 
by his booke Contra monarch. machot; and thereby heendea- 
red himſelfe to King [ames , being alſo a Scotchman. But 
King James might thinke better of him then there was cauſe, 
all things conſidered · For he maintaines, that in two caſes 
—_ may ceaſe to be Kings, andto this acknowledgement 
he finds himſelfe maſtered in part by a rule of the civill Law, 
(and he was a Civilian) which is this, Ser vu, habirus pro 
dereliſto may chooſe anew Father. At the firſt reading I won- 
dered at the Doctrine it ſelſe, being of an harſh accent, and 
dangerous conſequence ; and much more in conſideration 
of the reaſon given, which by interpretation and accommo- 
dation may draw a very long tayle after it. And it may ſeeme 
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firange, that none have taken any paynes either to refute its 
or eleere it, I meane in publique. Yet I ſpeake ir onely in 
reference to the compaſſe of mine one reading. In private 
it may be ſome have dealt upon ir, and my ſelfe in particular, 
when I deilt in my Sermons upon the thirteenth to the Ro- 
mans. I have been often urged to ſet forth thoſe Meditations 
of mine and to make them publike ; but I have alwayes re- 
ſiſted the motion, they being but homely Sermons, accom- 
modated to a Countrey —— , neither doe I fin le my 
ſelfe that way fitted tor a better audience; I can take ſome 
paynes in writing controverſies, but I cannot take paynes in 
making a Sermon, and when I have taken moſt, I finde I have 
leſſe edified my people, though perhaps better pleaſed my 
ſelfe. Vet having not long ſince underitood of a Court di- 
ſtinction of Puritans ; namely that ſome of them are good 
men, onely they cannot conforme to the ceremonies of the 
Church z but other there are, who though they doe con- 
forme, yet areantimonarchicall Puritans: This conſidera- 
tion hath taken a deepe impreflion in me, and brought me to 
debate with my ſelte, whether it were not fit to publiſh thoſe 
poore Meditat ions of mine, if for nothing elſe, yet to vin- 
dicate our reputation, who at the pleaſures of too many are 
oppreſſed in the World; and to repreſent to publique view, 
Our ¶ vuntre) f ith concern ng Monarc hies. For if we be repu- 
ted antimonarchicall , no mervaile it ſome — 
ſooner or later to roote us out. And this I might make a 
Prodromus to agreaterworke,in anſwer to a booke entitled 
Deus c Rex, a peſtilent piece of worke, and as it is thought 
written by one barefoote a ſeſuite, conteyning a refutation of a 
certaine book of one of our divines inſcribed God aud the King 
written by Doctor Mockeſt, a booke ſo well pleaſing to King 
James, that as we have heard, his Majeſty thought fit that 
children ſhould be catechized in it. This being afterwards 
tranſlated into Lat ine by Doctor Harris, now Warden ot the 
Colledge by Wincheſter, hath beene now many yeares a- 
goe, anſwered by a Papiſt who conceales his name, and that 
in a very unhappy manner. And a wonder of wonders it may 
ſeeme, that ſo vile a piece hath paſſed ſo long unanſwered; 


eſpecially conſidering that heretofore great Biſhops chaplens 
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Were wont to bee imployed In anſwerlug Papiſts, and this 
was the ordinary way of their preferment. I conteſſe there 
are certaine my ſterles therein, which perhaps are as ſcarre- 
crowes to deterre men trom taking Pen in hand to refute it. 
Forthe aut hor of this, would beare the World in hand, that 
hee who wrote the booke intituled God and the King, and 
was a Puritan ; and that none but Puritans doe ſtand for the 
abſoluteneſſe of Kings in ſuch ſort as it is there maintained. 
And thatic is merely a plot to ruinate monarches, by advan- 
cing their abſoluteneſſe ſo high ; dealing with them herein, 
as Hercule did with Anus; for obſerving that as often as 
he threw him to the ground, he roſe up with greater ſtrength, 
for the carth being his mother , as often as he tell into her 
boſome ſhe inſpired new vigour and ſpirit into him; therefore 
he would throw him down no more, but lifting him up from 
the Earth into the Aire, there hee held him betweene his 
armes, untill he had cruſht his breath out of his body, and 
ſo made an end of him. In like fort, it is there ſaid , that 
Puritans finde it their ot ely meanes to ruine monarches, by 
advancing their abſolutneſſe in ſo unreaſonable. a manner: 
that whenthe people ſhall underſtand it aright, they will bee 
fo provoked hereby, that they will ſtreyne the uttermoſt of 
their power to roote out all Monarchies. Nevertheleſſe all 
thisis but a ſquib, making a great noy ſe but doing no hurt; 
yet ſuſfic jent to ſcare any man in theſe times, conſidering 
how Funeſtous a condition it is, to come under the ſhadow 
ot the very name of Puritan. And the Papiſts, and all that are 
popiſhly affected rejoyce in this, as in nothing more. For- 
tooth Hoc Ithacus welit & magna mercentur Atreide,But (ee 
my unfortunate condition; after I had reſolved to make it niy 
next worke to labour in this argument : and after Ihad diſ- 
patched my firſt worke of pleading for the ſupreame abſolut- 
neſſe of God in Heaven; in the next place to try my ſtrengt h 
hat I could ſay for the ſecondary abſoluteneſſe of Kings and 
Monarches here on Earth; I am ſodenly driven to intermit 
all other buſineſſes formerly in hand, and to travaile in a 
new argument, and to ſtrengthen my ſelſe againſt the light- 
nings nd thunders, that may breake over our heads we know 
not how ſoone ; for wee ſee examples beſore our eyes of (af- 
ferings 
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ferings in this kind, and how ſoone our owne turne may 
cometo ſaffet in the ſume kind: it is uncertaine unto us. There- 
fore to returne to Iaba Barcley : wee have heurd that his fa- 
ther before his death commended him to the Patconage of 
King Ine, ho accordingly had him attending in his Court 
ſomewhile wich intent to prelerre him: untill on a ſodaine 
his minde was changed, haviag receaved intelligence, tha 
this Gentleman playd falſe with hiaa , living in his Court 
but as an eſpie and intelligencer,to diſcover what he could of 
his Mijeſties affayres unto Queene mother of France; which 
mooved King [amcs ever after, and chat moſt juſtly, to abomi- 
nate him. Now ſuch a one, it he could not proove true and 
loyall unto his naturall Prince, can it bee expected, hee being 
ofa popilh ſpirĩt, ſnould carry himſclte truely and honeſtly to- 
wards oba Calvin ? Bat ſure it w ( in chis Prefacers judge- 
ment ) that Caluin boo the Lard: Day to be an Eccleſiaſtical 
and humane conſtitution, only appomited by our Anceſtors to 
ſuppli the place of the Iewiſh Sabbath, and 4s our Dottor tells 
1 pf re by the ¶ hurch at this preſent time as firſt it was, when 
from the Saturday they tranſlated it auto the Sunday. For proofe 
hereof this Prefacer alleaget h nothing but that out of alvin, 
where be faith , Yeteres ſubrogarunt diem dominicum in lacum 
Sabbati ; The Anciems ſubrogated the Lords Day in place of the 
Sabbath: But he takes no notice of that which immediately 
followes in Calvis ; as a reaſon of the former thus; For where- 
45 in the Lords Reſurrettion is found the en1, and accompl:ſbment 
of the true reſt , which the ancient Sabbath ſhaddowed , by the 
very day which ſet an end to ſhadowes , Chriftians are admonijhed 
not to ſlick, unto the ſhadowing ceremonie. Where obſerve, Firſt, 
as touching the perſons noted by Veteres the Ancients, firſt ; 
and then by Chriftiani Chriſtians. Are not theſe the Apoſtles 
as much as any other ? and they in the firſt place, as wee beſt 
knew what that was, which did ſet an end to ſhadowes 3 
and accordingly to give notice of the pregnant ſignification 
of the Day of the Lorus Reſurrection ? and — 1 Cor, 
16.2 Heedoth intirely referre this to the Apoltles, as whom 
he confeſſeth, conſtrayned by the Iewiſh ſaperſtition to have 
abrogated the Sabbath , and in the place thereof ordeyned the 
Lords Hay. Secondly obſerve that the accompliſhment of 
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that which was ſignified by the Jewiſh Sabbath he aſcribes to 
the Reſurrection. And Doctor Andremes Biſhop of Winche- 
ſter in his ſpeech delivered in the Starte Chamber in the 
caſe of Traske profeſſeth that, It hath ever beene the Churches 
doctriat that ( Lip made an end of all Sabbaths, by his Sabbath 
in the grave. That Sabbath ( ſaith he) was the laſt of them. 
And that Chriſts R eſurrection brought with it a new Crea- 
tion, and a neC Creation requires a new Sabbath. And hee 
alleageth Auſtin Ep. 119. ſaying, The Lords Day was declared 
to 22 by Chriſt his Reſurrettion , and from thence began 
to have its feſtivity. But that at this time Calvin ſhould thinke 
it alterable by the Church, no colour of proofe is brought; 
and moſt unreaſonable it is, for any to conceave the Sabbath 
to be as alterablenow, as inthe Apoſtles dayes it was, when 
from the Saturday they tranſlated it unto the Sunday. For 
that alteration depended upon a ſecond Creation, as both 
Biſhop eAndrewes obſerves, and that out of Athanafims de 
Sabbato & circumciſione. And Biſhop Lakes was of the ſame o- 
pinion,as his diſcourſe in Manuſcript yet to be ſeene doth ma- 
nifeſt. So that unleſſe this Prefacer can deviſe a third Crea- 
tion, and maintaine'withall the reſt on the Lords Day to bee 
as ceremoniall , as the Jewes reſt on the ſeventh Day was, 
there is no colour, why the Chriſtian Sabbath on the Lords 
Day, ſhould bee as alterable now, as the day of the Jewiſh 
Sabbath was. As for the 3. concluſions which hee faith 
Calvin reſolves upon; the firſt whereof hee ſaith to be this, 
that one day in ſeven is not the morall part of the fourth Com- 
mandement , I ſay, Calvin avoucheth no ſuch thing; and 
Walleus ſhewes, that generally the friends of Calvin 
maintained the contrary ; between whom neverthelefſe and 
Calvin it was never known that there was any contention her- 
abouts. And already I have ſhewed how unſhamefaſtly this 
Prefacer abuſeth Calvin in alledging one halfe of his ſentence, 
and leaving the other part quite out, ſo making Calvi to de- 
liver that *dfoluely » which he affirmes onely conditionally. 
The ſecond reſolution which he obtrudes upon Cali in, is, that 
the day was changed from th laſt day of the week? to the firſt, by 
the authority ofthe ¶ Lurch, and wot by any divine ordinance. It 
is true, Calvis ſayth not, that the day was changed by divine 
ordinance, 
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authority of the Church; but in plaine termes protefſerh that g. al cor. c 


tlie Apoſtles changed it in one place; and that adfrionition was 16. 
given for the change of it, by the conſideration of the Day of 
Chriſts Reſurrection in another, to wit. ſaſtitut. lib. 2. cap. 8. 
dect. 36. Now let every ſober conſcience conſider, whether 
that day which was firſt 'ordained by authority Divine, 
the apoſtles wotild alter by leſſe authority, then authority 
Divine ; eſpecially conſidering that Chriſts redemption of 
the World, is the reſtauration of the World; which is as 
a new Creation ; and as the Lord reſted the feventh da 
from the workes of Creation; fo the day of Chriſt Reſur- 
rection was the day of his reſt from the worke of redemptionʒ 
ſo that ſtill the day of the Lords reſt is the day ot our reſt not 
indeed the day of the Lord our Creators reſt; that ceafing as 
bei » as before hath beene ſhewed out of Doctor 
Andere; bit the day of the Lotd our Redeemers reff, 
which brought with it a new Creation, is now the day of cur 
reſt. And who was nearer or dearer unto Calvin then Beza?' 
whoſe words upon Revel. 1,1 o. are to this effect, He calls that 
the Lords Day, which Pant ralli the firſt of the Sabbaths 1 (or, 
16. 2. & Att; 20. 7. on which day it appearts that even then 
were made the more frequent aſſemblies by Chriſtians, like as the 
Sewet came together in their Synagogues on the Sabbath Day 1 
wherby it may appeare that the fourth precept of ſanttifying the ſc- 
venth day, at teuching the day of the Sabbath and legall rites was 
ceremoniall;but as — the worſhip of God.i ; of the mor all Law, 
analterable, and perpetually to continue in this life. Aud that day 
of the Sabbath continued in force from the creation of nw tn 
the day of (brifts Reſurrectioas, which being as it were another 
Creation of another ſpirituall World (as the Prophets ſpeakg ) then 
for the Sabbath of the former world or ſeventh day, was aſſumed the 
firſt day of this new World; the holy Ghoſt without doubt diftating 
thus much to the Apoſtles, As tor the third & laſt reſolutiõ which 
he pins upon Calvin: ſleeve, namely that the day of reſt to be ſan- 
22 to the Lord, is jet alterable by the church as at firſt it was ; 
neither that firſt alteration is by Calvin ſayd to be mide oy 85 
church but expreſſely by the apoſtlesz they admoniſhed fereo

and policy ſake but by reaſqn of ſome myſtery ; and this Calvin

And this indeed 
may well be the concurrent opinion of Schole Divines. As 
for eAbulenſis , of what authority is he to preponderate any

materiall, whether we ſet apart for divine Service, one day 
in a weeke,or one day in a mouth, or one day in a yeare, or 
one day in twenty yeares, ox one day throughout the whole 
courſe of a mans lite ? what conſcience can be found ſo cau- 
teriate as to jultifie this?

venient proportion of time ought to be deſtinated unto this. 
Now let reaſon ic ſelte judge, whether any more convenient 
proportion of time can be deviſed for this then the proporti- 
on of one day in ſeven.

ted and ſet apart for ſpirituall operation, and to the ſame pu- 
poſe are ¶ men. Alexandrinu, Euſebius, Throdoret, and Au- 
guſtine alledged by him. Catarmw is in this place brought in 
quite againſt the hayre ; ſeeing it is not herein, that he is ſo 
much as pretended to oppoſe T oſtatu, but rather as touchin

WHEREIN 


I. Anſwer is made to Toſtatws his arguments propoſed 
y Pererive,t0 proove that the obſervation of the Sal- 
bath was ordeyned by God immediately from vhe 


Creation. 
II. Herewithall the queſtion is diſputed , whether Adam 
fell the firſt day wherein he was Created. 


H E firſt agrument of Tofta1w propoſed by 
Perrrius is to this effect , rhe obſervation of 
the Sabbath had been ſuperfluous to Ad 
= AY and Eve, ſceing nothing then could have called 
CI ther away fromthe ſervice of God, to wit they 
9 being then in the ſtate of innocency. To 
which I anſwer, firſt that herein is ſuppoſed ſomewhat her- 
abort there is much queſtion, namely that Adam fell not be- 
fore the ſeventh Day. Yet Pererim profeſſeth that is was an 
opinion well knowne, and confirmed by the conſent of many, 
thoſe moble and illuftvieus authors , that Adams fell the firſt day 
wherein he WAS created, This ſayth he, ſernves 18 have been the 
opinion of Irenens; and (yrilus and Hpipbanius are cited as 
approovers ofit- He addes;that Aſoſes Barcephas in his booke

ler. 9.2 4- 
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of Paradice both prooves it, and avoucheth it as the opinion 
of many others, and eſpecially of Philopenxs in his oration, 
which he wrote of the tree of Life, and of Ephremin his Com- 
mentaries upon Geneſis, and of Facobus Sabugenſis in his o- 
ration of Chriſts Paſſion. To whom may bee added, faith 
Pererius, Diodorus the Biſhop of Tharſis, 4s he & cited in the 
chaine of interpretcrs upon Geneſis , upon thoſe words of the third 
chapter, we do eate of every tree in Paradiſe. Toſtatashimſelfe 
as this author writes, was ſometimes of the ſame opinion, 
though afterwards he changed his minde ; and conceaved as 
— Adam fell on the Sabbath Day; which Pere- 
rius approves not, though that was the opinion ofthe author 
of the Daraſh amongſt the Jewes , as David Kimchi writes 
upon that P/alwe, whoſe title is, A p/ſalme for the Sabbath; 
and that ſo by ſinning he profaned the Sabbath. This opini- 
on of Teſtatat and the Jewes,, Pererius doth not approve : 
but the reaſon he gives tor his diſſenting from them, in my 
Judgement is very weake. For that it runnes, becauſe the Lord 
22 that Sabbath Day and ſanttified it, reſting from all his 
workes which he had male, therefore it was not agreeable, that on 
that day, ſo ſevere a judgement of the Divine vengeance ſhould 
be exerciſed, Now ſay, this reaſon is very weake. For we 
commonly ſay, the better day, the better deed; and undoubted- 
ly the Lord is holy,as in all his workes, ſo inthe execution of 
condigne vengeance. In this he delights, as in the execution of 
mercy. And it is uſually the Lords courſe, even on the Lordg 
Day, to recompence the wayes of the wicked upon their ou 
heads, inthe profanation of his Sabbaths. Secondly , it 
may ſeeme ſtrange , that Pererius ſhould ſerve himſelfe with 
this reaſon, namely,of the Lord: bleſſing the ſeventh day and. 
ſanfifying it, ſeeing he profeſſeth himſelſe ro be of Toftatws 
his opinion,interpreting theſe words by way of anticipation, 
and referring them to the giving of the Law upon Mount 
Sina. Others were of opinion , that Adam continued as long 
in Paradiſe, as Chriſt lived here on Earth. But this opinion 
Pererius thinkes no way probable. Others deviſed a con- 
tinuance of Adam in Paradiſe for the ſpace of forty dayes, 
anſwering to our Saviours faſting forty dayes ; bur this he 
ſayth hath noſbew of probability. His own conjecture ghee 


* Adanwfell, and was turned out of Paradiſe that day ſeniglit 
after he was created: and the grounds of his conjecture art in 
my opinion, as frivolous as any. As firſt , when he ſaith 
that eight dayes ſpace was ſufficient to have experience of 
the happineſſeof that ſtate. For why not as well ſome dayes 
more ot {ome dayes leſſe ? nay rather, by continuance in the 
{ame ſtate, we grow leſſe and leſſe ſenſible of the happineſſe 
thereof. And the happineſſe of a ſtate is beſt known by the 
contrary, according to that rule, Carendo magis quam fruendo 
wid quidque fit cognoſcimus.As for the agreement herein which 
conceites berween Adam and Chriit, as who # thowghr of 

to have been conceaved in ghe Virgins wombe on the ſixt day 

of the weeks , and on the ſame day of the weeke was indeed 
— — the creſſe; who ſeeth not that this conveniency 
had — as well on that day fortnight , or on that day 
three weekes, and ſo in Infiniruws, as on that day ſenight? 
As ridiculous appeares to be his pretence of complying thus 
with the antients, whoſe opinion was, that Adam fell the 
ſame day wherein he was created, which he would apply ta 
that day ſenight after. For why not as well to that day three 
weekes after, ot that day a month after, and ſo in /»finitzns ? 
But let us conſider Pererius reaſons whereby he undertakes 
to ſhew the unlikelihood of A4ems falling the firſt day. The

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more excellent fruit then any of the reſt , might the better al- 
lure them both to touch and taſte. But as Pererias propoſeth 
x, it hath no force; for as much as be corrupteth the Text, 
the Divells words being not ſuch as theſe , hy doe yes not eate 
of every tree of paradiſe ? but running thus ; Tea ? hath God 
ſayd yes ſhall not eate of tree in the Garden I or as Piſca- 
ter takes it for a con of a larger diſcourſe ; you is 
much a; God hath ſaid, ye ſhall not cate of the fruit of every tree 
in the Garden, lo giving a reaſdn to proove what he objefted, 
namely that God envyed their happineſſe+ As for the rea- 
ſons which before I have given, they may be anſwered thus. 
If the beneſit of this fruit had þeen of the ſame kinde wich 
the benefit of others, and onely in degree o fexcellency above 
them,then were it no way likely they ſhould begin with this. 
But ſeeing it was pretended to be of a farre different kinde by 
Satans ſuggeſtion, not ſo much for ſatisfying the appetite 
of ſenſe, as for ſatisfying the ſpirituall deſire of the in 
knowing good and evill, which the very denomination of the 
Tree given by God himſelfe did fairely intimate; and this 


being ngly improoved by Satan to be a Divine condi- 
tion — 2 like — God ; this conſideration 
might well allace forthwith without all further ſtay to have 
ce of other fruit. Secondly why might they not have 

of the fruites of other Trees, without any neceſſity of 
nature urging chem, and yet without any luxury at all, but 
only to acquaint themſelyes wich the 4 of thoſe good 
Creatures which God had provided for them? Yet again confi- 
— this experience made to no other end, ſhould ſo 
ſenſibly have brought home unto them the goodneſſe of God, 
in that ltzte of holineſſe and integrity, that it would have 
exceedingly confirmed them in their obedience to God , and 
made the motion of the Serpent at firſt hearing diſtaſifull, 
and to chooſe to be like unto God in obedience, and thereby in 
conformity to his holy will, then in forbidden — e. 
And beſides, the taſting of all fo ſoone, can hardly be juſtifi- 
ed from Luxury or waſt : therefore I reſt in my firſt anſwer. 
Pererius his next reaſon caryeth a great deale of ſhew, but in 
ſubſtance leſſe forcible, Ceruinly the making of the beaſts of 
the Earth, and of man, might be done in as ſhort a time as it 
pleaſed 


is ſtil l in force to bind Chriſtians, 
pleaſed God to have it; eſpecially confidering the opinion 
of ſome antients,that all things were made together,and that 
ina ſhort ſpace ; fo mans placing in Paradiſe, and the beafty 
broughe unto him by God , might be ſoone diſpatched : and 
ſarely Adams naming of them coſt him no ſtudy ; and un- 
doubtedly all this was done before the creating of Eve; {6 
that all this might be done before noone, and fpace enough 
allowed for the Divells conference with Eve, and his 
cing her, and her ſeducing dn. The making of them 
aprons to hidetheir nakedneſſe caryeth the greateſt ſhew of 
requiring longer time; but he who wanted not wit to name 
the beaſts ſo congruouſly to their natures , wanted not un- 
derſtanding to cover themſelves with „ As for the 
Doctors alleaged by him for his opinion ; I doe not finde that 
of them is expreſſe, or b „% akenans for that, 
hereunto they arealleaged ; but the ces made from 
their wordes are moerely conjecturall. For when hee writes, 
that Tozphin the firſt booke of his a ties;and Nai in 
his Homily of Paradiſe ; and Damaſcen in his ſecond booke 
of orthodox faith add 10. Chapter. cms ro be of this opinion, 
his ground is only this, * a3 he faith, hey write that the 
Serpent in paradiſe didoften come to our 3 r and conv 
with them very gently and familiarly , that there upon t 
Divell tooke hint to inveagle the Woman. Now this is but a 
conjecture of theirs ; ner do? ſay that he was wont 
to conferre with them; yet all that they ſpeake of may very 
well be fulfilled in a few houres, That which to this pur- 
poſe he alleageth out of e Auftin de civit. ati lib. 11: c. 21. is 
onely this, The Apple on the tree forbidden, we are to believe 
it robeſuch , as the reſt of other trees, which now they had found 
to be without hurt ; hence it ſeemes Pererius would inferre, 
that before the Divells temptation they had taſted of them 
all; but A»fins ſpeech is indefinite, and verified,in caſe they 
had taſted but of ſome ; and £ve might have taſted of ſome, 
Adam of other ſome ; If it be further urged , that Aff 
delivers it as a reaſon to ſhew how hereby they were made 
more Hale to yield to Satans temptation: I anfwer that 
by taſt ng ſome, yea and without Nr any, they might be 
well aſſured they might be 2 of without hurt, exce p- 
5 2 ting 
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r e which God had forbidden them ; and the taſting 
of all without hurt was no tolerable reaſon ta perſwade that 
in like manner they might taſt of the forbidden fruicwithour 
hurt; the Lord having profeſſed anto, them, t hat Ia the day 
they did eate thereof, they mould die the death, Vererias addes 
that ¶ Iuſtin in his twentieth Boo be of the City of God, and 
26. Chapter , doth not obſcurely give te underſtand, that 
albeit he thought Adam continued not long is paradiſe, yet that 
he continued there longer then one day. But I finde no ſuch thing 
in the place quoted by him, But I gueſſe the paſſage he aimes 
at, is that wherein hee diſcourſeth of thoſe words of the 
Prophet Malachy Mal. 3. And the ſacrifice of Indah and Je- 
r1/alem ſhall pleaſe the Lord as in the dayes of old, and in former 
xearess, and he inquires, ; what time that is, which is ſignified 
by this phraſe, «4 in the dayes of old, and in the former yeares, 
In i firſt he ſaith, that perhaps thereby may be ligniked, che 
time wherein our firſt parents were in Paradiſe. And'to this 
he referres that of Eſay . 65. According to the dayes of the 
Tree of life , ſhall be the life of my people. And wh faith hee, 
knowes not, what that place was w here the Lord planted the 
Tree of life ? But then to the contrary he diſcourſcth thus, If 
ae ſhall ſay thoſe dayes of the Tree of life to be the dayes 
of the (burch of (rift which are now current, and that (rift 
himſelfe is prophetically called the Tree of li and that theſe 
firſt men lived not any yeares in paradiſe , from mbence they were 
ſo ſoone ejetted, that they begate no ſonne there, and that there- 
fore that time cannot be underſtood by this phraſe of Malachy ( as 
in the dayet of old and former yeares , — ] paſſe by this 
weſtion: to wit, of the meaning of the Prophet Malacty. 
Now had eA«ftin fimply ſayd that our firſt Parents continued 
not many yeares in Paradiſe, there had beene ſome colour, as 
if he thought, Adam had continued ſome few yeares, or one 
yeare at leaſt, in Paradiſe. . But neither doth. A»fix deliver 
this as his one opinion, but as the diſcourſe of others ; 
and that to prooye that the words mentioned in Malachy, 
cannot denote the time of Adams being in Paradiſe ; for as 
Hey ooo of many yeares ; but Aus continued 
not yeares in Paradi 
driven from thence he had 


Is ftill in force to bind Chriftuans, 
if it be referred to the conception of a child , as in reaſon ĩt 
ſeemes to be, who ſeeth not that one day, or a night mighe 
have ſuſticed for that ? So that all things conſidered, this place 
rather makes againſt Pererius then for him. In like ſort, tliat 
which he alleageth out of Gregory is onely this, that Aas in 


paradiſe was accuſtomed to the words of Ged , and comverſed with 
the ſpirit of the bleſſed Angells ; ſuppoſe it were ſo, and with 


God himſelfe, fo long as he continued in the ſtare of integei- - 


ty ( yet I hope they will give way to the temptat ion of Sa- 
tan) yet how litt le or how long that time continued is not 
ified. Confider we now the reaſons to the contrary, 
elivered partly by Pererius himſelfe , partly by Doctor 
Willet upon Geneſis. Who onthe third Chapter of that booke 
propoſeth them in this order. Firſt , the Angels that fell, 
preſently after their Creation ſinned, as our Saviour ſaith, that 
the Divell did not ſtand or continue in the truth lol d. 4. Here 
unto Anſtin conſenterh , Fatlus continuo ſe 4 luce werit ar a= 
wertit, as ſoone as he was made, preſently he turned afide from 
the light of the truth: So it is likely that man al/o—— And in- 
* deed the inference from Angels to men in this particular, 
ſeemes to proceede from that which is leſſe likely to that 
which is more likely. If the angells of themſelves ſell ſo 
ſoone, how much more likely is it, that both Satan would 
ſet himſelfe with the ſirſt, to temp them, and being tempted 
leſſe ſtrange it is that they ſhould tall. But concerning the 
angells defection, it doth not follow, either by our Saviours 
phraſe, or Auſtint phraſe that either of them believed they 
fell ſo ſoone. But whenſdever that was propoſed untothern, 
which was thetriall of their obedience ; had they approoved 
of it and ſubmitted unto Gods Will, that had beene or there · 
upon undoubtedly had followed their confirmation, as it was 
u no them that ſtood! ; and their not approoving it, their 
not ſubmicting unto it was their finne in part, though accor- 
ding roche ee nature, it might be in the higheſt de- 
groe oſ ſtomach and pride; like as tlieir approbation there- 
of who obeyed was im an high degree of zcale and humility. 
Aquunai proſeſſeth it tobe more profitable, and more agree - 
able to the ſayings of the Saints ; that the Divell ſinned anon 
after the firſt inſtant of his Creation. Secondly , Doctor 
G3 Wilts 
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Wallets ſeeond argument is this ; Our Savionr ſaith that the 
Devill was a murtherer from the beginning , not of the World, 
but of mans Creation , therefore at the very 757 he ſet upon them. 
But that phraſe from the beginning doth not tie us to any 
ſuch exatt calculation. Thirdly , rhe ſubtiliy of the Dincll 
doth inſinuate as much, who mould then aſſault th.m , when they 
were leaſt able to reſiſt, before they by experience were confirmed 
iu their obedience. In this I confeſſe there are to parriculirs 
of very momentous conſideration, Firſt, the Devills ſubtilty 
to ſet. upon them, before they were poſſeſſed and taken up 
with an holy walking with God. Secondly, chat continuance 
in an holy walking with God could not but confirme them, 
and make them more ſtedfaſt therein, having as yet no prin» 
ciple of the fleſh in them to make reſiſtance, and to ſu(peR 
every motion that thould ariſe to withdraw them tromir. 
Fourthly, and it was fir, faith he, that man ſiuning ſh1yld b. 
Caſt out of paradiſe before he had fully taſted of the pleaſure there- 
F, leſt he afterward might be tormented with the loſſ-, and at- 
temted to retur no. This reaſon my palate doth not reliſh ſo 


well; the more Adam ſhould be tormented with the loſſe 


of paradiſe, the better it ſhould be for him in my judgement, 
rather then worſe, And as for attempting to returne, I cannot 
conceave how he fhould be ſo vaine as to preſume to evacuate 
Gods judgements, and then againe of any ſuch paradiſe af- 
ter Adams biniſhment therence , wee read nothing. Fiſtly, 
And it is cleare ( (aith Doctor Millet) by the Serpent; 45 on ſet, 
hath God ſayi ye ſhall not eate of every Tree ? that they had not 
yet taſtes of any fruit, but at the very firſt the forbilden fruit 
was offered, before their appetite had beene ſerved with any ot her. 
But firſt I doe not finde, that the Text mentioned hath any 
ſuch importment ; Secondly, this ſuppoſeth, that the taſt of 
other fruits would have beene apt to hinder the courſe of 
Satans temptations ; but how ? in reſpeR of giving ſo good 
content and ſatisfaction, yea but this ſatisfaction was no o- 
ther then to the ſenſuall appetite ; but the Tree forbidden in 
the very name of it ( whence Satan tooke advantage to pro- 
mote his temptation) ſeemed to promiĩſe ſatisfaction in a far 
different — y to the ſpirituall appetice of the minde, 
6. Adam (ſaich he) had not yet eaten of the Tree of life, as it 
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ts ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians, 

is evident verſe 21. But if they had ſtayed any time in paradi/e 
it is not unlibely, but they ſhould have taſted of the tree of life, 
it being in the heart of paradiſe, This at firſt ſeemed to me very 
conſiderable; but upon after _—_ not fo. For certain- 
ly it aſſured not lite, / but upon obedience and therefore with- 
out obedience the taſting thereof ( it acceſſible in that caſe 
would have ſtood him in ſmall Read; 7. Likewi/e, faith he, 
[ering preſently after theCreation they were hidden to enCreaſe and 
mul:iply., it 1s n9 «th:r like but the man ſhould have knownhis 
wife in paradiſe , if they had ſtayed there ſo long, and ſo thy 
ſhould have gotten childrea without ſin. This reaſon is not to 
be deſpiſed ; although to ſtay a day or two in Paradiſe was 
not to ſtay there long. But conſidering th it then they might 
company together without all inne ſo much as in thought, 
orcircumſtance ofact, (the want whereof makes even acts 
naturall in this condition of ours, ſhametull unto us) why 
ſhould they deferre the propagation of mankinde ; eſpecially 
conſidering that the child conceaved inthe ſtate ot innocency 
ſhould have beene without ſinne. 8. The eighth reaſon is in 
tfect the ſame with that of Hroughtons; If Adam had _ 
ned the firſt day , the Lion had eaten Graſſe ; this in my ju ge- 
ment is a molt inſipid reaſon. Firſt , becauſe God had ordai- 
ned, that all beaſts at the firſt ſhould live by Graſſe en. 1. 30. 
Secondly, In the arke of Noah, Lions mult have caten Graſſe 
or Hay, or elſe have ſtarved, they had no power to prey upon 
their tellow paſſengers. Thirdly, if Lyons and Beares at firſt 
had lived by pray, even after Adm: fall, what had become 
of the reſt of Gods Creatures, /mbelles dame quid niſipredt 
ſumus ? Laſtly it is well knownethat in theſe dayes, in new 
England, Beares doe live by Graſſe, and their fleſh for mans 
meate is accompred better then Veniſon 9- Never any man 
on Earth,(hriſt only excepted , kept the Sabbath without ſin : 
the Apoſtle ſaith , he that is entred into his reſt hath alſo ceaſed 

from his own works,as God did from his, Hebr. 4 10. It in the re 
only of ( brift , where there ſhall be a ceſſation from all the works 
ef ſin. But that reſt which Adam ſhould have kept in paradiſe 
was not Chriſts reſt : therefore be kept noref# there without ſin, 
he fell then before the Sabbath, This argument I confeſſe ſcemes 
to be very ponderous and ſavoury , as built upon the Apoſtles 
G 4 diſcourſe 
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T he Moralitie of the fourth Commandement , 
diſcourſe Heb. 4. But the propoſition is not ſufficiently pro- 
ved. For to ceaſe from a mans owne workes (as they are 
taken from linnes ) as yr competent to none but ſuch 
as have formerly finned , which cann:t agree to Adam in 
the ſtate of innocency. Vet it cannot be denyed , but that 
Auum continued in innocency and without ſinne untill his 
fall. And ſo long reſted from ſinne, though not in Chriſt, 
fave that to reſt from ſinne ſuppoſeth the precedency of ſinne. 
But albeit this were granted , it followeth not that he fell 
before the Sabbath; for he might fall on the very Sabbath, 
which was the opinion of the author of the ſewes Dataſh, 
mentioned by R1b+bi David Kimchi on the 92. Pſalm:, 10. 
That place laſi ly makes to this purpoſe, Pſalme 49. 13. eAdam 
ledged not ene night in honour ; for ſo are the words if they be 
properly tranſlated ; the word « ho which ſignifies to lodge or ftay 
all night : and thus diverſe of the Rabbins doe expound this place 
of Adam; and he quotes Rabbi Nathan. R. Menachem, and 
Midras Tehillim. It cannot be denied but this place is very 
pregnantly appliable unto Adam, as the firſt and chiefeſt ob- 
je& on whom this truth is verified ; as being in the chiefeſf 
honour that ever man had on Earth, Lord of all the World, 
and the Father ot mankinde, and placed in Paradite ; and 
the verbe properly ſignities perwoftare , to continue 4 night, 
Onely it is ofthe future tenſe, which yet to beare the ſignifi 
cation of the time paſt is nthing ſtrange in the Hebrew, 
though-it hath net atwayes Jau cenverſivum , the ſigne ot 
ſuch converſion. And the very word 4dr is here expreſſed, 
and we are very apt uſually to accommodate unto Adam with- 
out all reference to this queſtion, or conſideration of the pro- 
priety of the Hebrew word fignitying pernoftare. But let us re- 
turne to that from whence we have digreſſed. Be it ſo that 
Ain continued in his integrity untill the end of the ſeventh 
day; doe we not read expreſſely, Gen.2.5. that God tooke 
the man and put him in the Garden of Eden, that be might 
drefſe it aud Epe it; therefore God had worke for him to doe 
ern in things of this World as well as hee hath for us. Ande 
Martin Luther profeſſeth as much ; It followes from hence 
faith he, that if Adam had food in his enwacency, yet he ſhould 
have Apt the ſeventh day body, that ii an that day he ana 
| taug 
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Is ſtill in force to bind Chriffiens, 
tawyht bu children, and childrens children , what was the will 
of God and wherein his worſhip did confiſt $ he fh*nid bave prays 
fed Ged , given thanks and offered, On other dayer he 49% 
have tilled the ray" „ looked to lis Cattell, And Selur cer 
treads in Znthers ſteps ,. treating upon the Commandement 
of the Sabbath. Why then ſhould it be thought ſuperfluous 
to ordaine ſome dayes fot the works of this World, and one 
day for the ſervice of God ? And is it likely that Eve wag 
about the ſervice of God, when the Divell aſſaulted her 2? was 
ſhee not too neare the forbidden Fruit ? it was within her 
fight, and the Fruit within her reach. 2. They urge that J- 
cation from ſervile wor les was then in vaine , ſeeing vothing 
could then be laborious and troubleſome unto him. I anſwer; 
though it were no paine to him to keepe the Garden and 
dreſſes it ; yet this muſt needs take up his thoughts while 
hee was about it, and many a Gentleman in theſe dayes 
finds leſſe imployment then Adam had; will it therefore 
follow that the obſervation of the Sabbath is ſiper- 
flaous ? r 

' 3. The third reaſon is, that if this Commandement were 
then given, it ſhould oblige all men ; but it isplaine that the ( en- 
tiles never obſerved it , neither doe we reade the Patriarchs did. 
I anſwer, there is no ſoundneſſe in all this. For touching 
the Gentiles, we have no Hiſtory before the Flood, nor till 
a long time after; in which ſpace ot time, this Dodrine 
of the inſtitution of the Sabbath being carried onely by 
tradition, might eaſily bee obliterated. The Scriptures 
Divine are the moſt ancient Records in the World ; but 
it followes not, that becauſe the Scriptures doe not Re- 
cord how the Patriarches did obſerve the Sabbath , there- 
fore they obſerved it not; but much rather, becauſe, 
the Seri Reeord , that The Lord bleſſed the ſeventh 
Day, and ſantlified it, therefore the Patriarches did ob- 
ferve it. And the truth is , untill the comming of the 
Iſraelites out of Eg yt, wee reade not of the Church of 
God any where but in fingle Families. Neither doe wee 
reade of the Patriarches before the Flood or a long time 
after that they kept any Day conſecrate to GODS Ser- 


vice ; will it therefore follow , that thoſe holy Patri- 
arches 
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archs did ſet no time at all apart for Gods ervice ? 
yet is it generally acknowledged as by the light of nature, 
that ſome time ought to be ſet apart for Divine ſervice. And 
formerly I have ſhewed out of Afanaſſes Ben Iſrael, that 
whereas the Lord enjoyning to the [/raclites the oblervation 
of the Sabbath, bids them remember that they were ſervants 
in Egypt; this the antient wiſe men among the Jewes doe ap- 
ly in this manner, Cogita in E gypto ubi ſerviebas, etiam ip o 
Sabbato per vim te coactum ad labores; thinks with thy ſelfe, how 
that in Egypt where thou ſervedſt , that by force thou waſt con- 
ſtrained to worke, even onthe Sabbath. So that the obſervation 
of the Sabbath was a duty even in thoſe dayes. Obſerve far- 
ther that in the fourth Commandement , the Jewes are char- 
ged to looke unto it, not onely that their children and their 
ſervants did obſerve the Sabbath, but alſo, the ſtranger that 
was within their gates. Now theſe kinde of ſtrangers com- 
monly called. Strangers of the gate, and thereby diſtinguiſhed 
from Strangers of the Covenant; were ſuch as were not cir- 
cumcifed , though accompted Proſelytes in the firſt dege e. 
And on them was uſually impoſed no other burthen, beſides 
the obſervation of the ſeven precepts of Noah, as Schindler 
obſerves upou the roote , Which ſeven precepts of Noah 
are alſoreckoned up by the ſame Schindler in the roote m.] 
and albcit the obſervation of che Sabbath were none of them 
expreſſe; yet in as much as the Lord gives expreſſe charge 
that the ſtrangers within their Gates ſhould oblerve the Sab- 
bath, it ſeemes it was comprehended under one of them; Aud 
therefore ſome thinke it was comprehended under that which 
was called =wnnm2 Benedittio Dei; that is, the worſhip of no 
other God, but the ('reator of Heaven and Earth; and by name, 
my worthy friend Maſter Foſeph Mede; as I have | a 
Manuſcript of his touching the interprecation of the word 
n in the Ad; and hereof he gives this reaſon ; namely 
that the obſervation of the ſeventh day was the badge of this, 
namely of worſhipping the (ren of Heaven and Earth, ac» 
cording to that, the Sabbath is a ſigne between me and you 
that 1 Jehovah am your God,becanſe in ſix dayes the Lord made 
Heaven and Earth, the Sea and all that in them is, aud reſte ! 
the ſovench, Now if the obſervation of the Sabbath were 


compre- 


is ſtill in force io bini Chriſtians, 
under the ſeven precepts of Neab, undoub- 
tedly it was in force, and practiſe amongeſt the Patriarchs, 
and that not only after, but before the flood for undoubted- 
ly they all worſhipped the Lord God Creator of Heaven, 
and Earth. 2. We have notable evidence for the obſervati- 
on of the Sabbath Day, even among the Gentiles. And firſt, the 
diitin&tion of the whole courſe of time into weekes, for the 
antiquity thereof is remarkable, and now lately jultihed by 
Rivers againſt Gomarus with great variety of learned obſer- 
vation, and that eſpecially by Claudius Salmaſores that re- 
nowned Scholar and Antiquary , oneof them who with great 
inſtance urged River not to ſuffer Comaria to paſſe unan- 
ſweared in this point. It is true, as Rivers obſerves, that 
C avuſabon writing upon Suetonius l 3. 52. and upon theſe 
words, Diogenes the Grammarian was wont to diſpute at Rhodes 
on the Sabbath , profeſſeth his opinion, that the obſervation «of 
weekes now a diyes generally gereaved : was not commonly recca- 
ved before the dayes of Throdoſius, though he eonfeſſeth, that 
long betore it was in uſe among the Grecians, eſpecially 
thoſe of Aſia. Yet Rivet makes it good, and that out of T- 
tullian, that long before it was in ule among the Lutines. 
Hannes Philoponis in his Oommentary upon the Hiltory of 
the Creation, a book commended by Photius in his Bibliothecs 
lib.7.cap.t4. and lately ſet forth at Vienna in Auſtria, writes 
thus; All men doe agree in this, that there ave ſeven daves 
only , which by revolution in themſelves doe complete whole time, 
whereof what reaſon can wee give, but that which o/c: 
gave? to wit,that in ſix dayes the Lord made the World, and 
reſted the ſeventh. And (lemens Alexandrinns and Enſebins 
provethe ſame out of Homer , i8oum rpuap i, o 16 I 
* dm, The ſeventh day Was that ) wherein all things were 
finiſhed, and out of (allimachys, and out of Linus in a 
paſſages to the ſame purſe, as Rivetus hath ſhewed in his an- 
ſwer to Comar. And further, that in the French Kings 
library, there is « Cbrenolegy of George & yncellus, from Adam 
to Diocleſſan; wherein Salmaſi a obſerves, that the computa- 
tion of times by weekes was before the computation of 
times by moneths and yeares was found out by Aſtrologers; 


and that the ancient fathers diſtinguiſhed the ſpaces of _ 
only 
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only by weekes : and that the Caid-ar Aſtrologers having ob- 
ſerved the courſe of the Sunne, Moone , and other planets were 
the firſt that beſtowed on the ſeven dayes of the weeks the names 
of the planets ; ani that by the teſt imony of an antient au- 
char Manuſcript. Z oroaſtres and Hyſtaſpis were the authors of 
theſe demonſtrations, But that this circuit of ſeven d:yes was 
in uſe befaxe Zoroaſtres aud the firſt authors of Aſtrology, But 
the Fewes kept themſelves as to the diſtinttion of times by wech, 
ſo to call the dayes by their order, the firſt, the ſecond ; and that 
the Pythagoreans did the lik And called the firft day of the 
weeks His like as the Helleniſts called it la, ror gabtamn, 
In the yeare, 16 25. There was ſet forth a book at Venice (as the 
fame Doctor River writes ) intitled Theſaurus preceptorum 
Iſaaci Atie Indei ; in the firſt part whereof and 157. precept 
touching the Sabbath, he writes to this effelt, that the holineſſe 
ef that ſacred day is ſo well known, that it were ſuperfluous to 
uſe many words in the explication thereof; ſeeing it is found 
to have umpreſſion in the very hearts 95 the Heat hent themſelves ; 
becaaſe there is none that knoweth not, that whea his highneſſe 
to whom none can approch, built this wonderfull frame, he reftcd 
on the ſeventh day. 2. And thus ere I am aware, I am fallen 
upon the holineſſe of the day, acknowledged generally by 
the Heathens themſelves as this un writer conceaved. 
Theophilus Antiochenus an antient Father in his ſecond baoke 
written to eAarolycus , acknowledgeth the celebrity of this 
day amongſt all men, though the reaſon thereof was not ſo 
well known to moſt ; to wit as drawn from Gods reſt on that 
day after he had created the World. Tertullian allo acknow- 
ledged the Heathens to ſulemnize the ſeventh much after the 
ſame-manner that the Jewes did ; confirmed by the learned 
obſervation of Jacobus Godefridus , notwithſtanding ſome ex- 
ceptions made againſt it. And that this was the praiſe of 
the Romans he proves farther out of Tibullus and Ovid name- 
ly that they did feriari reſt on the Saturday as the Jewes did. 
And Manaſſes Ben Iſrael in his 35. queſtion upon Exodus 
writes thus, Ne Agareni quidem, Veneris diem religioſſime_ 
colentes quem Algama vocant , Sabbato nomen, ſunm eripue- 
runt : hauddabie ita providente Deo, ut omnium animis æterni- 
tas ejus imprimeretur. The very Agarenes, moſt religiouſly ab- 
ſerving 


Ii full in forte to biad Coriuiens, 
erving the Friday, which they call Algama , have takes from 
2 Sabbath its — : 42247. Ged ſo prividing, that the 
eternity thereof ſhould be imprinted in the minds of all men; Be- 
like as a teſtimony of Gods reſt from his workes in the Crea 
tion, therewithall to maintaine an acknowledgement of God 
the Creator. More then this, Sa/maſius acquainted Riverms: 
wich ſome collections made by the forementioned Georgins 
Smell out of certaine apocryphall bookes , one whereof 
is called avxrd , the litlogentration ,, the other Bing Add 
the life of Adam, in nhich the author obſerves through many 
veel, that the ſeventh day was a day of reſt and that be conrea- 
ved the author of that booke to have been a }ew , tranſlated by 
ſame Helleniſt, who makes. mention of the Lords Day And 
Doctor #illet alleageth Philo calling the ſeventh day nar Snyus; 
lor, afcltiyall of all Nations. So little neede have wee to 
Mcke that in Heſiod, Wyn lege Ju, the ſeventh is 
an boly apy; which ſome obletve to have beene ſpoken, not of 
the ſeventh day of the weeke , but of the ſeventh day of the 
monethrather, wherein Apollo was borne' (which yet is al- 
r. and Huſebius as for the ſeventh» day of, the 
weeke ) what is wanting herein, being ſo plentiſully ſu 
phyed other waycs. ) And whereas Camaru being convict- 
of the evidence ot this truth, betakes himſelſe ro a new 
eourſe, as to ſay that this praiſe of Heathens was taken from 
the Jewes, and not from — ancient Patriarchs z Doctor Ri- 
vers brings a manifeſt place out of Joſephus to refute that 
conceite of his ; As who profeſſeth that this cuſtome of the 
Gentiles had beene in jexgs long agoe. And how unlikely is 
it, thatcicher the Egyptians, or the Nations bordering up- 
on the Jewes frond this Gpmrh owes, when we con- 
ſider Salim inter accolas odiuum, 23 Tacitus obſerves, the ac+ 
cuftomed hatred bermeen borderers ; eſpecially berween the ſeed 
the Mama, and the ſeed of the Serpent; and how diſtaſtfull 
the things of God are unto naturall men, even folifonefſe an- 
to them, neither can they know them, becauſe they ave [pirit 
diſcerned. And Homer, and Liu, and ( ullumachas, fete 
the ſeventh day from the very Creation, as whereon the 
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If the Patriarches hal obſerved the Sabbath, Moſes would 
have mentioned the religions obſervation thereof by their ar- 
ceſtors, to encourage them. anſwer 1. it is not likely they were 
ignorant of the practiſe of theit anceſtors. The Chal pa- 
raphraſe upon the P/a/- 92. ſuppoſeth Adam to have beene 
the author of the Pſalm that is intitled for the Sabbath, 2, If 
for Gods ſake who delivered them out of Egypr, they would 
not obſerve it, neither would they obſerve it for their an- 
ceſtors ſake. 3. Moſer makes no mention of their anceſtors 
practiſe in ſetting apatt any time for the ſervice of God ; ſha}l 
we therefore deny that by the ſuggeſtion of light naturall ſome 
time '* w_—_ Wy —— ? ag 

The Fathers e that no other poſitive precept was given 
to Adam then 16 abfots from the Fruit ace ns ans 
ſwer, Chry/oſtome 'profeſſerh expreſſely, thar from the be- 
ginning God hath thewed that one day in the'cirtle cf 
weeke is to bee ſet apart for ſpirituall ion; Likewiſe 
the teſtimonies of Athanaſine and Epiokatis are expreſſe 
for the acknowledgment of the inſtitution of the Sabbath 
immediately from the Creation, as before hath brene' ſhewed. 
Indeede both as touching the ſettirrg apart of ſotne time in ge- 
nerall for Gods ſervice, and the proportion of one day in ſeven 
in ſpeciall, is more then poſitive. 

ivines teach that before Chriſts comming the Gentiles might 
obraine ſalvation by obſerving the morall Lam, eu the Law of 
nature, with fome light of Divine fa, um ſupernitur all aſ- 
fſhtance of Gol T anſwer. 1. of what reputation thoſe Divines

by the ſtory of the Creation hath ſufficiently manifeſted that 
one day in the weeke ought to be ſet apart for Gods Service ; 
and with Azorixs the Jeluite,that i: is moſt agreeable to reaſon, 
that after ſix works dayes one day intire and whole ſhould bee 
conſecrated to divine worſhip. 

2, From Papiſts this Prefacer proceedes to Proteſtants,and 2 
tells us that chi [cemes to be the judgement of the Divines in the 
Len-Countries; for proofe whereof he produceth none bit 
Gomarw and Riverw ; both which are well knowneto be 
in the point of the originall inſtitution of the Sab- 
bath. And as touching the morality of one day in ſeven, both 
Wallews and Thyſ two profeſſors of Divinity in the Univer- 
fity of Leyden,are well known todiffer from them both; and 
Hyperius a low Countreyman too. As for Calvin, I have alrea- 

dy ſhewed how l makes nothing for this Prefacer; and that 
they catch advantage from him moſt unreaſonably by diſ- 
membring him. Wallews ſhewes the ſame to be the judgement 
of Martin Luther , namely, that one day in the weeke at leaft 
oughtto bee conſecrated ro Divine Service; and out of Ae- 
lune hon, that all the-ceremoniality in the fourth Commande- 
ment is reſtrained to the obſervation of a certaine day, that 
which remaines befides therein commanded continuing mo- 
rall. Bezlikewiſe affirmes that the ſanctifying of every ſe+ In Ap:c. l. uo: 
venth day as touching the Service of God, is of morall obli- : 
tion and unremoveable. The like leu ſhewes to have 
ne the judgement of Bucer, Peter Martyr E anchy, Tunis, 
Viretus Calvin: Colleague, Dahers, Antonins Fayns, Matthias 
Martinius, and in a manner all that have written upon their 
Belgick Catechiime. By this, the Reader may confider the 
modeſty of this Prefacer , when hee proſeſſeth that it ſcemes 
to bee the judgement of the Divines in the Low- Countries, 
that one day in ſeven to be ſet apart for Gods ſolemn worſhip 
is not of the morality of the fourth Commandement. But 
Wallexs proceeds and ſhewes the ſame to have been 7 e- 
ment of UDrfaus, and Paren:s of the Palatinate ; of A/ftedins 
Profeſſor at Heyborne ; together with Lansbergins and Feſtus 
Hommins,all maintaining the morality of one day in ſeven, 
to bee conſecrated to Divine Service. And in the cloſe pro- 
fefſeth, hee could adde the teſtimonies of many 3 
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and Scottiſh Divines, who ever have becne accompted Or- 
thodos,, concurring in Judgement with the former on this 


Laſt of all conſider, what is Gomaru: his owne opinion; 
to wit, that we are not ſo preciſely bound to this proporti- 
on of time , but that wee may allow a better. The condition 
of Divine worſlnp ( ſaith he ) commanded in the fourth Cam- 

requires thut not only certaine dayes ¶ for order and 
for Gods better ſervice ſake ) be obſerved, but alſo that ſuffi»

not he fewer. And addes of his own , that we canner in charity 
require of our ſervants the labour of ſo many dayer ( to wit of 
fix ) without ſome reft. As for the ſeconds which this Pre- 
facer faith Gomerw brings, to wit Vatablus , and Wolfgargur 
HMHuſculns, this is nothing to the preſent ſe. Forthele 
are not brought in by him in the point of the morality of 
one day in ſeven, but onely in the point of the ori in- 
ſtitut jon of the Sabbath ; bat this is his jugling courſe to 
mendicate ſome ſhew ofauthority to ſerve his turne where ſub- 
Gance faileth him. 

3. As for the Hollanders who in travailing about the 
World Weſtward kad loſt a day , that is, came to obſerve 
our Chriſtian Sabbath one day too late; when this Prefacer 
askes hereupon, — dos when they were

this was nothing materiall to the altering of their Sabbath, 
much leſſe when the Sunne went backe 10. degrees in the 
diall of Ahaz, while King Herechiab reigned. No ſober man 
I thinke will ſay, the morall Law was broken by this, though 
one weeke in Jo/vabs dayes contained more time by 1 2. 
houres, then any former weeke , and another wecke in King 
Hezechiahs dayes was found to bee many houres longer then 
his fellowes.

O W whereas Doctor Rivetus about the ob- 
ſervation of one day in ſeven as neceſſary, 
differeth in opinion from his two Collegues 

= Door Tyhyſius, and Doctor Walew , and 

not ſo a direfts himſelfe (after Ge- 
marns) to take into conſideration the argu- 
ments propoſed by Doctor Walew for the morality of one 

day in — , and to accommodate an anſwer thereunto : I 
thinke it fit, not to omit the diſcuſſion of that anſwer of his ; 
and that in ſuch ſort that IJ may carry my ſelte correſpon- 

dently to his ingenu us behaviour herein. 

The firſt argument of Walzus is this, if by the force and 
analogy (of the fourth Commandement Yit be not rightly collected 
that one day of {even is to be conſecrated to Divine wor ſhip, then 
no certain? number or circle of dayes can be limited ( to the fore- 


ſaid purpoſe ) by any Divine precept, ſeemg in no other precept 
: 40 


— _” —_ „ 
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* found mention of any ot her number; and therefore it ſhall be Ce. 
la vfull to chooſe ciiher a thirtieth day, or a fiſtieth day wit bout 


tranſgreſſion of any Divine precept. But thus is ab(urd, This 

argument is of great force; conſidering the difference bet- 

weene proportion of time allowed unto Divine Service; and 

the difference of the day, keeping ſtill the fame proportion. 

For every maſter , from the greateſt Prince to the meanelt 

houſholder ex petts that his ſervant ſhould be profitable unto 

him, and accordingly hee expects a certaine proportion of 

ſervice to bee performed by him 3 as namely a good dayes 

worke for every day;a good weeks worke for every weeke.And 

in every trade it is well known by them that are ſeene therein, 

wherein conſiſts a good dayes worke , whereof whoſoever 

failes, he is accompted but an idle and unproticable ſervant ; 
but ſo the worke of the day be done, whether he laboureth 
more in one houre, then in another, he regardeth not. Such 
in like manner is every ones conſideration of a weekes worke, 
So likewiſe as touching the ſervice of God, it is nothing 
materiall as touching the ſubſtance of Gods ſervice what day 
of the weeke is ſet apart for that. For whether we conſider 
the advantzgious nature of it for ſetting torth the glory of 
God who is our maker; and as we came from him ſo we muſt 
be fox him, Rem. 11. & Heb, 2. The ſupteame ethcient being 
ever of duty the ſupreame end; or whether we conſider the 
profitable nature of it to our one ſoules in comming ac- 
quainted with him, both touc hing his nature touching his 
counſaile concerning us, and touching his will. For when 
we deſpiſe him, we deſpile him againſt our ſelves ; and when 
wee provoke him, wee provoke him to the confuſion of our 
owne faces; himſelfe being nothing profited by our ſervice, 
but our owne ſoules rather, though he be pleaſed to accompe 
himſelſe glorified thereby: it being his glory to doe us good. 
This advancement of his glory and our good is no more pro- 
moted by ſetting one day in a weeke apart for this then ano* 
ther, But betweene the proportion of one day in a weeke , or 
one day in a moneth, or one day ina yeare , there is a valt 
and momentous difference. For we come to the knowledge 
of God, and of the toyſteries - godlineſſe by ſmall degrees 
2 and 
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and in thewayes of holineſſe we clamber as it were up an high 
and ſteepe hill; and our life is a way fate, our condition is 
the condition of travellours ; nay our life is a warfare, and 
the Divell and his angells of darkneſſe goe about continually 
Ike ſo many roaring Lyons and hungry Beares,ſecking whom 
they may Cn ; So that we travell to Heaven as it were 
by dennes of Lyons , and over mountaines of Libbards. 
And will any wile man fay that it matters not much in this 
caſe, whether we acquaint our ſelves with the Armour of God 
one day in a weeke, or one day in a moneth, or one day in 
a yeare to arme our ſelves againſt ſuch ghoſtly and watchtull 
enemies? Sec indly, conſidering that it was never knowne 
that any maſter from the higheſt to the loweſt, was ſo fooliſh 
to leave it to his ſervant to cut out what proportion of ſer- 
vice he thinkes fic, wherewith to ſatishe his maſter for his 
keeping , and for the wages which he expeReth at his hands. 
Theſe things confideced ; I ſay this firſt argument of Doctor 
Male is of great evidence and force, and therefore it is 
to be well weighed and con idered what anſwer either Doctor 
Rivet or any other doth make unto it, and what ſatisfacti - 
on it gives. Now the anſwer that hee makes unto it pro- 
ceeds not in his owne name, but in the name of another, 
to wit, in the name of Gomarus , and ſuch as concurre with 
him. 

To this they anſwer ( ſaith he) that it ij uo inconvenience 
that there is no certaine number or circle of dayes defined for Gods 
ſervice by any precept. It is enough that the nature of publique 
worſhip in generall comprehenged in the fourth ( mmandement, 
doth require that not only certaine dayes be obſerved , but that 
the number of them be [uſficient alſo , nor fewer then the right in- 
ſtitution of the ¶ hurch, the ſalvation of men, and glory of God doe 
require, and that God by not defining it, hath not left unto us a wild 
licentiouſnes but a prudent liberty. And therefore that it cannot 
be differed to one day in twenty , or thirty, much leſſe to one of a 
thouſand. . 

2, Over and above they note ( ſaith he ) that fromthe 
morall reaſon of precept it is gathered what number of dayes is ſuf- 
ficient for Divine Service; namely that ſceing we are eaſed

Here we have acknowledged,that not only C-me time, but Kc. 1. 
alſo a ſathcient proportion ot time is to be ſet apart fon Gods 
publique ſervice , and that by the very light ot ature ; tor 
that I conceaveto be his meaning, and not with reference . 
to the preciſe Commandement commanding it but with te- 
ferenceunto it as it is morall, and ſo acknowledged by light 
of nature.

Laſtly are theſe dayes of the World 
ſuch as wherein a labouring man may maintaine himſelfe, 
by the labour of five dayes in a weeke as well as by the la- 
beur of (ix ? A long time I have found it obſerved by traf- 
fiquers ia the World, that nothing is more cheape then 
mens labowrs ; a notable evidence how unprofitable ſer- 
vants wee. have beene unto God, and therefore hee makes 
the labour of our hands and ſweate of our browes to afford 
very unprofitable ſervice unto us. Can theſe Divines make 
the World more favourable to crafts-men, and bring their 
commodities in better requeſt then they are; if they could, 
let. them then change the morality of fervants reſt , and 
for one in ſeven allow them oue in three, or foure, or five ; 
their maſters will bee the more eaſily brought to entieat their 
conſciences to condeſcend. Or it Kings had power to make 
the commodities of their owne Country more worth, and 
the commodities of other Countries leſſe worth ( which 
upon due conſideration will bee found as needfull equally ) 
then place might bee made for this. Till then let us bee 
content with (alvines morality of the fourthi Commande- 
ment in reference to ſervants reſt, namely one day after (ix; 
and therewithall conſider whether our Chriſtian Sabbath 
mult not bee confined to that day as the onely day of reſt 
for ſervants ; and I hope weefhall not thinke it fit- to allow 
one Sabbath for the maſters , and another for the ſer- 


vents, 


« The third is drawne from the examples of the «Apoſtles 
and h oſtolicall (hurchgwho in place of the ( Jewes ) Sabe 
bath ; obſerved the firſt day of the weeke withent variation 
therefore by force of the precepr, one day in ſeven is to be ob- 
ſerved ſtill.

Yet was it wiicly done of them, lei by a greater change they 
might offend the I. wei. And that it might be a free monument 
oftheir maintaining the weekly remembrance ct Chiilts Re- 
ſurrection. 

Hee ſayeth they did it freely; but of things freely Reg, 

done without any conſcience ot duty obliging, it was 
never knowne that ſo univerlall a concurrence was found 
as the obſervation ot the Lords Day. Nay Philoſophers 
obſerve that things freely done as often come to p. ſſe to the 
contrary. Againe then it was free for them to obſerve 
one day in fourteene as well as one in ſeven, as Bre tin. 
profeſſeth, and conſequently as well one in twenty,which 
Rivetus denies. Nay it ſtood them upon to change the ob- 
ſervation, leſt men by univerſall and perpetiall practiſe mighg 
bee confirmed in an opinion of the neceſſity of that which 
is not neceſſary. It is apparent that as the Lurds Day un 
der the Law was one day in ſeven ; So the Lords Day in 
the Goſpell was and till is one Day in ſeven. And both 
himſelfe and Gomarus are driven to profeſſe, that we may noi 
allow a leſſe proportion then one in ſeven to Divine wor- 
ſhip. And I appeale to every conſcience , to judge by the 
very light of nature; whether the Lord requiring of 
the Fewer one day in ſeven to bee conſecrated unto him. 
it doth not manifeſtly follow that wee Chriſtians can al- 
low no lefſe then one in ſeven ; and whether it bee not fi- 
that the Lords Day ſhould bee our holy Day; and as tor tl e 
allowance of more in a weeke then one , let them per 
ſuade. their owne Churches thereunto firſt, and then I; 
will bee time enough for us to hearken unto them. And 
what ſhould move them to illuſtrate the memory of Chriſts 
Reſurrection weekly? whereas they contented themſelves 
with a yearely memoriall 8 if at all they obſerved any 
ſuch ) of his Nativity, Paſſion and Aſcenſion, and ſending 
downe of the Holy Ghoſt, Why doth hee not conſider that 
the day ofthe weeke onely whereon Chriſt coſe is called the 
Lords 
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Lords Day in Scripture, whereon lohn the beloved Diſciple 
received from his loving Lord , and maſter,that Divine ceve- 
lation of his concerning things to come. 

4+1f the number of ſeven ,( that ia the obſervation of one day in 
ſeven ) in this ('ommandement be changeable ; then as ccremo- 
mall, or as politicall: not as ceremonial ; for then the Church 
ought not to ebſerve it. Nor as political; for in the mor all Law 
precepts politicall are not given · And to this Rivetss anſwereth, 
that the obſervation of the ſeventh day is ceremoniall : and 
that the Primitive (barth kept it net, neither did the Pri- 
mitive Church keepe it, nor doe we keepe it as ceremoniall ; 
but another ſeventh day, for Eccleſiafticall policy ſakes, not 
ci vill. 

When hee ſaith we keepe another ſeventh day ; he implicth 
that by the ſeventh formerly mentioned hee meant that par- 
ticular day of the weeke which the [ewes kept and that wee 
indeed acknowledge to bee ceremoniall ; but in this inter- 
pretation of au, hee manifeſtly corrupts his adverſaries 
argument, which is plainly directed againſt the ceremonia- 
lity of one day in ſeven indefinitly conſidered, and not a- 
gainſt the ceremoniality of the Jewes ſeventh. Yet when he 
laith the Primitive Charch did and we doe keepe a ſeventh,but 
not as ceremonial ; hee ſpeaks to the point; but his words 
following have no coherence herewith : ſo that hee may 
ſceme to ſhuffle miſerably in this, affecting to decline that 
which he is not able to anſwer. But take wee him at the 
beſt, he mult ſay that the obſervation of one day in ſeven was 
ceremoniall, if hee ſpeakes go the 2 Now let him 
ſhew us if he can, the ceremoniality of one day in ſeven, and 
how Chriſt was the body of it ; nothing more common 
then to affirme that the ewes Sabbath was ceremoniall hand 
over head, without any diſtinctiou of the ſanctiſication of 
the day, and the reſt ; much leſſe di iſhing betwcene the 
reſt of one day in ſeven , and the relt of the ſeventh, At 
length I found a faire way opened for the explication of the 
ceremoniality found in the reſt on the ſeventh day. But as 
for any ceremoniality inthe reſt of one day in ſeven ; never 
(I thinke)Jany man ſet his wits on worke fo deviſe —

after ſuch a ceremuniality is deviſed , wee will conferre whe- 
ther in reaſon ſuch a thing ought to bee Till obſerved as was 
ceremoniall unto the ewes ; and why may wee not as well 
obſerve circumciſion with the Erhiopians, who obſerve it only 
in conformity to Chriſt, who was circumciſed ? 

Now becauſe Riverw brings arguments alſo to the con- 
trary, to prove that the obſervation of one day in ſeven , un- 
der the Goſpell is not neceſſary, but free:it is fit we ſhould con» 
fider them alſo to prove what force is in them, 
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It by force of the Commandement a ſeventh day is to be River. . 


kept, then that day is tobe kepe whichthe Commandement 
hath defined, which is the Sabbath of the /cwe-. 

Tothis I anſwer by denying the conſequence and not con- 
tenting my ſelfe with a bare deniall, I prove it to bee incon- 
ſequent. For whereas God in commanding the ſeventh hath 
therewithall commanded one in ſeven , and wichall ſpeci- 
fied which of the ſeven ſhall hee reſted on and ſanctified unto 
his ſervice : If itmay bee made appeare that the particularity 
of reſt on the ſeventh day be abrogated ; and no colour can 
be brought forthe abrogation of the proportion of time,to 
wit,of keeping one day in ſeven ; it will evidently appeare 
herewithall, that this conſequence of Doctor Riverms is un- 
ford. Now this wee prove to bee moſt true; foraſmuch as 
the Fewes reſt on the ſeventh day was ceremoniall prefiguri 
Chriſts reſt on that day in his grave; as both the ——. 
old and moderne Divines both Papiſts, and Proteſtants, both 
Lutheranes, and Calviniſts have acknowledged ; but never 
any man was found to deviſe a ceremoniality of reſting one 
day in ſeven ; they may as well give themſelves to deviſe a 
ceremonality inthe ſetting apart of ſome time in generall for 
Gods holy worſhip and ſervice. 

2. Now thĩ · puts me in minde of another way clearely to de- 
monſtrate the inconſe e of Rivers his argument thus. If 
it will follow that in caſe wee are bound to ſuch a propor- 
tion of time by vertue of this Commandement, t re 
wee are bound alſo to keepe the ſeventh day: Then je will 
follow as well, that becauſe wee are bound to ſet apart ſome 
time for the ſervice of God by vertue of this Commande- 
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mont ¶ as all conſeſſe) therefore we are bound alſo to 
ſuch a proportion of time as is here ſpecified , and the ſeventh 
day 45 which is here particulated; For like as God doth not 
command ſuch a proportion of time in ſpeciall, but by com · 
manding the obſervation of the ſeventh day; in like fort 
neither doth God Command a time in generall to bee 
ſer apart for his ſervice , but by commanding of ſuch a 
— of time in ſpeciall, and ſuch a Day in par- 
ticular. 

2. His ſecond argument runnes thus : if the obſervation of 
every ſeventh day bee morall it muſt bee knowne by light ot 
nature, but ſo it is not. Therefore it is not morall ; and ſee- 
ing ic is not politicall, it muſt bee ceremoniall ; and therefore 
_ not oblige by force of Law morall, To this I anſwer 

rſt. 

Let but Doctor Riverw ſtretch his wits to deſcribe unto 
us what ceremoniality can poſſibly bee deviſed in the obſer- 
tion of one day in ſeven; and when hee hath deviſed it, I dare 
appeale to his owne judgement and conſcienee for theappo- 
bation of it · For I doe not.thinke it poſſible for the wit of 
man with any colour of reaſon, to deviſe a ceremoniality to 
be conſtituted in the obſervation of one day in ſeven, ſpeak- 
ing of it indefinicly as wee doe, the body whereofcan bee 
found in Chriſt ; for of ſuch ceremonies wee ſpeake , 
* as ſhadowes are to fler away when che body comes in 

ace, 

: 2. Neither doth it follow that becaaſe it is not morall nor 
politicall, therefore it is ceremoniall; tor ſome will ſay that 
it is politiveas touching the defining of ſome particular ne- 
ceſſarily required to the performance of a morall duty, As 
for example, not to go further then the matter in hand for 
inſtance; it is generally confeſſed , to be a morall duty by na 
turall inſtinct, that ſometime is to bee ſet apart for Gods 
ſervice ; but of our ſelves wee are to ſeeke of the proportion 
of time; it is fit for none ſo much as for God himielſe our 
Creator,and conſequently our great Lord and maſter to define 
what proportion of time {hall be allowed for his ſervice; now 
this they call poſitively morall, as belonging to the execution 
of 
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thereof in proper ſpeech as the ſpecification of the generall 
concerning the circumſtance of time. 

3. Yet to draw nearer to the morality of it; what? ſhall 
nothing bee moral] that is not knowneto bee ſo, by light of 
nature, for what I pray ? is not our nature now corrupt? 
nay hath not eAriſtor/e profeſſed that matter of morality is 
not capable vf demonſtration, but onely of n:399o744 per- 
ſwaſion ? Nay how is it knowne by the light of nature, that 
ſome time is to bee ſet apart to the worſhip of God that made 
us ; but upon preluppolition that God is «xnowne to bee our 
Cre itour? — is this knowne by the light of nature ? H ;w 
came eAriſtotl: then the greateſt Philoſopher that ever was, 
and his whole (choole , — I ſay came they to be ignorant 
of it ? but upon preſuppolition of the Hiſtory of the Crea- 
tion knowne untous, Dufor Feil i ſpares not to profeſſe as 
Maſter Broad reportes him, that by light of nature it is known 
that one day in ſeven ought to bee conſecrated to Divine Ser- 
vice? Vet I am not forward to ſay ſo much, bur rather with 
(bry/oftome , that no from the Creation God hath mani- 
teſted that one day in a wecke is to bee apportioned for his 


ſervice; and with Azoriws that it is moſt agreeable to reaſon, Inſtitut.par. 2, 
after ſix dayes of worke, to ſet apart one to his ſervice, And {1-63 


ſeeing Go 1 did require ſuch a portion of time to bee conſecra- 


te) unto him under the Law. Undoubtedly and by the very 


light of nature it is cleare and ev ident, that no leſſe proporti- 
on of time can wee in conſcience allow unto him under the 
Goſpell. . 

3. I come to his third argument which is this, the neceſſity 
of one day in ſeven cannot conſiſt with that liberty which 
the Apoſtle intimates, (v. 2 16. Let no man judge you in 
meate and drinke, or in the part of a day, or of Sabbaths, 
. Which are ſhadowes of things ro come. Which they expli- 
cate by a ſimilitude. As nature requires meates and drinke, 
but Chriſtian liberty is not tied to choĩſe of meates according 
to Moſes his Lawes : ſo reaſon dictates that ſome time isto 
be ſet apart for Gods publique worſhip but the Goſpell freeth 
us from the neceſſity of che lewiſh Sabbath, 1 
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of a morall duty. Vet indeed not fo much a circumſtance Fe. J. 
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Set. 5. To this I anſwer. 
Reſpon, 1. By granting the concluſion ; for the Ieniſh Sabbath 
Chriſtians obſerve not. 2. but oneday in ſeven they alwayes 
have obſerved, a manifeſt evidence that they never conceaved 
this to be any impeachment to their Chriſtian liberty. And 
no marvell; for they manifeſtly perceaved that God required 
this proportion of time under the Law , and from the begin- 
ning ofthe World; how much more ſhould we be catefull 
to performe no leſſe under the Goſpell ? And indeed reſt on 
the ſeventh day did pregnantly repreſent before hand Chrifts 
reſt that day, and that day alone full and whole in the grave. 
But as for any ceremonialuty to be found in the ſpeciall pro- 
portion of time, to wit, as one day in ſeven , never any man 
deviſed any ceremoniality therein more then in the time in 
generall, which all confefſe by the very light of nature is to 
be conſecrated unto God. So that we have no need of Doctor 
g Rivers, his anſwer to helpe us in the ſolution of this his 
argument. And whereas he conceaves our Chriſtian liberty 
to be impeached if any proportion of time be obſerved of 
neceſſity by force of precept, and of free choiſe. r. This is as 
much as to ſay that our liberty is impeached, if we ſuffer our 
Lord and maſter, to preſcribe unto us his ſervants what pro- 
portion of ſerv ice we hat performe unto him, and not ra- 
-ther have him leave it to the ſervant to cut, outunto him as 
little, or as much as he thinkes good, yet we do not den 
but he may allow unto him more; all that we ſtand for is 
that we ought not to allo him lefſe under the Goſpell, then 
he required under the Law; and then he required from the 
beginning of the World, 2. I marvell that Doctor Rivergs 
doth not obſerve how herein he contradias himfelfe; for hath 
he not formerly reſted in this anſwer of marin, that by ver- 
tue of the fourth Commandement , we muſt allow unto him 
dayes ſufficient for his ſervice; and that theſe dayes muſt be 
rather Frequentiores then Raricres, more rather then fewer; 
and. if it be no prejudice to our Chriſtian liberty to be tyed, 
and that by vertue of the fourth Commandement, to allow 
unto him a better proportion of time, for his ſervice,then that 
of one day in ſeven , how can it bee prejudicial to our 
Chriſtian 
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is ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians. 
Chriſtias liberty toallow unto him this, and that by vertue of 


the fourth Commandement. * 
Now whether Doctor Rivetus his anſwers to the argu - ;;,,,.

of any force to hold him to that opinion which he conceaves col.:. 


to bee Cuir in oppoiition to the Doctrine delivered by 
Wallaw , I am con cut the indifferent may judge ; as alſo 
whether the two cauſes mentioned by him for the obſerva - 
tion of the Sabbath contained in the Commandement , doth 
not infer thethird al ſo which Ai vet oppoſeth, namely the 
proportion at one day in (even, And that this is as free from 
all colour of ceremoniality as any of the other two. The 
ſirſt was that ſome time is to be ſet apart for Cds Service; 
now this generall is not commanded there but as con ained 
in the ſpeciall, to wit, the proportion of one day in ſeven. 
Both ot them being equally contained in the particularity of 
the ſeventh day in that Commandement expreſſed. And as 
for the morality of reſt to bee allowed to ſervants after fix 
dayes of labourʒthis doth clearcly draw with it the contine- 
ment ofthe cime appointed for Gods Service to the propor- 
tion of one day in trvengunlefſe che day of reſt for ſervants ſhal 
not be the day conlecrated to the exerciſes of piety. And 
I much Ds © that Doctor Riverws a man of ſluch judge- 
— and per(picacity doth not obſerve this. The only way 
to helpetliis anomaly is in plaine termes to profeſſo that forte 
reſt is to be allowed to ſervants by their Matters, bur in what 
proportion, that is not defined, but left at large to the plea» 
ſure oftheir Maſters. And as for ceremoniality in the pro- 
portion of one day in ſeven, never any man deviſed any ſuch 
thing more then in the ſetting apart of ſome time in gene- 
rallfor Gods Service, all confeſſing this to be a duty known 
by the very light of nature. Put I doe not finde that Calvin 
hath any other meaning then that we are not ſo tied to one 
day in ſeven, but that more time then this may be conſecra- 
ted to Divine Service; which as I have diſputed: before,{o 
now I am the more confirmed herein, Doctor Rivers mani- 
feſting chis co be his opinion alſo, as well as it was the opi- 
nion of Gomarw,; For injthis he reſts, as may appeare by his 
anſwer 
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anſwer to the firſt argument of Doctor Wallew, Neither is 
it true that Calvin did cenſure them who fimply maintained, 
that the obſervation of one day in the weeke doth till re- 
maine as morall ; but that ſo maintained it as in reference ta 
ſome myſterious ſignification; a: Doctor Mallæus hath mani- 
feſted, and the words immediatly following in Calin doe 
ey ince, which are theſe; but this is no other thing then in 
contumely of the Fewes to change the day, and in heart to re- 
taine the ſame holineſſe of the day. Here commonly the 
alleagers of Calvin to the ſame intent that Doctor Kiverus 
doth, uſe to małe a period ; as if Calvin delivered this abſo- 
lutely ; whereas Calvin propoſet h it onely conditionally, as 
— — by the other halfe of the ſentence thus. If ſo bee 
there remaine yet unto us a ſignification in the dayes equally 
myſterious, to that which had place among the /ewes. And 
though I marvell not at others who — in this argument 
diſmember (Calvins ſentence, ſo to make him to deliver 
that abſolutely which heedelivers onely conditionally ; yet 
I cannot ſufficiently marvell that Riverws of rough impro- 
vidence ſhould do ſo too, eſpecially conſidering the good 
paines that Doctor Malcus hath taken to cleare Calvins mea- 
ning in this point. : 

Neither is Maſter Robert Lom, in hiseffigiation of the true 
Sabbatiſme , of any ſuch authority as to counterpoile the 
concurrent teſtimonies of ſo many of our £1g/14 Divines to 
the contrary ; not to ſpeake of the multitude of outlandiſh 
Divines whom Doctor Walezws muſtereth up, concurring in 
the ſame opinion, and whereas hee ſaith as Doctor Rivetus 
reports him, chat ſome great men, who vehemently contend, 
that the perpetuall ſanity of manners doth require, that one 
day in ſeven fhould be celebrated, have more authority then 
reaſon ; | may bee bold to ſay that they who with him have 
hitherto oppoſed the Doctrine we maintaine, what authority 
they have I know not, but as for their reaſons, they are of 
ſo hungry a nature ; that hereby they manifeſt that nothing 
but atfe&ion and their private ends they have, to beare them 
out in this. And whereas I doubt not but Rive hath brought 
on the Stage the belt reaſons hee could picke both _ 
; aſter

perſon judge of them as they deſerve ; though I verily chinke 
that nothing but his affection to Calvin, to hold up his credite,

But as for dur reaſon, we call all the World to judge of ir; 
God did requite one day in (even to be ſet apart for his pub- 
lique fervice under the Law ; how much mere doch he re- 
N good a ptoportion of time undet the Obſpeſi * Nay 
' from the beginning of the World he brath requitetd- Te, and 
to this day both ewes, and Chriſtian Centiles Have ob ſerved 
the ſame proportion. Againe God th his 'morall Law hath 
required this, and that not as ceremoniall, never any mat 
hitherunto having (et his wits on worke eo deviſe any cer 
moniality herein; neyther way it ever knowine that Gol 
abrogated this proportion of time to be allowed unt Rim 
for his ſeryice 1 it continuerh ſtill as a morall EA 
"to bind us, and ſhall continue untill God himſelſe ſet xrend 
unto it: now let maſter Lower reaſonjs be compared uh cheſe 
in evety indifferent conſcierice; 'ahd let them have that a 
thority which they deſerve, becauſe being well converted bf 
the ſtrength of his reaſons, hee ſnſibly- complaines ot-his 
want of authority. It ſeemes Pogs Alexander the third was 
a man of more authority then reaſon. For hee maintaines in 
Cup. licet. de feriis , as Doctor Rivers relates it; that beth 
the old and new Teſtament have in ſpeciall manner appoin- 
ted the ſeventh day for man to reſt thereon , and hee takes ir 
out of Swarez. de relig. l. a. c. 2. but Nit etus cannot aſſent 
unto him, it he delivers this of any morall inſtitution ; yet 
that it was ſo appointed by the fourth Commandement un- 
to the Ice it cannot bee denied; and that not as ceremo- 
niall; for we have ſeene how odly Kiverws hath carried him- 
ſelfe in comming to ſpeake of the ceremoniality. For to 
make this good hee flyes to the partieularity of the ſevenn 
day; and it the ceremoniality thereof, bev enough toinferte 
the ceremoniality of ſuch a ſpeciall proport io df time as 
of one day in ſeven ; it may ſuffice as well to conſtitute. a 
certmonia- 
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ceremonialicy in the generall,namely in this that ſome timeis 
to be ſet apart for Gods Service, which yet all account to bee 
morall by thevery light of nature. 

If Zach hat no argument to prove that the De- 
calogue as given by Moſes to the Iſraelites doth not pertaine 
to us but onely fo farre forth as it agrees with the Law of 
nature; then by inſtancing in the th, which the Cen- 
tiles were not bound to ſanctiſie : it ſtands Riverw upon to 
oppoſe him as much as any, who maintaines that the Law 
concerning the ſanctiſy ing of the Sabbath was given to Adam, 
and who bei diverſe aut horities to prove the obſervati- 
on of it y by the Gentites ; This I ſpeake upon con- 
ſideration of his reply to Comaru. 1 Penang againſt 
ſomewhat in this argument delivered by in his explica- 
tion of the Decalague. But I hope the morall Law ſhall be 
{afficient to bigde us Chriſtians if no other way, yet by this 

of proportion. If God required of the ewes under 
the Law that one day in ſeven ſhould bee ſet apart to his ſer- 
vice : how much more doth it become us Chriſtians to al-

For the obſervation of the ſeventh is ceaſed as 
cove, cars, ay" reſt in his Grave, but the obſervation of 
one day in ſeven ſtill continueth unto this day. 

Next for the ſecond Theſis, that the alteration of the day 
is onely an humane and Eccleſiaſticall conſtitution, the 
Doctor ſheweth in the firſt Section, the generall conſent of 
all ſores of Papifts , Joint, Canonifts, and Schoolemen ; 
of ſome great Latheranes hy names, and generally of the re- 
monſiramt or eArmiziex Divines in their confeſſion , whoſe 
tendries in this point, wee may conceave with reaſon, not to 
bee different from the Doctrine of the Belgicks Churches, 
in that foure profeſſors of Leyden, in their examination or re» 
view ol chat confeſſion , have paſſed them over without note 
or oppoſition. To theſe belides are added diverſe of our own, 
Es noſftris non pauci,, az heel] it in the generall, that is, 
ul conceave his meaning ſuch as are neither of the Lutheran, 
nor of the Arminia party: of which fince he hathinſtac» 
ced in none particularly, I will make bold to borrow two 
or three teſtimonies, out of the tratate of g befare rev 
membred. And firſt hee brings in W 
comment on the firſt of the Revelation , it Ecclefis rome

We reade not any where , bee that 
the Apoſtles did command this day to bee in the 
Church of God ; — Pros rage what the Apoſtles, and 
othersof the faithful uſed to doe upon it, Lil te re- 
liquerunt, — — they lest it haly to the

of Gods People. Which preamble is not to be underſtood of 
holy dayes or of Saints > onely ; ( whoſe _ left to 
the althdricyros the Church was never queſtioned ) but 
ofthe e alſo : as by the body of the Act duth at full 
te-. oY 
In this Section, the Prefacer makes a greater bluſter by farre 
then in the former. Four to except againſt the proportion of 
time!, as of; one day in ſeven to be ſet apart for the ſervice 
of God in theſe dayes of the Goſpell, is ſo unreaſonable a 
courſe, and that not onely in the judgement of a Chriſtian 
conſcience, but even in the judgement of a naturall man, 
that cannot eaſily deviſe any thing more unreaſonable. For 
whereas all confeſſe that by tlie very dight of nature ſomo 
time ovghe to bee ſet apart for the ſervice of God ; and not 
fo onely, but that a fit ; and competent proportion of time 
is to bee conſecrated to holy uſes, as Gmaruſ acknowledgeth, 
though one of the moſt. eager 9 of the: morality. at 
the Sabbath, that hicherto have beene knowne.” Alheit this 
coflvenient proportion of time cannot bee ſo tonvincingly 
concluded upon bh the light of nature, as tu draw all to an 
vnanimous cdnſetit thereunto'; yet after God himſclfe hat h 
gone before us herein by hl fling the ſevcuth day and [antlifying 
In and chatupori the round mentioned both Gen. 2. aud in 
me fourth Comma t ʒ heacefortli'as CH aße ob-

ſerveth, Ood hath mmi feſted, that one day in ſeven is to be (et 


apart; I may ſay conſequently, that one day in ſeven is that fit 
proportio of time which is to be ſanctifiedto Gods holy wor- 
ſhip and fervice , and that God hath. now manifeſted as much 
ever fincethe Creation. And(herupon as I imagin) Azoriwthe 
Jeſuite in his inſtitutions is bold to conclude, that this courſe 
is moſt agreeable unto reaſon · Now it the Lord under the Law 
did require ſuch a proportion of time to be ſequeſtred from 
profan uſe to Divine, at the hands of the /ewes ; canit enter into 


the heart of a ſober man, that God ſhould require leſſe of us 


Chriſtians under the Goſpell. then he did require of the Jewes 
under the Law?Or that God hath now lett it to the. libetty of 
the Church, whether they will ſet apart the proportion of 
one day in leven or leſſe, to bee {pent in Cods worſhip ? It 
wee conſider the ſervice of the day, as whereby God is ho- 
noured, 'undoubtedly God hath deſerved more ſervice at our 
hands under the Goſpell, then hee did at the hands of the 
Jem under the Law; for as much as the love of God to man- 
kinde was never ſo revealed in former times, as in theſe latter 
times ; So God loved the Warld that be gave his only begotte? 
Sami c. Aud hereapon undoubt ly it is that our Savi- 
our profefſerh , that from the time of Ibn the Baptiſt, the 
Kingdome ot Heaven ſuffereth violence, and the violent take 
it by force. To ſuch an height of devotion hath the Love of 
God manifeſted in his Sonne inflamed his true ſervants ;ac+ 
cording to that of [obn , We love him becauſe he loved us firſt; 
Againe if wee confider the ſervice ot that day, as ſuc h wher- 
by our ſoules are profited and promoted in faith and boli- 
nefſe, never was there more need then in theſe dayes of ſancti · 
fyinga better proportion of time unto God Service, rather 
then a worſe ; and that in each reſpect. For the truth of 
God was never ſo encombred with oppolitions before the 
comming of our Saviour in the fleſh as it hath beene ſince. 
No heretiques (to ſpeake of) were knowne to trouble the 

of the Church, in thoſe former times in compariſon to 
the multitude of hereſies that have beene broached ſince, and 
began to bee ſet on foote in the very dayes of the Apoſtles; 
Saint Paul profeſſing that even _ the myſtery. of * 
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did worke. And whereas Saint Peter tells us that falie tea- 
chers ſhould come privily bringing in damnable hereſies even 
deny ing the Lord that bougtt them; Saint Jade tells them 
to whom hee writes, that ſuch were already crept in turning 
the grace gf God into wantonneſſe. and denying God the 
onely Lord, and our Lord Jelus Chriſt, And Saint Jahn after 
the ſame manner, little children ( faith hee) it is the laſt 
time, and as you have heard that e-Amrichriſt ſhall come, even 
now there are many Anticbriſts, And no marvaile ; for as much 
as the myſteries of godlinefſe concerning the Trinity of per- 
{ons and incarnation of the Sonne of God ( whereat carnall 
wits are ſ@ apt to ſtumble ) were never ſo punctually and 
diſtinctly expreſſed in the books of the old Teſtament, as now 
— are particularly delivered in the writings of the Apoſtles 
Evangeliſts. 

So that had wee in theſe dayes two Sabbaths in a weeke 
inſteed of one, all were little enough to inſtruct our people, 
and — — them againſt the oppoſitions made by men 
ef carnall mindes , and thereby to keepe them in the right 
way of Gods ſaving truth. And no leſſe neceſſit ie is there 
for the keeping of them in the wayes of holineſſe, ſuch is the 
degenerate condition of the World; Long agoe it is that 
the ſevere judgement of God, had its courſe in givingmen 
over to illuſions to beleeve lies, and all for not receiving the 
love of the truth, as much as to ſay for the'prataneneſſe of the 
Chriſtian World, in not making it their care to walke wor- 
thy of their calling, worthy of the Goſpell ; whereunto 
the Apoltle ſo often exhorts Chriſtians. So that if at any 
time it were requiſite to ſet one day in ſeven apart for the fer- 
vice of God, ſurely by the very diftate-of common reaſon, 
ic is moſt requiſite in theſe latter dayes of the Golpell, Ei 
cially — — the rage, and fury of Satan in o 
the Kingdome of Chriſt more now than ever, becauſe he 
knoweth hee hath but a ſhore time. As for the alteration of 
the day ( the ſame proportion of time (till continuing) from 
the ſeventh to the firſt day of the weeke,, that 1 confeſſa wil» 
lingly ſeemes not at firlt fight to have the like evidence, But 
whereas this Prefacer contends for the alteration of the day,

as onely by an humane and Eec leſiaſlicall conſtitution; ob- Se HA. 8. 
ſerve that not one of the ancient Fathers are mentioned by ———— — 
him for the jaſtifying of this, though divers are referred un- 
to by him, as againſt the inſtitution of the Sabbath from 
the Creation, But wee have divers of the incients 
witnelle to the Divine inſticution of the day, to come 
in place vf the ſeventh. As fitſt Arhaneſins Flomih de Semen.

Dominicus dies velut 
oll auni-aternus , qui Chriſti Reſurretlioze ſacratias efÞ, eter» 
nam non ſalum Spiritus, verum tiam corperis requiem profigns 
rans, The Led Day as the eighth eternall which was ſacred

The Lords Day is declared not to the Tewes, but to Chriſtians

reflion. promiſed unto us an cternall day , and hath conſecrated : 
to us the Lords Day, which is called the Lords, bi cauſe the Lord 1 
roſe on that day, and de Temp. Serm. 251. The  Apoſtes and 
Apoſtolicall men, bave therefore ordained the Lordi day to be kept 
with 4 religions ſolemnity, becauſe on that day our r

Like' as therefore in former times be would 
have the Sabbath day to be kept , ſo we keepe holy the Lords Day 
4s a monument of the beginning of the ſecond Creation. And this 
proportion is apprehended by Ber alſo, on the Revelation 
the firſt Chap. and 10. verſe. That Sabbath day ( ſaith hee) 
continued from the ¶ rcat ion of the World to the Lordi reſurrefti- 
en, which ſeeing it is as it were an other Creation of another 
ſpirit uall World ( as the Prophets ſpeake ) then for the Sabbath 
of the former Woyld , or ſeventh day was aſſumed ( and that 
undoubtedly by the Holy Ghoſt ſuggeſting this to the Apoſtles ) 
the firſt day of this new Worl4, in which not the torporall or cor- 
ruptsble\light, in the firſt day of the firſt World was created » 
but that heavenly and eternal light did ſpring unte ut. In all 
which Ber doth exactly treade in the ſteps of that ancient 
Father eAthanaſins, and concludes that the aſſemblies of the 
Lords Day ( which 7«ſtine expreſly makes mention of in his 
ſecond Apologet ium) are of tradition apoſtolicall and truly 
Divine. And after him Doctor Andrewes late Biſhop of 
Wincheſter , whom Doctor Hall now Biſhop of Exceter * 
where calls the Oracle of theſe times upon the ſame ground, 
maintaines the equity of bringing our Lords Day into the 
place of the Jewiſh Sabbath. 

The Sabbath ( ſaith hee) had reference to the old Creation, 
but in Chriſt ws are a new Creature, anew Creation, and ſo to 
have 4 new Sabbath. And againe , It hath ever beene the 
( hurches doftrine that Chriſt made an end of all Sabbaths by hi, 
Sabbath in the Grave. That Sabbath was the laſt of them. 
And that the Lords D ay preſently came in plate of it. And for 
the confirmation hereof brings in that of Auſtin Ep. 119. ad 
Januarium : The Lords Day by ( briſts Reſurrettion hath beene 
declared unto ¶ briſtians:, and from that time began to have its 
feſtivity. Doctor Lakes Biſhop of Wells maintaines the ſame 
Do&rine after the ſame manner in his Theſes de Sabbato, thef.

God then when he en lad the firſt ( reation made a day of reſt , and 
ſanfified it: $1, So did Chriſt when he ended his worke, made a 
4 reſt, and Jantlified it. 32. Not altering the proportion 
22 AF is — but taking the firſt af pL ph his 
portion, becauſe fin had made the ſeventh alterable. But a man 
may eaſily perceive whither this Prefacer tends, and ſuc as 
are of his Spirit. The Rhemiſts upon the firſt of the Reve/. 
and 10. verſe doe obſerve that the Apoſtles, and the faithfull 
abrogated the Sabbath which was the ſeventh day, and made holy 
day for it, the next day following, being the eighth day in compt 
from the Creation , and that without all Scriptures , and (um- 
mundements of ¶ hriſt that we read of: yea ( which i more) not 
only otherwiſe then was 7, the Law obſerved, but plainly other- 
wiſe than was preſcribed by Cad himſelſe in the ſecond ( omman- 
dement , yea otherwiſe than he ordained in the firſt ('reation when 
he ſanttified preciſely the Sabbath day, and not the day following. 
Such great power did Chriſt leave to his ( hurch, and for ſuch 
cauſes gave he the Holy Ghoſt to be reſident init, to guide it into 
all truthes , even ſuch as in the Scripture are not expreſſed. And 
if the ¶ hurch had authority and inffiration from God, to make 
Sunday (being a working day before) an everlaſting holy day, 
and the Saturday that before was holy day, nom a common u ork- 
day, why may not the ſame ¶ hurt i preſcribe and appoint the other 
feaſts of Eaſter, Whirſontide, Chriſtmas, andthe reſt? for the 
ſame warrant ſhe hath for the one , as ſhe hath for the other, Now 
to this Doctor Full makes anſwer after this manner. The 
Apoſtles did not abrogate the Jewiſh Sabbath but (rift himſclfe 
his death, as he did all other ceremonies of the Law, that were 
gures and ſhadewes of things to come, whereof he was the body, 
and they were fulfulled and accompliſhed in hies, and by him.

An obſerye how in the word; following he falls in upon the 
ſama reaſon of the change of the day which of old was mentioned by 
Athana{ws(furmerly rehearſed) herein by Beza, Docter Andrews, 
D. Late, as I have already ſhewed. Seeing there is the ſame reaſon 
of [antlifying the day in which our Savmour Chriſt accompliſbed 
our redemption, and the reſtitution of the world by his reſwrrettion 
from death,that was of ſanllifying the day in which the Lordrefted 
from the creation of the world. And after many lines nothing 
neceſſary to be recited, he comes to the compariſon made be- 
tweene the Lords Day and other Feſtivalls, ſaying : Although 
the Church in dayes or times which are indifferent, may take 
for ſome other dayes or times to he ſolemmized for the exerciſes of 
Religion; er the remembrance of ( hriſts nativity, reſurreftion, 
aſcenſion, or the comming of the holy Ghuft, my be celebrated 
either on the Lords Day, or am other tive + yet there is great 
difference between the authority of be (arch in thus caſe, and 
the preſcription of the Lords Day by the eApeſiles for the ſpecial 
memory of thoſe things are indifferent of therr nature, either to be 
Et an certaine daies, or left to rbe diſcrotian of the Governours of 
the ¶ lurch. But to — — Lords Day, er 10 Kreye it on Man- 
day, Tueſday, er any other day, the (lurch hath no authority, 
For it is net a matter of indifferency, but a neceſſary preſerigtion of

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ſhops antient and late, than this Prefacer makes ſhew of Hell. g. 
amongſt farre meaner names. Yet he doth immodeltly abuſe — - 
Doctor Prideaux in putting it upon him, that in the fifth 
Section, he maint anes the alteration of the day to be onely an hu- 
mane and Eccleſiaſtical inſtitution. For, in that Section, he one- 
ly oppoſeth them, who would derive the Divine authority 
(which they ſtand for) of the alteration of the Day from the 
old Teſtament : but as for thoſe who derive the Divine autho- 
rity thereof from the new, they, hee conſeſſeth, doe carry 
themſelves herein, more warily, the other more weakly, and 
them alone he diſputes againſt in that Section. In the fixth 
Section, he comes to the deriving thereof from che new Teſta- 
ment; and firſt he challengeth them. who boaſt that they have 
found the inſti utĩon of the Lords Day in the new Teſtament 
expreſſely, to (bew the place. Then in the often diſpurations 
of our Saviour with the Phariſees about their ſaperſtitious ob- 
ſervation of the Sabbath Day, he demands where is the leaſt 
ſuſpicion of the abrogation of it; or any mention that the =" 
Lords Day was inſtituted in the place thereof? And j 
the time hercof was not yet come ; onely the death of Chriſt 
ſetting an end to ceremonies. Then he demands whether the 
Apoſtles did not keepe the Jewiſh Sabbath ? now, I doe not 
find they di, although they tooke occaſions of their meetings 
on that day to diſpuewith them, and to inftrutt them in the 
Faith of Chriſt. Then he demands, whether the Prinitlve 
Church did not deſigne as well the Sabbath as the Lords Day 
| to ſacred meetings? I find in B aroviee, that Orthodoxi Orien- Deron, tow. r. 
raler did, and the occaſion alfo, to wit, in deteſtat ion of the 517. 
| Merdionites ;, yet without any ſuch reſpett, it had been no- 
thing ſtrange, conſidering, that even now adayes Saturday is 
. counted halfe holy day; and that the Jewes had a preparation 
for the Sabbath, in fuch ſort, that on their Anguſtme 
madea reſcripr, that no Jewes ſhould be compelled ro make 
good their ſuretiſhips (as much to ſay, they ſhould not be 8419. tom. 1 
arretted) eit her on the Sabbath dayes, or after threea clocke 5. 4. 
of the day going before. Hereupon (which is yet a very . 
weake ground inmy judgement) he ſaich, that * inferre, 
chat the Lords Day is not of Divine inſtrucion; he doth not 


make 
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make any ſuch inference himſelfe. Yet notwithſtanding (he 
eonfeſſeth that) even in the Church of Rome, Anchoranu, 
P anormitane, Angelus and Sylveſter (all which this Piefacer 
conceals very judicioufly for his owne advantage) have ſtout- 
ly ſet themlelves againſt theſe Iuke-warme Advocates, in at- 
fgrmation of the Divine authority ot the Lords Dy. And I 
find, that eAzorizs in his inſtitutions, makes mention of them 
to the ſame purpoſe, and addes, that Sylvefter profeſſet h, hanc 
eſſe opinionem communem, that this is the common opinion, And 
afte this, Doctor Prideaxx in that Section, diſputes for t he 
Divine inſtitution thereof, rat her than againſt it. After this 
he takes notice of Pauls fact, Act. 20.7. and diſputes there- 
hence for a cuſtome to celebrate on the firſt day ef the weeke 
their publike meetings; and confeſſeth, that the Fathers, and 
all Interpreters almolt, doe ſo conceive it: though withall 
he profeſſeth hee ſees not how from a caſuall fact (ſo he cal - 
leth it, upon what ground I know not) a ſolemne inſtitution 
may be juſtly grounded yet that which went before, in ſome 
oppolition whereunto this is delivered, pleaded not for a ſo- 
lemne inſtitution, but for a cuſtome onely ; although upon 
due conſideration, it may be found, that ſuch a cuſtome (if 
that be granted) could not otherwiſe proceed originally than 
from a ſolemne inſtitution : It is enough if they ordained that 
on that day the Churches ſhould be afſembled for publique 
worſhip z which eAwſtinexpreſſely profefſeth, as formerly I 
have ſhewed, neither doth it appeare in reaſon how it could 
be otherwiſe, ſuch aſſemblies being univerſall and ſo conti- 
nuing to this day: Is it credible ſuch univerfall agreement 
ſhould come to paſſe caſually ? if it did, yet their continuance 


of it without diflike, doth manifeſt their joynt Apoſtolicall. 


approbation,who we know were guided by the Spirit of God: 
and even in their time was the firſt day of the weeke, called the 
Lords Day. Sothat inall this I find no incoherence, much 
leſſe notable. Indeed, in the firſt of the Corinth, chap. 1 6. 2. 
he doth not order that the firſt day ſhonld be ſet apart for 
Gods ſervice, but rather ſuppoſeth it, and that not onely at 
Corinth, but in the Churches of Ga/stia : how improbable is 
it that this uniformity ſhould be among them, unlefle ir _ 
c 


— 
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teeded from ſome authority ſuperidur to the Churches them 
ſalves : then comming to-contider the denomination of the 
Lords Day, arid concluding it to be the firſt day of the weeks, 
and therewithall concluding that fixth Section: the ſeventh 
Section he begins thus; what then? Shall we affirme that the 
Lords Day is founded in Divine authority? and anſwers the 
queſtiomthius: For my part (ulthout prejudice to any mans 
opinion) I aſſent unto it however the argamerits like me noe, 
whereby the opinion is ſupported, and ſo he proceeds in pro- 
ſecuting of that which was affirmed by him, in the laſt place, 
concerning his private diſlike of ſome particular courtes taken 
to juſtifie it. He oppoſeth, I PRES relle infticution p but 
if by jultconſequenee it may be det oe, it ſervech our tune, 
both in the generall and in particular at this time and in this 
place, to diſcover the immodeſt and unreaſonable carriage of 
this ꝓrefacer, who would ubtrude the contrary opinionupon 
DoRor Pri dean vi beit were, in tlefpite of him; Andindeed, 
it is thoaght that hee 'owed him à ſplght, and to pay that 
hee owed him, hee came to this tranſlat ion. But herein the 
Doctors honour is eaſily preſerved in the deſpight of this Pre- 
facer; yet ſee a greater degree of impudency in this Prefa- 

cer. For hè puts upon the Doctor, as if hee had ſhewed the 
alteration of the day to be onely an humane and Eccleſiaſti- 
call inſtitution, by the generull conſent of all ſorts of Papiſts,

Auch: amongſt them chat (mintaThe it, one, 
to wit, H. veſter, profeſſeth it to be opinionem commun m, not 
one avouched as affirming the contrary, And as for the great 
Latherans this Alt hor ſpeaketh of foving to ſpeake with a full 
mouth, they are but one, and that Brentius, who is ſaid to 
affirme it to be a civill ordinance, and not a commandement 
of the Goſpel ; a very ſtrange phraſe (in my opinion) to call 
it a civill ordinance theordinance being in force many hun- 
dred yeeres before the Chnrch of God had any civill govern- 
ment of their own; and being in the Apoſtles dayes how eould 
it be leſſe than Apoltolicall? undoubtedly, not ſo much civil

authority have they deſerved to have with us, who are lo neere

But the proſeſſors of Leiden, 
have paſſed over this of theirs without note or on. 
And was not alem ons of the foure? yet what 


is himſelſe hath manifeſted to the ꝛyea, and his 
Tiyſius alſo, yet no cauſe had they to o in chis, w 
the other proſeſſed ic to be al le cuſtome, ace 
cording to the patterne of the Primitive z and canthe 
Prunitive Church exclude the A and not rather w- 
clude them?

dici. The eApaſtler themſelves changed the Sabbath of the ſe- 
venth day. By the way touch we a littleupon this, that, Firſt, 
this was done in reference to Chriſts relurieftion : fo Calvin 
acknou ledgech in reference whereunto this day had ſome pre- 
rogative above the reſt, to wit in the way of fitneſſe, for holy 
uſe, becauſe of the worke of God on that day. Whence it 
is evidently concladed, that the Apoſtles did not thinke ic 
indifferent, therefore though ic were left to their liberty, in 
as much as no Commandement was given to them thereabout 
for ought wee reade, yet by the ſpirit ofGod,they were direQ- 
ed to make choyle ot this day, and that in reference to ſuch 
aworke on that day, as the like on no other. Not that the 
ifying of a reft on this day would make us more holy, 
then the ſanctifying of a reſt on any other day: but onely in 
— Geckll worke of God on that day : upon 
whichcanfideration the ancient Fathers doe generally infiſt; 
and Biſhop Andrewes, and Biſhop Lake after them doe joynt- 
ly rely, and not Bezgonely. Secondly , That both Ur/ine and 
Peu call this a probable reaſon onely : now give me leave 
to ĩinſiſt upon this, and try whether I cannot ſhew that this 
reaſon is more then probable, And that firſt a Poſterior, Fot 
let us ſoberly conſider how came it to paſſe that not onc ly 
the day whereon Chriſt roſe, but anſwerably hereunto the 
Day of the weeke , to wit , the firſt Day of the weeke 
wasaccompted by the Apoſtles , and ſo commonly called 
the Lords Day; and generally knowne to Chriſtians by that 
name: otherwiſe S. Iohs had not 'beene ſo well under ſtood 
in his Revelation chap.1.verſ.ao, Is it nat apparent that Chriſts 
riſing did ever after give the denomination of the Lords Day 
tothe firft day ofthe weeke ? Againe the day of Chrilts Par 
a 
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paſſion upon the Croſſe, is not called the Lords day; and w Ry 
the day of the Reſurrection rather? ſurely becauſe S. Paw * 
faith that ¶ Hriſt was declared mightily to be the Senne of God 
by the ſpirit of ſantlification in his Reſurreftiou from the dead. 
Hereby then was he manifeſted to be the Sonne of God, the 
very Lord of Glory ; and is not this reaſon more then pro. 
bable, why ic ſhould bee called the Lords day ? Secondly 
conſider , that day of the moneth or that day of the yeare 


whereon the Lord roſe, wee no where finde that it was uſu- 


ally-called the Lords Day , bur onely that day of the weeke ; 
not the day of the weeke wherein hee aſcended into Heaven, 
but the day of the weeke wherein hee roſe. Now the Jewes 
Sabbath was called the Lords Sabbath. the Lords holy Day, 
S 58. 13. If thou fhalr turne away thy foote ſdom my Sabbath 
from deing thy will on my holy Da. Hath the Lord. a Day un- 
der the Golpell but no Sabbath, no holy Day? what an un- 
reaſonable conceite were this? that hee ſhould have an holy 
Day one in every weeke under the Law; and none under the 
Goſpell?- Now if the Lord hath a day that is pectliay]y cal. 
led his under the Goſpell,and that day is in the Scripture ſtyled 
the Lords Day; J appeale to every Chriſtian eonſtience,” 
whether the ſanctiſying of this day as holy to the Lord,vtighe 
not by more then probable, yea even by neceſſary reaſon, 
come in place of the ſanctifying of the ſeventh day as an holy 
reſt to the Lord in the dayes of old. Otherwiſe we ſhould 
have two different dayes in the weeke , the one called the 
Lords Day, the other the Lords holy Day; or no holy day 
at all though wee have the Lords Day. Laſtly conſider the 
very definition of a thing probable, which Ariſtorle makes 
to be ſuch as ſeemes ſo in the judgement of moſt , or in the 
judgement of moſt of the wiſeſt, or of ſome few provided 
they are wiſer then the reft ; but the ſanctifying of the firſt 
day of the wecke to the Lord, that is, the Lords Day to the 
Lord, hath ſeemed fit not to ſome of the wileſt onely in the 
Church of God, but to all, even to all the Apoſtles, yea and 
Evangeliſts and Paſtors, and teachers i their dayes and to the 
whole Church, for 1600. yeares ſince ; and ſhall wee call 
the reaſon moving them hereunto onely probable ? 2. yet all 
this

this is but 4 poſteriori, which yet for the evidence of it, l 5 Se, x 

ſame moſt ſufficient for the convicting of every ſober & Chri- 
ſtian conſcience of that truth, to the demenſtration whereof it 

tends ; I come to give a reaſon hereof 4 priori. The firſt creati- 

on in the wiſedome of God (who proceeds not merely accor- 

ding unto probable reaſon) drew after it 4 Sabbath day, the 

ſeventh day where on God reſted. But if God vc uchſateth us 

a new creation in the ſame congruity, may wee not juſtly ex- 

pect a new Sabbath? Now, the Apoſtle telle us plainly, that 

old things are paſſed away, and that all things are become 

new, 2 Cor. 5. 17. and this he brings in upon ſhewing w hat 

Chriſt hath deſerved at our hands, in as muck as he died for 

us, and roſe againe, ver/. 15. the end whereot was this, that 

he might be Lord both of quicke and dead, Rom. 14. 9. and 

concludes, that whoſoever win Chriſt ts a new creature, 2 (vr. 5. 

17. And how are we in Chriſt, but by faith? Ga/.2. 20. And 

what is the object of this our faith? let the ſame Apoſtle an- 

ſwer us, If t hon confeſſe with the month the Lord Jeſus, and be- | 
lieve in thine heart that God raiſed him from the dead,thou ſhalt be 

aved : fothat this faith in Chriſts reſurrection, is to us the 

inn ing of a new creature. And Chriſts reſurrection Sedw- 

Aut calls naſcrntts mundi primordiam. And Athanaſins faith, 
That as the Sabbath was the end of the firſt creation; ſo the 
Lords Day is the beginning ot the ſecond creature. And this 
is it that Biſhop e ndremes and Biſhop Lake doe worte u 

far the celebration of the Lords Day as by Divine inſtitution. 
But I am not a little ſenfible of ſome appearance of incongrui- 
ty riling hereupon. Almighty God did notthinke it fit, that 
the firſt day of creation ſhould be our Sabbath, but the ſeventh 
fromthe cccation., as wherton himſelfe reſted ; but in the ſe- 
- cond creation, the: firſt day is made our Sabbath To this I 
aniwer two things; the firſt is this: if man ſhould nor reſt 
unto God till che ſecond creation is finiſhed, hee ſhould not 
reſt at all in this world. And the fixe = being the dayes 
of Gotis workezthe ſeventh was the firſt of mans worke,which 
God would have to be an holy worke moſt convenient wheres» 
by to take livery and ſeaſin of the world. For, albeit God 
couunanded Adam to dreſſe the — and keeye it, m_ 
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he placed him in it; yet it is nothing probable it had need of 


dreſſing ſo ſoone as it was made; and no mention of reſt com- 
manded at the firſt z onely it is ſaid, that becauſe God reſted 
that day from all his works, therefore he bleſſed the ſeventh 
day and ſanctiſied it. This | deliver to fave the expreſſion'of 
Athanaſius. 2. But in my judgement, there is an exact con- 
gruity betweene reſt and telt in each creation, For, as God 
reſted the ſeventh day from the worke of creation; ſo Chritt 
reſted the firſt day ot the weeke from his worke of Redempti- 
on, which was the meritorious cauſe of the new creation- 
For Chriſts dying, and continuing under the power of death, 
for a certaire time, I may juſtly reckon as one worke of Re- 
demption; in which time hee ſuffered ignominy, not onely 
fromthe reproach of the world, but from the weakneſſe of his 
ſervants faith, whoſe voyce was, weethowght it had been he, who 
ſrouldharve redeemed Iſrael. 

As for Z anchy, in the place cited by Goma; hee conſeſ- 
ſeth, hunc diem ex traditione Apoſtolica eſſe, & optimo jure ab 
Eccleſia retentum.T hat the Lords D ay is (to be obſerved) by Apo- 
ſtolicall tradition, and by the beſt right retained by the C burch— 
this the Prefacer in his wiſedome omitted; indeed hee ſaith, 
we no where reade that the Apoſtles commanded it: but left it 
free; but rake with you the reſt. it. liberum us omnino ipſe dies 
ſaultificandr fit, niſi charitas alind poſtulat. In ſuch a manner 
free, that omnino, wndowbredly the day it ſelfe ought to be ſaułti- 
fied, mileſſe charity require otherwiſe. I conceive his meaning 
is, and the meaning of all that uſe this language, that wee are 
to keepe it by no other obligation (net of ſpeciall comman- 
dement) than the reaſon ot the day doth miniſter unto us, it 
being the day that the Lord hath made, joyfull to Gods 
Church by the reſurrection of Chriſt from the dead; and in 
this ſenſe they ſay it doth not bind mens conſciences, to wit, as 
a Precept doth, whether we know the _ ot it or no. And 
it were very ſtrange, that Chriſtians in keeping any holy day 


in the ſhould not make choice of the Lords Day for 
that, without any expreſſe commandement. ¶AHretius faith 
no more than that Chriſtians changed the Sabbath unto the 
Lords Day; and can any man doubt, but that the Apoſtles 
| were 


n 
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were meant hereby?For which is moſt likely,that the practice ec 5. 
and judgement of others was a leading cauſe to the Apoſtles, ____?*_ 
or rather that the judgement and prattiſe of the Apoſtles was 
a leading cauſe unto all others? Simler hath no more but this, 
that he calls it the caftome of the Church, fo doth Tilenns, yet 
he propoſeth it as /ikely to have had its inſtitution from Chriſt, 
Pare in the very place cited by Gomarmy, alcribeth the 
change of the day to the Apoſtolicall Church, and expreſſely 
faith, that the Apoſtle commanded the Corinthians to meet 
together the firſt day of the weeke,and make their collections. 
I wonder the Pretacer omits ( wchlinu, was it becauſe that 
which others call conſuetudinem Eccleſie, hee calls conſuctudi- 
nem Apoſtolicam ? In the laſt place, Bucer is named by the Pre- 
facer, but Gm, is well content to omit what is delivered 
; by him. But to the contrary, I will not forbeare to ſet downe 
ö what I find in his booke De Regno Chriſti, lib. 1. cap. 11. For 
having formerly deſcribed what are the true workes of holy 
reſts, added upon the backe of it; Fapropter, For this canſe 
the Lords Day was conſecrated by the «+ Apoſtles themſel ves to 
theſe kind of actions. Which or linance of their ( inſtitutum he calls 
it) the antiemt ¶ hurches obſerved moſt religiouſly. Then he ſhews 
the cauſe why they changed the day: 1. The firſt reaſon 
given is, to teſtifie that Chriſtians are not obliged to the Pedu- 
gogie of Moſes law: 2. The ſecond is, to celebrate the - 
ry of Chriſt; reſurretlion, which was performed on the firſt day of 
the wer ke. So that not one of the Authors mentioned by him 
makes any thing for him. And if the paſſages of the ſixe 
mentioned by him, and related by G-marw did make any 
thing for him; we have no leſſe of the ancient Fathers tothe 
contrary, as namely, Athanaſins, ( yril, Fuſebius, Auſtin late» 
ly mentioned, to whom adde Sedulius peru P aſchaln, lib. 5, 
Cap. at. The glory of the eternall King illuſtrating (the firſt day 
| of the weeke) with the trophy of h1s reſurrettion, pi TEL cum 


religione conceſſum di rum cenſuit retinere cundtorum; thought 
good it ſhould have the primacy of all dayes granted unto it with 
religion that 's, with an holy celebration thereof. Adde un- 
to him Gregory, mentioned in the firſt Section, affirming that 
Antichrilt affecting to imitate Chriſt, ſhall command the 
K 2 Lords 
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Lords Day to be kept holy, Adde to theſe the univerſal] con- 
ſent of Chriſtendome in antient times; for when the queſtion 
was propoſed unto them, as uſuzlly ic was thus; Dominicam 
ſervaſti ? Haſt thou kept the Sabbath? their anſwer was this, 
Chriſftianus ſum, intermittere non poſſum : For Brent ius alleged 
by him to little purpoſe, let mee repreſent what Cer d the 
Lut herane writes of our Chriſtian Sabbath in his common 
places. tom. 3. pag. 146. Eſt Sabbatam ( briſtianum, quojuxta 
Apoſtalorum — to hes, dies hebdomade primm publicis ectle- 
fie conore ſſibus drſtinatus eſt. Our Chriſtian Sabbath is that 
whereby thr firft diy of the weeks is deſtinated to the publique 4 
[ersblics of the Church, by the conſtitution of the Apoſtles, Sec 
how plainly hzereterres the celebration of this day to Apoſto- 
licall conſtitution: and pag. 148. he ſneweth the ana logie be- 
tween the Jewes Sabbath and our Chriſtian Sabbath, con- 
ſiting in two or three particulars : 1. As on the ſcventh day 
God teſted from the ſix dayes worke of creation, in remem- 
brance of which benefit, the Sabbath was inſtituted in the 
old Teſtament : ſo in the firſt day ot the wzeke, after Chriſt 
by his death and rows had accompliſhed the myſterie of 
our Redemption, he returne i gloricuſly as a conqueror from 
the dead, in remembrance of which benefit, the firſt day of 
the weeke is celebrated in the new ſeſtament. 2. As in the 
old Teſtament the Sabbath was inſtituted, that it might be 
a memorial! of their deliverance ot of Egypt, Deut. 5. 15. 
So in the 11ew Teſtament, the Lords Day is a memoriall of 
our ſpirituall deliverance out of the kingdume and captivity 
of Satan, procured unto us by the reſurrection of Chriſt, a 
type whereof was that deliverance of the children of Iſrael 
out of gypt. 3- By Chriſts death and reſurrection, were 
abrogated Levirical) ceremonies and legall ſhadowes, amongſt 
which the Sabbath is reckoned, Col 2. 19. Therfore the change 
of the Sabbath into the Lords Day, is a publique teſtimony 
that Chriſtians are freed from 1-gall ſhadowes, and that «diffe- 
rence of dayes, which in antient time was ordained. Adde 
to him Aclanchihon, alleged by Wales, pag. 265. affirming, 
that the Apoſtles for this cauſe changed the day, that in this 
particular they might give an example of the abrogation w 
the 


is ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians, 
the ceremoniall Lawes of Moſaicall policy. As for our 
Popiſh Div ines for which he reterres us to Doctor Prideauæ, it 
is apparent that more of them are alleaged tor the jus divinuny, 
of the celebration of the Lords Day, then tor the contrary 
& one ot them, Silveſter by name.profeſſeth expreſly that his 
opinion, was the common opinion which was torthe Di- 
vine inititution of it. And Azoriws the Jeluite,as hee proteſ- 
ſeth it a thing molt agreeable to reaſon, that atter (ix worke 
dayes one intire day ſhould bee conſecrated to Divine wor- 
ſhip ; fo withall faith that it is molt agreeable to realon that 
the Lords Day thould be that Day. 

Adde unto theſe Sitar Senenſis, but that which they ob ject 
( ſaith hee ) concerning the Lords Day not as yet inſtituted 
in the time of , is taoſt falle, the conſent ot the whole 
Church diſclaiming it, which doth beleeve the ſolemnity 
of the Lords Day was appointed by the Appoſtles themſelves 
in memory ot the Lords Reſurrectia m: concerning the in- 
ſtitution whereot by the Apoltles Ain Ser. 25. de temp. 
teltityeth in thele words: therefore the Apoſtles themſelves, 
& Apoltolicall men,appointed that the Lords Day thauld tor 
that reaſon bee ieligiouſly folennize i, becauſe on it our Re- 
deemer roſe from the dead. In the laſt place come wee to our 
Divines. Now Hucer I have already ſhewed to ſtand tor us ra- 
ther then for him. 2. And Calvin expreſly acknowledgeth 
that the Apoſtles did change the day. 3. Bezatipon Ke. 1, ,. 
10. hath an excellent paſſage to the tame purpote. For hee 
conſidets Chriits reſurrection to bee as it were a ſecond crea- 
tion ot a World ſpirituall, and thereupon doubts not but 
that the ſpirit of God did ſuggeſt unto them the change ot 
the ſeventh day into the Lords day, as to bee conſecrated 
to Divine Service. 4. Iunius on Gen, 2. writes that the cauſe 
of the change of the day was the reſurreAion of Chriſt , and 
the benefit of inſtauration of the Church in Chrilt. The com- 
memoration of which benefit ſucceeded ro the commemorati- 
on of the Creation, not by humane tradition, bur by the ob- 
ſervationot Chriſt himſel te, and his inſtitution. 5. Priſcator 
on Ex91.20,10. It is to bee obſerved that the circumſtance 
of the ſeventh day, in celebrating the Sabbath is abo!iſhed by 
1 Chrilt; 
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———— weeke, which wer call the Lords Day, and that in remem- 


brance of the Lords Reſurrection performed on that day. 
And upon Lal. 14. v. 2. He makes this obſervation , By oc- 
caſſon of this ſtory , it i fit to conſider what was the religion of 
the Sabbath in the new Teſt ament , aud what place it hath at this 
day among us Chriſtiaus , and how it as to be obſerved, And firſt 
we muſt bold that the Sabbath is abrogated, by Chriſt: comming 
as touching the ſeventh or laſt day in the week, and that in the 
place thereof is ordained the firft day , which we call the Lords 
Day, becauſe on that day the Lord roſe from the dead, and ſhewed 
himclfe alive to his "Diſciples , and divers times ſpeaking with 
them of the K ingdom of God: aod ſo by his own ex.mple conſecra- 
ting that day to ¶ hurch aſſemblies , and for the performance of 
the outward ſervice of Cod. The reaſon of the abrogation i, be- 
cauſe that ceremoniall reſt obſerved in the Lam, was a type of 
that reſt, which the Lord made in his grave, as is perceived by the 
words of Paul Col.2. 16 17. Now of the apparitions of the Lord, 
S. John reſtifies Chap.21, where he ſhewes how firſt he appeared 
to them gathered together on that very day whereon he roſe. Aud 
againe eight dayes after, Now that in theſe dayes 1+ ſpake unto 
— of the Kingdom of God Luke ſue wet, Acts 1. 3 Mhence it mas 
undoubtedly that the Apoſtles ob/erved that day by the Lord: ore 
dinance , to keep their Eccleſiaſtical! aſſemblies thereon —— as it 
appeares they did Act,. 20.7, & 1 Cor. 16. 2. Aud hence it was 
without doubt, on the Lords day John ww in the ſpirit aud re- 
ceaved the Revelation. To the ſame purpoſe is that which 
Doctor Walew alleageth out of Piſcators 
Aphoriſ.18 It may be dowbted concerning the Lords Day, 
whether it be appointed by God for his ſervice in the New Teſta- 
ment. My opinion bereof is this; although we real no expreſſe 
Commanadement Concerning it, yet that ſuch an inſtitution may 
be gathered from the example of ¶ hriſt and his Diſciples, For on 
that day whereon the Lord roſe from the dead (therefore called the 
Lords Day) he ſhewedhimſelfe alive to ha Diſciples , and ſpake 
to them of the Kingdom of God, And Paul on that day in an aſ- 
ſembly of the faithfull met together to celebrate he Lords Sup- 
per, preached to them on that day, Acts 20,7, and that the ¶ hri- 
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prayer, appeares 1 Cor. 16. 2, Now it cannot be nb ted buy 
Paul ordained that day amongſt them, as al/o the manner of cele- 
brating the Lords Supper, and that _ to the Comm ind. 
ment of Chriſt, Math. 2 8. the laſt, Teachthem (to wit, as many 
Ai receave the Go, pet h-ep all thoſe thin s which I have com- 
mand d unto you. On the Lords Day al john was in the ſpirit, 
and in the ſpirit ſaw and heard the Revelation concernirg the ſtare 
of the Church that was to come, Apoc. 1. 10. whence we may ga- 
ther, that even then he reſted to holy meditations. ſuch as became 
the Lords Day. There is not a paſſage in all this but of great 
weight, an very conſiderable. 6. As for Doctor It upon 
the Re. 1. 10. [have repreſented him formerly at large; that 
fer the preſcription of this day before any other of the ſeven, they 
had without doubt ether the expreſſe ( ommandement of (rift 
before his eAſcenfion when he gave them precepts concerning the 
K ingdom of God, amd the ordering and government of the Church, 
Acts 1.2. or elſe the certaine direction of his ſpirit, that it was 
bu will, and pleaſure that it ſhonld ſo be, and that alſo according 
to the Scriptures, And obſerve how hee falls upon the ſame 
reaſon that Athanaſiws , and the ancient Fathers inſiſt upon; 
Seeing there is the ſame reaſon of ſanttifymng thin day, in LOOT 
our Saviour( briſt accompliſhed our redemption, and the reſtitution 
of the World by his reſwrrettion from death; that was of (an{li- 
Hing the day, in which the Lord reſted from the Creation of the 
World.. Doctor eAnarewes in like manner Biſhop of Winche- 
ſter in his Starre Chamber ſpeech in the caſe ot Tracks; hee 
not onely profeſſeth „that the Sabbath H referenre 1» the 
old (reation, but in Chriſt we are anew Creature, anew Crea- 
tion and ſo to have a new Sabbath; and that this new Sabbath 
is the Lords Day declared unte us by the reſurrection of Chriſt, 
for which he alleageth Auſtin Ep. 1 19. ad Junnarium. But alfo 
for the confirmation of it faith ir is deduced plainly by pra- 
ile ; adding that theſe two onely the day (ot the weeke 
whereon Chriſt roſe) and the Supper, are called be Lords, 
to ſhew that the word D ominicum 15 taken alibę in both. Nay 
hee goes fart her, as namely to alleage not onely practiſe but 
precept allo for it; from the firſt ot the Epiſtle to the (Vin. 
K + cap. 0.2. 
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cap, 16.2, For albeit the Apoſtle there doth expreſſely con- 
ſtitute onely an order for collections for the poore on the day 
ot their meeting, yet as Piſcator oblerves, it cannot bee de- 
nied but that undoubtedly as touching the time ot their meet- 
ing they vere therein ordered allo by S. Yu, as they were 
about the manner ot celebrating the Lords Supper. Ard ac- 
cordingly, Pare in the very paſſage alleaged by Gomrns, 
doth take that place of 1 (v7.16. 2. to notifie, that the 
very time of their meeting there [pecihed, was dy the ordi- 
nanceot S. Paul. 

Doctor Lake Biſhop of Bath and Wells, in his Theſes a: 
Sabbaro, Theſ. 34. The Aprſtles directed by Chriſts not only 
example, but [pirit alſo, ob/erved the ſume; wit neſſe in the Atl, 
S. Paul, S. John in the Revelation. 38. And from the Apoſiles 
the Carholique Church uniformly receavedit, witneſſe all Eccle= 
ſiaſticall writers. 39. Andthe Church hath receaved it not to 
be libere obſervations , as if men might at their pleaſure accept 
ar refule it, 40. but to be perpetually obſerved to the Worlds 
end. Fęr as God only hath power to apportion bis time : ſo hath 
he power to ſet out the day that he will take for his portion. For 
he is Lord of the Sabbath, 8. Maſter Fox upon the Rev, 1. v. 
10. profeſſeth, that the obſervat ion of the Lords Day doth 
Niti aathoritate inſtitutions Apoſtolicæ, depend upon the aut ho- 
rity of eApoſt-licall inſtitution. 9. Walzus diſſert. de Sab. p. 
172. we couclude (ſaith hee) thi firſt day of the wiehe, was by 
the Apoſtles put in the place of the Sabbath, and c ommended to 
the Church , not only by a power ordinary, competent to all 
paſtors for the ordering of indifferent rites in their Churches; but 
by a fingular prwer ale; as who had the overſight of the whole 
Churches; and who as extra dinay Ministers of Chriſt , were 
by the hily Ghoſt, put in truſt, that they might be faithfull , not 
only for rhe delivering of certaine ppecepts concerning faith, and 
manncrs, but alſo as touc hing upright ordering of the Church: 
that ſo it might be made known toall Chriſtians every where 
what day in the weeke was to be pt, by vertwe an Analr 7 of 
the fourth Commandement, leaſt di ſſenſion thereabouts and( con- 
ſequent ly ) confuſion might ariſe in the Church of Cod: and to 
this purpoſe hre alleageth Beza before mentioned ; and Gat- 
leſius 
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leſius, Calvins zollegue on ve gl. This ordinance, to wit, Col} 5. 
rr Ly. li Day ho tee woſtirnted in th- place of the Sabs+ 
bath, we hav rec aved ( ſaith he ©) n#t from men, hut from 
the eApe ſites, „ that is, , am the Spirit of Gol,w! rel yt hey w ere 
governed : and of pe ved this out of three places of 
Scripture , 3 0 * 5. 16 2. Ke. 1.0. in the end hee, 
addes, Jer alihe TH we are not tied to the ob/ervation of day» « 
yet this neceſſary order mu(t be obſerved leaſt confuſion ſhould b: 
bred in the Church, 10. Fayus Calvins ſucceſſor allcaged 
alſo by Walzus diſput. 47. in q. præcept. Tuſtly therefore ma 'y 
we ſay, that the e Abaſtles by th: leu ding of the H Ghoſt for 
the ſeventh day of the Law, ſubſtituted the fir/t day of the we 
which was the firſt in the Creation of the ſiſt 1 * 1 11. Hy periu- 
in. 1. Cor. 16. 1. The firſt day of th meli in mms of the 
Lords Reſurrettian was called the Lords Day, the ob/ervation 
of the Sabbath being trunſluted thereunto thong oe th: command 
of the Holy Ghoſt by the ApoHos, 12. A. We unto theſe Maſter 
Perkins maintainiag the ſume. That which he delivers of the 
Parliament in the dayes of King Edwird the ſixt, in that {| 
preamble uf theirs concerning holy daycs , as lett by the 
guthority of Gods Word to the authority of Chriits Chacch, 
by the diſcretion ot the Rulers , and Miniiters therof, as 
they ſhall judge moſt expedient to the true letting forth ot 
Gods Glory, and edihcation ot the people; , lay that this 
ſhould bee underſtood not of holy dayes onely, but of the 
Lords Day alſo, is a thing moſt incred ble; neither doth hee 
offer to cite any parcell thereof to juſtiſie this to bold an at- 
firmation; onely hee layth, that by the body of the act ic doth 
appeare; but Wh it that is in the bo ly ot chat act hereby 
this doth appe are, hee very ju liciouſly conceales. How un- 
probable is it, that Biſhop Andrewes would hwe oppoled this 
DoRrine in the Starre Chamber, it a Parliament ot Prelates, 
and tha: in the dayes ot King Edward the ſixt, had main- 
tai ed it. For hee vroteſlerh;thar theſe two onely, the Lords 
Day, and the Lords Supper are called the Lords, to ſhew that 
Dominicum is alite to bee cakenin both un rakes upon 
him to ſhe that in the very Scripture , there is foun 12 po 
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in like manner profefſeth that it is not Libere obſervation, 
but necefſarily to be obſerved, Doctor Full anſwer to the 
Rhemiſh Teſtament was ſer forth in the dayes of Queene 
Elizabeth, and dedicated to her Majeſty, therein on Re. 1. 2. 
16. hath hee delivered, that to change the Lords Day, and 
to keepe it on Munday, Tueſday or any other day, the Church 
hath none authority. For it is not a matter of indifferency, 
but a neceſſary preſcription of Chriſt himſelfe delivered to 
us by his Apoltles, Was hee ever queſtioned for this? or was 
it ever knowne that the ſtate of this Land excepted againſt 
it, for croſſing the Doctrine of the Church manifeſted in a 
preamble to one of the Acts of Farliament, which! — 
wat never yet repealed ; but leave we him to live on his own 
juice, and to pleaſe himſelte in his holineſſe.

8 Come to conſider ſomewhat in eu, 
53 E381] whole diſſertation of the Sabbath, from the 
FEM firſt hath liked mee ſo well, and the ſpirit 
WE which it breathes throughout; that I doe 
not affect to differ from him; but rather 
kJ heartily deſire there may bee little or no 
difference betweene us, aud! hope in the end there will be 
found little or no difference of importance betweene us, 
eſpecially in this point of the inſtitution of the Lord Day 
whether it be divine or humane, and as for the originall in- 
— of the Sabbath, aamely as from the beginning ot the 
World, and as touching the morality of one day in ſeven; 
therein I concurre with him really and affectionately. And as 
touching the quality of the inſtitution ; I approve his 
learned paines in vindicating thoſe three places ot the new 
Teſtament, Atts 20.7. 1 Cor. 16. 2. and Re. i. 10. from the 
interpretation that ſome give of them, to quaſh the evidence 
which they import for the obſervation of the firſt day of the 
weeke, commonly called the Lords Day, even in thoſe pri- 
mitiye

I joyne wich him, pg. 167. in admiring, that after ſo many 
accurate prejudices ot the reformed Churches, concurring in 
the ſame tianſlation & interpretation of thoſe places which we 
embrace; yet ſome ſhuuld be found to take ſo unhappy paines, 
as toquaſh the evidence of them which they ſeem to us plainly 
to import. A manifeſt argument in my judgement, that the ob- 
ſervation of that day, as in place of the Jewes Sabbath, inthe 
very days of the Apoltles,doth even convince their conſciences, 
that it can ſavour of nothing leſſe than Apoſtolicall inſtituti- 
on; which, becauſe they doe impugne, therefore they deſire 
to 1 the uſe thereof as nothing ſo ant ient as to be re- 
ceived of the Apoſtles themſelves. - For conſider, I pray, how 
ſhould the converted Jewes come to change their Sabbath, it 
not by order from the Apoſtles themſelves, whole doctrine it 
was that Chriſt came to ſet an end to all ceremonies? And as 
for the ſubſtitution of a day in the place of it, that all did 
joyntly concurre herein without any dependance of ſome up- 
on the judgement of othete hut ſtrange ſtrength of convicting 
evidence mult there needs be in the reſurtection of Chriſt, to 
draw them hereunto farre beyond Almighty Gods reſting on 
the ſcventh day from his worke of creation? What could be 
deviſed to inferre greater morality by the very light of nature 
than this, which ſhould be ſo forcible to move all to concurre 
herein, and that with the firit. But if they received it, ſome 
from others, how improbable it is, that the Apoſtles ſhould 
receive it from the Churches, and not rather the Churches 
from the Apoſtles? Then confider, we no where reade of any 
difterence here-abouts among the Apoſtles, counting Paul 
amonęꝑſt them, who received from the Lord after his aſcenſi- 
on into heaven what he delivered unto others. How thencame 
it to paſſe, that they all ſo throughly, and at the firſt, agreed 
herein? It, as having receiveiſ it from the Lord, then the caſe 
is cleare, that it is of moſt Divine inſtitut ion: But if onely as 
drawne hereunto by the conſideration of Chriſts reſurrection 
on that day, being guided by the Spirit ot God infallibly to 
order as other things, ſo the time ot Divine ſervice, to prevent 
the danger of divi'.on and contuſion upon jult pond even 
this 


ir ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians, 
this is enough to manifeſt the ſtrength of evidence which the 
Lords reſut rection carrieth with it, as to convince them, ſo to 
appoint, and to convince others of the reaſonableneſſe there» 
of, ſeeing all Churches did ſo univerſally and ſo earely yeeld 
thereunto, and ſince that time ſo conſtantly perſevered there- 
in. The reſurretion theretore of Chriſt, is nothing inferiour 
to tte Lords reſt on the ſeventh to draw us to the ſanctifying 
thereot : And the Apoſtles ordering it in this manner eſpeci- 
ally as his extraordinary Minilters, is anſwerable to the Lords 
Commandement for the ſanctify ing of the ſeventh, eſpecially 
that very commandement by j iſt analogie having force aliv in 
this : And albeit Walew laich no more, pag. 174. of thoſe 
three —— A1 20.7. 1 C.. 16. 2 Ap . 10 chan that 
the whole Church returimned hath conſtently gathered there- 
hence Diet Dominice w/um, the uſe ot the Lords Day : yet 
both pag. 183. he doth maniteltly imply the Apoſtles to have 
inſtituted ic, where he ſaith, that que ab iris Apoſtolic inflitut a 
non ſunt, lich things as have not beene ordained by the Apo- 
ſtles, were nevef in that manner obſerved in all Chriſtian 
Churches throughout the world, as the obſervation of the 
Lords Diy. And before, pag. 172. he concludes, that the 
firſt day of the weeke was by the Apoſtles ſubſticuted in the 
place ofthe icventh, and commended tothe Church, and that 
prirſtate ſingularr, by ſingular power; and as they were extra- 
ordinary Miniſte:s ot Chriſt, put in truſt by his Spirit, to be 
fait hfull in giving Prece pts{ marke this well) not onely touch- 
ing faith and manners, but allo de Eccleſie ivret's, & recto 
ordin+, for the well ordering of the Church, and that in this par- 
ticular, what dy of the weeks us to be obſerved by force and ana- 
logic of the four th Command. ment. to prevent difſention and con- 
fuſion among the ¶ hurc hes And I am verily perlwaded, that 
as many as ſtand for the Divine jalticution ot the Lds Day 
would reſt ſully ſatisfied with this. Aut in I am lure, who is 
alleged by Vue in the fi ſt place, as maintaining it to be of 
Chriſts in{titution, writes thus of it, Serm. de temp. 25 1. Domi

conſideration of that which he delivers about the juſtification 
hereof, from pag. 152. where he acknowledgeth that among 
the ancient Writers and DoRors of the retormed Church, 
there have beene ſome who have referred the celebritie of this 
day to the fact and inſtitution of Chriſt. At the firſt, by (riſts 
fact in this place I underſtood Chriſt apparitions to the 
Apoſtles, as they were aſſembled together on this day. But 
upon better conſideration and ponderation of the — al- 
leged by him out of Auſtine and Oil, Ithinke rather that by 
Chriſts fact he means Chriſt reſurrection, or perhaps, btoh the 
one and the other. For the ſentence taken out of 6 9a hath 
reference to the one, and that our. of Cyril to the other. And 
Doctor Lake Biſhop of Bath and Wells in his the/, 36. de Sab- 
batos referres unto both; this firſt day Chriſt ſanRified not 
onely by his reſurrection, but by ſundrie apparitions before 
his aſcention, by ſending them the Holy Ghoſt. But the latter 
ſeem to depend on the former. And therefore, that learned Bi- 
ſhop in his defencg of that Theſis 36. writes thus: I ſay not, that 
the Apoſtles imprinted any holineſſe upon the ff day of the weeke, 
it was ¶ hrifts reſurrection that honoured that day, which I ſay the 
Apoſtles were to reſpett, not arbitrarily, but neceſſarily, you may 
perceive the reaſon in my _ ; you cannot obſerve from the be- 
ginning of the world any other inducement to the inftitution of 
feaſts but Gods worke done on th: day. Now, neither Auſtin nor 
Cyril ſpeake of any inſtitution made by Chriſt. Euſebiu, I 
confeſſe, doth intimate ſuch an inſtitution, and Gregory the 
great, and ſo doth Athanaſins ſeeme to expreſſe as much, and 
Sedulims after him; but I am apt to conceive that they meant 
no other thing hereby, than that the conſideration of Chriſts 
refurre&ion by the ſuggeſtion of Chriſts Spirit, ſhould move 
the Apoſtles to ordaine and eſtabliſh the celebration of this 
day unto the Chriſtian world. Junius, in my judgement, 
ſeemes to have no other meaning, when he profeſſeth the cauſe 
of the change of the day to be the reſurrection of Chriſt, and 
the benefit of inſtaurat ion of the Church in Chriſt ; it is true, 
he ſaith afterwards that th e Lords Day ſucceeded the ſeventh, 
{ Chriſti obſervatione atque inſtituto, by Chriſt cbſervation and 
ordinance; but I underſtand thereby no other ordinance than 

| is 


is ftull in force to bind Chriſtians, 
is beſpoken by Chriſts reſurrection on the day and ebſervati- 
on of the day. For anon be tells us, chat the Lords Day was ob- 
ſerved, Chriſti facto, exemplo, inftitutog, ¶Apeſtolorum, & vete- 
ris Eccleſie obſervatione conſtantiſſima ; by Chriſts fact, example, 
axnd by the ordinance of the Apoſtles ; unleſſe inftitute there, be to 
be referred to that which goes before, and ought to be diſtin- 
iſhed from Apoſtolorum which comes after by a comma, 
though it be not. But let this be the opinion of Ian and 
Piſcator, which, perhaps, we may meet with ſome more evi - 
dence for than hitherto : Neither doe I ſee any neceſſity of 
expreſſing concerning every thing they taught, that they re- 
ceived it of the Lord; Neither doc I thinke fit to concludę, 
that whatſoever they ordered, they ordered by Gods Com- 
mandement. But conſider, there is a great difference between 
things ordered by them : (ume were concerning particulars, 
others for the Church univerſall. Some ordered by them for 
a cectaine time, other things to continue to the worlds end. 
The ordinanceofthe Lords Day concerned the whole Church; 
and to this day no Church — the world hath 
fit — alter A notable — ence _ the Church 
generall conceived ir, as an ordinance of the Apoſtles 
—. to continue to the worlds end. 8 
The ingenuity of Maſter Perkins is to be commended, con- 
ſeſſing iagenuoully, that hee propoſeth his arguments not as 
— but as probable, onely to inferre the inſtitution of 
che firkt day of the weeke to be obſerved by Chriſtians in place 
of the ſeventh, I would thoſe that oppoſe him would carry 
themſelves with the like ingenuity : nothing inferiour is the 
ingenuity of Doctor Me, pag. 156. proſeſſinꝑ that this opi- 
niom touching Chriſts inſtitution of the Lords Day, ſceiog it 
hath ſo great Divines as favourers thereof, is neither to be ac- 
cuſed of novelty, nor eaſily to be deſpiſed as falſe, provided, 
that they themſelves doe not propoſe it as neceſſary, but as 
obable, nor inveigh againſt ſuch as are of another opinion 
or condemne them. Now, les us fee upon what grounds 
he preferres the ſetond opinion, making thrinſticutionof the 
Lords Day to depend upon Apoſtolicall authoritie before it. 
Therefore, firſt he urgeth, that the Apoſtles have given no ex- 
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preſſe commandement as being charged thereto by Chriſt, 
nor Chriſt himielſe. In briete, thus neither Chriſt hath any 
where in Scripture commanded it, nor doe the Apoſtles any 
where ſignify that hee did : I anſwer, the Apoſtles doc not 
uſe to (ignify that w hat they del:ver in particular was given 
them in charge by Chriſt; ſometimes they doe, but this ex- 
tends not to the hundreth part of that they doe deliver. And 
it may bee by S. ohms calling it the Lords Day, compared 
wich that which our Saviour delivers in the Goſpell, pray 
that your flight bee not in the Winter, nor upon the Sabbath 
day; and with the denomination of the Fewes Sabbath cal- 
led in the Old Teſtament the Lords holy day, wee ſhall finde 
ſufficient intimation of Chriſts inſticution. Eſpecially con- 
ſidering that the queſtion is but of the circumſtance of a 
particular day, not of the proportion of time; and withall 
the analogy ot the day of Chriſts Reſurrection tu the day of 
the Lords reſt from Creation. And whereas the Doctor 
further ſayth, that it ſeemes not likely that Chriſt ſhould not 
commandl it, it he meant to binde us to the obſervation of 
any day, as a part of his worſhip and ſervice: Now I won- 
der what the worthy Doctor meanes to thruſt in the circum- 
ſtance, 4s a part of Gods Worſhip. It the Apoſtles might com- 
mand it as he thinkes they did, yet not as a part of Gods 
worthip ; why might not Chriſt command the obſervation 
of that day, yet not as a part ot his worſhip? I am not per- 
ſwaded, that when God at the fitſt ſanctityed the ſeventh 
day, hee made the obſervation of that day a part of his wor- 
ſhip. And it is ſtrange that the circumſtance of time ſhould 
bee an homogeneall part of Gods worſhip. 

Firſt , it is true, the reſt on that day commanded after- 
wards might bee, and was as a ceremony preaching ſome- 
thing unto them. All that is to bee conſidered in time 
pertaining to Gods Worſhip is the proportion of it; as 
whether one day in a weeke bee molt fit, or one day in 


-a moneth bee ſufhcient ; and this is of momentous con- 


ſideration”; whether wee conſider the advancing GODS 
Glory thereby, or our owne good, in a greater or leſſer pro- 
portion; But the particularity of the day in ſeven whether 
fir(t

- firſtor laſt or middlemoſt, this conſideration in my judgement 


is of no moment. Only for the avoyding of diſſention, & con- 
fuſion we have neede of aurhoritative ſpecification, and that 
Goddid not define at the firſt without congruous reaſon, to 
ſill all motion tending to alteration; and it we have as fayre 
evidence under the Goſpell for our Sabbath, as the Jewes had 
for theirs z wee are by Gods goodneſſe as much freed from 
diſſenſion and confuſion as they, and nothing the more in- 
gaged in ſuperſtition, as making the obſervation of the day 
a part of Divine worſhip ; which never was but in the way ot 
prefiguration of ſomewhat in Chriſt, which kind of pedagogy 
is now quite out of date,neither is there any place for it in the 
obſervation of the Lords day. 

Doctor Wale his ſecond argument is, becauſe thoſe places 
of Scripture, Rom. 14. Cal. 4. & Coloſſ. 2. in which the A- 
poſtle takes away all difference of dayes can hardly bee re- 
conciled with this opinion, or if Chriſt himſelſe not by ex- 
ample onely, but by an ordinance commanded unto his Diſ- 
eiples the obſervation of this day, it cannot bee imagined 
as it ſeemes, that any liberty ſhould now remaine in the ob- 
ſervation of this day; for that which Chriſt hath derermi- 
ned is not left under Chriſtian liberty any more then the ob- 
ſervation of the ſeventh day from the Creation was left free 
to the ſewes; when God not onely by his example, but alſo 
by precept ſeparated ic from all other dayes to his ſervice. 

o this I anſwer , 1. I finde no liberty at all left to the 
Church to change the day, by the Doctors one grounds, 
for hee holds it to bee invariable p.168, 

Secondly , Hee profeſſeth the change of the day cannot 
bee attempted without the greateſt ſcandall of the Church, 
p. 169. Now what ſober Chriſtian would affect liberty 
to bee ſcandalous? 3. others who acknowledge the obſer- 
vation of the day by Apoſtolicall inſtitution , and with- 
all to bee changeable and leſt to the liberty of the Church, 
doe withall maintaine that the Apoſtles did not command 
it as extraordinary Miniſters of Chriſt but Doctor 
Wales p. 172. acknowledgeth the inftitution of it made by 
the Apoſtles as Miniſters extraordinary. 4. the Doctor pro- 

I feſſeth 
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Sell. 5. feſſeth that the Apoſtles were ent ruſted by the Holy Ghoſt 


to give precepts concerning the good government of the 
Church, and that in this particular caſe, to make knowne 
to all Chriſtians every where what day in the weeke ought 
to be kept holy, and that by vertue and analogy of the fourth 
Commandement, and withall to prevent di and con- 
fuſion amongſt the Churches thereabouts. 5. and laſtly hee 
joynes the precepts concerning this with precepts con- 
cerning faith, and manners; and this bee doth without ſpeci- 
ſying any the leaſt difference; nay , the ward precepes is 
once propoſed as ſubſet vient indifterencly as to faich , and 
manners, ſo alſo to the well ordering ot the Church , and 
that in this particular, of notify log unto all what day of the 
weeke is it to bee ſanctiſied to Gods Service. As for the places 
Rom. 4. Gal.2. & (oloſſ. 2. I anſwer , that if wee made the 
obſervation of the day as it denotes a circumſtance of time, 
any part of Gods Service, or for ſome myſterious ſignification 
contained therein, then indeed wee ſhould carry our ſelves in 
contradiction tothe places mentioned: but ſeeing we obſerve 
times onely out of reſpeR to order and policy, which is neceſ- 
ſary for the ediſication of the Churchʒand God having always 
required one day in ſeven to be (er apart for this, even when 
there was not ſo great need, nor had God manifeſted his love 
to mankinde in Ph ſort as in theſe latter dayes ; and of our 
ſelves wee are to lecke, of the particularity of the day under 
a fic proportion of time from the beginning of the World 
rquired, and hereupon were we left to our owne judgements, 
a way would bee opened to miſerable diſſenſion and confu- 
ſion ; what cauſe have wee to bleſſe the Lord for marking out 
a day to us with ſich notable characters to make it our Sab- 
bath, and to honour it by his appearance amongſt his A- 
poſtles when they were aſſembled 3 both that day, 
and that day ſenight afcer ; as alſo by his Apoſtles to com- 
mend it, and eſtabliſh it in ſuch fort, that for 1600. yeares 
the obſervation thereof hath continued unto this day ? which 
order of the Apoſtles doth carry pregnant preſumption that it 
proceeded originally from the in{titution of Chriſt. The 
neceſſity of the Church Chriſtian requiring the — 
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as much as ever the neceſſity of = Church required 
the like; and over and above by reaſon ot the fourth Com- 
mandement wee have now better evidence to conclude there- 
hence the obſervation ot the Lords Day, by the congruity 
that Chtiſts Reſurre&ion hath to the Lords reſt from Crea- 
tion; better means I ſay to conclude ours, then they without 
a Commandement to inferte the obſervation of their ſeventh: 

torſtill the day of the Lords reſt is made the day of our reit. 
Thirdly, that which is alleadged in the third place, that 
both ancient and late writers doe maintaine that wee cele- 
brate the Lords Day , not as any part of Divine worſhip, not 
as abſolutely neceſſary. For the firſt of theſe wee willingly 
grant for as much as wee conceave the obſervation of the 
7h. bythe Jewes was no otherwiſe a part ot Divine worthip, 
then as it was a Ceremony and ſhadow , the body whereof 
was Chriſt pretigared thereby : and it is well knownerhac 
no Chriſtians obſerve it in any ach Notion. But the obſer- 
vation thereof wee hold to bee abſolutely neceffary , and fo 
doth Doctor Mala in holding it to bee 1nvariable , and that 
it canaot bee altered without the greateſt ſcandall. And 
Doctor Lake Biſhop of Bath, and Wells proteficth it to bee not, 
liberæ obſervationis, but neceſſarie, And if it were free, then 
not to ule this freedome at all doth manifeſtly give way to 
ſuperſtition in taking that for a thing neceſſary which is not. 
though not as touching the ſubſtance of Gods worſhip and 
ſervice, yet as touching a circumſtance thereof, ſuch as is 
the circumſtance of time. As for expreſſe precept , if hee 
meanes a precept expreſſely written, no man (TI trow ) ever 
ſtood for that, but it hee meanes a precept given by Chriſts 
expreſſe charge to his Apoſtles, no man that I have met with, 
ſaith more hereupon , then Doctor une ſeemes to aſfirme 
himſelte ; in ſaying that !hry were entyyſted by the Holy Ghoſt 
as extraordinary Miniſters, that they ſhowld bee faithful ad 
tradenda precepta, to give precepts of faith and manners, and 
of the good got ermnent of the Church, and rioht order, am par- 
ticularly in this chat might be known to all what day in the weeks 
was to be ſet apart for Gods ſervice ; both by vertue and ana» 
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logy of the fourth Commandement, and to prevent diſſenſion, 
and confuſion among the Churches; Neither doe we acknow- 
ledge any other celcbrity of the day then this ; and therefore 
doe no more affront Hierome then Doctor Malus himſclte, 
As for feſtivall dayes in Socrates , and Nicepherw, ] ſee no 
cauſe why as touching that they ſpeake thereof, the Lords 
Day ſhould bee comprehended under them : and as for apo- 
ſtolicall precepr,conceri:ing this Doctor YFalew is as expreſſe 
as any. Aud it is not credible to mee, that the Apoliles ſhould 
make ſuch an invariable ordinance to the Church , and 
not bee verily perſwaded that it was the Will of God the 
Father, and of God the Sonne it ſhould bee 1o : whether 
manifeſted by Chriſts particular charge unto them; or by 
comparing Chriſts Reſurrection with the Lords relt from 
the workes of Creation. Otherwiſe in my judgement they had 
never called that day the Lords Day. 

Fourthly , he excepts againſt the argument drawne from 
Chriſts Reſurrection; denying that therehence it followes 
that that day was to bee conſecrated to God. But herein hee 
oppoſeth all the ancients z neither doe I thinke hee can al- 
leage any one that doth not hereon build the obſervation of 
the Lords Day; which nuiverſall concurrence doth mani- 
feltly argue to be more then probable: Auſtin asWalews alleadg- 
eth him, profcſſethnot as his peculiar opinion,but as he took it 
generally reccived without contradiction: hat Dies Dominicus 
Chriſtians reſurrettione Domini dec laratus eſt ; and that re- 
ſuſcitatio Domini conſecravit nobis diem Dominicum, And A. 


thanafins plainly takes notice of the analogy it hath to the. 


fourth Commandement;(and analogy Doctor Wales grants, 
and I wonder hee takes no notice of it here) by comparing 
the ſecond Creation with the firſt Creation; and ſo Doctor 
Andrewes Biſhop of Wincheſter profeſſeth that the new Crea- 
tionrequires anew Sabbath, eſpecially ſeeing the old muſt 
bee abrogated as ceremoniall; But the analogy I confeſſe may 
be differently ſhaped ; eAthanaſims ſhapes it thus, that the 
Jewes Sabbath was the end of the firſt ¶ rcation; and that the 
Lords Day is a beginning of the ſecond Teature z to wit, as the 


day of Chriſts reſurrection; in reference whereunto the 


Apoſtle 
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Apoſtle faith, Old things are paſſed, behold, all things are become Feld. 
new. And I conceive reaſon to jultifie ¶ÆAthanaſius, in making Jo 


the beginning of the new creature to be our Sabbath, anſwe- 
rable to the end of the firſt creation, to wit, becauſe the ſecond 
creation hath no end in this world : Againe, Adamand Eve 
were made but the immediate day before the teventh, and the 
leventh he was to ſpend in rejoycing in Gods works; fo 
Chriſts death was the worlds redemption z and immediately 
atter, to wit, with Chriſts riſing, it was as fit we ſhould Sab- 
batize with God for joy of our Redemption. Otherwiſe the 
analogie (which Doctor Walexs grants, but doth not expli- 


cate) may be conceived thus. The ſeventh day of the wecke 


was the Lords reſt from the workeof creation, the firſt day of 
the weeke was the Lords reſt from the work of redemption, in 
the morning thereot rifing from his grave; and in reſpect of 
Chriſts reſurrection on this day, what colour hath any other 
diy of the weeke comparable hereunto, to make it fit to ſtand 
in competition with this. Yes, ſaith D. al:us, the Thurſday 
may, and that in confideration of Chriſts aſcenſion on that 
day; yet Doctor Walens well knowes, that that day of the 
week was never thereupon called the Lords Day, either by the 
Apoſtles, or by the Church, as the day of our Saviors reſurrecti- 
on was. Againe, eonſider Chriſts reſurrection and aſcenſion are 
to be computed but as one compleate motion; ſave that he 
was to ſtay ſome time by the — here on earth for the 
confirming of his Diſciples faith, and giving them commiſſion 
for preaching the Goſpel, and order to wait at Jeruſalem un- 
till they were endued with power from on high to carry the 
glad tidings of ſalvation all the world over. So Chriſts dyin 
and continuing under the power of death, is but one worke of 
Redemption. He confeſſeth,that Chriſts reſurrection afforded 
an argument to the Church a. 27 prefer this day be- 
fore all — well, even before the day of his aſcent ion) 
for religious aſſemblies, as al the ancients teſtifie.But it ſollo - 
eth not therefore, that Chriſt by this his fact did inſtitute the 
ſame day to the ſame end. Now, this is a ny ſtrange phraſe, 
by his fact on the day to inſtitute the day to ſuch an end. Tis 


well knowne facts doe not inſtitute otherwiſe than as there» 
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from may be concluded that ſich a day is to be kept; and in 
this ſenſe he doth as good as confeſſe, that Chriſt by his fact, 
did inſtitute; for the Apoſtolicall Church did hereupon pre- 
ferre this day, as he confelleth all the ancients doe teſtifie. 
And did they not inferre this there-hence alſo, as moſt agree- 
able to the Will of God? Doctor Walew procee deth thus: 
So God inthe creation of the worlxeſted the ſeventh day; but un- 
keſſe God had propoſed this reſt of his as an example, and confirmed 
it by precept, never had the (hurch of the al Teſtament beene 
bound fro heaven to the weekly obſervation thereof. To this l 
antwer;that the like may he ſaid of the obſervation of one in ſe- 
ven; yet ſeeing God did comand this proportion tothe Jews, 
* without anynew commandement, we can inſerre that furely 
Gad requiresas a proportion of us Chriſtians. In like 
manner, ſee ing Cod commanded uato them the day of his ceſt 
from creation, we without any the like comma may 
better inferre that Chriſts reſting day from the worke of Re- 
demption ought to be our reſt, than they could, that the ſe- 
venth day ought to betheir reſt. a. Man could not pollibly have 
knowne how many dayes God wag creating the world, ſo to 
know what day he reſted, that they might conforme unto him 
Jn cheir refhunlefſe God bad it unto them;but ſuppo- 
ſing God had revealed it, and withall hadcalled ir his holy 
day, and itwere knowne unto them that one day in the weeke 
nualt be ſet apart as Gods holy Day, in this caſcI appeal tc eve- 
ry Chriſtian, conſcience whether this were not ſufficient to 
canclude that ſurely the day of the Lords — being his holy 
Day, ought to be the day of our reſt, an —— day. 
Now, thus the caſe ſtands with us Chriſtians ; we know what 
day our Saviour roſe, having finiſhed the worke of mans Re- 
demption; we know the Jewes Sabbath is abrogated z we 
know the proportion of one day in ſeven remaines ſtill to be 
conſecrated as an holy day to the Lord; we know the Lord 
preſcribed tothe Jewes for their Sabbath his reſting day from 
the creation z which is called his holy day : And in like 
manner we know, that under the Goſpel, the firſt day of the 
 weeke being the day of our Saviours reſurrection, is called by 
Saint John the Lords Day; as for Eaſter and Pentecoſt, the

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caſe is nothing like; choſe feltivalls being not of ſingle dayes, 8 ekt. 5. 


but of whole weeks, once in a yeere, yet this proportion we 
find betweene them and the weekely Sabbath. There are in a 
yeere ſeven times [even weeks, and a fraction leſſethan h Ife a 
ſeven; fo that the memory of the creation was ſeven times in 
a yeere celebrated more than the memory either of their deli» 
verance out of kenke⸗ or, of their reaping the fruits of the 
land of Canaan, the one farre ſurmountitg the other, yer 
their Eaſter began the day of the yeere whereon chey came 
out of And Doctor Lake, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
T beſc 4. de Sabbar. profeſſeth, that God ſets ont the day by the 
worke he doth on the day, the worte I ſay done, doth difference 4 
day from a diy: and Theſ. 43. New then, when God doth any 
remarkable worke, then will be be hemoured with a commentor ation 
_— that worker. If the works concerne the whole, by the whole 
Church, and by a part, if it concerne a part and Theſ. 44. And 
his Will ts underſtood often by bis Precept; but when we have nos 
that. the praclice doth guide the Church, 45. T hu ts a Ca holique 
rule, ohſervrd in the inſtitution of all ſacred feaſts, both Divine aud 
Hama, 46. The works of the day u the ground of hallowing 
the day. whether it be weekely, monethly, or yeerely, 4s particu- 
lars evince in Scripture and hiftory. The very light of nature 
doth give teſtimony unto this, as m_ by the common 
icoo the z astogive lame Inſtance hereof, whar 
is the otiginall of the obſervation of the Fryday,as a feſtivall 
day amongſt Mahumetanes? ſurely th jon that day A. aher 
fled from Meche to Jerhrib, and io that day is accounted the 
firſt day ofhis kingdom,and from thenceforth it was ordained 
to be the firſt day of their yeere and of their weeke. So then 
the Will of God, in the jadgement of this reverend Divine, is 
manifeſted not onely by Precept, but by his Worke. And yet 
I know none ſpeakes more of Precept in this particular, than 
Doctor Walens, as I have often alleged him, pay. 172. 
Fitchly, I grant Junius went too farre, in affirming that 
Chriſt did obſerve the ſame every weeke betweene his reſur- 
rection and aſcention but neither doth the contrary appeare 
by — z; undoubtedly the two firſt he did, and it is not 
maniſeſt that the three 9 he did not; und though 
4 Cyril 
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Oril infertes here-hence the reaſonableneſſe of our Chriſtian 


aſſemblies on this day, yet wee doe not; but as Doctor 
Waleus concludes that which hee concludes not from any 
one place, but from many places together, that do we; Nei- 
ther ls it any thing to the purpoſe that Doctor Wale obſerves 
of Chriſts appearing on other dayes, as Joh. 21. 2 4. once, which 
was at a fiſh meeting. And as little materiall is it, that at ſuch 
other times of his meetings he ſpake of the kingdome of God. 

Sixthly, On like ſort Chriſt ſending down the Spirit on his 
Apoſtles on the day of Pentecoſt, hath not ſo much force 
conſidered alone, but onely in a conjunR conſideration with 
Chriſts reſurrection on that day: And like as after his death 
he aroſe on that day manifeſting himſclfe mightily thereby to 
be the Sonne of God, ſo after his aſcenſion into heaven, he 
came downe by his Spirit on that day, the ſeventh,firſt day of 
the werke after his reſurrection, maniteſting thereby as Peter 
{ignifieth that he had obtained the diſpenſation of the Spirit. 
We doe not ſay the Spirit was on the day of Pentecoſt ſent 
downe, becauſe it was the Lords day; But being ſent down on 
that day, as the Law is confeſſed to have beene delivered on 
that day, this tends tothe marking out of that day more and 
more, for manifeſtation of the _ of Chriſt. That day 
they receiving power from on high by the deſcending of the 
holy Ghoſt upon them, whereby they were inabled to preach 
the Goſpel. And that day of the weeke which is ſet apart for 
Divine ſervice as our Chriſtian Sabbath; as that day where- 
on the Hol y Ghoſt doth ordinarily come downe upon his ſer- 
vants in the miniſterie of his Word, and celebration of the 
Sacraments, and putting up of our joynt prayers unto him 
for the ſanctifying and Shine Chriſt body which is the 
Church: and even in this reſpect that day hath a farre better 
congruitie to the day that is to be ſet apart for Divine ſervice, 
than any other day in the week beſides. The day of his aſcenſi- 
on he departed from them as touching his preſence corporall, 
but on the day of Pentecoſt he came downe — as 
touching his preſence ſpirituall ; and ſo he doth Rill in our 
Sabbath exerciſes on the Lords day, though not in ſo extra · 
ordinary a manner, yet no leſſe effectually to that edification 
and ſanctification of our ſoules. Seventhly, 
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is ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians, 
Seventhly, And whereas ſome urged that if Chriit himſel ſe

had not initituted this day after his reſurre&ion, the molt — 


Primitive Church ſhould have beene leſt deſtitute of a certaine 
day of Gods worſhip, to wit, from the time of Chriſts reſur- 
by ns to the firſt conſecrating of the Lords Day, which they 
take to be ablurd, and I conteſſe, it ſeems unlikely that the 
Apoſtles touke upon them to order ought untill they received 
the Spirit on the day of Pentecoſt, that being the day they 
were to receive power from on high, to execute the com- 
miſſion given them, Aat. 28. 19. to teach all nat ions; till 
which time they gathered no Churches. For the ſtrength- 
ning the former reeſon, it is added; That the Jewes Sab- 
bath was now aboliſhed by Chriſts death and returrefion. 
This I doe not deny, but the Apoſtles mighe very well be 
ignorant hereof as yet, as not having received the Spirit as yet; 
yea, & after the receiving it, we find they challenged Hcter for 
going to the Gentiles to preach the Goſpel, Atts 11. to this 
argument ſome anſwer, as Malus ſaith that the daies between 
Chriſts aſcenſion and the comming downe of the Holy Ghoſt 
upon them, were ſpent in continuall meetings of the Apollles 
and other Diſciples. But from the day of Pentecoſt, the Lords 
day thenceforth obſerved. This anſwer reacheth not unto the 
daies interceding berweene Chriſts reſurrection and his a(- 
cention. And when I conſider Biſhop Lake his diſcourſe, 
grounded, as he profeſſeth, upon univerſall obſervation (and 
which I find no reaſon to reſiſt) namely, that the works of the 
day commend: the day: If ever any day deſerved to be feſtivall 
to any, ſurely the day of our Saviours reſurrection deſerved to 
be feltivall unto them, to rejoyce in the Lord thereon, accor- 


ay chat of the pſalmiſt, This is the day which the Lord hath Pſalm. t 18, 24. 
m 


let us be glad and rejoyce therein ; the ancient Fathers ac- 
commodating the place thereunto. The two verſes immediat- 
ly preceding, carrying in the forchead of them a maniteſt re- 
lation unto Chriſt as the proprietary of their meaning. 22. 
The ftone which the builders refuſed, is become the head of the cor- 
ner. 23. This u the Lords doing, and it it marvellous in our eyes, 
Now when was this manifeſted, namely, that the tone which 
the builder: refuſed became tbe head of the corner, but by Chriſts 
reſutrection 
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Reſurrection from the dead, being thereby mightily declared 
to bee the Sonne of God. Row. 14. and was there ever 
worke more marvellous in the eyes of Gods Servants, then 
the Reſurtection of Chriſt , eſpecially conſidering the diſ- 
conſolate condition ofhis Diſciples? Luk- 24.2 1. e truſted 
it bad beene be, that ſhonld have delivered Iſrael, The women 
departed from the Sepulcher though with feare, by reaſon of 
the conſternation receaved from Angelicall preſence, their 
countenance being like lightning , yet with great joy by 
reaſon of the newes they heard from them of Chriſts Re- 
ſurre&ion z upon the noiſe whereof ( for they were com- 
manded to carry word of it to his —— ) the Apoſtles 
as it ſeemes were gathered together; and in the evening after 
hee had ſhewed himſelfe to his Diſciples going to Ema, 
Chriſt preſented himſelte in the midſt of them. Eight dayes 
after they were met together, and Thowas with them who 
being abſent the time before, gave out ſpe*ches of peremptoty 
incredulity concerning his Reſurrection; therefore then and 
not till then alſo the dores being (hut, Chriſt came before 
them. and calls unto Thema to ſee his hand, and to put his fin- 
ger into his fide. Theſe apparitions of our Saviour twice on 
the firſt day of the weeke might well adde ſomewhat to the 
confirmation of them in the feſtivity of this day; and how- 
loever betweene his aſcenſion , and the day of Pentecoſt they 
had their meetings, yet how improbable is it they ſhould 
put no difference betweene ſuch a feſtivall and other dayes 
of the weeke, A ſecond anſwer Walew gives, namely that o- 
thers ſay , that from the day of Pentecoſt it was not neceſ- 
ſary that the Lords Day ſhould bee obſerved : but that at the 
firſt the Apoſtles together with the Jewes obſerved their Sab- 
bath not as a ceremony of the Oid Teſtament, but as a free 
circumſtance of divine worſhip, as for a while they retey- 
ned Circumciſion and difference of meats ; which they gave 
over, after the .Jewes were foand obitinately to refule the 
Goſpell. So that in theſe mens judgements the Lords Day 
was no feſtivall to the Apoſtles, till by occaſion of the Jewes 
obſt inateneſſe, a proper occaſion for the inſtitution of a new 
teſtivall. And give mee leave to differ from tl:cm in yoking 
Circum- 
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Circumciſion and difference of meats with the Jewes Sab- Fe. 5. 


bath, neither of them pretiguring Chriſt as to come, like as 
the Jewes Sabbath did, pretiguring his reſt that day in the 
grave; as the ancients have conceived it, without any con- 
tradition that I know. Had they permitted facritices for a 
time, their compariſon had beene more congruous. I fee no 
realon to withhold me from concurring with eAsſtin , and 
in him with all the ancicnts,tor ought I know to the contrary, 
that Dies Dominicus Reſwrrettione Domini decl aratin oft ({'bri- 
ftlianis,h ex illo cœpit habere feſtivitatem ſnam , yea with the 
very words of Scripture P/al. 118. 22, The ſtone which the 
builders refuſed is become the head of the corner 23. This u the 
Lords doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes. 24. This is the 
day which the Lord hath made we will rejoyce and be gladinir. 
Neither is it credible to mee that the Apoſtles were ignorant 
of it or of its application, to the day of Chriſts Reſurrection, 
from the very day thereof. Hereſbachins upon theſe words, 
Flec dies quam fecit dominus, They are (ſa ich hre) the words 
of the people exulting in the Kingdome of David, moſt of 
all of | Relurrection of Chriſt , which of all others 
was moſt glorious to mankinde : as whereon Chriſt redeemed 
us in a triumphant manner, from the Tyarnny of Satan, 
and from everlaſting death, and reſtored unto us everlaſt- 
ing righteouſneſſe. eArnobirs interprets it of the Lords 


Day. 

| Eightly „the laſt argument, and which hee acknowledgeth 
of greateſt moment is that, which is taken out of +Apoc. 1. 10, 
Where the firſt day of the weeke is called the Lords Day, 
whence th: y conclude, that it is of the Lords ĩnſtitutio i Aud 
indeed Doctor Andrews Biſhop of Wincheſter in his Starre 
Camber ſpeech proſeſſeth, that this denomination is given 
onely to the firſt day of the weeke, as called in Scri the 
Lords day, and to the Sacrament of the body and bloud of 
Chrift, as called the Lords Supper, and that to ſhew that the 
word Dominicum ( the Lordi) is to bee taken alike in both. 
In the fame ſenſe wee call the Prayer which our Savious 
taught his Diſciples the Lords Prayer. But let us heare 


Wal: his an{werghat we may contider it. * 
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( faith hee) is not neceſſary, for it may bee called the Lords, 


not onely that which is ot his inſtitution, but even that which 
is made to the remembrance , or in the honour of him, or for 
his worſhip, as the ancients ſpeake, as the altar of the Lord, 
and feaſt of the Lord are often ſo called, And that in this 
ſence it was taken of the ancients it appeares by this, that the 
ancient Fathers both Greeks and Latine, called Temples by 
the name of Dominica, and Kupaxe, That which wee urge 
is the language of the Holy Ghoſt , now throughout the hol 

Scripture, it is not the language of the Holy Ghoſt, to call 
either Altars the Lords Altars, or Feaſts the Lords Feaſts, but 
ſuch as are of the Lords inſtitution. Neither doe the father (in 
my obſervation )call the firſt day of the weeke the Lordsday o- 
therwiſe then in reference to Chriſts Reſurrection, as the cauſe 
of the feſtivall nature thereof. Temples indeed they call Kuyiaxe 
as conſecrated tothe Lord; but the denomination is not to 


diſtinguiſh it from other Temples ; as the Lords Day hath 


its denomination to diſtinguifh it from other dayes. But 
the day of Chriſts Reſurrection being called the Lords Day 
not as ſuch a day in the yeare , but as ſuch a day in the weeke, 
this to my underſtanding doth manifeſtly inferre the ſuc- 
ceſſion of it into the place of the Lords day of the wee ke 
amongſt the Jewes. Both ancient and moderne Divines doe 
hold it lawfull to conſecrate other dayes to the ſervice of 
of God,ſuch as wee uſually call holy dayes. But never any 
man (. I thinke ) was found that durſt call any of them 
Diem dominicam the Lords Day. Adde to this, wherefore doth 
our Saviour ſay,that the ſonne of man is Lord of the Sabbath, 
but plainely to conclude herence , that hee can diſpenſe 
with it, hee can abrogate it, and bring another into the place 
of it ? and none hath power for this but hee who is Lord of 
the Sabbath. 

Laſtly , when he faith, pray that your flight be not in the 
winter nor on the Sabbath day,what is the reaſon hereof, but 
religio Sabbati d as all confeſſe the religious obſervation of the 
Sabbath; and did they underſtand any other religion of the 
Sabbath but as from Divine inſtitution ? Now the time con- 
cerning which our Saviour delivers this, now about the de- 


deſtruction 
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deſtruction of the Temple by Titus, after that no other Sab- Fer. G. 
bath but of the Lords Diy,was generally eſtabliſhed in the — 
Churches. 

Laſt of all, for the third , and laſt concluſion, that till the . 

Church hath power to change the day our Doctor in the 
7. Settion, bringeth in Bullinger, Bucer, Brentina , Vrſinus, 

and Chemnitins,aln/que noſtris with divers others not named 
particularly,as they are which thinke no otherwiſe thereof 
then (Calvia did, and ſhewes by what diſtinction Smarcz, 
though otherwiſe no friend unto the men, doth defend their 
Doctrine. 

Now as the doctrine was, ſuch alſo is the practiſe of thoſe 
men and Churches, devoid of any the leaſt ſuperſtitious ri- 
gour, eſteeming it to bee a day left arbitrary , and therefore 
open to all honelt exerciſes and lawtull recreations; by which p 
the mind may bee retreſhed, and the ſpirits quickened. Even 
in Geneva it (elfe according as it is related in the enlargement 
of Boterus by Robert Fohn/on, all honeſt exerciſes, ſhooting 
in pieces, long Bowes, croſſebowes, &c. are uſed on the 
Sabbath Day, and that both in the morning, before and atter 
Sermon; neither doe the Miniſters finde fault therewithall, ſo 
that they hinder not from hearing of the word at the time 
appointed. 

Dancing indeed they doe not ſuffer ; But this is not 
in relation to the Sunday , but the ſport it ſelfe, which 
is held unlawfull , and generally forbidden in the French 
Churches: which ſtrictneſſe as fomen« te, conſidering how 
the French doe delight in dancing, bath beene a great hin- 
derance to the growth of the retormed religion in that 
Kingdome. 

The Doctor indeed ſaith, that Calvi, Bullenger, Bucerus, 
Brentius, Chemnitins , Urſine and others of the reformed 
Churches affirme, that ſtill the Church hath power to change 
the Lords Day to ſome other; but hee neither cites their 
words, nor quotes any place out of their writings. Andas 
for Calvin, whom this Prefacer propoſeth as chiete, and the 
reſt as thinking no otherwiſe thereof, then hee did ; I make 
no doubt but the paſſage in (an is inſtir. 2. cap &. ſect 34. 
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Fe. g. where thus he wilteth, Neg. ſic tamen ſeptenurium numcrum m 
— — or, it eqs ſervituti Eculeſiam aſtringerem, I dos not ſo regard 


the number of ſeven ; as to tie the Church to the ſervitude there- 
of ; which conlidered in it felfe, might intimate that in his 
opinion, it is inditferent whether wee keepe holy one day in 
ſeven, or one day in foureteene ; but the words immediately 
following doe manifeſt his meaning to be farre otherwiſe, as 
namely, that we are not ſo tied to a ſeventh, but that we may ſo- 
lemnize other dayes alſo, by our holy aſſemblies. For thus it 
followes, Neg enim damnavero qui altos conventibus ſuis ſolen- 
nes dies habeant, I condemne not them that keep other Jayes holy: 
will any man ſuppoſe that ſome there were, well knowne to 
Calvin, who kept other dayes ſolemn, and not the Lords Day; 
and that theſe men ( alvin would not condemne ? And Goma- 
rus ho is molt oppoſite to us in this argument, profeſſeth, that 
ſeeing not onely a time, but a ſufficient proportion oftime is to 
be ſer apart for Divine ſervice, therefore we muſt now under 
the Goſpel, allow rather a better proportion of time for Di- 
vine ſervice than a worſe. And in this alſo Rivers reſts, in 
his anſwer to the firſt argument of Walers, contending for 
one day in ſeven, as neceſſarily to be allowed to the wor- 
ſhip of God. For Bullinger, I know not where to ſecke that 
which the Doctor aimes at. As for Bucer, I have ſhewed be- 
fore out of him, that the Lords Day was by the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves conſecrated to Divine actions; which ordinance the 
antient Churches obſerved moſt reli giovflz,and that one of the 
chief cauſes hereof was, t hat they might celebrate the memo 
of Chriſts reſurrection, which fell out on the firſt day of the 
weeke ; of power to abrogate this day left unto the Church 
he ſaith nothing, but tothe contrary rather, that all they who 
delirethe reſtoring of Chriſts Kingdome, ought to labour, that 
the religion ot the Lords Day may be ſoundly called backe and 
be of force, Tet (faith he) it A agreeable to our piety to ſan- 
fifie other feſtivalls alſo, te the commemoration of the Lords 
chiefe mor kes, whereby he perf: iel our red-mption as the day 0 
his incarnat ion, nativity, the Epiphany, the paſſion, the reſurretti= 


on, aſcenſion and Pentecoſt. And the place which Doctor River - 


explic, decal. pag. 189. col. 2. allegeth out vf Bacer in Mat,10, 
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to prove that he maintained the day to be alterable, is nothing 
to the pur poſe, and as little doe they make tor it which hee 
allegeth out of Auſculut. To find out what Chemaitius faith 
bereupon, I turne to his Examen ofthe counſell of Trent, con- 
cerning ſeſtivalls There »47. 154. col. a. he ſaith, that Chriſt, 
to (how that he kept the Jewes Sabbath freely, and not of ne- 
ceſſitie; againſt the opinion ot nece ſity, touching the abroga- 
tion of the Moſaicall Sabbath, hee taught both by word and 
deed. By word, in ay ing, that the Sonne of man # Lord of the 
Sabbath ; and by his deeds, as in healing on the Sabbath day, 
and defending his Diſciples in plucking the cares of corne. 
Now, hereby I take it to be manifeſt, and acxnowledged by 
Chemmitixs that none hath power to abrogate the Sabbath, but 
he that is Lord of the Sabbath. And ſeeing even Chriſtians 
were to have their $abbath,as appearechby thoſe words of our 
Saviour, 2. that yaur flight be not in the winter, nor on the Sab- 
bath day. which is delivered of the time about the deſtru- 
Aion of the Temple by Tua; at what time Pas! had ſuffered 
martyrdome divers yeeres before, by whoſe writings it doth 
appeare that the Lords Day was kept in place of the Jewes 
Sabbath, both by the practice of the Apoſtles, and the Chur- 
ches of Galatia and Achaia, as Chemnitius acknowledgeth 
fromthe force of thoſe places, As 20.7. 1 Cor. 16. 2. and 
Apoc, 1. 10. in the next columne it followeth, that the Lords 
Day was the Chriſtian Sabbach, and ſo to this day continueth, 
pow conſequently, that none hath power to alter it, but hee 
that is Lord of the Sabbath, which is Chriſt himſelfe, ic being 

accordingly called the Lords Day. Therefore it any pretend 

that Chriſt hath delegated this power of his unto the Church, 

it ſtands upon them to make it good. But Chemnitius proceeds, 


pag. 155. col. I. and ſhewes how the Apoſtles at the hiſt tolera- 


ted their weak faith, who without ſuperſtition obſerved dayes 

Moſaicall, Rom. 14. and that ſuch as were ſtronger in faith, 

after the abrogation of the old Teſtament, judged all dayes to 

be equall in themſelves, and none more holy then another. 

We willingly grant as much, and adde the reaſon hereot; to 

wit, becauſe the holineſſe of the — preferred before his fel - 
18 
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ference unto Chriſt as to come; all which kind of ſhadowes, - 
the body being come, are now vaniſhed away. Hee proceeds, 
ſaying. The Apoſtles alſo mantteſted by their example that in 
the new Teſtament ic was free to come together, either every 
day, or what day ſoever they thought good, to handle the 
Word and Sacraments, and to the publique or common exer- 
ciſes of piety. So the Sabbath day, and other feſtivall dayes' 
they taught, All this wee willingly grant, but here-hence ic 
tolloweth not, that one day of the weeke was not of more ne- 
ceſſary obſtrvacion tor the exerciſes of piety than another. 
Farther (ſaith he) that they might manifeſt that the exerciſes 
of Ecclefiaſticall aſſemblies were not tied to certaine dayes: 
they daily perſevered in the doctrine of the Apoſtles, and in 
breaking bread, 4c. a. and 5. and 1 Cor. 5. Now we willingly 
acknowledge that we Chriſtians are not ſo bound to one = 
in the weeke, as namely,to the Lords Day, as that we may not 
have our holy aſſemblies more often than once, but hows lo, 
that we may not keep them leſſe often,nor omit the celebration 
of the Lords Day: like as the Jews might not omit the celebra- 
tion of their weekely Sabbath, though ſometimes many dayes 
together beſides were kept holy by them, So we Chriſtians al- 
ſo having our Sabbath as our Saviour ſignified we ſhould have 
when he ſaid, Pray that your flight be not in the Winter, nor ow 
the Sabbathday ; which Sabbath of ours, wee keepe on the 
Lords Day; though we may keep other days holy, yet we may 
not omit this; and it any ſhall take upon them to alte this 
Sabbath, we may be bold to demand of them quo war» anto, 
by what warrant from the Lord of Sabbath? But Cm irires 
proceeds thus: Now,whereas afterwards the falſe eApoſt ics did 
ſo urge thoſe free obſervations of the Moſaicall Sabbath, an i ther 
Kauft. as by lam, and with opinion of neceſſity, as to condemn their 
conſciences who obſerved them not. Paul forbad the obſervat-»n of 
them. All which we willingly acknowledge, but ch. here- 
upon they began firſt to ordaine another day in the we;ke for 
their Eccleſiaſticall aſſemblies and exerciſes of piety, which 
yet Chemnitius proves not, I leave it to the indifferent to 
judge ; by comparing his opinion with that of »A«/tins, who 
proteſſerh „as ¶ hemmitins well knew, that the Lords Day was = 
clare

2 to haue iti feſtivity alleged by Chemmitiz himſelſe, . 156. 

. conſidering the reaſon moving the hereunto, which 
Chemnitius confeſſeth to have been on that day the Lord rote 
from the dead. And ſeeing all feſtivals,as Biſhop Ls: obferves, 
have beene obſerved in _ of ſome great worke done on 
ſuch a day for the of man;whether ever any day brought 
forth a more wonderfull or more comfortable worke to man- 
kind than the firſt day of the weeke, which was the day of our 
Saviours reſurrection from the dead, let the Chriſtian world 
judge. This day Chemnitius faith, ſeems to be called by Saint 
Tobn the Lords Pao, which appellation all amiquity did after- 
wards retaine and uſt : yet notwithſtanding (faith he) we doe not 
read that the Apoſtles did impoſe upon mens conſciences in the new 
Teſtament the 0b/arvation of that day by any Law or Precept, but 
the obſervation was free, for order ſakes. Let us duly weigh and 
conſider this, together with the reaſons following: Calr1ne 
diſtinguiſheth the obſervat ion of a day for order ſake, and the 
obſervation ot a day for ſome myſterious fignification ſake : 
had Chemnitius thus diſtinguiſhed, we would have ſubſcribed 
thereunto, and confeſſed, that now adayes wee obſerve no 
day for any my ſter ĩous (ignification fake, but onely for order 
ſake. And thus under the Goſpel wee are freed from obſerva- 
tion of daies for myſteries ſake, not free from obſervation of 
one certalne day in the weeke for order ſake. As for his phraſe 
of impoſing the obſervation of the Lords day upon mens conſtiences; 
this phraſe is moſt improper and unſeaſenable, in this caſe ; it 
is onely proper and ſeaſonable in caſe the thing impoſed be ot 
a burthenſome nature, like unto that Saint Peter ſpeakes of, 
ets 15. 10, ſaying, Now therefore, why tempt yee God ro lay 
a yoke on the Diſciples nec bes which neither our Fathers nor we 
were able to beare ? Such indeed was the yoke of circumciſion x 
which provoked Zippora ( according to common opinion ) 
driven to circumciſe her ſonne to fave her husbands life, 
to throw the fore-skin at her husbands feet calling him a 
bloody husband for urging her thereunto. But what burthen 
is it (ve unto the fleſh) to rejoyce in the Lord, to ſabbatize 
with him, to walke with him in holy meditation? Was it no 
M burthen 
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S-f.5, burthen to the godly Jewes to conſecrate one day in ſeaven 
iE to the exeiciſes of Piety under the Law ; and ſhall it bee a 


burthen to us in the time of the Goſpell ? Or can it bee con- 

ceayed to bee a greater burt hen unto us to keepe our Chriſtian 

Sabbath on tlie Lords Day, then on any other day of the 

weeke? was there ever any day of the weeke markt out unto 

us with a more honourable or more wondertull worke to 

draw us to tejoyce inthe Lord thereon, then the firſt day of 
the weeke whereon our Saviour roſe, by his Reſurrectien to 

bring lite and immortality to light? yet we confeſſe we reade 

of no Law nor Precept tor this in the new Teſtament,but, we 
reade that ever under the Goſpell wee muſt have a Sabbath 
to obſerve, Math. 24. 20. And wee know, and Chemmitixes 
knew full well,that it belongs to the Lord of the Sabbath to 
change it, and conſequently to ordaine it , and that it was 
changed, and the Lords Day obſerved generally in the A- 
poſtles dayes, none that I know makes queition of; and how 
could thi- bee, but by the Apoſtles ordinance; and is it likely 
they would take upon them this authority without a calling ? 
And why ſhould that day of the weeke ( and not that day 
of the yeare) bee called the Lords Day, if not for the ſame 
uſe under the Goſpell that the Lords Day, was of under the 
Law, eſpecially that day under the Law ( which was the 
Jewes Sabbath) being now abrogated ? and laſtly wee finde 
it manifeſtly ſpoken of the day of Chriſts Reſurrection, Pſal. 
118.24. Th: is the day that the Lord hath made, let us rejoyce 
and be glad init: yet laſtly wheras Chemnitius will have it free, 
and hee hath already maniteſted that hee ſpeakes of it in this 
ſenſe, as not to be ſo tied to this day, but that we may obſerve 
other dayes; wee willingly grant that in this ſenſe it is free. 
Now let us conſider his reaſon following. For ſaith bee, if 
we are freed from the Elements ,, which by God himſelfe in the 
ol Teſtament were ordained, and commanded, how ſhould we be 
tyed by the decrees of men ? But alas this reaſon of his hath no 
proportion: the Elements hee ſpcakes of were but ſhad- 
dowesthe body whereof is Chriſt , and now Chriſt isrevea- 
led. they were wont to bee called not anely Mortua but more 
tifera, Vet the obſervation of one day in ſeven (till continues 


to 


Is ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians, 
to bee the Commandementof God delivered not co Aloſer,as 
ceremonies were, bit by word of mouth ptuclaimed on mount 
Sina ; and natirall reaſon ſaggeſts unto us that wer maſt 
allow unto Gods ſervice as good a proportion of time under 
the Goſpell, as hee requited of the Jewes under the Law. 
Now it one day in ſeven muſt bee fer apart in common rea- 
ſon, what day is to bee preferred tor this before the Lords 
Day, the day of Chriſts reit from the workeot redemption in 
ſuffering the ſorrows of death;as the day of theLords reſt from 
the Creation was appointed to the Jewes tor their Sabbathz 
And this Reſurrection ot Chriit bringing with it a new Crea. 
tion ; Shall wee preferre the Saturday the Jewes te{tivall be- 
fore it, ſhall wee preferre the Friday tlie day of the Turkes 
feltivall before it ? (hall wee affect power and liberty to make 
any other day in the weeke the Lords holy day, rather then 
that the Word of God commends unto us tor the Lords Day 
in the tune of the Golpell ? 

This I ſippoſe may ſuffice for anſwering the reſt alſo, 
whenſoever their ſuffrages ſhall bee brought to light, for l 
prefume none ot them hath ſayd more then Chenmicies hath 
done. Axzori the Jeluite profeſſeth of two things in this 
argument, that they are molt agreeable to reaſon, Firſt, that 
after ſix worke dayes one entire day ſhould bee conſecrated 
to God, 2. that the Lords Day ſhould bee it. Doctor F- 
in anſwer to the Remiſh Teſtament proteſſeth that ro chunge 
the Lords Day and heepe it on Munday , Tueſday , or anyothcy 
day, the Church hath no authority, For it ts not a matter of in- 
differency, but a neceſſimy preſcription of ¶ briſt him/clfe delivered 
rew by is eApoſtlcs, This was printed in the dayes.ot Queen 
Elizabeth aud dedicated unto: her Majeity ; what Bilhop as 
gouernour in this Church of Ergl/and hath ever beene known 
to take exception againſt this ? Doftor eLurewes ( Biſhop 
ot Winch-ftcr in his ſtarte Chamber ſpeech in the Cale cf 
1 raske protefſeth that the Sabbath ( to wit of the lewes ) had 
reference to the el Creation, but in Chriſt we are xew ( vca- 
twres, ( As the Apoſtle S. Paul ſpeakes) 4 new Creation, and 
ſo to have anew Sabbath, Aud this he faith d. duced pluinſi. 
1. by prattiſc,2, by precept , _- wo onely, the firſt day 
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of the merle, and the Sacrament of the . are called the 
Set?.6. Lords; to ſrew uE Dotninicum (2 Lords Ne to be taken 
in $9+þ: So that give. power to the Church to alter the one, 

and you may as well give power to the Church to alter the 

ot her. He ſhewes alſo, it was an uſuall queſtion put to Chri- 

ſtians, BDominicum ſeruaſti! Haſt thou kept the Lords Day ? 

And their anſwer was this, Chriſtianus ſum, intermittere non 

poſſum. I am a Chriſtian, and I cannot intermit it. Laſtly, be 

allegeth the Synod of Laodicea, Can.29.acknowledged in that 

of Chalcedon, 133. that Chriſtian men may not Judaize, 

not make the Saturday their day of reſt, bur that they are 

to worke on that day, giving their honour of celebration 

to the Lords Day. Doctor Las Biſhop of Bath and Wells in 

his Theſis of the Sabbath 39. The Church hath received it 

(the Lords Day) nor to be liberæ obſervationu (of free obſer- 

vation) 4 if wen might at pleaſure, accept or refuſe it, 40. 

| But to be perpetually obſerved to the worlds end: For, a« God 
j ancly hath power to apportion his time: ſo hath he power to ſet out 

| the day that he will take for his portion, For be is Lord of the Cal. 
bath, 46. The worke of the day is the ground of ballowing the day, 
whether it be wetkely, monethly or yeerely, as particulars evince 
in Scripture and Fes. 47. No man can tranſlate the works, 
therefore no man can tranſlate the day. This is an undoubted 
rule in Theologie. Adde unto theſe Junius and Piſcator, who 
maintaine the ſubrogation of the Lords Day into the place 
of the Jewiſh Sabbath, to have beene made by the ordinance 
of Chriſt; and Beza acknowledgeth it to be traditionis Apo- 
ſtolicæ & vere divine, Doctor Brownde in his Treatiſe of the 
Sabbath, /ib. 1. pag. 47. having recited the opinion of Junius, 
referring the inſtitution of the Lords Day to Chriſts ordi- 
nance, as who roſe from the dead on that day; addeth here- 
unto after this manner. Like wnto the which, becauſe nothing 
can ever fall out in the world comparable unto it in glory and 
power ;, therefore this day muſt continue in his firſt honour of 
[anflification unto the end of all things, and no day be ſet up 
like to it, or it changed into any other day, leſt the wonderfull 
glory of that thing be larkned, and the infinite power of it weak 
ned, I meanc, the glorious and mighty works of our redempti- 
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on which by the ſanct ificatiou of this Sabbath is commended un- Se 6 


to u, and we by keeping that holy ſtill, doe commend it to ar _____ 


poſterity, And this 14 it that is alleged 44 a reaſon of the ob- 
ſervation of this day in the ApoſHes conſtitutions : It us called 
the Lords Day, becauſe it declares unto us Chrift crucified and 
raiſed up againe, and it is worthily commended to be kept 44 the 
Lords Day, chat wee might give thankes unto thee, O Lord 
Chriſt, for all theſe benefits : for, ſay they, there is that grace 
beſtowed upon us by thee; Qua ſua magnirudine omnia beneficia 
obſcurat, which by the greatne e. and, as it were, by the bright- 
neſſe of it doth ob/care and darken all other. So that though the 
day was once changed upon theſe conſiderations may, t he » 6. ſuch 
as they be, it could not but be changed: yet forſomnch as the like 
cauſe can never be goa unto men to move them to enter into this 
conſideration,therefore the day muſt not onely not be changed any 
more, but it muſt not ſo much as enter in mens thoughts to goe 
about to change it. And therefore I doe ſo much the more mar- 

dell at him, who ſaith. That the keeping holy of the Lords Day 2 

not commanded by the authority of the Goſpel, but rather received 
into uſe by the publique conſent of the Church: And a little A 

ter; The obſervation of the Lords Day & profitable, and wot 

to be rejelted; but yet it i not to be accounted for a comman- 

dement of the Goſpel, but rather for a civill ordination. And 
that the Church might have appointed but one day in ten, or 
fomreteene for the publique reſt and Gods ſervice, Laſtly, Ma- 

ſter Perkins maintaines the ſame (nat to mention Doftor 

Willet,) and that by divers reaſons, in his cafes of conſcience, 

which, becauſe they are modeſtly anſwered by Doctor River, 

in his commentary upon the Decalogue, I thinke good in this 

place to take them into conſideration. 
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his Arguments for the Divine inſticution of the Lords 


Day, againſt the anſwer made unto them by 
Doctor RIVETPFS. 


Heir firſt Argument ſaith he, is taken from the 
& appellation of the Lords Day; I ſuppoſe, 
1 ſaith Maſter Perkins, it is called the Lorde 
obs, as the laſt ſupper of Chriſt is called the 
* Lords Supper for two cauſes. Firſt, as God 
reſted the ſeventh day after the creation, ſo 

Chriſt having finiſhed the worke of the new creation, reſted on 
this day from the work of Redemption. Secondly,as Chriſt 
did ſubſtitute the laſt ſupper in roome of the paſſcover, ſo hee 
ſubſtituted the firſt day of the weeke in roome of 8 
Sabbath to be a day ſet apart to his one worſhip. To this 
Doctor Rivet anſwereth after this manner. Firſt, hee denies 
that there is the ſame reaſon of the Lords ſupper & the Lords 
Day, and that for two reaſons; firſt becauſe we have a mani- 
feſt inſtitut ion thereof, and Chriſts Precept for the obſerving 
of it. Not ſo of the Lords Day. Secondly, it there were a 
Precept for keeping the Lords Day, yet were irEccleſialticall 
and ſo mutable For men may choole daies for the worſhip 
of God,as touching the particularity offthis day or that. But 
the inſtitution of the Sacraments is of Divine authority by —

conſent of all. Tothis Lreplie that Doctor River comupts Fett. 5. 
er in the propoſing of it; fot he ſayth F 


Maſter Perkins his anfw 
not the ſame is the reaſon of the Lords Supper, and of the 
day which wee call the Lords Day; but ſuppoſeth, and that 
molt modeſtly that either of them being called the Lords, 
they are called i in the ſane Notion. That like as the Lords 
Supper is to called bocanſe be inſtituted it ſo the{firſt day of 
theweeke is call-4 the Lords Day, becauſe hee inftituted the 
obſervation ot it. And this Doctor Thyſwms collegneto Doctor 
Rivers maintaines as well as Maſter Perkins, and Doctor 
eAndrewe: Biſhop of Wincheſter in his ſpeech againſt Tracke ; 
faying that both theſe,to wit the firſt day of the weeke, and 
Chriſt laſt are called che Lords, to ſhew that Domini- 
e (the Lords) is alike to bee taken in both. For what 
reaſon can bee given why the day of Chrifts Reſurrection, 
not according to the the wherein hee aroſe, bur 
acc to the day of the wherein hee aroſe, ſhould 
bee the Lords Day, but to fignifie. Firſt, that it was 
to ſucceed in the place of the Lords Dayunder the lau, which 
was the ath, 2. And that it was the good plea- 
fare of God and not of man, onely that it ſhould bee conſe- 
crate to his ſervice. For conſider, wee have many other 
dayes conſecrated by the Church unto Divine fervice, which 
yet were never called the Lords Dayes ; And the Lords Day

— inſtitution. Secondly , Doctor Rirern omits the

And as Biſhop Lake obſerves in all feaſts both Divine and 
humaneꝰ that wee reade of in Scripture, the worke of the day 
was the ground of hallowing the da y. And never was known 
tothe World a more wonderfull worke in the way of grace, 
and mercy,then Chrilts Reſurrection from the dead,manife- 
{ting thereby the redempt ion of the World as then wrought 
by him How doth Chriſt take upon him to alter the Sa- 

craments but as Lord of the Sacraments ? and apparently he 
ſhewes thatuponthe ſame ground hee takes upon him power 
to diſpenſe or change the Sabbath, as hee is Lord of the Sab- 
bath. But what is his ground to deny the parity of reaſon 
here ? meerely his owne prejudicate conceit that the obliga- 
tion of the Lords Day, u not ſo great as the obſervation of the Sab- 
bath, The contrary whereunto (faith he)omnes refugimus we all 
avoyd, But who and how many are thoſe all ? what one of 
the ancients can hee produce to have thought as hee thinks? 

Hee may as well ſay according to the current of his private 

opinion, that wee under the Goſpell are- not as much bound 

to the obſervation of one day in ſeaven as the ſewes were un- 

der the Law. It is true, that z1igorous reſt enjoyned to the 

Jewes wee utterly diſclaime as well as hee; againe the circum- 

{tance of the day wee make no part of God worſhip nor to 
have any myſterious ſignification, as the Sabbath had to the 
Jewes. Wee acknowledge no other uſe of this day then for 

order and policy fake z in which caſe wee judge it farre bet» 

ter the Lord ſhould preſcribe it, then wee unto our ſelves, 

leaſt if there were twenty dayes in the weeke,there would bee 
twenty differences amongſt Chriſtians about the ſetting apart 

of one day in the weeke for Divine Service. 

2. Malter Perkins his ſecond argument is this, The Church, 
of Corinth every firſt day of the weeke made 4 calleftion for the 
poore, 1 Cor. 16. 2. and this collection for the pore in the pri- 
mitive Church followed the preaching of the Word, Prayer and 
the Sacraments as a fruite thereof, Acts 2.42. and Paul com- 
mands theCorinths to doe this as he had ordained iy the( hurches of 
Galatia : whereby he makes it to be an Apoſtolicall,aud therefore 
a Divine Ordinance, Tea that very Text doth in ſome part 
mani

manifeſPthas much, that it is an ordinance and inſtitution of Chriſt FC. 
that the firft® day of the weeks ſhould be the Lords Day. Fer 8. 


Paul commandes nothing but what he retraved from (rift. 


To this Doctor Rivetus alledgeth the anſwer of Doctor * 


Prideaux , demanding how that we contend for his inferred 
herehence ? we anſwer, che generall practiſe of the Church in 
the Apoſtles da yes argues it maniteſtly, that this order was 
eſtabliſhed by the joynt conſent of the Apoſtles ; otherwiſe 
it is incredible it ſhould have beene fo univerſally receaved, 
and perſevered in as it hath beenc to this day.Secondly,wher- 
as the Jewes Sabbath was by divine authority ; the abrogati⸗ 
on thereof and ſubſtituting another day in the place thereof 
could bee done by no leſſe authority then Dine; which 
alſo wee conceave to bee fairely repreſented by the denomi- 
nation of our Chriftian Sabbath, S. Ieh calling it the Lords 
Day. Sccondly, he ſheweth what Gomarm anſwereth here- 
unto ; bat this anſwer himſelfe taketh off in this very place 
in part, and much more in his reply to Goma. But theſe 
places being granted to denote the firſt day of the weeke in 
the Apoſtles dayes ſet apart to Divine Service; hee ſayth it 
followes not herehence het it ic called the Lords Day, as deſti- 
nated to Gods Service, much leſſe that ſo it was by Divine ordi= 
nation. Yet Wales thinkes it his ſafeſt courſe to ſay tis cal- 
led the Lords Day as deſtinated to Gods Service, as before 
wee have heard, ſo to avoyd (as hee thinkes) the implication 
of Divine Ordination. But to him I have anſwered before, 
And Doctor River in my opinion doth not wel conſider that 
not the day of the yeare, but the day of the weeke , whereon 
Chriſt roſe, is called the Lords Day by S. John. Like as the 
Sabbath in the Old Teſtament is called the Lords Day: which 
which if he had, and withall conhdered how ſtrange it were 
for us to ſet any day in the weeke apart for the exerciſes of 
Piety rather then the Lords Day ; I am perſwaded hee would 
not have contented himſelſe with this anſwer. For certain- 
ly many other holy dayes have beene and are ſet apart for 
Divine Service, yet never were called any one of them the 
Lords day. 

He talkes of a bare cuſtome of the Church, for it ; a thing 
in- 
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incredible that both Jewes and Gentiles throughout all Na- 
tions ſhould ſo univerſally concurre without the guidance 
of ſome anthorative conſtitution or {ome ; e1ecally convincing 
evidence by the very light of common Chriſtian evidence or 
both. And as for liberty left to the Church hereabour, it 
ſeemeth ſounreaſonable unto my poore judganent , that if 
it were, it ſhould become us by carueſt and hearty prayer to 
ſceke unto God to take that liberty from us and bee pleaſed 
himſclfe to guide us by ſome mauiſeſt ordinance, to prevent 
diſſenſion aud confuſion ; yet well farc Doctor Riverus ; hee 
will not have this liberty extend any further then provided 
that ſame reaſon and — (ſhould urge the changing of 
the day ; for in the next columne hee profeſſeth that a ſuf · 
ficient caule of the change and abrogation of the day can- 
not bee given. The — ot other dayes and par- 
ticularly ofthe Sabbath as well as the Lords Day by ſome in 
the Primitive Church, is no evidence at all, that it was 
indifferent unto them, whether they would obſerve the Lords 
Day or no- 

The third argument Riverws omits the fourth is this. Thu: 
which was prefigured,in that it was 17 75 was preſcribed: B ut 
the Lords Day was prefiguredin the * day ,wherin the children 
of the ewes were circumciſed —1 _=_ it was preſcribed to 
be kept the go day. T his the ancient Fathers, ly name Cyprian 
and Auſtin have reaſoned aud taught. 

To this Doctor Ri vetus anſwers by denying the aſſump. 
tion and ſay ing, bat no probable reaſon can be 7 * prove 
that day was prefigured by the eighth day wherein children were 
circumciſed. ; 

And indeed that day being the cighth day after birth doth 
not ſo conveniently denote the firſt day of the wecke. But 
Maſter Perkins his argument hath another part farre more 
principal Idrawne from Pſal. 1 18. 25.23.24. Which Doctor 
Riverus relates after this menner. 

Theday of the Reſurrection was prefgored by that day, wherein

or anſwer whereunto I ſay firit ; that Maſter Perkins de- Reply, 


livers not this ſimply of the Sabbath day, but of the Sabbath 
of the new Teſtament, as much as to ſay, the firſt day of the 
weeke whereon Chriſt roſe ; For this was the day wherein the 
ſtone which the builders retuſed, was made the head of the 
corner ; and of this day the Propher ſpeakes, when he ſaith, 
Tins ts the day which the Lord hath made let ns be glad ami rejoyce 
in it. That like as the Jewes had cauſe to make that day feſti- 
vall and ko rejoyce therein, wherein God advanced David 
to the kingdome, who was as a ſtone, refuſed before by the buil- 
ders in like fort, Chriſtians had as great cauſe, nay, farre 

, to keepe that day feſtivall, and to rejoyce therein, 
when God raiſed Chriſt from the dead, and gave all power 
unto him, and making him the head ot his Church, as being 
now manifeſted to be the ſonne of God, who was before as 
a ſtone deſpiſed and refuſed of the builders, but as on this 
day was made the head of the corner. And not (yprian and 
Av«ftin onely, but Ambroſe upon the Plalmes fo underſtands 
it, and Arnobins allo upon the Plalmes,as Hereſbachins obſer- 
veth. And Doctor Riverm is too blame in conſtruing Perkins 
in luch manner, as if he ſhould confine the builders rejection 
of Chriſt to the Sabbath day, whereof there is no colour in 
Maſter Perkins, but that which he infiſts upon is this, that the 
day wherein Chriſt (formerly rejected by the builders, was 
made hhead the of corner, was the dayof Chriſts reſurrection, 
and of this day it is ſaidby the Pſalmiſt, This is the day which 
the Lord hath made, let ns rejoyce ard be glad in it; Which is 
moſt remarkable for the juſtification of our celebrarion of 
the Lords Day, as by Divine authority. Eſpecially con de- 
ring what Biſhop Lake, that learned and pious, and moſt 
rationall Divine hath obſerved, that alwayes the worke of the 
day is the ground of hallowing the day, and for proofe here- 
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of, hee_appeales to the due conſideration, of all feſtivalls in 
the obſervation thereof, whether Divine ot humane. Maſter 
Perkins his words are theſe (but I know net how Do&or 
Rivet might be deceived: by a miſ-tranilation of them) 
The dapaſiC hrifts reſur ret lion was prefigured by that lay wherein 
the ſtrne which the builder refuſed was made the head of the core 
yer, Plal, 118. 24. aul in that it w.4 prefignred, it as appointed 
Had. For then it appeared to be true which Peter ſaid of Chriſt, 
that Gag had made him both Lord and Chriſt, Act. 2.36. And 
whereas he ſaith the Fathers doe ſo conſtrue the place by way 
of accommodation, that hath place onely when the Text it 
ſelfe doth not ſo accommodate it. But the Text it ſelfe in this 


place doth manifeſilyevince, that this is ſpoken in reference 


to the day of Chriſts reſurrection. 

The laſt reaſon of Maſter Perkins is this: God is Lord of 
times and ſeaſons, and therefore in all equity, the altering and diſ= 
poſing thereof is in his hands, and belongs to him alone, Act. 1. 10. 
Times and ſeaſons the Father bath 77 in his own handt. Againe, 
Chriſt « called the Lord f the Sabbath, And Antiochus Epi- 
phanes i condemned by the Holy G hoſt, becauſe kee tooke upon 
him to alter times: Beſides that, Daniel ſaith, it is God alone that 
changeth times and ſeaſons, Dan. 2. 4. Now, if it be ow unto 
God as to create, ſo to determine and diſpoſe of times, then he hath 
not left the ſame to the power of any creature; And therefore, as 
the knowledge thereof, ſo the appointment: and alteration of the 
ſame either in generall or particular, belongs not to the ¶ Burch, 
but us 1 to him. The Church then neither may nor can 
alter the Sabbath Day. 5 

To this D. Rivetus anſwereth, that the words of Daniel touch- 
ing the change of times and opportunities, are delivered in reference 
to the periods and changing of K ingdomes aud WMonarchies, as ap- 
peares by the argument of the Prophecy, 

And no more doth D. Rix etus deliver in excepting againſt 
his annotations : for as he acknowledgeth M. Perkins ſcripro- + 
rem mode ſtiſſimum, a moſt modeſt writer; ſo he carryeth him- 
ſelſe moſt modeſtly towards him. But I hope without an 
breach of modeſty, I may profeſſe, that I find no — | 
in each of his allegations, ſave one, namely, that wa 

rl 


Chriſt profeſlech himſelf Lord of the Sabbatb;and ic la enough 
fon the preſent hat God reſerves to himſelf power of ordering 
times for his fervicez yet it cannot be deniod, but God hath leſt 
power to his Church, upon good occaſion, to ſet ſome time a- 

art for exerciſe of piety. But whereas it is apparant, that God 

imſelfe tooke upon him the ordering ot the time for the Sab- 
bath, and accordingly Chriſt calls himſelfe The Lord of the 
Sabbath ; as be le it, ſo none but he can abrogate it, 
and ordaine another in the place of it. Now,whereas D.Rive- 
tu / faith, that hee bath Jett this power unto his Church; it 
ſtands him upon to prove it. We hind our Saviour ſuppoſeth 
us Chriſtians to have a Sabbath afrer bis reſurrection, AAA. 


24. 20. as well as the Jewes had before: wee ſind that in the 


Apoſtles daye / the firit day ofthe weeke was ſet apart for this; 
whichconld not be, but by the joynt conſent of the Apoſtles, 
we find that the day of the wecke (not the day ot the yeere) 
wherein Chriſt — by Saint elm himielſe called the Lords 
Day, an evident argument, that in lus time it was ſo generally 
received. We find that never any worke of God did give better 
cauſe to proſeſſe, that The day thereof was the day that the Lord 
had made,let us be glad and rejeyce thareiu j then the day where- 
in Chriſt roſe from the dead, bd thereby was declared to be 
the Sonne of God, even that one which the builders retuſed 
to be made the head of the corner. And how ſtrange is it, that 
the Church for 1500. yeeres ſpace ſhould no where offer to al- 
ter it ; it in no other reſpet̃t, yet in this, tomanitelt that the 
Church is indued with ſuch liberty and power, and to prevent 
the ſuperſtit lous obſervation of the dayas a thing neceſſary, it 
it be not — Laſtly, if this liberty be ſtill in the Church; 
in caſe they ſhould exerciſe this liberty, what inconvenience 
would follow upon the exerciſing of a lawtull liberty? But in- 
finit inconvenience would follow n: for ſeeing this li- 
berty is equally communicated to each particular Church, it 
will follow, that it is lawtull for our in Church to inſti- 
tute the Munday, the French Church the Tueſday, the Hol- 
landers the Wedueiday, the Germans Thurſday, the Danes 
Friday, the Swedes the Saturday, and the Polonians the Sun- 


day; what an intolerable ſcaodall were this — —

holy day,nay,what ſcandall alſo toll xhe Heathen thfough- 


out the world ? For, ſuppoſe that as — keepe the Satur- 
ſo other heatheniſh nations 


day, and the Turks their F ry day j 
according to their ſeverall religions ſhould divide the other 


daies of the weeke to be hallowed bet een them each religion 
keeping to their own day moſt exaBtly: When they ſhouild find 
no agreement amongſt Chriſtians, hat an intolerable ſcan- 
dall were this unto them, to hardenthem againſt the profeſſion 
of the Goſpel, when they fee ſo little agreement among the 
profeſſors of it ? And what ſhould move ns to affect liberty in 
this which opens a way to ſuch diſſention and confuſion; and 
not rather rejoyce in this, that to prevent ſuch miſerable in- 
conveniences, God himſelfe hath marked ont unto us the firſt 
day of the weeke to be the Lords Day; in place of the Jewiſh 
Sabbath, which was the Lords holy day unto them, by the 
moſt wonderful and comfortable work that ever was wrought, 
even the reſurrection of our Lord and Saviour from the dead, 
thereby mani feſting him to be the Sonne of God, and ful- 
filling that prophecie of old concerning the ſtone which the 
builders rell „and making him the head of the corner on 
that day; all power being given unto him both in heaven and 
in earth, AMAatth. 28. thus drawing us in the Prophets language 
to profeſſe and fav fiſt, This 15 the Lords doing, and it a mar- 
vellous in our es: and ſecondly, to conclude there-hence in 
the words immediately follow ing; This is the day which the 
Lord hath made, let us be glad and rejoyce in it; this undoubted- 
ly is our Chriſtian feſtivall; this day of the weeke, and not 
this day of the yeere, (which is remarkable) being called by 
Saint Jahn, The Lords Day, the day wherein Chriſt appeared 
unto him, and gave unto him the booke of Revelation concern- 
ing the ſecrets of his providence to be fulfilled upon the world 
tor the time to come, even till his ſecond comming to deſtroy 
the world with fire, and to bleſſe us with new beavens, and ii new 
earth, wherein ora, Aa ; the metropolis of which 
new world, ſhall be new Jeruſalem. And albeit Doctor A- 
uetus according to his pious ingenuity which crownes bis

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learning and cathedrall ſufficient ies, profeſſeth, «hat what hi- Fe 8. 


therto hath beene ſpoken by him of the choyce and poſſible change 
of that day; he hath not to any ſuch end ventilated, as to favour 
their profane ſſe who on holy dayes and chiefely on that day, which 
by ſo uni verſ alla conſent even from the beginning of ( hriſtianity 
hath beene conſecratedto ſuch uſe , nepletting G ods Service , not 
onely refuſe to omit one day in proſecating mers tending to the 
nſe of life temperall: but al/o by unneceſſary actions. as by plea- 
ſant ſports, ſtage playes , by intemperance alſo and riot profane 
the day , not without reaſon dedicated to the Lord, Yet what 
juſt occaſion hereby may bee in all places and like enough is 
taken in moſt places by this doctrine of his who ſeeth not? 
For albeit publike authority in ſome places hath by lawes 
countenanced the ſolemnization of the Lords Day ; for 
which wee of this land have cauſe to bleſſe God fo as I thinke 
no Nation more; in conſiderat ion of many Lawes one after 
another and by degrees made to reſtraine abuſes on that day, 
as tending to the manifeſt protanation thereof; and by none 
more then by that act of Parliament in the firſt of King Charles, 
wherein all men are forbidden to come out of their Pariſhes 
upon that day about any ſports and paſtime, evidently mani - 
feſting hereby (as formerly hath beene proved) that allſports 
and paſtimesare prophanations of our Chriſtian Sabbath ob- 
ſerved on that day,and that inthe judgement of the whole Par- 
liament conſiſting of the Kings Majeſty the head thereof, with 
his Lords ſpirituall (all the Biſhops of the Kingdome) and 
temporal,together with the Houle of Commons;yet it once it 
ſhall be receaved according to D. Rivers doctrine of the Sab- 
bath, that it is in the power of cach Church to ſet apart what 
proportion of time they thinke fit tor Divine Service, and what 
day they thinke fir, who perceives not that they may if they 
will, order it in ſuch a manner, as that twiſe a day — (hall 
come to Church, and the reſt of the day ſpend as they thinke 
ood, either in the works of their calling, or upon their plea- 
ires: And whenceall this zeale( ſo oppotite to bolineſſe in the 
iſſue) proceeds, I know not, (ave onely to uphold the credit 
of Calvin ; who proſeſſeth that he doth not ſo regard the num- 
ber of ſeaven, as that he would tie any to the ſervitude thereof ; 
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Sec. 6. and yet I have'endeavored to ſhew that neither this oor o- 


ther paſſages talen out of his inſlitutions, makes any thing 
for them. Andwithall it is a wonder to behold how this of 
{ alvin is taken up, and obtruded upon us, by them who o- 
therwiſe hate both the name and memory of (Alvin. And as 
for Doctor Rivers honeſt and pious inſtructions as concerning 
the duties and our demeanors to bee performed on this day, 
we may calily perceive how little worth they are and how 
ezfily they vaniſh into ſmoake , after that hee hath in the 
docttinall part ofthe Sabbath layd fo unhappy a foundation, 
and that by ſo poore reaſons and meane cariage of himſelſe, 
that as I verily thinke , throughout all his writings there is 
not to bee found the like. 
For conſider whether hee had any hope to ſet ſo much as 
a face and ontward ſhew of probability upon his diſcourſe, 
unleſſe firſt he had manifeſtly corrupted the adverſaries tenet 
as appeares by his propoſing it, p.119. Col. 1. Zy theſe( ſaith he) 
and other arguments drawn from Chriſtian liberty it is ſufficiemly 
deduced that they who maintaine the Sabbath day not ſo much 
to be taken away as to be tranſlated unto the Lords Day, and ſo 
changed, and dos indeed thinks it more holy ( then another 
and that net onely in regard of ordination , and uſe, but in reſpell 
ſenification and 75 croſſe ſome without Chriſtian li- 
erty, which is moſt certains of the Papiſts. 
nd indeed Wales makes it appeare that (a/vin writes 
herein againſt the ſuperſtitious Papiſts. And did Riverms 
poſethem _ - were — but it — apparant that hoe diſ- 
tes not ſo much againſt Papiſts in this argument as againſt 
— 5 — as hidnſelfe. But can hee ſhew of any 
of them, that account the Lords more holy then 
any other in reſpe& of ihy myſterious ſignification( for ſo C ai- 
vin ſpeaks in thls place) or effect edly he cannot. 
obſerve a day in the weeke only for order and policy ſake Eccleſia» 
fticall: myſterious ſigniſications in dayes were peculiar only to 
the Jewes, Only we thinke it ſit, that to prevent diſſenſion and 
confuſion,God ſhould marke out that ho unto us to be ob- 
ſerved, and not leave it mito us and ſo hee hathʒ the Scripture 
calling the firſt day of the weeke the Lords Day; and that up- 
on

on ſuch aground as a greater Was never knowne to ground a 
feſtivity thereupon conſecrated to the exerciſes of piety, even 
the day wherein the ffone that was refuſed by the builders was 
male the head of the corner; This was the Lords doing, and it « 
and ever ſhall be marvellous in aur eyes, and gives us cauſe to ſay 
with the P/almiſt thereupon : This is the day which the Lord 
hath made, we will reiozce and be glad in it. So that all the paſ- 
ſages in the Apoſtles writings againſt difference of dayes are 
no more againſt us then againſt Doctor Riverws himlſelfe. 
Now it is time to returne to our Prefacer. I doe not finde 
that Suarez undertakes to defend the Doctt ine of Calvin and 
Chemmitins ( luchas here is pretended to bee their Doctrine) 
but rather oppoſeth it. If ſuch were their doctrine as this 
Prefacer would faine obtrude upon us, from the authority of 
the D. diſcourſe which hee tranſlateth. For Swarez. pro- 
feſſeik, ¶ vlebritatem Dominice dies haberi ex communt u & 
ſenſu Eccleſia & in ipſa ſcriptura Now Teſtamenti commendars : 
that the celebrity of the day is had by the univerſall uſe and 
ſenſe of the Church,and is commended unto us in the very 
Scripture of the New Teſtament ; I have endeavoured to juſti- 
fie it out of the Old Teſtament allo; and in expreſſe tearmes, 
that ic is to bee unchangeable Practice & moraliter, practi - 
cally and morally ; as or Prideaux acknowledgeth,and 
withall cxpoundeth after his underſtanding of it ; and Doctor 
Rivetw allo affirmir g thi kinde of wnchengeableneſſe to ariſe 
from hence that nz 1 cauſe can be given of the ch 

and abrogation of it. This Prefacer and ſuch as are of hys 
ſpirit may doe well to deale plainly, and to profeſſe that it 
in che power of the Church to make the Lords Day to ceaſe 
to be the Lord . 

From cheir Do&rine pretended by him hee proceedes to 
theic practiſe, profeſſing it to bee devoyd of any the leaſt 
ſuperſtitious rigour ʒeſleeming it to be a day leſt arbitrary, nd 
thereſure open to all lau full and honeſt recreations by which 
the inde may be reſre ſhed, and the ſpitit quickened * as 
in Genera all honelt exerciſes, ſhoot ing in pieces, long Bowes, 
croſſe Bowes are uſed in the Sabbath day, and that both in 
the morning before and ater the — And truly I doe 

not 
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not finde my felfe prone to cenſire them for any ſaperftition 
in this. tar this author takes liberty to cenſure them for 
ſuperſtitious, who thinke theſe courles unlawfull on the 
Sabbath Day. I make bold to call the Lords Day our Sab- 
bath ; becauſe our Saviour plainly gives us to underſtand that 
wee Chriſtians ſhould have one day in the weeke for our Sab · 
bath, Ma. 24. 20. as wel as the Jewes hadzand ſecondly becauſe 
the booke of Homilies profeſſeth that Sanday is our Sabbath. 
Nobis non licet eſſe tam diſertis, We may not be fo elegant as 
to cenſure them for profaning the Lords Day by theſe and 
ſuch like courſes. Vet che act of Parlament, 1, {aro/i forbids 
any man to come out of his Pariſh on the Lords Day, about 
any ſports and paſtimes ; which reſtraint tending to this end, 
namely to preſerve the Sabbath from profanation,dorh ma- 
— give us — ———— to come out of a _ 

iſh on that day about any ſports or paſtimes is to profane 
the Sabbath and ſeeing as before} bas ſhewed, that * 
out of a mans pariſh on that day about ſuch a worke as doth 
not profane the Sabbath, is not to profane the Sabbath , as 
to heare a ſermon , or to fetch a ſtrgeon or Phyſitian to a 
ſick perſon in eaſe of neceſſity ; but onely to come out of a 
mans oe Pariſh about ſach a worke'as doth profane the 
Sabbath, fucha comming out of amansown Parith on that 
day, and ſuch alone doth profane the Sabbarh ; hence it fol- 
loweth evidently that all manner of ſports and paſtimes on 
that day, are ſo many profanatious of the Sabbath in the 
judgement of all the Prelates of this Kingdome; and of the 
whole Parliament. 

Now let every ſober Reader judge wheth ſelfe axan 
Engliſh man have not better ground — 4 Parflarient 
to cenſure them of Geneva for prophanery of the Sabbarll in 
the caſe here pretended' then this Prrfucer fromrhe prattife 
of Geneva by the telation of Robert Ivbnſon, to conſure us that 
doe miſlike them herein ( if this bre their practiſe) for ſuper⸗ 
ſtirjous obſervers of the Sabbath ; eſpecially coniſictrlnig thut 
hee cannot faſten this cenſure upon ſack as my felft,but'wIth- 
all her muſt paſſe the fame; upon all Prelates of the Ring- 
dome, together witli the Lords temporall, and the whole 
houſe 


is ill in ferc te bind Chriflians, 


houſe of Commons. Arid as for the exerciſes here mentioned, F 


I finde them to fall wondroufly ſhort , of that which the 
quthor avoucketh , as namely, that they eſteeme the Sabbath 
to lie open to honeſt exerci/es and lawfull recreations , for I 
make no queſtion but in this Prefacer his opinion there are 
tarra mote exerciſes , and lawfull recreations then that of 
ſhooting which alone is here mentioned; and whereas ſuch 
things are permitted in the very morning of the Sabbath, 
and aſw ell afore as after Sermon, I finde no thing anſwerable 
bereunto in the praftiſe of our Church. Neither doe I finde 
that the exerciſes here mentioned are ſo much accommodared 
to the refreſbing of the minde and quickning of the ſpiritzas to 
make their bodies active and expedite in ſome functions 
which may be for the ſervice of the common Wealth. And 
lately upon enquiry hereabout I bave — — 

and 


that at Geneva, after evening prayer, onely the youth d 
practiſe ſhooting in Ount to make them more ready, 
expert for the defence of the City, which is never out of 


nger. 

They have alſo at fonre a Clocke on the Morning 
both Service and a Sermon for their ſervants, and 2.more in 
every Church; the one in the Fore-noone, tho other in the 
After-noon,belide Catechizing the youth on the Sabbath Day: 
And Biſhop Lake wiſhed that ſuch a courſe were — 
as. is. in his Majeſties Court, to have a Sermon in the Mor- 
ning for che ſervants on the Sabbath day. And I ſee no cauſe 
to diſſent from Gerard in ſpecifying 4. particulars where» 
by the Sabbath is not violated, Parva,Neceſſarium, Re fpublica, 
caps. pietate. Undoubtedly hunting is as commendable as, 
(and more generous exerciſe) then any of theſe, and the 
Kings Majeſty though much delighted herein, yet never uſeth 
to hunt on the Sabbath Day Morning or Evening. And I 
have cauſe to come but {lowly to the believing hercot, betauſe 
it is Calvins Doctrine concerning the Sabbath, that albeit 
under the Goſpell we are not hound to ſo rigorous a reſt as the 
Jewes were, yet that ſtill wee are obliged to abſtaine from all 
other works, as they are Avocaments a ſacris ſtudiis c medita- 
tian Aveeations from holy ſtudies and Meditations ; 
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and theic Miniſters, I ſhould thinke doe not well if they faile 
to minde them hereof, unleſſe both they and the people are 
fallen from Calvin; Doctrine in this point, in which caſe F 
ſee no juſt cauſe why any ſhould choake us therewith, but give 
us as much liberty to diſſent from him in the Doctrine of 
the Sabbath as they of Geneva take unto themſelves. Againe 
Beza is well knowne to have profeſſed upon, Revel. 1. 10. 
that the obſervatioa of the Lords Day is, traditionis Apoſtolice 
& vere Divina, and conſequently that the day is not left ar- 
bitrary; neither hath this author proved that the Presbytery 


and ſtates of Geneva, both Eccleſiaſticall, and politicall have 


committed any revolt or apoſtacy theretu from Bec in this 
point. It is well hee acknowledgeth ſome recreation not 
ſuffered t here, as namely dancing; but this hee ſayth they hold 
unlawfull, which ſimply delivered as by this author it is, is 
incredible unto mee, neither hath this authors word any 
ſufficient authority to deliver mee from this incredulity : yet 
ſome manner of dancing may perhaps bee generally forbid- 
den in the French Proteſtant Churches. This ſtrictneſſe < the 
Prefacer ſaith ) i noted by ſome to have beene a great hinderer 
to the growth of the reformed Religion ; which belike is ad- 
vantaged ſo much the more with us in as much as it is not 
hindred;but he quotes no author for that, As for the author 
he quotes, I have not hitherto found that hee hath arrived to 
any great auttwrity or credit in the World forthe truth of his 
relations. Neither hath the wiſdome of our Church or ſtate 
taken any contrary courſe hitherto either by Statute or Ca- 
non to promote reformation amongſt us; what they may 
doe hereafter I know not; when ſuch ſpirits as this Prefacer 
may bee ſo fortunate as to (it neare the ſterne. Whether the 
French Churches have found it ſo as this Geographer is 
ſayd to report I know no7;but for their judgment herein I muſt 
expectuntill I heare more therof. Sell. 7. 

Which being ſo, the judgement and practice of ſo many 
men, andof ſuch ſeverall perſwaſions in the controverted point 
of the Chriſtian faith, concurring unanimouſly together; the 
miracle is the greater,that we inEngland thould take up a con · 
wary opinion, and thereby ſeparate our ſelves from all that 


are 


Is ftall in force to bind Chriſtians, 
are called Chriſtian; yet ſoit is, I skill not bow it comes to 
paſſe, but ſoit is, that ſome among us have revived againe the 
Jewiſh Sabbath, though not the day it ſelte, yet the name and 
thing. Teaching that the commandement of ſanctifying 
every ſeventh day, as in the Moſaicall Decalogue, is naturall, 
morall and perpetuall; that whereas all things elſe in the 
Jewiſh Church were fo changed, that they were cleane taken 
away, This day (meaning the Sabbath) was ſo changed, that 
it ſtill remaineth; and laſtly, that the Sabbath was not any 
of thoſe ceremonies which were juſtly abrogated at Chriſts 
comming. All which poſitions are condemned for contrary 
to the Articles of the Church of England; as in a comment 
on thoſe Articles peruſed, and by the lawtull authority of 
the Church allowed to be publique, is moſt cleare and mani- 
feſt ; which do&rinalls, though dangerous in themſelves,and 
different from the judgement of the ancient Fathers, and of 
the greateſt Clerks of the later times, are not yet halte ſo de- 
ſperate as that which followeth thereupon in point of pra- 
ctice: For theſe poſitions granted and entertained as ortho- 
dox, what can we elſe expect, butſuch ſtrange paradoxes, as in 
the conſideration of the premiſſes have beene delivered from 
ſome pulpits in this kingdome, as viz. That to doe any ſer- 
vile worke or bulineſſe on the Lords Day, is as great a ſiume as 
to kill a man, or to commit adultery ; that to throw a bowle, 
to make a feaſt, or dreſſe a 5 on the Lords Day, 
is as great a ſinne, as for a man to take a knife and cut his childs 
throat; that to ring more bells than one on the Lords Day, is 
as great a (inner, as to commit murther. The author which re- 
ports them all, was preſent when the broacher of the laſt poſi» 
tion was convented for it. And I believe him in the reſt ; the 
rather, ſince I have heard it preached in London, that the law 
of Moſes whereby death temporall was a for the 
Sabbath-breaker was yet in force, and that who ever did the 
works of his calling on the Sabbath day, was to die therefore, 
And I know alſo, that in a towne of mine acquaintance, the 
Preachers there had brought the people to that paſſe, that nei- 
ther baked nor roſt meat was to be found in all the pariſh fur 


a Sundayes dinner throughout the yeere, Theſe ate the ordi- 
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a miracle that men ſo ſhould doe. Men may be ſottiſh even to 
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nary fruits of fuch dangerous doctrines ; and againſt theſe, and 
ſuch as theſe, our Author in this following Treatiſe doth ad- 
dreſſe himfclfe, accuſing them that entertaine the formall 
doctrinalls every where, of no leſſe than Jadaiſme,and preſſing 
them with that of Hnftin, that they who licerally under- 
ſtand the fourth Commandement, doe not yet ſavour the 

Spitit : Section the third. 
Auſtin ſomewhere ſaith, that he who lookes for miracles in 
theſe dayes for confirmation of the truth, Magnum ipſe prodi- 
or for a monſter ; he doth not ſay; It is 


admiration,and ſuch if this Prefacer proves; we will not fay it 
is a miracle: mira wonderful things may be wrought not only 
by the practice of Satan, but in the very courſes of men, hut 
God is he alone that worketh miracles. He talkes of unani- 
mon concurrence of men of ſeverall rr er. otherwiſe in the 
controverted points of Chriſtian faith, and that both in judgement 
and prattice with him in his way; he loves to ſpeake with a full 
mouth, and to make a great noiſe, as the Hogs in Ælian did, 
when their owner ſhore them; which gave him occafigh to 
fay,7 hat there was a great drale of cry, bur a little wooll. And let 
the indifferent judge whether the wooll be anſwerable to the 
noiſe this Prefacer makes. Now, the men of ſeverall perſwa- 
ſions whom hee avoucheth are Papiſts, and Proteſtants, and 

| the Proteſtants, both Latherans and Catvinifts. And 
hitherto he hach ſpoken of foure particulars ; I deſire che reader 
would take notice of the modeſty of this author in each of 
them compared with the noiſe here hee makes concerning 


them; as if he were as much crackt in his braine, as hee who 


ſtanding upon the key at Athens, with a note booke in his 


hands, ſet downe every ſhip that entred into the road as his, 


when he was not owner of any one of them. So I ſhall make 
it appeare, that this Prefacer hath title to none of the ſides he 
boaſts of for the countenancing of his way in any one of the 
particulars mentioned. The firſt particular is about the origl- 
nall inſtitution of the Sabbath; as whether God 4 
it immediatly upon the creation. This author denies the inſti- 
tution of ic before the promulgation of the law upon —

Sina; And what ſtrength of ſuffrages doth he bring for this 
amongſt the Proteſtants, whether Lutherans or Calviriſts ? 
Surely not one Latherane that I know ; but of others all that 
he avoucheth by himſelfe are bat Doctor Pridenux and Goma+ 
ru, and by his aſſiſtance, Vatablm and HMnſcrelrs ; on the 
contrary are alleged by Walen: 1. Luther himſelfe : 2. Z win- 
glims : 3. Calum: 4. Ber: 5, Peter Martyr : 6. Bullin« 
ger: 7. Zanchims: 8. Urſin: 9. Gualterm : 10. Areti- 
u 11. Bertram: 12, Mercer: 13. Antonins Fayns : 
14 Junius: 15. Zepperus: 16, Martimus : 17, Alſtedins. 
The ſame is juſtified by Ritas, who voucheth no leſſe than 
thirty Writers of note to concurre in this; Now let the indiffe- 
rent judge on whoſe (ide is the miracle this Prefacer ſpeakes 
of, in his chetoricall amplifications, on his ſide, or on ours. 
Yet not one Engliſh Divine is mentioned, either by Maleus or 
Rivetus witongit this number. 2. Then as for Papiſts : Tofta- 
tus indeed diſputes againſt this opinion of ours, but his rea- 
ſons I have anſweted; and Catarinu a Popiſh Prelate, as well 
as Abulenſis, is acknowleged by this Author to oppole Teſta» 
tw in this; neither hath he or Doctor Pridraux undertaken to 
anſwer him, Onely this Prefacer,after his bold faſhion, ſaith, 
that Catarinas tooke up armes againſt Toſtatar with ill ſuc- 
ceſſe, it hath beene manifeſt that for ought doth appeare, C- 
tarinus hath had better ſucceſſe than Toſtatws ; F or Percriu: 
takes Toſſatus his part, yet all the Rhemiſts on Apoc. 1. 10. 
doe maniſeſt themſelves to take part with Catarina, and Co- 
marus acknowledgethas much of Maria. And Rivera alſo 
allegeth e Auguſtiuus Steurhus, Gevebrard, Jacobus Solianur, 
Cornelius de Lapide. Emmanuel $a, and Ribera, all concurring 
againſt Toſtatus and all Papiſts, yea, many of them ſeſuites. 
Hereby let the reader judge of the modeſty of this Author; 
and on whole ſide the feigned miracle is, on his fide,or on ours: 
For it is manifeſt hitherto, that rhe men he ſpeaker of, of ſtve- 
verall perſwaſions otherwiſe, are by farre, more for us than for 
him, But it may be in this particular, his glory is, that the Fa- 
thers are rather for his opinion than for us. But upon what 


ground? Is it from any evidence of Seriprare ? nothing leſſe, 


not one of them building hereupon ; ind as for ryidences, they 
N 4 bring 
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bring none, fave that the Scripture doth not particulate, that 
the Patriarches of old obſerved the Sabbath. Yet it was not 
to be held a generall rule, that Argumentum non valet ab autho- 
ritate negative; the argument drawe from authority doth 
not hold negatively in matter of fact. Secondly, not onely 
our Divines, as * and Walexs, that the meaning of the 
Fathers is onely this, that the Patriarches did not obſerve it 
after a Jewiſh manner,but Jacobus Salianis a Papiſt affirmes the 
ſame particularly of Tertullian; as Rivetus voucheth him in 
his anſwer to Gomarut, pag. 21. And it may be made appa- 
rant from Tertullian himſelſe, otherwiſe hee cannot be treed 
from contradiction, as who plainly mani feſteth his opinion in 
our ſide, as Rivetus citeth him, pag. 23. So that the Fathers 
alleged by our adverſaries, being rightly underſtood, make 
nothing for them; yet we want not variety of Fathers making 
— for us, and againſt them; and that grounding them- 
ſelves upon expreſſe Stripture, Gen. 2. 3. therefore The Lord 
bl:ſſed the ſeventh day and hallowed it, which our adverſaries 
have no other meanes to avoid, than by ſayingthat it is ſpoken 
by anticipation z according whereunto = meaning of Moſes 
muſt be thus; becauſe the Lord reſted the ſeventh day from 
creation, therefore he bleſſed the ſeventh day and fanftified it, 
but would you know when? to wit,2000.and 4. or 500. yeeres 
after. And laſtly, the dividing of times into weekes, proved to 
be the moſt ancient diviſion of times in the world, received by 


all nations, and made a feſtivall day thereupon as many have 


moſt learnedly proved it, doe juſtifie the ihcation of the 
Sabbath to have had its beginning and courſe from the ve 
creation. So that in this particular wee have on our ſide bot 
Scripture. and reaſon, and Fathers, and the opinion of men of 
ſeverall profeſſions, as this author preſſeth it, both Papiſts and 
Proteſtants, both Lutherancs and Calviniſts; and this Prefa- 
cer can lay no juſt title to any one of them in this particular. 
The ſecond point he hath inſiſted upon, is about the morality 
of one day in ſeven, For this he pretends, onely Papiſts in the 
firſt place, and not a Father throughout, (and as Chry/oſtome 
to the contrary hath profeſſed, that God from the beginni 
hath maniteſted,that on that day in the circle of the week

be conſecrated unto his ſervice) much leſſe Scripture. And 
it isapparant that God commanded that the proportion of 
one day in ſeven ſhould bee allotted to his ſervice; and it was 
never to bee abrogated, nor ever did any man deviſe any ce- 
remoniality therein. And to this day it hath continued in 
the Church of God. To Toſtatus wee have oppoſed Azorius 
the jeſuite; proteſſing that it is moſt agreeable to reaſon after 
ſix worke dayes to conlecrate one to Gods ſervice. Adde to 
him Stella upon Luke , Jacobus de Valentia , & Dominicus 
Bannes.— As for eAquiaar, that which hee accounts cere- 
moniall in the fourth Commandement was expreſſed by him 
to bee not one day in ſeven , but the particulating of the 
ſeaventh day : But whereas he goes no farther in illuſtrating 
the morality of this Commandement then in faying that 
ſeme time muſt be ſet apart for Gods ſervice, 1 appealeto every 
mans conſcience, whether thevery light of nature doth not 
ſuggeſt that not onely ſometime but a convenient proportion 
of time ought to be conſecrated unto God; and when God 
hath manifeſted this to bee one day in ſeaven under the Law 
doth not the very light of nature ſuggeſt , that wee ſhould fin 
againſt God if wee (ſhould not allow unto him as good a 
roportion of time under the Goſpell ? And further if the 
Lords Day, be of Divine inſtitution amongit us Chriltians,is it 
not ſtill che Law of God even unto us , to allow unto him 
one day in ſeven ? Now Doctor Prideaux himſelfe alleageth 
more Papilts for this opinion than for the contrary,, and one 
of them, to wit, Silveſter profeſſeth it is the common opi- 
nion, as Acorius voucheth him. And as for Proteſtants to ſide 
with him herein, hee alleageth none but Gomarius and River; 
ic may ſeeme by his carriage, that Vatablus nd Muſculus allo 
are for him in this, but that is untrue, they are alleaged by 
Comarus on the firſt point onely as touching the originall in- 
ſutution of the Sabbath. Now River is oppoſed here in b 
his two Collegues,Walew and Thyſius; and whereas he takes 
upon him to anſwer Wee his reaſons to the contrary , 
and repreſent his owne reaſons for his opinion herein I have 
taken into conſideration both the one and the other ; and I 
truſt have repreſented the weakneſſe of his diſcourſe through- 
our.

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21 otherwiſe a very learned and worthy Divine. Now 
us hat h not oncly alleadged amonꝑſt the Fathers CHryſo- 
ſteme, Clemens Alexandrinus, Euſebius, Auguſtine ,T heodorer buy 
a multitude of Proteſtant writcrs, maletaining the morality 
of one day in ſeaven, as Luther, HMelanxtthon, Calvin, Bexa, 
Bucer, Peter Martyr Zanchins, uuius, Liretus, Daneus, Fapus, 
Martinius, Urſinus. Alſtedius, Lornſegins, Feſtus Hommius, be- 
ſides Engliſh and Scottiſh writers, whom he might have pro- 
duced morethen enough : yea of Biſhops in this Kingdome ; 
as Biſhop Babington, Bilbop eAndrewes Biſhop Lake,yea and 
Maſter Hooker in his Eccleſiaſticall policy. Now let the rea- 
ders judge by this of the modeſty ofthis 8 in this par. 
ticular al ſo, and whether the miracle (as he phraſeth it) be on 
our fide in diſſenting from others unreaſonably, or on his 
rather. 

The third particular is touching the celebration of the 
Lords Day, as whether it bee by authority humane or divine 
rather: wee ſay it is of divine; hee will have it to be leſt ar- 
bitrary : yet was it never knowne, that any earthly Maſter 
did leavethe proportion of ſervice, to bee performed unto 
him, to the pleaſure of his ſervant ; neither did God leave 
it thus from the beginning of the World untill Chriſt, as hath 
becne proved. Yet this Prefacer will have it thus left unto. 
us in theſe latter dayes ; of which the Apoſtle hath 1 
cĩed, that Men ſhould be lovers ef pleaſure more then lovers of 
od. For this, he boalts of all ſorts of Papiſts, this he begins 
withall ; which was not wont to bee the courſe of SR 
Divines ; yet hee belies Doctor Prideaxx in this; who allea- 

eth more Papiſts ſtanding for the divine right hereof, then 
Be the contrary ; and one of them ( as farmerly I ſayd) pro- 
fcſſeth that it is the common opinion. And Arrius the Je- 
ſuite profeſſeth that it is moſt agreeable to reaſon, that as af- 
ter ſix dayes worke one ſhould bee conſecrate unto the Lord, id 
the Lords Day (ſhould be it. That many of our Proteſtants Di- 
vines call the obſervation of the Lordi Day, Eccleſiæ conſue- 
tudinem, and that it was left free unto the Church to chooſe ano 
they, aſier the Iewes Sabbath was abrogated, I have ſhewed 
how little all this makes for him, anſwering to every paſſage 


punQually,

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punAually , as they are alleaged by him. For it is confeſſed ect. . 
that the Church they ſpake of was the apoftolicall Church z, —— — © — 


and the cauſe moving them to chooſe this day was the Ne- 
| ſurrection of Chriſt , and whereas ſome two of them call this 


Canſam prob abilemʒ I have diſcuſſed that, and prooved it to be 
more then probable. I have ſhewed withall how the ancient 
fathers have acknowledged it, ſome — . divine, ſome 
Equivalently , and expreſſely apoſtolicall conſtitution or 
lanction, as Athanaſins ( whole reaſon drawne from the con- 
gruity betweene the firſt creation and the ſecond Creation by 
vertne of Chriſts death is remarkeable, and followed by many 
both Engliſh and outlandiſh Divines.

The materialls are, firſt that the name Sab- 
bath is retained ; and well may it be in my judgement — 
ſome entertaine ſublime reaches to the contrary ) if our Sa- 
viour have any authority with us z who adviſeth his Diſciples 
to pray that _— ht be not in the Winter, nor on the Sabbath 
day ; which is «wk by him in reference to the time aboug 
the deſtruction of Ieruſalem, at what time the Lords Day was 
come in place of the Jewes Sabbath among the Chriſtian con- 
gregations, and that by apoſtolicall ſubſtitution. And in 
the very booke of our Homilies it is expreſſely ſayd that the 
Sunday is now our Sabbath. And his Majeltics briefes for 
collection fo ſtile it. And in the conference at Hampton Court 
it Was ſo (tiled by Doctor Raynolds, and the motion he made 
thereabout generally yeelded unto ; ſo that the State hitherto 
ſeemes to be cenſured by this bold Prefacer. The next aſper- 
ſion is. that the thing alſo is revived, But what thing ? the

Jewes Had peculiat ſacrifice both morning and evening which 


doubled the dayly ſacriſice; this ſurely is not revived. There 
were beſides two things in the Jewiſh Sabbath; the one was 
a relt, the other was the ſanRifying of that reſt; As for the 
reſt,if that were not, It were no db ath. Yet our Saviour calls 
it a Sabbath, our Church calls ita Sabbath, our State calls it a 
Sabbath. And A»ftin calls us to ſuch a reſt on che Lords Day, 
as that therein we muſt atem Deo vacure, tantum cult ibu 4 
vinis vacare, onely reſt to God, onely reſt for divine worſhip, 
And Calvin, who is taken to be no friend of ours in this cale, 
profeſſeth, that we mult reſt from all gur works, ſo farre forth 
as they are avocam-nta 4 facris ſtudiu, & meditationibus, avo- 
cations from — ſtudĩes and meilitations, but not for an 
myſterious fignification ſake, and that herein conſiſts the dit- 
ference betweene the Jewiſh reſt and our Chriſtians reſt; and 
I am exactly of his opinion for this: As for the ſanRiticati- 
on of this reſt, I truſt wee are as much bound to the perfor- 
mance hereof, and that in as great meaſure, and with as great 
devorton under the Goſpel, as ever the ſewes were under the 
Law; And at the hearing of this Commandement as well as 
ofany other, our Church hach taught us to pray, Lord have 
mercy upon us and incline our hearts to kerpe this Law. And I find 
it wondrous ſtrange, to heare,that ſome ſhould not (pare to pro- 
feſſe, that this was ſhuffled in they know not how ; At length 
wee come to the particular charges: the firſt is, that ſome 
ſhould reach, that The Commandement of [anltifying every ſe- 
venth day, as in the Moſaicall Decalogue, is naturall, morall, 
and perpetuall: and Maſter Rogers is quoted for this on the 
Article, Art.7, hee quotes Maſter Doctor Bownde, pag y. Now 
truely, it cannot be denied, but that when the fourth Com- 
mandement is read unto us in our Congregations, wee are 
taught to pray unto God, to ſhew ſuch mercy unto us, as 7 
incline owr hearts to the keeping of this law, And both maſter 
Ro gers and this Prefacer are to be preſumed to have ſubſcribed 
as well as others, and by their ſubſcription acknowledged that 
this is nothing contrary to Gods Word] that we are as much 
bound to the obſervation of this Commandement as of any 
other, and cquſequently to keepe the Sabbath, and doe no 
manner

kept; and here he ſheweth that this is not left untothe Church, 
but preſcribed by God hiwſelfe, as who preſcribed one da 
unto the Jewes,and another day unto us Chriſtians ; but Nil 
one in ſeven: The ſame was the opinion both of Beſlarmine. 
an: Maſe Hooker in his Eccleliaſticall policy. Whereas both. 
aſter Rogers and the Prefacer ſo carry the matter: as if by 
Doctor Bemades opinion we Chriſtians were bound to keepe 
our Sabbath on the ſame day whereon the Jewes were bound 
to keepe theirs, which, is molt untrue, though the fourth Com- 
mandement may be indifferently accommodated to our Chri- 
ſian Sabbath as it was unto the JewiſhSabbath, ſaye onely as 
touching the reaſon given, which hath expel reference to the 
creation; but our Chriſlian Sabbath ſtands in reference to the 
wor ke of Redemption, Each is the reſt on a ſeyenth day af- 
ter ſix dayes of labour, and as. they were bound to ſandtifie 
their ſeyenth, ſo are we bound to ſanłtiſie ours; and as that 
was reſted on, and ſanctiſied in remembrance of Gods reſt from 
the worke of Creation, ſo is ours reſted on in remembrance of 
ils reſt from the Jud of Redemption, ſo that our day of

But is not the Sabbath a ceremony, and ſo abrogated 
if ? Heanſwers it in this manner: Doe as Chriſt did in 

cauſe of divorce, looke whether it were ſo from the beginning; 
now the beginning of the Sabbath was in P aradiſe befare — Was 
any ſinne, andſo before there needed any Saviour; and ſo before 
there was any ceremony or figure of a Saviour. And if they ſay it 
prefignred the reft that we ſhall have from our finnes in Chriſt, 
we grant it, and therefore the day is not changed, but yet no cere- 
mony proved, Hee proceeds to prove that it was no ceremony : 
97 J om the Law ; ſecond! —— Goſpel, Ex. 2. 4. thus; 
All cere monie were.endrd in 475 But ſo was not the Sabhath ; 
For, Matth. 24. 20. ( Hriſt bids them pray, that their viſitation 
be not on the Sabbath day: ſo that there muſt needs be a Sabbath 
ter Chriſts death, Now, what doth Doctor Bonde affirme 
orty yeeres agoe, N05 Doctor Andrewes did not in his pat- 
terne of Catecheticall doctrineꝰ Icame tothe third and laſt : 
That the Sabbath was not any of thoſe ceremonies which were juſt- 
ly abrogated at ('hriſts comming. This very point Doctor An- 
drewes maintaines by divers arguments, as well as D. Bownde, 
which yet is rightly to be undetſtood,to wit, not of the obſer- 
vation of the ſeventh day from the creation z but of tlie obſer- 


vation of one day in ſeven, So that in M. Kegers his Brent ian 
judgement in this particular, Doctor Angr-wes, who after · 
wards became, Biſhop, of Wincheſter, might be accounted a 
Sabbatariap, as well. a5 D. Bownde, All cheſe poſitions the 
Prefacer ſaith, are condemned for contrary ta the Articles of the 
Church of England; but by whom condemn ? by none 

by M. Rogers; and by the ſame, reaſon he niighit ay

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doArine of Doctor eAndrewes was condemned alſo for contrary Feld. 

to the doftrine of the Church of England, to wit, by M. Rogers. — — 

And confider his abſurd inference from the ſeventh Article of 

the Charch of England; The Article faith that Chriſtians 

are not hound at all to the obſervation of Indaicall ceremonies ; 

Hence he inferres, that they whom he calls, Our home Sabba- 

rarians are adverſaries to this truth in part, namely, in as much 

as they deny the Sabbath to be a ceremony : But doth our 

Church affirme the Sabbath to be a ceremony? Nothing leſſe; 

this M. Rogers, of his one head, layes downe for a principle, 

namely, that the Sabbath was a ceremony, to obtrude upon us, 

asif himſelfe had as much authority as a whole Convocati- 

on. And D. ſudrewes takes upon him to diſprove this very 

point (which R/ ger ſuppoſeth as a principle) and that by va- 

rious arguments: Belike D. Andrewes deſerved not to be num- 

bred amongſt the greateſt Clerks of theſe later times nor D. Lal 

neither; nor Biſhop Babington; And as for the judgement of 2 

the ancient Fathers, it appeares what skil the Prefacer hath in | | 

them, and what reſpeRt he beares unto them, by the learning 1 

he hath bewrayed in this preface. Had he found in them, ho 

much the forbidding of dancing in their dayes, did hinder the 

growth of Chriſtian Religion, we ſhould have heard of it un- 

doubtedly, as well as bow it hath hindred the growth of the 

reformed Religion In France out of Heylins Geography: yet 

their doctrinalls (which I have ſhewed to be the docttinalls 

of Doctor eAndrewes as well as of Doctor onde, yea, and 

could ſhew it to be the dottrine of divers other late Biſhops in 

this Church) though dangerons in th. m'clves,not half ſo deſperate 

u that which folleweth thereupon in praftice, Divers particulars 

whereof he reciteth out of the ſame Maſter Rogers his preface, 

to his comment upon the Articles of the Church of Eng- 

land. And indeed, this Maſter Rogers gloticth there, Pyrgopo- 

[ynices=like, that he hath beene the man and the meanes that theſe 

Sabbatarian erreurs aud impietics were brought into light and 

hnowledge the State; ſo he ſpeakes ; and that this is 4 comfort 

ro his ſole, and would be to his dying dy. And in very deed, the 

particulars mentioned by him, are very foule ; for hee ſaith, 

It was preached in a market towne in Oxfordſhire, that to doe 
0 any 
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any ſervile worke or buſine ſſe on the Lords Day, i 4s great a ſinne 
2260 bill a man, or 3 Secondly, 1. — — 
in Fumm rſet ſbire, that to throw a bowl: on = Sabbath day, is 4s 
great a ſinne a4 to kill a man; that it was preached in Norfolke, 
that to mak; a feaſt or wedding-dinner on the Lords Day, is 4s 
great 4 3 4s for a father to take a knife and cut his childs throat. 
I wonder the Prefacer doth not call them miracles ; Sommer- 
ſetſhire is a pretty large County; and there be many market 
townes in Oxfor dſhire; and I doe not doubt but there are 
many pariſhes in Nortolke; But no particular is here (et 
downe, either of perſon or of place; and wee have no better 
authority for the proofe of theſe imputations than this mans 
word, which yet undoubtedly was not preſent at theſe Ser- 
mons: for then he would hae beene very carefull to expreſſe 
2 the next ſtory hee doth the like. So that in the iſſue, 
the ſtrength of all comes but to this, that he hath heard it thus 
reported. Now, I have heard it preached, and that at Saint 
Maries in Oxford, that a man in Bunbury, or thereabouts, 
having broken a bone, his ſonne refuſed to goe for a Bone- 
ſetter, becauſe it was the Lords Day, and this Sermon, after- 
wards comming into print, the party finding himſelfe agrie- 
ved by this ſcandalous report caſt forth of him, repaired to the 

uarter Seſſions holden at Oxford, and complained to the 
Juſtices of the wrong that was done unto him; the Preacher 
of that Sermon being by, and the whole matter being opened, 
and the contrary juſtified ; the preacher proſeſſed, that he de- 
livered no mure than he had heard, but promiſed the next time 
that he printed that Sermon, hee w leave that ſtory out. 
Doctor Ho:kins of our houſe was preſent at the hearing of this 
buſineſſe, and brought us word of it. But WOES der- 
mon ever came to be printed a ſecond time, I know not. In like 
fort, 1 have heard it reported of Maſter Bolton, that when one 
fell into the River on the Sabbath day, he would not ſuffer 
thoſe thit were with him, being neere to runne to helpe him 
out: I profeſſed at the hearing of ic, I knew Maſter Bolton 
{o well, that it ſeemed uncredible to me, but the reporter 
profeſſed to deliver it upon knowledge. But if it were ſo, ma- 
ny there be that can — witneſſe theteunto in the my 
where 
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1s ftill in foree to bind Chriftians, 
whecehe lived, Lately, it hath beene brought unto mee, that 
one hath beene heard to lay ro my charge behind my backe, 
that I ſhould ſay, David tinned more in dancing about the 
Arke, than either in deflouring Bat hiſbebath, or killing Uriab ; 


though it is ſuch a compariſon that never entered into my 
thoughts, how much leſſe to paſſe ſo prodigious a judgement 


upon the compariſon ? In the laſt place, he ſaith, It was preached 


54 Suffolke, (and that he could name the man, and was preſent 
when he was convented betore his ordinary for preaching the 
ſame)that to ring more belt than one upon the Lords day to call the 
people unto ¶ harch, is as great a ſinne, as to commit murther ; this 
is more particular than the reſt ; and had hee added one thing 
— aery words had been compleat, namely, that as he faith, 
he was convented for it before his Ordinary, fo he was found con- 
victed of it; which if it were ſo, I wonder he ſhould conceale 
it; if it were not ſo, of what credit is this his relation? He 
addes, that many things to this effect he had read before in the 
Sabbath doctrine, printed at London for I. Porter and Tho. Man, 
what this booke was I could not deviſe, but lately have gotten 
into my hands D. B-wndes booke of the Sabbath. finde by 
comparing it well, that this is the booke he girds at. Now I 
finde nothing in him to this effect, though I have gone over 
moſt of the firſt booke, and in the Index doe not finde any 
thing that can give me probability in the ſecond booke, ten- 
ding to any ſuch effect: and I wonder he ſpared to quote the 
place where ſuch doctrines are to be found, nothing being 
more convenient to juſtifie his criminations (than to quote for 
it ſomething that is to be ſeene in print) and thereby to cleare 
himſelfe from the ſuſpicion of a malignant. But this Pretacer 
very judiciouſly believes him throughout, becauſe the Relator 
was preſent when the broacher of the laſt poſition was convented for 
it, yet doth he not ſay he was convitted of it. And upon what 
ground he proceeds fo judiciouſly in belicving it is remarke- 
able, to wit, hecax/e himſelſe hath heard it preached in Landon, 
that the Law of Moſes, whereby death temporall was appointed for 
the Sabbath-breakrr, was yet in force; and that whoever did the 
work-s of his ordinary calling on the Sahbath day, was to die theres 
fore, Now, 1 vrofelſe he ſeemes to me a great deale more poli- 
O 2 tique 
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tique herein than at the firſt I was ware of: For, had hee not 
believed Maſter Rogers his report this way, others might have 
taken as great liberty to believe but their part concerning this. 
Therefore it ſtood him upon, firſt, to manifeſt his ingenuous 
facility in believing another, that this might be a ſhooing- 
horne to draw on others by way of the like ingenuous facility 
to believe him alſo; yet ſich thing may be; for as long as 
the world laſts, we ſhall be exerciſed with wilde wits, and ſo 
no doubt we ſhall with tale-tellers too, and ſo much the more 


in all likelihood the neeter the world approacheth to an end: 
It hath beene ſo amongſt Philoſophers in Cicero his obſervati- 
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on ; it hath been ſo amongſt Schoole-divines it is ſo — 


Socinians and Arminians. But let the ſaddle be ſet upon the 
right horſe, and let every man beare his one burthen. Now 
I have made it manifeſt, that the doctrines which he picks out 
of D. Bownde, and (tiles Sabbatarian doctrines, ate the do» 
&rines of D. «Andrewes, afterwards Biſhop of Wincheſter ; I 
could ſhew them to be the doctrines of many other worthy 
Prelates that have been of this kingdome; and it may be that if 
the votes of the Biſhops of this kingdom were taken,the major 
rt would concurre with us, as touching the doctrine of the 
Sabbath,rather than againſt us. The ſame Maſter Rogers ſacri- 
ficeth to his net, and — incenſe to his yarne, and magni- 
fies the good ſucceſſe of his labours. For thu goal, he ſaith, 
hath enſued thereupon ; vamely, that the ſaid = of the Sab 
bath, comprehending the above mentioned, and many more ſuch 
fearefull and hereticall aſſertions, have beene both called in, and 
forbidden to be printed any more and to be made common, and that 
eArchbiſhop Whit gift, by hu letters and officers at Synod: and 
Viſitations, Anno 99. did the one, and Sir John Popham, Lord 
chiefe Tuſtice of England at Bury Saint Edmunds in Suffolke, 
Anno 1600, didthe other. For all this we have nothing but 
his word; and as for the bookes he talkes of, hee had for- 
merly mentioned, but one printed 95. at London for J. Porter 
and Th. Man, of the doctrine of the Sabbath, which ap- 
peares to be D. Bowndesz, Now, was this ever called in? Sure L 
am, D. Willet upon Geneſis came forth the yeere after this M. 
Rogers his Analyſis of the Articles of the Church of * 
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This hee dedicated to King James, and over and above hath FefF. 


a ſecond dedication in Lat ine to Archbiſhop Bancroft and 
to the biſhop of London then being; wherein hee fignifieth 
that the one of them was author , the other hortator unto 
him to perfect this worke of his; aud therefore undoubted- 
ly came forth with as good approbation as the Analyhr of 
Maſter Rogers upon the ſecond Chapter of Gen. he obſerves 
that As the Sub bath kept then upon the ſevemth day in remem- 
branse of the Creation was of the Lords inſtitution, ſo the Lords 
Day, u now obſerved by the ſame authority, in remembrance of 
the Reſurrellicn of Chriſt , and redemption by the ſame. And 
this hee delivers in oppoſition to the Rhemiſts; who count rhe 
obſervation of the Lords Day but a tradition of the ¶ hurch, and 
Eccleſiaſticall inſtitution , and having ſpent a whole page in 
folio upon this argument in the next page thus hee writeth 
I doe wonder then this doctrine of the Sabbath , and day of reſt 
now called the Lords Day having ſuch evident demonſtration out 
of the Scriptures and being confirmed by the conſtant and contin 
nuall pratliſe of the ¶ hurch, in all ages : that any profeſſing the 
GoFp-ll, ſpecially being exerciſed in T Study of the Scriptures, 
ſhould gainſay, and impugne theſe poſitions following as erroneous, 
1. That the Commandement of [anftifying the Sabbath is natural 
morall and perpetnall : For if it be not ſo then all the ( ommande= 
ments contained in the Decalogue are not morall , ſo ſhould we 
have. g. and not. to. Commandementi; and then Chriſt ſhould come 
to deſtroy the Law. and not to fulfill is contrary to our Saviours 
own words, Mat h. 5. 17. 2. That all other things in the Law 
were ſo changed that they were cleane taken away, as the prieſt- 
hood,Sarrifices and Sacraments : this day ( namely the Sabbath) 
was ſo changed, that it yet remaines , For it is evident by the 
eApoſtles practiſe, Acts 20.7, 1 Cor. 16.2. Apo · 1. 10. that 
the day of reſt ( called the Sabbath) was changed from the ſeventh 
day tothe firſt day of the weeke : and ſo was obſerved and kept 
holy under the name of the Lords Day. 3. That it 1s not lam full 
to uſe the {ſeventh day to any other eng, but to the holy and ſan- 
flified cuchſor which in the be ming it was created. 4. As tl e Sake 
bath came in with the firſt man , ſo muſt it not goe ont , but 
with the laſt. 5. That we are reſtrained upon the Sabbath from 
O 3 works 
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Seid. 7. works as the Jewes were, though not in ſach ftrift particular 


manner 45 they were, yet in generall we are forbidden all kind of 
works upon the Lords Day, as they were , which may binder the 
ſervice of Ged, , 

Now the Author that hee intimates as oppoling theſe po- 
fitions hee deſcribes by the title, of his booke in the margent, 
which is this.

In the next relation 
of his which is of a familiar nature, undoubtedly the Prefacer 
deſerves to be believed. That in a Towne of his acquaintance 
the preachers tiiere had brought the people to that paſſe , that 
neither bated nor roſte meate was to be found in all the 
Pariſh for a ſunday dinner throughotm the yeare, and hee con- 
cladesit with ſuch an Epiphonema. Theſe are the ſruites of 
ſuch dangerow drttrines;, as Wehe fortunes of the Church or

And to conſeſſe a trath, though I never was;nor never am

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like to be fo preciſe ; yet confidering my meane condition |

the Abbach day ; ſo little did I feare any dangerous conſe- 
quence of this practiſe: but ſince I am better informed by the 
ions of this judicious Prefacer ; I will take bode lncs 
I cheriſh ſuch thoughts in my breſt henceforth ; and if hee 
come at any tie to take paines amongſt us, ſeeing I finde 
hee reſpects bak'c meate and roſt meate ſo well; it goe 
hard but wee will have a tith Pig for his entertainement. 
And ſo much the rather, that I may clears my ſelſe from 
Judaiſme , for Jack of Newbery my Countreyman being a 
reat Clothier in his dayes ; and then ſtrangers came from 
re to buy Cloath at his Houſe, and amongſt the reſt a com- 
pany of Jewes were ſometime entertained by him being a 
very hoſpitallous man and an excellent houſe · keepet, his houſe 
being accounted the beſt Inne in the Towne, to make him- 

ſalfe merry, cauſed the table to bee furnifhed with all variety | 
of Hogges fleſhy which they perceaving toołe it for aflour 
but aſter they had grumbled a while upon it, hee made fhew 
28 if but then hee had remembred himſelfe of his errour, and 
not till then conſidered that they were Jewes ; and forth- 
wich hee commanded all the diſhes to be remooved , and o- 
ther diſhes already prepared to be ſet on the board, where- 
with his table was as well furniſhed as it was with gueſts.

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did I know any of my brethren to ſtand for the ſanctify ing 
of the ſeventh day in correſpondency to the ſeventh day, 
from the Creation but onely ot one day in ſeaven; which 
day mult al ſo bz preſcribed by God as the ſeventh day of the 
weeke was to the Jewes,which is the next thing imputed un- 
to us, but the Lords Day is the firit day ot the weeke to us 
Chriſtians, Seft. 8. 

This when Ihad conſidered , when I had ſeriouſly obſer- 
ved, how much theſe fancies were repugnant both to the ten- 
dries of this Church and juigments of all kindeof writers and 
howunſafe to be admitted; I thought I could not goe about 
a better worke then to exhibite to the view of my deare 
Countreymen this following Treatiſedelivered firſt, and af- 
terwards publiſhed by the Author in another language. The 
rather ſince of late the clamour is encreaſed, and that there 
is not any thing now more frequent in ſome Zelotes monthes 
(to uſe the Doctors words) then that the Lords Day is with 
us licentiouſly 2 ſacrilegiouſly protaned , Section firſt. To 
ſatisfie whoſe ſcruples and give content unto their mindes, 
T doubt not but this following diſcourſe will be ſufficient : 
which for that cauſe I have tranſlated faithfully, and with 
as good propriety as I could ; not ſwerving any where from 
the ſenſe , and as little as I could from the phraſe and letter. 
Gratum opus agricolus 2 4 worke as I conceave it, not un- 
ſuĩtable unto the preſent times, v herein beſides theſe peccant 
fancies before remembred , ſome have ſo farre proceeded, as 
not alone to make the Lords Day ſubjeRto the Jewiſh rigourʒ 
but to bring in againſt the Jewiſh Sabbath, and abrogatethe 
Lords Day altogether, I will no longer detaine the reader 
from the benefit hee ſhall reape thereby. Onely I will crave 
leave for his greater benefit,to repeat theſumme thereof which 
is briefely this: Firſt that the Sabbath was not inſtituted in 
the firſt Creation of the World, nor ever kept by any of the 
ancient patriarchs who lived before the Law of Moſes : 
therefore no morall and perpetuall precept as the other are, 
Sell. z. 5econdly that the ſanRitying of one day in ſeven is ce- 
remonlall onely and obliged the Jewes, not morall to oblige 


us Chriſtians to the like obſervance, Selk. 3. and 4. Thirdly, 


that 


it ftll in force to bind Chriſtians, 1609 
that the Lords Day is foumded onely on the authority of the get 8. 
Church, guided therein by the practice of the Apoſtles; not — 
or the fovrth Commandement (which hee calls a (candalous 
doctrine, Se. 7.) nor any other expteſſe authority in holy 
Scripture, Se& 6.and 7. Then fourthly; that the Church hath 
ſtill authority to change the day, though ſuck authority be not 
fie to be put in practice, Sect. 7. Fifthly, that In the celebrati. 
on of it, there is no ſuch ceſſation from works of labour requi- 
red from us, as was exated uf the Jewes, but that we may lau- 
fully dreſſe meat proportionable to every mans eſtate, and doe 
ſuch other things as are no hindrance to the publique ſervice 
appointed for the day, Sect. 8. Sixthly,that on the Lords Day 
all recreations whatſoever are to be alloived, which honeſtly 
may refreſh the ſpirits, and increaſe mutuall love and neigh- 
bour hood among(t us, and that te names whereby the Jewes 
were wont to call cheir feſtivalls (whereof the Sabbath was the 
chicfe) were borrowed from an Hebrew word, which ſiguĩfieth 
to dance, and to be merty, or make glad the countenance. It (o, 
if all ſach ceremonics as do i:creaſe good neighbor- hood, then 
wakes and feaſts, and other meetings of that nature. If ſuch 
as honeſtly may re freſſi the ſpirits, then dancing, wreſtling, 
ſhooting, ind all other paltimes, not by law prohibited, which 
either exerciſe the body, or revive the mind. And laſtly, that ic 
appertaines to the Chriltian Magiſtrate, to order and appoint 
what paſti mes are to be permitted, and what are not (obedi- 
ence unto whoſe commands is better farre than ſacrifice to the 
Idols of our owne inventions) not unto every private perſon 
(or as the Doctors owne words are) not unto every mans raſh 
zeale, who, out of a ſchiſmaticall, Stoiciſme (debarring men 
from lawfull paſtimes) doth incline to Judaiſine,Seft.8, Adde 
for the cloſe of all, bow doubtingly our Author ſpeakes ot the 
name of Sabbath, which new is growne fo rite amongſt us, 
Se. 8. Concerning which, take here that notable dil-mma of 
Tohn Barkley, the better to encounter thoſe who ſtil] retaine the 
name, and impoſe the rigor. Cur porro illum diem plerig, Fellu- Paren. |. f. 
riorum Sabbatum appellatis ? What is the cauſe (faith he) that . . 
many of our Sectaries call this day the Sabbath? If they ob- 
ſerve it as a Sabbath, they muſt obſerve it becauſe God reſted 


on 
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on the day, and then they ought to keepe that day whereon 
Le. God 4. * nat the l. op now they doe, whereon the 


Lord began his labours. If they obſerve it as the ay of our 
Saviours reſurre&ion, why doe they call it ſtill che Sabbath, 
ſceing eſpecially thatChriſt did not altogether reſt the day, but 
valiantly orercame the powers of death ? This is the ſumme 
of all; and this is all that I have to ſay unto thee (good Chri- 
ſtian reader)in this preſent buſineſſe, God give thee a right un- 
derſtanding in all things, and a good will to doe thereafter. 

Exam. This Pretacer accounts the opinions * to his, to be 
fancies; D. Millet on the contrary, as wee have heard, accounts 
this Prefacers opinion, maintained by M. Rogers, no better 
than fantaſies, which ſhall vaniſh, however now for a time they 
flouriſh ; Sure wee are, every plant that our heavenly Father 

” hath not planted ſhall he roated out. This Prefacer profeſſeth, 
thoſe whom hee oppoleth be oppoſite to the tendries of our 
Church; ang indeed, the Author whom D. Ville intimateth, 
intitled his booke audaciouſly enough, The ( uholique doftrine 

j of the Church of England; but D. Willet on the other ſide, won · 
dred, that an 1 796 the Goſpel, ſhould gain-lay and im- 
py ne the poſitions maintained by D, c. And ſure Ian, 
ſhop Babingron, Biſhop Andrewes Biſhop Lale agreed with 
them: And it is well knowne to ſome, what the former 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury profeſſed to the face of M. Broads, 
when he came to move for the printing of a ſecand book con- 
cerning the Sabbath : What Biſhop can our oppoſites name of 
this Church, whoſe praiſe is among the writers of theſe times, 
that hath maniteſted his opinion in oppoſition totheſe? As 
for the judgements of all kinde of writers which he boaſts of, I 
thinke never came a Divine to take pen in hand to vaunt ſo 


our Tenets which he , excepting thoſe monſtrous and 
wild Tenets mentioned by M. Rogers, for which I know no 
better evidence than his word, avd thatin very odde manner 
delivered, I know nothing unſafe, nothing dangerous in any 
Tenec of ours, who now to walke as upon the pinacles 
of the Temple, and indeed in this reſpect they are like to prove 
very dangerous to us; yet I would it were not more dan- 

gerous 


much, and performe ſo little. As for the unſafe condition of 
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you to the Church of God, to be bereaved of ſo many faith- 
ull Paſtors : For, certainly it ſhall be honourable unto them, 
they cannot ſaffer in a more honorable cauſe than this, in ſtan - 
ding forthe ſan ify ing of the Lords Day in memory of his re- 
ſutrection, who that day, being formerly a ſtone retuſed of the 
builders, was made the he id of the corner. For what 
is it to maintaine,that from the Creation the Lord bleſſed the 
ſeventh day and ſanRified it; and what a ſhamefull courſe is 
ic ſo to expound it as in reference toa time 2000.and 4.or 500. 
yeeres atrer, and chit in ſpight of the ancient Fathers: And 
manifeſt reaſon, as appeates by diviſion of time into weekes, 
even from the cteation, and ſo continuing; to the time of che 
Law delivered on the mount Sinai, as appeares by the ſtory of 
falling of Manna, and the Jewes gathering of it on ſixe dayes; 
none tallingnow, being gathered on the ſeventh, as the day on 
the week whereon God refted after he had made the world'in 
fix. What danger in maintaining, char God required from 
cho beginning, and afterwards ſpecified ſo much in rhe Law, 
that one day in ſeven is to be conſecrated unto Gods ſervice ; 
and henceto inferre,that if God required ſo much of the Jews 
under rheLaw, it were moſt unreaſonable and unconſcionable 
we-ſhould not afford unto him and his ſervice as good a pro- 
portion of time under the Goſpel? Thirdly, what danger is 
chere in affirming, that the Lords Day is of Divine inſtitution? 
Is it not Scripture that calls it the Lords Day ? And what day 
was called the Lords Day before, but the day of the Jewes 
Sabbath? And hath not our Saviour manifeſtly given us to un- 
derſtagd, that even C'iriſtians were to have their Sabbath, as 
the Jewes had theirs, as Biſhop «Andrew's accommodares the 
place? Martha 4. 20. And was the reſurrection of Chriſt any 
ching inferiour to the creation, to give a day unto us Chrilti- 
ans; like as Gods reſt from creation, commended that day to 
the Jewes: Eſpecially conſidering, that a new creation re · 
res a new Sabbath; as «Athanaſizs delivered it of old; 
nd D. An lte wes of late yeeres, treading in the ſteps of that 


ancient Father, or rather of all the ancient Fathers: And 
what da 
whole to 


in maintaining that the Lords Day is entire, and 


conſecrated to Divine ſervice ; did Auſtin ſpeake 
dangeroully, 
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Sef.3, dangerouſly, when he proſeſſech, that thereon we muſt tantum 


Deo vacare, tantũ cultibus divinis vacarez would this Prefacer 
be content to be found dancing about a May pole, or in a Mor- 
rice · dance that day that Chriſt ſhould come in flaming fire, to 
render vengeance to all them that know not God, nor obey the 
Goſpel of Chriſt Jeſus? Nay, would hee not feare to tue the 
danger of his doCtrine, when it will be too late to correct it, 
and all the profaneneſſe that hee hath promoted by this pre- 
face of his ſhould riſe up in judgement againſt him; yet now 
he thinkes he could not goe about a better worke than by this 
preface & tranſlation to harden them in their profane and im- 
pure courſes; all his care at this time, is to prevent ſuperſtition 
a wonder it is to ſee how zealous men of his ſpirit are to avo 
and ſhun ſuperſtition. Belike all theſe muſt be cenſured — 
Zelotes that complaine that the Lords day is with us licenti- 
ouſly, yea, ſacrilegiouſly profaned; yet theſe are the times 
whereof S. Paul prophecied, that men ſhould be lovers of plea- 
ſure more than lovets of God ; yet Doctor Prideaux could tako 
liberty to profeſſe of the Jewes, that by their Bacchanalian 
rites, they gave the world juſt occaſion to ſuſpect that they did 
conſecrate their Sabbaths unto devils rather than anto Gods 
ſervice; yet now adayes, they that oppoſe revels on the Sab- 
bath day, are cenſured and condemn&d of Judaiſme : Neither 
is D. Prid-aux cenſured by way of ſcorne for a zelote in this; 
but unleſſe wee concurre with this Prefacer, in thinking that 
the forbidding of dancing in the French Churches hath hin- 
dred the growth of the reformed Religion there, and that u 
on the bare credit of Weylins Geography, wee muſt in ſcorne be 
termed zelotes. Belike Biſhop Babington by this bold Prefa- 
cer, would be cenſured for a zelote, conſidering that on 
Exodus 16. pag. 122. hve writes in this manner: May nee. 
a good ſoule thus reaſon with himſelſe; This people of his 
might not gather (Manna, and may 1 ſafely goe to markers, 
dancings, drinkings, to wakes and wantons, ty Beare-baitings and 
Bul-baitinos,aud ſuch like wicked profanations on the Lords D ay ? 
[s this to keepe the holy day ? Can I anſwer this to my God ? 
that gives mee ſix dayes for my ſelſe, and takes but one to 
himſelſe, of which Irob him alſo? And Biſhop eAuſtin too 
deſerves 


is ſtill in force to bind Chriſtians. 

- deſerves to be cenſured a zelote for that which hee writes 
in his 3. tract. upon John. Obſerve the Sabbath Day, it is __ 
rather commanded unto ui, herauſe it is commanded to be ob- 
ſerved in « ſpirituall manner. For the Jewes obſerve the Sab. 
bath day ſervilely unto luxary, unto drunkenneſſe, How much 
better were it for their Women to fpinne Wooll then to dance 
on that day in their new CMoones, and in his 44. tract. 
The Jewes reſt unto toes, and whereas God commanded the Sah- 
bath to be obſerved,they ſpend the Sabbath in ſuch things which 
the Lord forbids. Our reſt is from evill works, their reſt is from 
good works, For it is better to goe to plow then to dance: but 
albeit hce be cenſured as a Zzlote, yet ſurely there is no co- 
lour why hee ſhould be thought to Judaize in this. And let 
Biſhop Nadia e paſſe under the fame cenſure with them; 
who as Dialericus upon the 19. Dominicall after Trinitie 
Sunday alleageth him, profeſſeth that rhe /anftification of the 
Sabbath conſiſts not in the hilarity of our bodies, nor in the va- 
riety of glorious garm-nts, nor in eatings, the fruite wherof we 
know to be want onno ſſc, ner in ſtrewing of Flowers in the wayes, 
which we know to be the manner of the Gentiles ; but rather in 
the purity of the ſoule, and chearefuln-ſſe of the mind, and pious 
Meditations, as when we ule holy Hymnes in ſtead of Tabers,, 
axd Plalmes in ſtead of wick:d ſongs and dancings, The ſame 
Dialeric us alleageth Pope Gregory out of his 91. booke ot his 

Epiſtles and 3. Epiſtle affirming, That therefore on the Lords 
Day we ought to reſt from all Earthly works , and by all meanes 
inſiſt on prayer, that if ought hath been committed by ws negligent= 
ly on the ſix 4ayes on the day of the Lords Reſurreftion it might 
| HR 1 which is yet more, cut of Chryſe- 
ſtome 5. Homily on Mathew hee ſnewes, how in that Biſhops 
judgement we ſhould be exerciſed on the Lords Day, in our 
private Families, thus, Mhen we depart from the E * 
aſſembly,we ought not in any caſe intangle our ſelves in buſineſſes 
of a contrary nature , but as ſoone as we come home, turne over 
the Holy Scriptures,and call thy Wife, and thy Chiliren to con- 

ferre = Os thoſe things which have been delivered and after the 
have been d-epely reoted in our minds, then to proceed to — 

for ſuch things as are neceſſary for this lift. So anciently is the 
pious 
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pious exerciſe of repeating Sermons commended unto us by 


————— this holy Biſhop, which in theſe dayes I have heard to bee 


cryed downe, by profane perſons, as a cauſe of increaſe of 
Browniſine. And I willingly confeſſe that when I firſt came 


to this place, there were no leſſe then tenne that partly had 


withdrawne themſelves, partly were upon the point of with» 
drawing themſelves from our Common Prayers; but within 
a ſhort time there was not one ſuch to be found amonglt us, 
and ſo wee have continued to this day. But to returne, 


_ Ephrem Syrus may goe fora zelote in like manner, who ag 


hee is alleged by Riverws treating of the Sabbath, exhorts 
to honogr the Lords feſtivities celebrating them not panegyrically, 
but Heavenly ʒnot ſecularly,but ſpiritually;not like Heat heut, hat 
like Chriſtians ; and he ſhewes wherein this conſiſts in the 
words following, Quare non portarum frontes corouemus, let 
us not hang Garlands upon the fo ontiſpice of our Gates,non choreas 
ducamns,let us not leade a dance, non chorum adornemus,let us 
not by our preſence beautifie any ſuch company; non tibiis audi- 
tum effeminemus let us not eſfeminate our Eares with their Au- 
ſick or with their files Nay as Doctor Prideaux complaines 
7 the Jewes corrupting themſelves to the profan 77 of their Sab- 

aths, fo Polidir Virgil complaines of the like corruptions 
among Chriſtians on their feltivalls,lib.6, cap. 8. wor imploy- 
ing their time in prayer and in the exerciſe of Gods Word ;for 
which cauſe ſuch feſtivalls were inſtituted, but in all manner of 
evill courſes tending to the corrupting of mens manners; and that 


herein they imitate Heathens, though of ancient times Ter- 


tullian (as hee fayth )reprehended Heathens for ſuch courſes, 
28 in his Apologeticum , ſpeaking of the holy ſolemnity of 
their Emperours. Therefore (faith hee) Chriſtians are com- 
pted enemies to the State, becauſe they doe not dedicate vaine, 
lying and raſh honors to their Prince, Forſooth it is a great good 
office, to make bonſiers and dances in publique, and to feaſt in 
every pariſh,to transforms the City into the habite of a Taverne; 
Vino lutum cogcre , which Junius ſayth was a fruit of their 
deſperate Linanry , and a ſigne of their madneſſe and fury : 
he proceedes ; to ſtrive who ſhall exceed one anther in running 
about to doe injuries, to commit impudencicr,to provoke unto luſt, 
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is fill in force tobind Chriſtians, 
Aud is the publik: j iy after ſuch a manner expreſt (to wit) by 
publique ſhame ? O how deſervedly are we Chriſtians to be con- 
d-mned (he ſpeakzs it ironically ) who by carrying our ſelves ſo- 
berly, chaſtly, honeſtly , doe oppoſe the vowes made and the joyes 
expreſſed for the Emp:rors, to wit, when for their ſober and cbaſt 
and vertwous Carriage on ſuch dayes , not concurring with other s 
to the ſame exceſſe of riot, were cenſured as enemies untothejr 
Princes, Yet even in thoſe primitive times the manners of 
Chriſtians became degenerate, as Baldwin obſerves in his caſes 
of conſcience, p. 479. and that out of Tertullian, as whom 
hee obſerves to have complained of it ; namely that Chri- 
{fans imitated the mariners of the Heathen in this, yea and 
grew worle then they, in his booke de Idi. c. 14. O melior 
files nationum in (uam ſectam, que nullam Chriſtienorum ſo- 
[-nnitatem ſibi vendicat non Dominicam,non Pentecoſtem; etiam 
fs noſſent nobiſcum non communicaſſent , ne ( ho iſtiaui videren- 
tur z uos ne Ethnici pronuntiemur, non veremur. O the fayth of 
the Nations better then ours towards their own ſett, as who cha- 
lenge not to themſelves any (briftian ſolemnity , not that of the 
Lords Day, nor that of Whitſuntide. Had they known it, they 
would not communicate with us, leſt they ſhould ſeem Chriſtians ; 
we Chriftians feare not to be accompred Heathens. -O what 
a zelote did Terull an ſhew himielſe in this ! nay what thinke 
wee of Leo and Anthemis Emperours ; were not they ze- 
lotes too in that decree of theirs ( alleaged by the former 
Baldwin)? Dies feſt vs majeſtati Altiſſimi d:dicatos nullis volumus 
voluptatibus occupari :undoubtedly they meane hereby world- 
ly pleaſures ; luch they would have no place on holy felti- 
vities ; and why ? but becauſe chey accounted thole hol 
feltivalls profaned thereby. And may not King James allo 
be cenſured for a zelote in making that proclamation of his 
for the reformation of abuſes in profaning the Lords Day, 
at his firſt comming into the Land, toreceave this Kingdome 
as his rightfull — ? In the Conference before his 
Mijeſty at Humpton Court, I finde mention made of it by D. 
Reynolds in this manner T's the former Docter Reynolds 
did adde the profanation of the Sabbath day, and contempt of his 
Majrfties proclamation mad: for the reforming of that abuſe J 4 
whic 
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The Moralitie of the fourth Commandement , 
which he earneſtly deſired a ftreighter courſe for reformation there 
of and unto this he found a generall and unanimous aſſent. All theſe 
belike were zelotes. So was his Majeſty alſo that now is, to- 
gether with all the Lords both ſpirituall and temporall,and 
the houſe of Commons in that Act made in the firſt yeare of 
King Charles to preſerve the Lords Day from profanation, 
wherein are forbidden expreſſely and by name, bearebaiting, 
bulbait ing, enterludes, common playes, ard in generall all 
other unlaw full exerciſes and paſtimes; and over and above 
all meetings and aſſembl ies or concourſe of people ont of 
their owne pariſhes for any (ports or paſtimes whatſoever , 
and conſequently no man ought on the Lords Day, goe forth 
of his owne pariſhto any may-game,or to ſee aMorrice-dance, 
or dancing about May-poles ; and ſeeing the Apoſtle pro- 

feſſet h that it is good to be zealous alwayes ina good thin 
Gal.4.18, and Chriſt hath died ſor us to redeeme us from all 
iniquity , and to purge us a peculiar people unto himſelfe, 
zealous of good workes, Ti1.2-14. let them in the Nameof 
God be ſuch zelots ſtill ; this zeale being a zeale of Gods 
Glory ; and it becomes us to be zealous of his Glory, con- 

ſidering how zealous hee is for our good, Eſay 9. 7. & Eſa 
59.17. Of the ſufficiency of the following diſcourſe, we ſhafl 

by Gods helpe conſider in due time. "OO : 
But I confeſſe it may be very ſutable to theſe times where: 
of the Apoſtle prophecied , men ſhould be lovers of plea- 
ſures more then lovers of God, and undoubtedly it will ſuit 
well with their affections like a ſweete morſell to the epicure 
which hee roules under his tongue. but all the praiſe is in 
parting ; and I would they would but thinke of that of the 
Prophet , What will be the end thereof ; when wee (hall give 
God cauſe to ſay of our Sabbath, as hee ſayd of the Jewiſh, 
I have hated your Sabbaths, And if there be any ſuch praiſes 
of Satan on foote, as to þring in the Jewiſh Sabbath, let it 
be conſidered in the feare of God, what doctrine doth more 
promote therein ; whether that which makes the celebra- 
tion of the Lords Day Divine, or rather that which makes 
it merely of humane inſtitution ; and who ſeeth not that 
it it be left to the liberty of the Church, they may bring in 
| the 


Is fle1l in force to bind Chriſtians, 
the Jewiſh Sabbath if it pleaſeth them. Though ir be notori- 
ouſly untrue, (as may be made to appeare both by Scripture, 
evident reaſon and authority humane, both ancient and mo- 
derne, both Papilts and Proteſtants) that the Sabbath was not 
ordained immediately upon the creation; yet were that ne- 
gative granted; ſince God hath manifeſted in his Law, thathe 
requires one day in ſeven to be ſet apart for his ſervice, it evi- 
dently followes, even by the very light of nature, that it were 
moſt unreaſonable wee ſhould allow hima worſe proportion 
of time for his ſervice under the Goſpell; that conſequently 
the obſervation of one day in ſeven is to be kept holy unto the 
Lord, is now become morall and perpetuall unto the very end 
of the world;neither was it ever heard, that any man did (or hrs 
wits on wor ke in — ceremoniality in the proportionof 
one day in ſeven. A preſiguration of Chriſt in ſome reſpe& 
hath beene found in the Jewifh reſt on the ſeventh day of 
the weeke; but of any p ration of ought in Chriſt, by an 
indefinite proportion of one day in ſeven the world dreamed 
not of till now; neither doth any man offer to deviſe what 
poſſibly this might prefigure in Chriſt : As for the third, it 
cannot be denied, but that Chriſt manifeſted before his — 
that his Chriſtian Churches ſhould obſerve a Sabbath as we 
as the Jewes did; this appeares, Matth. 24. 20. Pray, that 

your flight be not in the Winter, nor on the Sabbath day; and thus 

Biſhop Avdrtwes accommodates that place in his patterne 
of Catecheticall doctrine. It is as manifeſt, that the day of 
Chriſts reſurrection is called in the*ceipture the Lords Day; 
as manifeſt that not the day of the yeere, but the day of the 
week,whercon Chriſt roſe,is called the Lords Day which few 
take notice of. Likewiſe in the old Teſtament is manifeſt that 
the Jews Sabbath is called the Lords holy Pay. Then the con- 
gruity in reference to the reaſon of the originall inſtitution is 
moſt exact. For firſt, Chriſt by his teſutrection, brought with 
him a new creation undſthis new creation, as D. Andrewes ex- 
preſſeth it, tteading herein in the ſleps of the ancients,requireth 
a new Sabbath; and as the Lord reſted on the ſeventh day from 
the worke of creation, ſo our Saviour on the firſt day of the 
weeke from the worke of 1 : And laſtly, the 2 
1717 0 
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178 The Moralitie of the fourth Commandement, 
Fett. g. of Chriſts reſurrection, was the day whereon Chriſt the ſtone 
formerly refuſed by the builders was made the head of the cor- 

ner, and of this day the Prophet proteffeth of old, ſay ing, This 
is the day which the Lord bath mad-ylet us be glad and rejoyce in it; 
which can have no other congruous meaning but this; this 
is the day which che Lord hath made feſtivall, eſpecially con- 
ſidering the doctrine of Biſhop Lake, which is this; that the 
worke of the day is the ground of hallowing the day, as izto 
be ſeene in the inſtitution of all teſtivalls, both Humane and 
Divine. And Ihave already ſhewed how ablurd it is, that 

wee ſhould expect it ſhould be left unto the Church her li- 

berty to appoint it, conſidering the great danger of difſention 

- thereabouts, and extreme confuſion thereupon; And it cannot 

be denyed, but this day was eſtabliſhed by the Apoſtles, and 

that as of authority Divine, as appeares generally by the an- 

cients, Athauaſius profeſſing, that Dominus conſecravit bunc 

j diem; Auſtin, that Apoſtoli ſanxerunt ; and Gregory, that An- 
tichriſt, when hee comes into an humour of imitating Chriſt, 

ſhould command the obſervation of the Lords Day; and Fu- 

ſebius hath as pregnant a toſtimony to the tame purpole as any; 

and Sedulius; and that not one ot the Ancients,as I know, al- 

leged tothe contrary. So that to aſcribe the inſtitutĩon of it to 

humane authority, that every way were a ſeandalous doctrine 

and ſo would the practice be alſo according thereunto. And 

conſequently the Church hath no authority to change the day, 

as Doctor Fulle profeſſeth againſt the Rhemiſts : And to ſay 

the contrary, is to ſay that the Church hath authority to con- 

curre with the Jewes in keeping with them the Saturday, with 

the Turks, in keeping with them the Friday; yea, that they 

have authority to divide the dayes of the weeke, one nation 

taken one day to-oblſerve, and another another, which is as 

much as to ſay, that the Church hath authority to be notori- 

ouſly ſcandalous, In the fifth he delivers more truth than in 

all his preface he ĩdes: we make no queſtion, but that workes 

of neceſſity and workes of charity may be done on this day, 

though the proper workes of the day are the workes of holi- 

neſſe. I know none that thinkes it unlawfull to dreſſe meat 

proportionable to a mans eſtate on this day: ſome are of opi- 

nion, 
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nion, that this was not forbidden unto the Jewes; and that al- Fei. 2. 
beit to go abroad on that day to gather Manna was forbidden, 


yet not the prepating or dreſſing of it; though the moſt com- 
mon opinion of our Div ines is to the contrary : Some thinke 
a greater ſtrictneſſe waserjoyned them in the wilderneſſe than 
a 

faid, there was prepared for his table daily an O xe, and five choſen 
Sheepe; and our Saviours entertainment by ſome on the Sab- 
bath day, doth ſeeme to them to intimateas much; howſoever 
in after times it came to paſſe that they grew ſuperſtitious this 
way; As Auſtin obſerves of them in his dayes, that Iudei neg, 
occidunt neg, coquunt. Others who think it was both enjoyned 
to them, and practiſed by them with greater ſtrictneſſe, con- 
ccive that this was by reaſon of the myſterious {1gnification, to 
wit, of ſome exact reſt in Chriſt z this was their ceremoniall 
reſt; we acknowledge no reſt but morall, which we underſtand 
in that ſenſe which here is expreſſed in part, and but in part, 
after a halting manner; For hee profeſſeth, that on the Lords 
Day ve are to abſtaine from ſnch workers as are an hinderance to 
Gods ſervice, but he delivers this onely of the publique ſer- 
vice; as if to ſpend an houre and an halte in the morning, and 
an houre and an halfe in the afternoone in Gods ſervice, were 
enough for the ſanctifying of the day; yet Gerard the Lu- 
therane obſerves, that God commands the day to be ſancti- 
fied, not a part olthe day. And let the law ot this nation or 
of any nation of the world be judge between us, whether in 
caſe one man owe another a dayes ſervice; I ſay, let the world 
Judge, whether in common equity this be to be interpreted of 
an houre and an halfe inthe morning, and an houreand an 
halfe in the evening,or onely of a part of the day, and not ra- 
ther the whole day. And what vile courſes are theſe,that men 
ſhould carry themſelves fo balely in diſpenſing unto God the 
proportion of his ſervice. In the ſixth and lait place, we have 
that wherunto all the former diſcourſe is conſecrated, namely, 
to make way for luch profane ſports and paſtimes, which he:c 
are gloſed with the cleanely ſtiles of recreations to refreſh the 
ſpirits, and for the increaſe of mutwall love and neighbourhood 
among il us, as if he were aſhamed to i peałke out, that all — 
of. tends 
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tends to the countenance of May-games and morricing, and 
dancing about May-poles on — Day. D. Audrewes, 
ſometimes Buhop of Wincheſter, ipared not to profeſſe, that 
vacare chores, to be at leiſure on that day, for dancing, is the 
Sabbath of the golden calfe, and hee allegetheA»ftin for it, 
though hee cannot juſtiſie his quotation. Doctor Downeham, 
Biſhop of Derry, calls ſuch like courſes profane ſports and 
paſtimes, which more diſtract, aud more hinder our * than 
heneſt labours; and he cenſures alſo ſuch a Sabbath, calling it, 
the Sabbath of the calfe, Exod. 23. 6. 18. 19. Biſhop Babing- 
ton, on Exod. 16. puts a Chriſtian ſoule upon this meditation, 
Good Lord, what doe I upon the Sabbath day ? This people of his 
might not gather Manna, and may I (afely gad to faires and mar- 
kets, to dancings and drinkings, to wakes and wantons, to Jeare- 
baitings and Bulbaitings, with ſuch like wicked profanations of the 
Lords Day ? Are theſe workes for the Sabbath ? Is this to keepe 
the holy day * Can I anſwer this to my God, that gives mee ſix 
dayest for my ſelfe, and takes but one to himſelfe, of which J 
rob him alſo ? No, no, aſſuredly I ſhall not be able to indure his 
wrath for theſe things one day, and therefore I will leave them, and 
regard his holy day hereafter better than I have done. And in his 
expoſition of the Commandements by way of queſtion and 
anſwer, p. 44. reproves expreſſely Summer-games on the Lords 
Day; and in his £xamen of conſcience annexed to the fourth 
Commandement, he ſpeakes againſt going to Church-ales and 
Summer-games; nay, is it not apparent, that by the very act 
of Parliament, 1* Caroli, that to goe out of a mans owne pariſh a- 
vout any ſports or paſtimes on the Sabbath day, is to profane the 
Sabbath? For to prevent the profanation of the Sabbath, is 
that ſtatute made: No, unleſſe the ſports themſelves be pro- 
fanations of the Sabbath, it is as evident, that to goe forth 
of a mans pariſh unto ſuch ſports, is no profanation, any 
more, than to goe out of a mans pariſh walking, or to con- 
ferre in pious manner with a friend, or to fetch a Phyſi- 
tian or Surgeon, if need be, or to heare a Sermon. And it 
is very ſtrange, that wee of the retormed Churches, ſhall 
juſtthe ſuch 4 on the Lords Day, which Papiſts con- 
on their holy dayes; who uſually complaine of 

| dancing 
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dancing upon ſuch dayes ; as PA Virgil upon Luke, and FofF. 8. 
Pariſienſis de ligibus cap. 4. And of old ſuch courſes have 
beene forbidden by the decrees of Leo, and Authemius Em- 
perours;It is condemned alſo in the ſynod ot Toledo ¶ an. 23.25 
Baldwin the Lutheran (hewes,who alſo writes devoutly againſt 
ſuch courſes on the Lords Day , and gives this reaſon. 
For if the labours of our calling are forbidden in the holy day, 
how much more ſuch recreations ? and p. 48. He ſhened how 
the Sabbath was profaned by unchaſt dancings and any manner 
of wantonneſſe ; what need [ here to make mention of Auſtin ; 
who protefſcth,and that againſt the Jewes, that it is better to 
goe to plow then to dance; and that it were better for their 
Women to {pin Wooll, then immodeltly to dance, as they 
did ; yet now a dayes ſuch as oppoſe the ſame courſes,as 
Auſtin did, are cenſured for Judaizing; thus the World ſeemes 
to be turned uplide downe. Is it not high time Chriſt ſhould 
come to ſet an end to it? 

Dielericus the Lutherane complaines of the like profanations 
of the Sabbath too much in courſe amongſt them, in his A- 
nalyſis of the Goſpells for the Lords Day. p.559. and let 
every Chriſtian conſcience be judge, whether to follow May- 
poles, May-games and Morrice dancing be to ſanRife the 
Sabbath as God commands ? if any man ſhall ſay, that the 
fourth Commandement concerned theJewes,and not us Chri- 
ſtians, hee muſt therewithall renounce the booke of Homnlies, 
For it profefſeth that this Commandement binds us to the 
obſervation of our Sabbath , which is Sunday ; the words 
are theſe. So if we will be the children of our Heavenly Fa- 
ther, we muſt be carefull to Ke the ¶ hriſtian Sabbath Day, 
* whichwrhe Sande , not only for that it is Gods ( ommandement, 
but alſa to declare our ſelves to be loving children in following 
the example of our gratiew Lord and Father. Then complain- 
ing how the Sabbath is protaned ; Some uſe all dayes alike—— 
The other ſort worſe : For although they will not travaile, nor 
labour on the Sunday, yet they will not reſt in holineſſe, as God 
command: thybut they reſt wn ung adline(ſe and filthineſſe , prancing in 
their pride pr anking an d pric king, poynting & painting themſelves 
to be gorgeous and gay. Thcy reſt ir uy & ſuperfluuty,in my 
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railing in ry and fighting : they reſt in wantonneſſe, in 
teyiſb ralking,in filthy fleſtlineſſe; and concludes after this man- 
ner, ſo that it doth too evidently appeare that God u more diſho- 
nored,and the Divell better ſerved on Sunday, then upon all the 
dayes of the weeks beſide. And that diſtinction which Calvin 
makes of the Jewiſh obſervation of the Sabbath , and our 
Chriſtian obſervation of a Sabbath is,for ought I know , ge- 
nerally receaved of all; and the diſtinction is this; that the 
yu obſerved their Sabbath ſo ſtrictly in the point of reſt, 
or a myſterious fignitication z but wee obſerve it in reſting 
from other works ſo farre forth as they are Avocamenta a 
ſacru ſtudiis & meditationibus, avocations from holy ſtudies 
and meditations ; now it is apparant that ſports and leaſures 
are as ſtrong avocations from holy ſtudies and meditations, 
as worldly cares; and both equally are noted out to be ſuch 
as choake the Word, Lal, 8.14. And therefore this day is 
altogether appointed to this end, even to recreate our ſelves 
in the Lord ; For ſeeing God purpoſeth one day to keepe an 
eyerlaſting Sabbath with us, when God ſhall be all in all ; to 
make us the more fit for this even the more meete partakerr, 
of the inheritance of Saints in light , therefore hee hath given 
us his Sabbaths to walke with him, and to inure ofir ſelves 
to take delight in his company, who takes —_— to ſpeake 
unto us as — Heaven in his holy Word, and to give us li- 
berty to ſpeake unto him in our prayers, confeſſions, thankſc 
givings and ſupplications; on other dayes wee care for the 
things of this World, on this day our care ſhould be ſpirĩtu- 
all and heavenly in caring for the things of another World; 
ſo our pleaſures ſhould be ſpirituall on this day; If chow ſbalt 
call the Sabbath a delight, to conſecrate it as glorious wnto the 
Lerd Now have we not as much cauſe to performe this du- 
ty under the Goſpell as ever the Jewes had under the Law ? 
And indeed there is no colour of reaſon againſt this. but by 
affirming that now the ſett ing of a day apart for Gods ſervice 
is left at large to the liberty of the Church ; and albeit the 
Church hath ſet apart the Lords Day for this; yet their mea- 
ning herein is no more then this, that they (hal come to Church 
, twice 
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twiſe a day, and afterwards give themſelves to what ſports FofF_ g. 


ſoever are not forbidden them by the Lawes of the Land: lo 
that now a dayes wee are free from the obligation to the 
fourth Commandement, and yet we are taught by the Church 
aſwell at the hearing of this Commandement as atany other 
to ſay, Lord have mercy upon us and incline our hearts to keepe this 
Law ; and the booke of Hamilies urgeth us to the ſanctifying 
of our Chriſtian Sabbath ( which is Sunday faith the booke 
expreſſely ) and that by vertue of Gods expreſſe Commande- 
ment. 

And therefore I cannot but wonder at the indiſcre- 
tion ofthis Prefacer , who catcheth after ſuch a ſaperficiall 
advantage as the denomination of a feaſt amongſt the Jewes, 
not — hr how little ſutable it is to the grounds ot his 
Tenet ; For by his Tenet, after evening Prayer the Sab- 
bath is at end,theChurches meaning being not any further to 
oblige them to the ſanctify ing of the Lords Day, but to give 
them liberty to uſe any ſports or paſtimes not forbidden t 
by the Lawes of che Land. But ſo was not the feaſt of the 
Jewes ended when they danced ; this being but an expreſſion 
of that joy whereunto the preſent ſolemnity called them; and 
they ſinned no more herein then David,did when hee danced 
before the Arke ; as wee ſee Jer. 31. 12. Therefore they ſhall 
come and ſing in the height of Sion, and ſhall flow together ro the 
goodneſſe of the Lord for Mheat, and for Mine, and for Oile, aud 
for the young of the flock and of the heard, and their ſoule ſhall be 
45 a well watered Garden, and they ſhall not ſorrow any more 
at all, 13: Then ſhall the Virgin rejeyce in the dance, both yong 
men, and old together; for I will turne their monyning into joy, 
ani will comfort them & make them rejoyce for their ſorrow. 
14. And I will ſatiate the ſoule of the Prieſt with fatneſſe,and 
my people ſhall be ſatisfyed with my goodneſſe ſaith t he Lord. And 
the like wee reade Ey 30.19. Te ſhall have a ſong 4s in the 
Night, when an holy ſolemnity is kept,and $/adneſſ of heart, as 
when one goeth with a Pipe to come into the Monntaine of the 
Lord to the mighty One of Iſtael ʒſo that if Morricing and May- 
games and Dancing about May-poles were a ſanctify ing of 
the Sabbath Day in part ( asthe Lord commands the day to 
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be ſan&ifyed)then indeed theſe ſports were as law full on the 
Lords Day, as the Jewes piping and dancing were lawful! 
on their feaſts. But that any ſuch piping and dancing were u- 
ſed and allowed in thoſe ancient times among the Jewes on 
their Sabbaths.there is not the leaſt colour of evidence. An 
it is evident that ſuch ſports put them to leſſe reſt tor their 
bodies, then the workes of their calling; neither is there any 
better evidence that any ſuch piping and dancing were in 
uſe among the Jewes while they continued the people of 
God on every day of their ſolemne feaſts ; for two dayes in 
each of chem, to wit, the firſt day, and the laſt, they are com- 
manded to keepe as Sabbaths , whereon they were to have an 
holy convocation ; and thereon they are expreſſely comman- 
ded to reſt from all ſervile workes ; and I ſhould thinke, the 
following of naturall pleaſures are to be preſumed as ſervile 
workes as the workes of a mans calling. 

Laſtly, all recreations are to this end, even to fit us to the 
workes of our calling; either for the workes of our particular 
callings, or the workes of our generall callings, as we are 
Chriſtians ; Such ſports, if they 1 us for the ſervice of God, 
were more ſeaſonable in the Morning then in the Evening. 
If for the workes of our particular calling ; then are they in- 
teriour to the workes ot our calling, the furthering whereof 
is their end; and the meanes are alwayes inferiour in dignity 
unto the end. Now if the more noble workes are forbidden 
on that day, how much more ſuch as are inferior are forbid- 
den ? But it may be ſayd, that mens minds being burthened, 
and oppreſſed with the former ſervice of the day, therefore 
ſome relaxatiõ is to be granted for the refreſhing of our ſpirits; 
As much as to fay, a part of the Lords Day is to be allowed 
for profane ſports and paſtimes, to refreſh us after wee have 
beene tired out with ſerving God; can this be ſavoury in 
the cares of a Chriſtian ? thould not wee rather complaine 
of theſe corruptions, and bewaile it before God, then give 
our ſelves to ſuch courſes as are apt to ſtrengthen it? It is true; 
ſach is our naturall corruption, that nothing is more tedious 

unto us as wee are in our ſelves, then to converſe with God;bur 
ſhould not the conſideration hereof provoke us ſo much the 
more 
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more to ſtrive againſt it, then give way to the nouriſhing and Sec. 8. 
confirming of it ? And hath not our Saviour told us, that no 


the cares ot this World onely,but voluptuous living alſo, is 
it that choaks the good ſeede of Gods Word, and cauſeth it 
to become unfruitfull in us? As for the refreſhing of our 
yu and quickning them, and thereby — us the fitter 

or Gods ſervice ; as in any modeſt exerciſe of the body in 
private, according to every mans particular diſpoſition, to 
prevent drowlineſſe and dulneſſe in attending to Gods Word, 
in praying in ſinging of Pſalmes, I know none that takes any 
exception againit it, And as for the authority of the magi- 
ſtrate to appoint paſti mes, ſure I am, the high Court of Par- 
liament with us, and that in the dayes of King Charles, hath 
forbidden every man to come out of his pariſh , about any 
ſports and paſtimes ; a manitfeſt evidence that in their judge- 
ment the publique proſecuting of ſuch ſports, and paſtimes,is 
a plaine profanation of the Sabbath ; and fo by this authors 
profound judgement,they deſerve to be cenſured as inclining 
to Judaiſme. 

Indeed the uſe of the very name of Sabbath is now a dayes 
carped at ; and why? but becauſe it is a fore offence unto 
them in their way; for it a reſt from any thing ( otherwiſe 
lawfull in it ſelfe ) be required on the Lords Day, it ſeemes 
moſt reaſonable that a reſt is required from ſports and paſtimes: 
undoubtedly they have neither reaſon nor authority to ex- 
cept againſt this; For our Saviour uſeth the word even of 
Chriſtian times, Mat. 24. 20. Pray that your flight be not in the 
winter, nor on the Sabbath Day. Doctor Andrewes, one of the 
greateſt Prelates of this Kingdome, accommodates this place 
to the lame purpoſe. All ceremonies (faith hee) were ended 
in Chriſt ; but ſo was not the Sabbath. For Mat. 24. 20. 
(briſts bids them pray that their viſitation be not on the Sabbath 
Day : ſo that there muſt needs be a Sabbath after Chritts 
death ; and by this name hee commonly calls this day wee 
keepe weekely as holy unto the Lord. The booke of Homilies 
plainly tells us,that the Sunday is our Sabbath. In the con- 
ference at Hampton Court it is ſo called, without any diſlike 
ſnewed by any one there preſent. And the onely reaſon why 
the 
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the ancients put a difference in this, not calling it the Sab- 
bath day, but the Lords Day, was this, becauſe Dies Sabbati 
in Lat ine fignifieth the Saturday, which was the Jewes Sab- 
bath. But they generally call us to a reſt on this day, and 
that moſt exact, as v herein wee muſt Tautum Deo vacare, tan- 
tum cultibus divints vacarey as eAuſtin by name, not ſparing 
to confeſſe that eArare melius eſt quam ſaltare; But Barklay 
it ſeemes, is of more authority with this Prefacer then Doctor 
Andrewes , and the Church, yea, and of our Saviour too: 
yet wee calling it by that name, underſtand no other thing 
then our Chriltian Sabbath, and had rather it were generally 
called the Lords Day; and Doctor Bownae alſo ſtandeth for 
this denomination, and urgeth it: yet is hee accounted a 
Sabbatarian by Maſter Rogers, though wee all concurre in 
this, that thereon wee ought to keepe, and ſanctifie our Chri- 
ſtian Sabbath, And Jacobus de Valentia, who was no ſectar 

in the opinion of Bark/ay , to diſtinguiſh the Jewiſh Sabbath 
from ours, calls it Sabbatum legale, and conclui· . hee faith 
that Chriſtiana religio celebrat verum Sabbatum morale in die 
Dominica, Chriſtian Religion keepeth a true morall Sabbath 
on the Lords Day; yet I willingly conteſſe, this is the uſuall 
courſe of Papiſts now a dayes, not to call the Lords Day, fo 
much as by the name ofout Sabbath. As for Bark/ays diſ- 
courſe ; hee is much fitter to write ſomthing anſwerable to 
Don Qxixot then to reaſun ; we doe obſerve the Lords Day, 
as a Sabbath, not becauſe God reſted that day from the Crea- 
tion; for our Doctor Andrewes (of ſomewhat more credit 
with us, and that not onely for his place, but for his ſuffici- 
ency, then Barklay ) hath delivered it in the Starre Cham- 
ber, that Ir hath ever been the Churches Doctrine, that (rift 
made an end of all Sabbaths by his Sabbath in the Grave, That 
Sabbath was the laft of them. And that the Lords Day preſently 
came in place of it. And againe. That the Sabbath had reference 
to the old Creation, but in Chriſt we are a new creature new 
Creation, and ſo to have anew Sabbath, And this hee ſayth, 
is deduced plainly : Firſt by practiſe, then by precept. And 
this new Sabbath on the Lords Day, wee obſerve, becauſe 
on that day Chriſt reſted from the worke of 8 
which 
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of the weeke, yet the Lord Chriſt ſet an end to his labors 
in the worke of redemption on the ſame day of the weeke. 


As for Chriſts vanquiſhing the powers of deatli on that day, to 


wit, the firſt day ot the weeke ; the Women that came to the 
Sepulchreat ſunriſing, found that he was riſen. And what 
powers are theſe powers of deat h, hee rhetoricates of? is there 
any poſitive nature in death chat our Saviour had neede to 
take ſuch paines to overcome them; The Lord himſelte when 
hee reſted, he reſted onely from Creation; he that was beſt ac- 
quainted with his courſes hath told us ſaying, Pater ſq; hodie 
PP Father to this day, works (till, and I worke with 

im; yet hee proceeds no farther in the worke of Creation, 
nor Chriſt being once riſen, in the worke of redemption : 
S, Inde exhorts us to contend the more earneſtly fer the 
faith, becauſe ſome there were craftily crept in, who other- 
wiſe were like to bereave them of it : In like fort wee had ne- 
ver more neede then now to contend for the maintainance of 
the Lords Day, as our Chriſtian Sabbath, becauſe too many 
there are whoſe practiſe it is to bereave us of the comfort 
of it. 


The Doctrine of the Sabbath 
conſidered. 


Irſt, I come to the Doctrine of the Sabbath tranſlated by 

the Prefacer i nothing doubt but the Author thereof will 
take in good part my paines in the diſcuſſion of it, confidering 
the —— occaſion urging mee hereunto; Out of the variety 
of his reading, hee obſerves many wild derivations of the 
name Sabbath, and out of his judgment doth pronounce that 
the Jewes by their Bacchanalian rites fove the World juſt occaſion 
fo _ „ that they did conſecrate the Sabbath unto Revells ra- 
ther then Gods ſervice, As for the rigorous keeping of — 
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Cet. 2. ſuch fort; a neither to kindle fire in the Winter-time wherewith to 


—— 


warme themſelves : or to dreſſe meat for the ſuſtentation of them. 
ſelves , I am ſo farre from juſtity ing it, that T willingly pro- 
ſeſſe Tam utterly ignorant, where any ſuch Chriſtians live, 
that preſſe any ſuch rigorous obſervation of it. The Jewes 
were bound to obferve the reſt on that day for a myſterious 
ſignification lake, and thereupon depended their rigorous 
obſerving of a reſt , as many thinke, and not Lyra alone. 
We muſt know ( ſaith hee) that reſt from manuall works is not 
(now) ſo rigorouſly obſerved as in the old Lam, becauſe meare 
may be areſſed, . other things done on the Lords Pay, which 
were net lam full on the Sabbath : becauſe that reſt was in part 
_—_— as was the whole ſtate under the Law, 1 Cor. 10. All 
things befell them in figure; Now in that which is figurative, if 
yeu take away never ſo little; ( that it, if that which is figurative 
bee nos exatlly obſerved ) the whole and intire ſignification 
faileth, like as if you take away but one letter from the name 
of Laps, the whole and intire ſignification is deſtroyed, To deale 
plainely, my opinion is, that all ſports , and paſtimes on the 
Lords Day, are a breaking of the reſt belonging to it, and 
a profanat ion of that day which ought to be ſanctified; And 
Iuuſt, herein I differ not one jot from the whole Parliament, 
1. Caroli; wherein was expreſſely prohibited, that any man 
fhould goe out of his owne Pariſh to any ſports, and paltimes 
on the Sabbath day; and this is done to prevent the profana- 
tion of it, as appeares clearely by the reaſons of that Act; 
which Parliament was held certaine yeares after this Lecture, 
concerning the Doctrine of the Sabbath. was read in the Uni- 
verſity. And I nuthing doubt but the cenſure of a Zelote 
will paſſe upon mee for this, though wee ſhew no more zeale 
in ſaying, that The Lords Day i by ſome licentiouſly profaned, 
then others doe in profeſſing that the Lord Day is by us ſu- 
perſtitiouſly obſerved ; nay who are the greateſt zelotes in 
their cauſe , let the Chriſtian World judge by the effects; 
This is all I have to note concerning the firſt Section. I come 
unto the ſecond, 
Secondly, and here in the firſt place concerning the inſtitu- 
tion fit; let mee take leave to proſeſſe, that the m_ ic 
elfe 
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ſelſe is not indifferenly ſtated when it is ſtated thus, whether be» 
fore the publiſhing of Moſes Law, the Sabbath was to be obſerved 
by the law of Nature, For I am verily perſwaded, that the 
Door hiniſelfe will not affirme, that after the publiſhing of 
Moſes /aw, it was to be obſerved by the law of nature; un- 
derſtanding by the law of nature (as I preſume he doth) ſuch a 
law as is knowne by the very light of nature. ¶Ariſtotie hath 
taught us in generall, that morall duties are rather wrought 
upon a ſober conſcience by perſwaſion, than doe carry with 
them any convincing evidence ot demonſtration. Vet it is con- 
feſſed, that by the light of nature, ſome time ought to be ſer 
apart, even for the publike ſervice and worſhip of God, and 
not onely ſo, but alſo it is nothing leſſe cleare, that a ſufhcient 
proportion of time muſt be alloted to the profeſſed ſervice of 
our Creator. But wherein this ſufficient proportion of time 
doth conſiſt, we are to ſeck, being left unto our ſelves, and in my 
judgement, conſidering what we are, it is very fit we ſhould be 
to ſeeke in this; that ſo our eyes m1y wait upon the direction 
of our Maker. For, is it fit that ſervants ſhould cut out a 
proportion of ſervice to their Maſter at their owne pleaſure, 
and not rather be guided herein by their Maſters pleaſure, eſpe- 
cially by ſuch a Maſter, to whom wee owe not onely all that 
wee doe enjoy, but our ſelves alſo z who holdeth our ſonles 
in life, and in whoſe hands is the breath of all man- indi-. 
The queſtion thus untowardly propoſed, it is ſubjoyned thar, 
They commonly which are more apt to ſay any thing, than able af 
terward to prove it, maintaine affirmatively that it war, Doctor 
Rivet having propoſed this, addeth, that if it be poker of the law 
of nature, properly ſo called, ſcarce any one will be found to main- 
taine any ſuch thiag, And indeed, the queſtion in hand, is of 
the inſtitution of the Sabbath: Now, no wiſe man uſeth to in- 
ire of the inſtitution of that which is written in our hearts, 
and knowne unto us by the very common light of nature. It 


is true, ſome fetch the originall thereof from the beginning of the 


world, when God firſt bleſſed the ſeventh day and ſanttified it 
And what other ſenſe this can have, than that God comman- 
ded it to be ſet apart for holy uſes, wee cannot deviſe; For ſee» 
ing Gods bleſling and ſanctify ing of it doth undoubtedly de- 
note 
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note ſome act of God, this muſt be either an immanent act, or 
an act tranſient; Not an act immanent, for all ſuch ate eternall, 
but this was temporall, following upon Gods reſt on the 
ſeventh : For therefore (it is ſaid) God bleſſed the ſeventh day, 
and ſanitifiedit ; and being an a& tranſient and temporall, it 
muſt declare his will to have ic ſanctified, that is (by the gene- 
rall notion of the word) ſet apart, that is, from profane and 
lecular, to holy uſes; And how could this will of Godbe ma- 
nifeſted but by commandement, ſeeing it is a will of God 
not ſo much concerning what ſhall be done, as concerning 
what ſhall be mans duty to doe? And this hath both - 
leu, and after him Rivetus juſtified, and this latter againſt 
Gomarw, once and againe, and that by divers arguments. And 
thus, as we have expreſſe Scripture for ic, ſo we have as evident 
reaſon to juſtifie it: For, no other ground can be deviſed for 
the dividing of the whole courle of time into weeks, each con- 
liſting of ſeven dayes, than as it ſtands in congruity to Gods 
making the world in fix dayes, and reſting on the ſeventh. 
Which diviſion of time was undoubtedly obſerved by the Iſra- 
elite?, and received by them from their forefathers, yea, and 
from the Patriarches of old, who lived before the flood, and 
that continued without alteration even from the Creation of 
the world; For otherwiſe they could not have diſcerned 
what days had been anſwerable to the firſt ſix of the Creation, 
and what day to the ſeventh,wherein God reſted.having finiſh. 
ed the creation. But this was well known unto them,as appears 
by their gathering Manna, and promulgation ofthe 4* Com- 
mandement, together with the reſt on Mount Sinai; Nay, this 
diviſion of time into weeks, was generally obſerved among the 
heathens, as hath been ſhewed by great variety of reading,and 
that this hath beene the moſt ancient diviſion of time, thoſe 
other diviſions into moneths and into yeeres, comming in 


place long after, according as the motion of the Moone and of 


the Sunne were found out by Aſtrologers, not till then, like as 
the denomination of the ſeven dayes of the weeke by the ſe- 
verall names of the planets, was not brought in, untill the ſe- 
verall motions of all the Pla come to be diſcovered, As 
for the ſecond reaſon propoſed thus on our part; /f all the 7 
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F the Command ments flow from the principles of nature, how is FofF 2 
this excluded? It is not fit that any man ſhould take upon him 
the fhiping of his adverſaries arguments; That this Comman- 
dement ſhould b#taken for a parcof the morall Law, I wonder 
that any man ſhonl41 be ſo unreaſonable as to deny; but that 
this Commandement (hould flow trom the Principles of na- 
ture; and that delivered without diſtinction, — no 
man that affirmes. Bat let us diſtinguiſh,and I make no doubt, 
but there will be found no difference of moment betweene 
Doctor Pridraux and us: For, I find no man to deny, but 
that ſome time in generall is to be ſet apart, as well for Gods 
blique worſhip and ſcrvice, as for private, and that this is 
acknowledged by the very light of nature; Oaly as touching 
the proportiun'of time that is to be ſer apart for Gods ſervice, 
herein we are to ſecke; yet herein alſo the light of nature doth 
advantage us, and thit ſufficiently in two particulars: For 
the truth whereof, I dire appeale to the judgement of Doctor 
Prideanx hlinſelfe. 1. The firſt is this, that not onely ſome f 
time, but a ſuffie ent proportion of time is to be conſeerated to 
the exerciſes of piety, both publique and private. Comarxs 
and Rivetus are driven to acknowledge this, in anſwer to 
Wales about the proportion of one day in ſeven. And 
whereas we may be to ſeeke of agreement about what is ſuffici- 
ent: 2. Therefore in the next place, the very light of nature 
doth ſuggeſt unto us; that it is fare more fit that the Maſter 
ſhould preſcribe unto the ſervant, what proportion of ſervice 
he expeRts from his hands, than that the ſervant at his pleaſure 
ſhould cut out what proportion of ſervice hethinks good unto 
his Maſter z how much more fit that the Creator ſhould pre- 
ſcribe unto his creature, then that the creature ſhould preſcribe 
unto his Creator; conſidering, 1. how the dominion of Gd 
over his creature is incomparably greater than that which 
any other Maſter hath over his ſervant. 2. That man may be- 
come unreaſonable in his demands and commands, God can- 
not. 3. God can give ſtrength to his creature toperforme 
what he commands, man cannot. 4. The more cleare and ex- 
preſſo the Comnmandement is, the more comfortable to the 
creature, being hereby aſſured, the ſexv ice hee performes is — 
the 
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Fes. 2 the way of obedience, not unto his owne will, but to the will 
— — Of his Mafter. 3. May I not adde a third? namely, that 
by the very equity of a naturall conſcience, it is more fit 
to apportion unto Gods ſervice one day ima weeke, rather 
than one day in a moneth ; eſpecially conſidering that ori- 
ginally time hath beene divided into weekes, and not into 
moneths, untill along time after. In all which, Iam con. 
tent to appeale to the judgement of Doctor Prideaux him- 
ſelle. Vet we have not done in this argument; For in the 
fourth Commandement, there is enjo not onely the ſet- 
ting apart of ſome time in generall for Gods ſervice; and 
the proportion of one day in ſeven in ſpeciall, but alſo the 
particulating of a certaine day under this proportion; and 
wha ſeeth not, that ſo many different things (though one 
in ſubordination to another) being duly conſidered, it is no 
way fit to confound them, and to _ hand over head of the 
fourth Commandement without diſtinctions? Now, as touch- 
ing the particularity of the day, herein I confeſſe, wee are 
more to ſeeke by the light of nature, than for the ſpeciall pro- 
portion of time due unto God; Yet conſider, whether herein 
alſo we are not aſſiſted in good meaſure by the light of nature, 
and that in certaine particulars. 1. As firſt the decent propor- 
tion of time being obſerved, it is nothing materiall in it ſelfe, 
as touching the advancement of the e ot Gods ſer. 
vice; what day of the weeke ic be performed under the dul 
ſpecified proportion. For wee find by experience, that all 
Maſters ſtand for a proportion of ſervice, which they expect 
from the hands of their ſervants ; the quantity of ſervice be- 
ing a very conſiderable matter in the judgement of all; but 
whether a man worke the firſt houre of the day, and reſt the 
ſecond, or five houres in the morning, and reſt the fixth ; or 
in what other difference ſoever, ſo the quantity and proporti- 
on of ſervice for that day be performed, all Maſters reſt ſatiſ- 
fied, So for the ſervice of the weeke, if it be ſufficient to per- 
forme thus much ſervice, as namely, a dayes ſervice in a weeke, 
it matters not whatday it be done, fo the work be performed; 
Ifay, it matters not, as touching the ſubſtance of the workeit 
ſelfe to be performed. . 2. But though it matters not in this 
reſpect, 
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reſpe&, on what day the ſervice is performed 
matter much in another reſpect: For whereas we are all G 
creatures, and conſequently bis ſervatits ; and the fervice wee 
* at congernes us all in generall,. and that equally, and 
all wee are reaſonable creatures, 1. Firſt it ſet mes fit in rea- 
ſon, that there ſhould be an uniformity : Far, like as we con- 
verſe togetlier by commerce and trade in the workes of our 
calling on other dayes of the weeke ; {© it ſeemes moſt fic we

heart to know him, and with rationall afte&ions to feare and 
ſetve hlm. And — with — — as Catetar oblerveth, and 
that out of the ja t of reaſon, Par eſt ut poſt ta he- 
neficia aqgnoſtamus Courts quandog. wr are hh is fit 
after benefits received, wee ſhould acknowledge our Creator 
ſometimes, yea,forthwith : As wee reade the Angels did; as 
the Booke of /ob informes ns, Mhere wait thou when I laid the 
foundations of the earth? declare, if thou baſt underſtanding, 
who hath laid the meaſures thereof, if thow knoweſt ? or 7 
hath ſtretched the line upon it. Mhereupon are the foundations 
thereof faſtened ? or who laid the corner ſtone thereof. When the 
muaing ftarres ſang tegetlur, and all the ſonnes of God ſhouted 
for joy, The ſumme of all is this: 1. It is generally con- 
teſſed, and that by the very light of nature, that ſometime, 
and that in a ſufficient proportion, is to be ſet apart for Gods 
ſervice · 2. God being our great Lord and Maſter, it is moſt 
fit, by the very ſuggeſtion ot nature, that God himſelfe ſhould 
ſet forth unto us his ſervants, both the proportion of time, 
according to which, and the particularity of the day where- 
in he will be ſerved by us. 3. We judge that proportion which 
God hath deſigned, and the day alſo which he hath marked 
out tous in his Word, to be moſt agreeable unto reaſon in the 
conſideration of lis works. And in all this I am very willing 
to remit, my ſelfe to the judgement of Dor Prideamr. The 
next rea ſon here mentidned followeth; Can we conceive that 
this onely ciremoniall law crept in, we know not how, amongft the 
moral! Or that the Prophet Moſes would have nſed ſuch care 
in ordering the Decalogue, onely to bring the ( burch into greater 
troubles? I anſwer, that ſome time ſhould be ſet apart for Gods 
ſervice, was never accounted ceremoniall; As touching the 
* N= of one day in ſeven dayes to be conſecrated unto 
God, I never tound any Divine ancient or moderne buſie his 
wits about deviſing any ceremoniality therein; neither did I 
obſerve any ancient produced to acknowledge any ceremoni- 
ality therein; but as it is fit wee ſhould wait upon God for 
deſigning the proportion of time, (in which reſpe& divers 
count that poſitive) ſo God having deſigned unto us the 
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ion of time, we are bold to ſay with eAzorins, that ra- 
tions maxime camſamt ane um eſt, It is moſt agreeable to reaſon af. 
ter fix work; dayes to conſecrate one unto God. As touching the 
particularity of the day,undertheproportion of one in ſeven, 
there is to be conſidered, both reſt and ſanRification ; As for 
ſan&ification, I never read nor heard any man that conſtituted 
any ceremoniality in the ſanRification of the day, but onely 
in the reſt of the day; yet all theſe are ſhuffled together, and 
uſually men talke of the ceremoniality of the fourth Com- 
mandement han 1 over-head without all diſtin&ion: Now, it is 
true, the ancient Fathers generally conceived a ceremonialit 
in the reſt of the ſeventh day; but what was ſignified by this 
ceremony, I no where find expreſſely, neither in Maſter Broad, 
nor in this diſcourſe. Other Divines of theſe dayes, had rather 
call it poſitive but how? Surely in reference onely to the par- 
ticular day, not to the reſt of it, there being a morall reſt ne- 
ceſſarily required to the ſanCtification of it, namely, fo farre 
forth in reſting from our works, as they are avocamenta d [acris 
ſtuds & meditationibus, avocatious from facred ſtudles and 
meditations, as Calvin expreſſeth it, and I know none that dif- 
fer from him herein. Aquinas ls of the ſame judgeinent ; but 
withall he confeſſeth, that the Jewes obſerved the reſt of this 
day for a myſterious ſignification ſake,which is as much as to ſay, 
ceremanially ; in which reſpect it ought to be abrogated, when 
the body came that was ſignified thereby. So that this no- 
thing hinders the morality of one day in ſeven, no nor the ob- 
ſervation of any one particular day that Gods Word ſhall 
cammend unto us for our Sabbath, and that unalterable, fave 
by that authority whereby it was introduced; N-ither had 
CMoſes any hand, that I know, in ordering the De alogue, it 
being fix ft pronounced by the mouth of God, and afterwards 
written in tables by the finger of God. Nor did the deſigning 
of a day expoſe the Church to any trouble, much leſſe the de- 
ſigning the proportion of time; Ir being molt requiſite, the 
Law-maker h 
uouble; and each being thus deſigned, we find the deſigna- 
tion of them to be moſt agreeable unto reaſon. If Tornie llut 
thought it hardly credible that Enoſh ſhould appart himſelfe * 
Ine 


ould deſigne each of theſe for the preventing of 
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the ſonnes of Cain to call upon the Name of the Lord, without Fe 


ſome certaine and appointed time for that performance. I 

not thinke that Doctor Prideanx conceaves it credible, that 
any wiſe man would thinke it fit that the ſervant, and not 
rather the Maſter ſhould apportion out that ſervice which is 
due unto his Lord and matter ; or that it is more fit the ſer- 
vant ſhould have the deſignation of the particular time rather 
then the maſter, the former reaſons duly conſidered. Or is 
there any reaſon why Calvin ſhould have fo little authority, 
when hee diſcourſeth in reafon for the originall inftitution 
of the Sabbath as from the Creation; and ſo great authority 
when hee ſpeakes upon his bare word againit the morality 
of one day in ſeven (as ſome thinke ) Seprenarium numerum 
non ita moror, wt ejus ſervituti quicquam aftringerem. It 
is an eaſy matter to ſay they, conclude nothing; though 
I may juſtly wonder any reaſonable man ſhould ſay ſo of the 
argument drawne from thoie words Gen. 2. 3. Therefore God 
bleſſed the ſeventh day , and ſanttifyed it ; the author alleadg- 
ing no other exception againſt it, but the interpretation of 
Toftatws, namely, that it is delivered by way of anticipation, 
For this is as good as to confeſſe, that 0 bleſſe and [anttify the 
ſeventh day, is all one as if hee had ſaid that God comman- 
ded it to be ſanctified. Onely they will not have it underſtood 
of that time, when the Lord reſted from the works of Crea» 
tion. So that the meaning of Moſes muſt be this, In the ſi- 
venth day God ended the works which he hal mate , and the ſe- 
venth day God reſted from all the workes which he had made, 
and becauſe God reſted on that ſeventh day from all the works 
that he had male, therefore he commanded , not then that, that 
day from thence forward; but 2400. yeares after, that men 
ſhould conſecrate that day to divine ſervice. Now in diſ« 
puting againſt the unreaſonableneſſe ot this interpretation 
given by Toſtatis , I am very willing to make Doctor 
Prideaux my judge, and(as it were)under his moderation to 
pruceed in this. And here I purpole not to revivethe diſputa- 


tions of Malaus, and Riverws againſt T of arms his anticipa- 


tion; but onely to* content my ſelte with the ground layd 
by Doctor Lake Biſhop of 'Bath and Wellr, in his Theſis 
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$28. 2. ef the Sabbath, Theſ. 46. The works of the day us the ground 
. of hallowing the day, whether it be weekly, monthly or yearely, 
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as particulars evince in Scripture and Hiſtory. I make bold to 
lay this for my ground in this place, beeauſe it is apparant 
that God made his worke on the ſeventh day, the ground of 
hallowingthat diy, namely, becauſe it was the day of Gods 
reſt, therfore to make it the day of mens reſt, for the ſanctify ing 
of it unto the Lord. Now I pray conſider is it reaſonable, 
that becauſe ſuch or ſuch a worke hath beene done in ſach a 
day , provoking usto keepe it a feſtivall day unto the Lord, 


therefore it becomes us accordingly to ſanAity it, but when? 


not that day nor the ſame day ſenight, nor throughout the 
5 2. weekes of that yeate, nor any of the 52. weekes the next 
yeare; no nor for the ſpace of a 1000 yeares, or two thouſand: 
but after the expiration of 2500 yeares and more, then and 


not till then to ſanctify that day, becauſe on that day of the 


weeke the Lord reſted from the worke of Creation, 2500 
yeares before? why might not the wiſdome of our Parlia- 
ment have imitated God, and in memory of our deliverance 
from the Gunpowder treaſon, on the 5. of November, or- 
deined that day, ſhould bee kept feſtivall, ſo fat forth 
as inthe publique congregation to make a ſolemne,and thank- 
full commemoration of that wonderfull deliverance, to be- 
gin ſorſooth a thouſand or two thouſand yeares after. So the 
Jewes obſerved yearely the feaſt of Purim, in remembrance 
of Gods mercifull deliverance of them, from the conſpiracy 
of Haman,but when did they ordaine this feaſt to begin? not 
till a thouſand yeares after, had they done ſo, who would 
not have ſaid, that their wiſdome herein had exceeded 
all humane diſcretion ? Or to avoid the like unreaſonable- 
neſſe on their fide, well they ſay that the caſe is not alike; 
for as much as the freſh remembrance of the Creation, and 
of Gods reſting on the ſeventh day was ſufficient unto them, 
both for the maintaining of the diviſion of time into weekes 
or ſeven dayeszand of ſanctifying each ſevent h unto the Lord; 
but when the memory hereof began to be obliterated, to 
wit, about ſome ꝙ oo yeares after the flood, then it was fit 
the Lord ſhould revive the obſervation of this day , by a par- 
ticular 
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Commandement not only morall, but alſo more naturall then 
they ae aware. Though I willingly confeſſe they might well 
conccave that after ſome 15 or 1600 yeares, men might grow 
weary. of obſerving the ſeventh day, the day of Gods reſt from 
the worke of Creation,becauſe by experience we findethat af- 
ter ſome 15 or 1600 yeares, Chriſtians ſeem to grow weary of 
keeping holy the Lords day, the day whercon the Loid Chriſt 
roſe from the grave,& ſo reſted trom his worke of redemption. 
But as not long after 1600.yeares the flood came to ſet an end 
to the World by water; ſo it may be after 1600 yearesof the 
Goſpell, there are but as few yeares to the comming of Chriſt, 
to ſet an end unto this World by firezcertainely, as often as 
ſome feſtivall day, is grounded upon ſome \1ngular worke of 
God done, on that day (which Doctor Lake propoſeth as a ge- 
nerall and undoubted rule, alwayes to hold concerning feſti- 
valls) no time more fit for the — of ſuch a day, then 
When the memory of the worłe is freſh;then is a man like to be 
more devour, more chearefull in Gods ſervice, more thankefull 
unto him for his great goodneſſe, like as the Angells imme- 
diatly upon their Creation praiſed God Jb. 38. 7. When the 
Starres of the morning praiſed me , and all the children of God 
rejoyced , which in Cornelius his language was to obſerve the 
Sabbath. Now give mee leave to enlarge this by proportion, 
As there are Sabbaths of rejoycing, ſo there are Sabbat ha of 
mourning, And the expiatiõ day commanded unto the Jewes, 
was an annuall feaſt, to inure them tothis holy exerciſe, not 
onely once a yeare, but oftner, as God ſhould miniſter oc- 
caſion: Now this day is called by the Lord alſo a Sabbath, 
Levit. 16.31. And Doctor eAndrewer in his paterne of Cate- 
cheticall docti ine, handles the duties of ſuch a day, in his 
doctrine of the Sabbath · And it is well know ne that dayes 
of wrath have their courſe, and ſhall have their courſe, as 
long as this World laſteth as well as dayes of mercy : And 
wee havecauſetoblefſe God that hee hath inclined his Ma- 
jeſties heart to take notice of ſuch dayes of wrath ; and ac- 
cordingly by Proclamation, to command a generall humi- 
liation throughout the Land, divers and ſundry times. So 
| Q 4 wee 
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wee reide that the Jewes obſerved a faſt on the firſt moneth, 
( beſides the faſt of the ſeventh which God commanded ) as 
wee reade Zach.9.3 5. and it was obſerved on the tenth day 
of that moneth ; that being the day whereon Nebechadne c car 
bucnt the houſe of the Lord, as wee reade, Jer. 5 2. 12, 13. 
Now thus far had they obſerved the 70 yeares of their capri- 
vity Zach. 7. 5. they did not put off che obſervation of it till 
a thouſand yeares after; it being moſt ht, then eſpecially to 
mourne , when God calleth us thereunto, and not to put it 
off when hee calleth us thereunto z the Lord fore complay- 
ning of ſuch courſes, and pronouncing an heavy judgement 
upon offenders in this kinde, E/ay 22. 13,13, 14. Now like as 
it becomes us to mourne, when ficſt God calleth us there- 
unto , ſo it becommeth us to rejoyce in keeping a feſtivall 
unto him, whea hee calleth us thereanto ; leſt otherwiſe it 
prove out of ſeaſon, when itis begun a long time aſter, and 
utterly neglected upon the freſh memory thereof. Wee teade 
that when the Jlienſes, inhabitants of Iliam called anciently 
by the name of Troy, ſent an Embaſſage to Tiberius, to con- 


dole the death of his Father Aaguſtis; hee conſidering the 


unſeaſonableneſſe thereof, it being a long time after his death; 
requited them accordingly ſaying, that hee was ſorry for 
their heavineſſe alſo, having loſt ſo renowned a Knight as 
Hector was, to wit, above a thouſand years before; io the warres 
of Troy, - en! | 
Surely when in the fourth Cormandement, and in the 
reaſon given it is ſayd ; For in fix dayes the Loyd mad: Ha- 
ven and Earth , the Sea and all that in them is , and reſted the 
ſeventh diy; therefore the Lord bleſſed the ſeventh diy, and 
[anttified it , it ſtands with far better reaſon'to conceave the 
meaning hereof , in reference to time paſt, thus; therefore 
the Lord commanded the ſanctiſication of it 2500 yeares be- 
fore; then to underſtand Moſes words, Gen. 2. 3. Therefore 
the Lord bli ſed the ſeventh day , and ſantlified it in reference to 
the time to come thus, therefore the Tord commanded that 
ſeventh day to be [anttified 2500 yeares after. And obſerye I 
pray the forme of words in the fourth Commandement, 
when ic is ſayd, Therefore the Lord bleſſed the Sabbath day, 


and 
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ble it , but of the time paſt, therefore liet 
did blefſe it, and ſanctiſte it and When I pray but immed late. 
ly from the Creation; that very day whereon hee firſt reſted; 
and conſequently that very day, he commanded the ſeventh 
day to be ſanctified; for to Hactiße the day is to command 
the fanctlſication of it, as is conftffed; ot heriſe the re were 
no place to plead anticipation. And that the phraſt of ipeteh 
mult fipnifie Gods Command for the ſinctification of it; I 
have already proved. 

As for the Fathets affrritig that the 2nciertt PattfarcheFdid 
not obſerve the Sabbath, albeit their authority is of no forts 
to countervalle ſo minifeſt evidence both of Scripture it ſelſe; 
and of the reaſon drawne from the d iſion of time into 
wetkes, even from the creation, atid fo continued unto the 
Jewet inthe very da yes of Hoſts, Vet I Hay be bold to fa, 
we have bettet — from the æncienrs for juſtifylng gf dur 
cauſe than our adverſatſes have for theits. Mei hath tepre- 
ferited Chryſoſtome, Theophilu, Antiot henus, eAnſtin, Theo- 
der. maintaiming that the juſtification of the Sabbath hath 
been, from the Creation: To theſe Rivetis added Tertullian 
as of the fame mind, how ſdever alleged on the adverſaries 
patt. And he alſo cttiowledgeththe Jewes to be ofthe ſame 
opiriion : Beda is alleged indeed by Pererius as on the part of 
Toſtat:s, bat no ſuch thing appeares in his Hexameron, but 
rather expreffely the contrary (his words being theſe of the 
Sabbath, ſemper celeb rar; olebat)as I have ſhewed in my anſwer 
to the preface, Sell. 1. Where alfo are repreſented the teſti- 
monies of Athanaſius and Epiphanius, as maintaining the inſti- 
tut ion of the Sabbath to have beene from the Creation; which 
alſo hath beene ſhewed to have beene the opinion of Philo and 
Foſeptus and divers of the Jewiſh Rabbins,and of the author of 
the Chaldee Paraphtaſe upon the Plalns,and of divers others. 
Agaitte,concerfiing the paſſages alleged out of ſome Fathers to 
the contraty; not onely Hoſyinian an{wereth, thatthoſe pro- 
ceed of the rigorous obſervation of the Sabbath; but Jacob 
Salianits a Papiſt, in particular thus interpreteth Tertullianzand 
Tertullian muſt be in ome ſuch ſenſe underſtood, as namely, ei- 
ther 


and ified it not of the time preſent that hee now doth 
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ther of obſervatioa of other Sabbaths in uſe among the Jewes, 
or ot the rigorous obſeryation pf the Jewiſh Sabbath, 650 the 
Jewiſh manner in obſerving it by particular ſacrifices appoi 

ted for that day ; for as much as he clearely profeſſeth, that the 
Sabbath day was 4 primordio ſandtus, as Rivera ſheweth, and 
that the other Fathers (which are but foure) truly alleged, are 
tobe interpreted by ſome fuch manner, I have endeayoured to 
evince by divers reaſons in my anſwer to the Preface, And 
though ſome are willing to admit that of Terniellus, that in 
the accompliſhment ot the Creation, the Angels did obſerve 
the Sabbath, provided he recompence them in this particular 
now in queſtion, and adde chat the obſervance of it here upon 
the earth was not till many ages after. Yet this naked authori- 
ty being little worth, hi reaſon is ſo weake in the former, that 
we have cauſe to ſuſpect it will not prove any thing ſtronger in 
che latter 3 though I ſhould have beene content to afford it due 
conſideration had it been propoſed : As for the Angels ſinging 
and ſhouting for joy, this was performed, as Torritallus ac- 
knowledgeth, the day wherein rhe foundation of the earth was 
laid, which undoubtedly could not be. after the firſt day of 
the creation, For if the foundation of the earth was not laid 
then, when the Lord ſaid, that it was; without forme and voyd, 
and the waters covered it, I cannot deviſe when it ſhould 4 3 
It is granted that it may be probably conjectured, that tha 
ſanctification of the Sabbath was before the Law, as concur- 
ring herein with C alvin, but that Calvin faith that no more, 
is not proved, neither is that palſage exhibited wherein Ca- 
vin ſhould deliver his mind fo coldly thereof; but Calvin in 
his harmony upon the foure bookes of Hoſes, and on the 
fourth Precept, is expreſſe, that Diem ſeptimũ ſibi ſumpſit Deus 
ac conſecravit completa mundi creatione, that God aſſumed and 
conſecrated: the ſeventh day unto himſelfe upon the finiſhin 

of the worlds creation. And it is enough for us, that then it 
was inſtituted ; and hereupon let every ſober reader judge, 
whether it be not more then probable, that the holy Patri- 


arches at leaſt obſerved it. Neither doe we affect that any man 


ſhould reſt ſatisſied with our con'eftures ; but let our reaſons 
be conſidered, and the plaine Text of Scripture profeſſing that 


becanſe 
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berawſe God reſted the fte, aerger dn Wired 1he 
ſeventh day and ſunflified it; Men yeeld chereunto 
no more in this particular, then Wh@zeor it deth convince 


a man in conſcience. Yet who thoſe late Wricers be-who 

are ſo unſatisfied in this point, I know riot well, I verily 

thinke they are very few Proteſtants. Gomarus (as I remem- 

ber) allegeth but two, Vatablu and Muſtulus, whereas Wa- 

leu and Rivetus between them, have alleged no lefle than 

| thirty maintaining the contrary. As for the Papiſts, we ſhall 
take notice of them in the next Section. 

Ic is confeſſed that this proote is good, God bleſſed the ſe- 
venth day, and ſanttified it; therefore he commanded it to be 
kept holy by his people, The lanQifying of the day in the true 
notion thereof being nothing but Gods commanding man 
to ſanifie it, which yet if any man deny, I appealero my 
former argument, delivered in the former Section, for the ju- 
ſtitying thereof. Onely it is ſaid that therence it followeth 
not that Then or at that time, to wit, the very day whereon 
God reſted , he commanded it to be kept holy by his people. Nov 
this exception alſo I have remooved in the former Section. 
And it is very ſtrange we ſhould be to ſceke of the time in 
reference whereunto this is delivered ;moſt of all, if ſpoken 
onely in reference to 2500 yeares after , and not the leaſt 
intimation of fo ſtrange an anticipation beyond all example, 
as Mal eus and Rivetus have proved. When Abulenſis faith 
that Moſes Ip the this by anticipation rather to ſhew the equit 
of the Commandement then the Original; Tt the booke of Geneſss 
were written before the Commandement was given on mount 
Sina. this interpretation muſt ſuppoſe that the Lord had alrea - 
dy revealed to Moſes what hee would doe on Mount Sina , 
and what ground is produced for the building of ſo much 
as any conjecture hereof thereupon ? And what wiſe man 
would expect that any man ſhould be ſatisfied herewith ? Doth 
it not concerne them who maintaine this affirmative to take 

it good by Texts of Scripture ? It after the Commande- 

ments were delivered on Monnt Sina; what neede of repre- 
ſenting the equity thereof, ſeeing the equity, and that in this 

very way, is expreſſed in the Commandement it felfe, — 

chat 
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that in ſuch manner as to manifeſt evidently that God did 
not now begin to command this, but that hee commanded 
it of old, even from the Creation, as already I have diſputed 
and proved. And though Abulenſis were of this opinion, yet 
Catarinns was not; and though Yerer us the Jeluitc to..ke 
part with Toſtatus, yet Rivetus hath ſhewed that Cornelius 
de lapide, Emmanuel Sa. Ribera, all Jeſuites do not, but with 
Catærinus rather, or that Steuchus, Eugubiuus, Genebrard, 
and lacobus Salianxs concurre with them, againſt the opinion 
of Toſtatus, Gomarm acknowledgeth Marius alſo to be of 
the ſame minde, all Papiſts; and let mee adde unto theſe all 
the Remiſts, as appeares in their notes upon Apoc. 1, 10. 
Enoſh might call upon the Lord, and eAbraham offer ſacrifice, 
without relation to a ſet » and appointed time, oft ner and ſel- 
damer as they had occaſion, It was in the former Sefionfignifti- 
ed to be Torniellus his reaſon which here is anſwered ; now 
Torniellus was of a contrary opinion to us in this particular, 
yet hee confeſſeth that it ſeemed hardly credible ; neither doth 


the DoRor deny it, onely hee ſaith that Enoſo might ſo doe; 


hee doth not fay hee did; yet undoubtedly many things are 
done that are hardly credible ſhould be done, much more 
might bee done , though indeed they are not ; Yet this is 
none of our arguments; but ſuch as it is, let us not extenuate 
it, but take it aright as it deſerves to be taken. Torniellus 
ſuppoſeth that Exofr did apart kim{elfe from the ſonnes of Cain 
Now Ernoſo was not alone in this, for the Text ſaith, T hen 
began men to call upen the name of the Lord , not Enofs alone, 
Now in ſeparation , they that ſeparate from the ſame com- 
pany in an holy magner have reaſon to congregate them- 
ſelves ; the fame holineſſe is as powerfully effectuall to the 
one as to the other ; and they are called the Sonnes of God, in 
diſtinction from the ſonnes, aud dawghtes of men, Gen. 6. 2. 
though chen the very fonnes of God began to degenerate, 
And that theſe meetings of niany ſhould be without a ſet, 
and appointed time, I cannot deviſe any colour of probabi- 
lity, 1. For that they could not all meete in one congregati- 
on. 2. that meeting in diverſe, the children of God ſhould 
deſire chat at one time their n eetiug might be, the * 
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of —_ concurring in the ſame faith, and joyning together 
doe befiege Gods Eares , and worke an holy violence upon 


him. 3. otherwiſe, there would be a breach of ſociety and 
mutuall commerce, that being an holy day in one place or 
countrey which was not in another. 4. being divided farre 
off it would be moſt difficult to make new appointments. 5, 
little likelihood of agreement herein if left unto themſelves, 
without ſome divine direction and appointment But to re- 
turne, the next portion of the diſcourſe is this. And as for 
the not falling of th: Manna on the Sabbath day, this rather 
Was 4 preparation to the (ommandement , then any promul ga- 
tion of it, But ſuppoſe it had beene a promulgation of it, 
what could that hinder the diſcourſe of Jacobs not neglecting 
Labantflocke upon conſcience of the Sabbath, which was 
long before the children of {/-ae{ls going downe into Egypt; 
whereas Manna fell not untill their departing out of £gypr, 
and comming into the Wildernefſe , which was diverſe 
hundreds of yeeres after. But yet the ordering of the Manna 
in the falling of it ſix dayes, and not the ſeventh ;; doth 
evidently argue that this ſeventh ſtanding in juſt correſpon- 
dency to the ſeventh day from the Creation, ( as appeares 
by the ſtory following ) the dividing of time into weekes, 
and ſeptenaries from the Creation, was exactly obſerved 
from the (Creation all along untill that time: And no leſſe 
evidently doch it manitelt , that the Sabbath day was obſer- 
ved before the Law gien on Mount Sinai; and conſequently 
either by light of nature ditecting them to the day of the 
weeke whereon God reſted ; or by Commandement, and 
Commandement wee finde none before that on Mount Sinai, 
unleſſe that in Cen. 2. 3. Goe for a Commandement from 
the beginning, | 

The firſt mention wee reade of the Sabbath is that Fred. 
16.23, Where Moſes faith, This is that whiclf the Lord hath 
ſhd, to morrow is the reſt of the holy Sabbath unto the Lord; 
and let every one judge whether there bee any forme of a 
Commandement in this, and whether hee doth not ſpeake 
unto them of a Sabbath as of a thing formerly well knowne 
unto them, and v.25. To day i the Sabbath unte the Lord; 
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The Moralitie of the four;h Commandement, 
to day yee Mall not find it in the feild. This is not ſpoken as if 
the condition of a Sabbath were any new thing unto them. 
But let ys fee whether there be any. great ſtrength in that 
which followeth. Pat the caſe that Jacob on the Sabbath bad 
uegletted Labans flock , and that the Iſraelites under Pharaoh 
had not made up their tale of brickes , neither had he eſcaped 4 
chiding, nor they the inſolent fury of their taskmaſters, And now 
according to, the principles of theſe Sabbatarians , what would 
jou connſaile them to doe ? did the obſerve the Sabbath they 
were ſure of puniſhment from man, did they neglect it, they were 
ſure of vengeance from the Lord, unto ſuch ſtreights are they 
reduced, whe would impoſe the Sabbath as a perpetuall Law of 
nature. As for the firſt of theſe, wee cannot be ignorant, that 
both flockes of ſheepe,and heads of greater cattell were looked 
unto in tte time of the moſt rigorous obſervation of the 
Sabbath. Our Saviour obſerves the Jewes practiſe ( notwith- 
ſtanding all their rigour this way ) was to unlooſe their Oxe, 
and leade him to watering : Neither was Laban ſo rigorous 
a Lord to /acob being from the firſt his unckle, 2 
his father in Law, and one that had as good meines to know 
the ſtory of the Creation as Jacob, and how that the Lord 
from the beginning Bleſſedihe ſcaventh day, and ſanttiiſicd it; 
afterwards Jacobs poſterity met with Taske- maſters in Egypt. 
And if the Ægyptian. bad made conſcience of ſetting ſome 
time apart for the ſervice of God,according to the ſuggeſtion 
of that light which is confeſſed to extend ſo farre by nature, 
how improbable is it they would deny this unto their ſer- 
vants ? The Kings of Perſia did not uſe them ſo hard, but 
promoted their ſacrifices that they might pray for the King, 
and the Kings Children ; Traian made a Law that the Jewes 
ſhould not be moleſted on their Sabbath. The T »rkes at this 
day give liberty unto Chriſtians for the free excerciſe of their 
religion. And why ſhould wee thinke the «Egyptians more 
rigorous to the /ſrarlites then the Babylonians were to the 
Tewes ? Or if alike ; why may not a man conclude as well 
of the Tewes in Babylon, as of the 1/raclites in Egypt that 1f 
they did obſerve the Sabbath they were ſure of puniſhment from 
man, if they did neglect it, they were ſure of vengeance from _

doth Abulenſis accompt the reſt of one day in ſeven ceremo- 
niall, and not morall ? Doctor Millet relates him as of an 
other opinion, and diſtinguiſhing thus. There are ſome things 
which are ſimply morall , and ſome thirgs ſimply ceremoni. all; 
and ſome things of a mixt kinde, as being partly merall, partly 
ceremoniall. Simply morall are thoſe things which are grounded 
on the judgement of naturall reaſon,as when naturall reaſon doth 
diftate that ſome time is to be ſet apart for Gods ſervice ; But 
preciſely to appoint the ſeventh day wore then any day of the weeke, 
# ſimply ceremoniall , quia non habet fundament um 4 ratione, 
ſed a voluntate condentis legem; becanſe it is not groundedon 
reaſon, but on the will of the law-maker. But te appoint one 
day of ſeven, and that Jay wholy for the ſpace of 24. houres to 
conſecrate to Goda ſervice, as therein to abſtaine from all kinds 
of works, theſe things are not purely or ſimply ceremoniall , but 
partly morall as grounded on the judgement of rea/on , though not 
totally and wholy, For the firſt , if above one day in the weeks 
ſhould be kept perpetually holy , Gravamen eſſet laborantibui to- 
ties vacare ; it were a grievance to labourers to reſt from works 
ſe oft (his meaning is in this caſe, they could not ſufficient- 
ly provide for themſelves, and their families, as touching the 
maintenance of this life temporall ) and if but one day in 4 
fortnight or a month ſhould be appointed , obliviſteremur Des 
per deſuctu dinem cults ipſius. We ſhould forget God through not 
accuftoming our ſelves ſufficiently to bis ſervice, Therefore it 
Plands with reaſon that one day in ſeven ſhould be celebrated to 
the Lord, This ſurely is not to deny the proportion of one 
day in ſeven to be conſecrated unto the Lord, to be morall ; 
but to confirme it rather. Neither doe I finde that Aqui 
reſolves it ſo, as here it is pretended ; that which hee ſayth 
to be ceremoniall, is applied by him onely to the particular 
day of the weeke, Indeed hee doth ſay that the proportion 
of one day in ſeven to be conſecrated to the Lord, is morall, 
neither doth hee deny it; onely hee ſayth, it is morall that

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For albeit hee treads in eAquivas ſteps when hee ſayth, 
Morale eſt quatenu natura docet & pietas poſtulat ut aliquis 
dies deftinetur quieti, ab operibus ſer vilibus, quo divino cultui 
dacare poſſit Eccleſia z ceremonial: eſt quatenus ſeptimus dies 
fuit praſcriprus, non alius.

It is cere:noniall, that the (eventh day, and no other is pre- 
ſcribed for this: yet a little before hee manifeſteth that by 
one day to he ſet apart, for this he meanes one day in even, when 
he thus ſaych.

The 
Commandement is morall as it commands ns to conſecrate 
one day in ſeven unto divine ſeryice. And fo doth Dominicus 
Bannes 92.5. 4 . art. 1. & Bellarmine de cultu Sanftorum lib. 3. 
cap. I I. And it no other be the opinion of Aquinasyf the ſchool- 
men of what ſeſt /oever ſay th: ſam», it followeth that they 
differ no more from us then Aquinas did; it may be they 
will be found to agree with ns. For I doe not thinkeany 
ſchooleman, being put to it will deny but thatby the very 
light of nature, not onely ſoinetime, but a ſufficient propor- 
tion of time mult be ſet apart for Gods ſervice. And albeit 
had we beene left unto oui ſelves without any indication of 
this proportion from God , wee might well have beene to 
ſeeke in the letting forth of this convenient proportion Yet 
conſidering how God hath gone before us making the World 
in ſix daies, nd reſting the ſeventh, and — op there- 
upon the diviſion of time into ſeptenaries of dayes, reafon 
I ſhould thinke with Toftatys, . doth dictate that the pro- 
portion of one day in ſeven was more convenient then any 
other. Or if this were not ſufficient for our direction here- 
in 3; yet when God hath manifeſted unto us both after the 
Creation, and in the fourth Commandement what propor- 
tion of time hee Kkes belt far this ( as it is in reaſon fit that 
the Maſter, eſpecially ſuch a Mater ſhould preſcribe what 
2 — time ſhall be ſet fc wy for his ſervice f then 
wich offome wee have cauſe by the very light of nature 

5 undoubcedl 
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imdoubtedly to conclude; that if inthe beginning. and under FeFF, 
the Law God required one day in ſeven to be conſecrated — 


to his ſervice ; wee {urely cannot allow unto him a worle pro- 
portion under the Goſpell. And Jacobus de Valentia adver/. 


Jude. q. 2. Preceptum de Sabbato celebrands eft part im morale Coch, 


propter primam conditjonem. This firſt condition in reſpect 
whereof he ſayth it is morall, hee profeſſeth to be two told, 
1 in regard ot the reſt. 2. in regard of the ſanctification of it, 


then hee proves it ſaying , probarur, Nam primo Sabbatum At. ooo; 


fait præceptum ad requiem hominis, & ſantlificationem Dei, ut 
homo pe” ab omni negotio mundano, ut facilius doſſet Deo 
ſervire & latriam cæhibere. Then comming to ſpecihe the pro- 
portion of time to be allowed hereunto, Oportet ( faith hee) 
ut aliqua dies in [eptimana ad hnjuſmodi [anttificationem - 
latriam ſit Deo drdicata. Et ut fic hoc preceptum eſt tabile & 
eternum,ut patcbit, One day in the weeke mult be dedicated 
unto God for this ſanctiſication and worſhip, and thus the 
precept is ſtable and everlaſting as it ſhall appeare. In like man- 
ner Stella upon Luke 14. I» the ſanttification of the Sabbath 
there was ſomething morall, and ſomething ceremoniall, It is 
morall to obſerve one day in the weeke ;, but that it ſhould be this 
day or that day, this is ceremoniall. Adde to theſe Bellarmine 
de cultu ſanctorum lib. 3. cap. 11. Ins divinum requirebat, ut 
ums dies he bdomade dic aretur cultui divino. Thus we ſee theſe 
are directly for us; Aquinas and the ſchoolemen are not di- 
rectly againſt us, ( as hitherto it hath appeared,) no more 
then Zanchy , who yet is directly for us, as hath beene 
ſhewed. By the way, it doth not follow from any evidence, 
that either theſe or Toſtatus have given, that the aſſigning of 
one diy above another was ceremoniall , taking this word 
( ceremoniall ) ia proper (ſpeech : for 1. it may be accomp- 
ted poſitive. 2. what have wee to doe with ceremonialls (in 
proper ſpeech) now under the Goſpell, who yet doe 
{till obſerve one day in ſeven. 3. nay why may not that 
allo juſtly be accompted morall, it God hath marked 
out that day wee celebrate by ſome notable worke, to be 
conlecrated to the Lord, above others ? eſpecially accord- 


ing to Bilhop Lake his grounds, namely that the werde 4 
R 2 the 
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the day is the ground of ballowing the dey : for proofe whereof 
hee appeales to the inſticution of all feaſts both humane and 
divine. In this caſe, I ſhould thinke there is no colour for 


ſuſpition of any Judaiſme ; who thoſe fathers are, who have 


pronounced ( as here it is ſaid ) th: fourth Commandement 
to be a ceremony, a ſhadow, and a figure only, here it is not 
mentioned, but delivered at large, but I finde that IHychrius 
rejects from the Decalogue thu precept for the obſervation of rhe 
Sabbath,eſteeming it to be only ceremoniall, oppoſed herein W 
Dominicus Bannes ; Sed profetto fallitur quoth Bannes » for ti 
precept is morall as touching the ſubſtance of the precept, to wit, 
that there be a certaine time wherein 4 man ought toreſt unto 
God, although the determination of ſuch a time be not deſigned : 
But heretofore the ſeventh day was iy by a Divine precept 
ef 12 Lords Reſwrreti- 
on; ſo that amongſt the people of God, one day in the weeke 
bath been determined for divine ſervice. As tor our Divines, the 
moſt generall opinion amongſt them is,that the obſervation 
of one day in ſeven is of perpetuall obſervation. For albeit 
Brentius upon Leviticus affirmes- , that the Church may in 
theſe dayes obſerve but one day in 14. if they will. Vet not 
onely Gomarus, and River profeſſe that under the Goſpell 
wee mult allow a better proportion of time for Gods ſervic 
rather then a worſe, in reference to that which was allowe 
under the Law: But Luther tom. 5.fol, 6e profeſſeth that 
ad minimum unus lies aliquis per he dam, is to be choſen 
for Gods worſhip, and Bildwin in his caſes of conſcience. 
2-C, 13. cal. touching feaſts. It is morall ( ſaith hee) ro 


[anttifie ore day in ſeven, Maſter Hoolgr confeſſeth as much 


in bis Eccleſiaſtieall policy. And if (Calvi hath a way by 
himſelfe in this; there is no reaſon hee ſhould be introduced 
to affront the moſt general] current of our one Divines, 
muſtered up by Walexs as a cloud of witrieſſes ſtanding for 
the morality of one day in ſeven. Yet Malaus hath cleared 
alſo Calvin in this point, and that in reference to more preg- 
nant paſſages then are produced here; where nothing is deli- 
vered in oppoſition thereunto; the laſt tends to the confir- 
mation of it. ; 

For 


is ftil] in force to bind Chriſtians, 
For if it be reaſonable that one day in ſeven ſhould be al- 
towed for the caſe , and recreation of ſervants ; what day 
ſhall be their Sabbath , if not the day of reſt? and if this be 
moſt reaſonable, I hope in the ſecond place it will be jadged 
molt unreaſonable that there ſhould be one Sabbath for the 
Maſter,and another for the ſervants : undoubtedly, now God 
hath gone before us in allotting this proportion ot time for 
his ſervice; wee may be bold to ſay with Az»rizz ( and that 
incorreſpondency to Teſtatus his diſcourſe |) that rations 
maxm conſemancum eft after fix works duyes to conſecrate one 
unto divine ſervice, And ſeeing God hath required (ach a pro- 
portion of time for tis ſervice wider theL1w:by the very light 
of nature it appeares to be moſt unreaſonable wee ſhould al- 
Wied works proportion under the Goſpell, and, Calvin 
fefſeth that Nobis cum vereri pu quoad hanc partem com- 
munis oft S. ib huti necrſſttatr. We have as much neede of a Sab- 
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Harm, in 4. lib. 
Aloſis in yrecep. 


bath as ever the Jewes had. As touching the three particu- ,, 


lars wherein 7 - is vouched to affirme the fourth Com- 
mandement to bee an wnſtable, and alterable ceremony. 
Firſt I have not hitherto found, that Toftares confoundeth 
the proportion of one day in ſeven, with the particular day 
under this proportion; as it theſe were equally ceremoni- 
all. The reſt on the ſeventh day in the jadgement of the an · 
cients prefigured the reſt of Chriſt ( that day) in his grave, 
and in that re{pe& was accompted by them ceremoniall. 
But as for the proportion of one day in ſeven, never yet did 
Imeete with any who ſet his wits on worke to deviſe any 
thing in Chriſt to be prefigured thereby, that ſo it alſo might 
be accompted ceremoniall. Yet I nothing doubt but this 
oportion is alterable by that power whereby it was pre- 
cribed, but not by any inferiour power; and fo it is accompted 
by Jacobus de Valentia, ſtabile & eternum , (table and ever- 
lating; and moſt unreaſonable that wee ſhould not be bound 
to allow as good a proportion of ſervice unto God under the 
Goſpell, as the Jewes were bound to allow him under the 

Law. 
The reſt of the ſeventh day being ceremonial!,wee hold not 
onely with Teſtatus that it is alterable, but with Srella that 
It 
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Set * jt muſt be altered; and I hope the word it ſelfe affords evi- 
. dence enough for this. It is true, the fourth Commande- 
ment in the very front commands the ſanttifying the Sabbath 
not the ſeventh day, but the Sabbath: and in like maner it 
ends with — — that the Lord Bleſſed the Sabbath day 
(not the ſeventh) c /anttified it. But when the queſtion is made 
what Sabbath ? T ſhould rather anſwer 4 reſt from all ſerv ile 
works, then as here it is anſwered, The ſeventh day, For un- 
doubtedly God, doth: not therein command us to reſt the 
ſeventh day in correſpondency to the ſeventh day from the 
Creation there is commanded one day in ſeven, and a ieventh 
after ſix dayes of worke. But wee muſt leave it unto God as 
to preſcribe unto us, the Maſter to his ſervants , the propor- 
tion of time to be ſet apart for his ſervice, ſo the particula- 
rity of* the day alſo under the ſpecified proportion; leaſt o- 
therwiſe there might be as, many different opinions herea- 
| bouts, and courſes according thereunto amongſt the people 
I of God, as there be dayes in the weeke. Now God did ap- 
point the ſeventh day of the weeke unto the Jewes for their 
Sabbath; but the firſt day of the weeke, hee hath appointed 
unto us for our Sabbath ; ſtill obſerving fix dayes worke be- 
fore, and a ſeventh of reſt unto God, after. And thus anch 
a learned and judicious Divine intet preteth the fourth Com- 
mandement in 4. præcept. p. 599. Col. 2. Stat ſententia non 
ſine cauſa fall um eſſe, ia in ſubſtantia precepti dictum non ſit , 
Memento ut diem ſeptimum, ſed ut diem Sabbati.i.quietis ſantli- 
fices, Hac enim ratione nos quoque praceptum hoc ſervamns, 
dum [anftificamus diem D ominicum, quia hic quietis dies nobis 
eſt, ſicut Jude: f wit ſeptimus. I am (till of opinion, that not 
without cauſe it is ſo ordered, that in xn ſubſtance of the 
e it is not ſayd, remember the ſeventh day, but remem- 
er the Sabbath day, that is, the day of reſt to ſanctifie ic. 
For by this meanes, wee alſo keepe this precept in ſanctify- 
ing the Lords Day. 
So that this is not the opinion of Doctor Bomnde onely, 
«nd of Maſter Per ins, but of E anchy alſo, and Jacobus de Va- 
lentia adverſ. Indeos qu. 2. conc luſ 4. Chriſtian Religion cele- 
brates a true morall Sabbath on the Loyds Day, 44 touching the 
time,

time, in as much at it cel-bratas it on the day, wherean ii ug br Felt : 


to be celebrated, and concludes, So the precepr of the Sabbath 
As it is morall remaines in the new time celebrated on the Lrds 
day.

day ; and addes, that by a po tive precept the ſeventh day w 


deſigned unto the [ewes ; but afterwards under the Law of grace Bl 22.4. 44 
14 deſigned the day of th: Lordi Reſurreltiaa, So that alw.ty*s 47t. i. 


to Cet fait hfull people wu d. ſigned one day in the weeke, for 
Divine Service, Whereas other F-ftivitier ſayth hee) ave in 
courſe by the inſtitution of the Church. And Doctor Aalener 
alſo ſheweth Out of Math, 24. 20. that there ”mſt n At be 4 
Sabbath after (ſhriſts death, and addes, that Thaſe whith were 
ceremonies were” abrogated : hut thoſe which were mt cere- 
monies were changed ; at the Miniſtery from th» Levites to be 
choſen throughout the Wi So here the d iy changed from th: 
day of th: Jewes to the Lords Day Revel. 1. 10. And according- 
ly interpreteth the fourth Commandement as belonging un- 
to as Chriſtians as bound to obſerve the Sabbath 1. in our 
judo ment by a reverend eteeming of it , not as a day appointed 
by mth. 2. in our ut [ct done , Ely 58. 13 nt Following 
onr owne will, nar doing our om. wort. Hereupon a queſtion 
is propoſed thus But is not the Sabbath a ceremony , and ſo 
abrogated by Chriſt ? and the anſwer is this. De as Chriſt lid 
in the cafe of divorce,looke whether it were ſo from the beginning ; 
Now the begirning of the Sabbath was in Para liſe before there 
was any fin, and ſo befare there need: d any Saviour, aul if 
thy ſay it preſigured the reſt we ſhall have from our ſins in 
Chriſt, We grant it, and therefore the day is change d, but no ce- 
rem 119 proved, The prattiſe of piety is 4 booke dedicated Untco 
his Mijeſty that now is, when hee was Prince Carles in the 
yeere 1626, which is now 15. yeeres agoe, came forth the 
10* Edition of it ; wee have heard ic highly commended by 
King Iames, and that it com nended the author of the de- 
dication to a Biſhoprick. The author of this treat iſe, is large 
upon the Sabbath, and concurres with us in every particu- 
lar wherein wee are by the Prefacer to this tranſlation op- 
poſe 1. Amongſt other particulars this is one, that hee in- 
terpreteth 
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terpreteth the fourth Commandemert as Zanchy doth , ſay- 
ing, The (ommand:ment doth not ſay, Remember to keepe holy 
the ſeventh day next following the fixt day of the ¶ Teation or this 
or that ſeventh day : but indefimitely, Remember that thom keepe 
holy a Sabbath day, and that Our Lord I:ſus having authority 
45 Lord over the Sabbath, had I'kewiſe far greater reaſon to tranſ= 
late the Sabbath day, from the Iewiſh ſ-venth unto the ſeventh 
day whereon Chriſtians due keepe their Sabbath; which allo hee 
proves by diverſe reaſons. And the booke of Homilies where- 
unto all our Miniſters are required to ſubſcribe, profeſſeth 
that wee Chriſtians are till bound to the oblervation of the 
Sabbath, and that the Sunday is now our Sabbath. So then 
as the Jewes were tied to the obſervation of the Sabbath on 
the day preſcribed too them, ſo are wee Chriſtians tied to 
the oblervation of the Sabbath too, but on the day preſcri- 
bed unto us; ſhould wee obſerve the ſame day with the Jewes, 
wee ſhould fall jiſtly under ¶Auſtins cenſure, that 22 ſuch 
one carnaliter ſapit. Ard the ſame Auſtin profeſſeth that 
Doftores Eccleſia decreverunt emnem gloriam [ndaici Sabbati 
in illam transferre, The Doctors of the Church have de- 
creed to transferre all the glory of the Jewes Sabbath 
unto the Lords Day. So that the cenſure following 
in theſe words. They therefore are but idly bufied , who 
would ſo farre enlarge the Sabbath or ſeventh day in this com- 
mandement , 41 to includ; the Lords Day in it, muſt light 
not upon us onely , but upon other greater Divines, yea and 
upon the Church of England alſo; but our comfort is,that 
wee finde it very weakly grounded. As for the inſtitution of 
the Lords Day, I never reade nor heard any that grounded it 
upon the fourth Commandement otherwiſe , then by pro- 
portion. 

That Commandement containes two things 1. the ſancti- 
ficaticn of the Sabbath. 2+ a delignjng of the time when; 
both as touching the proportion of time, to wit of one day 
in ſeven ; and as touching the particularity of the day under 
the forementioned proportion, For in commanding a ſeventh, 
it commands one day in ſeven, the former inferring the lat- 
ter, as well as it doth inferre the ſetting of fume time in ge 
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denies to bee the ſubſtance of this commandement. No 
as the Lord deſigned, what ſhould bee their Sabbath day 
unto the ſewes ; ſo hath hee deſigned what ſhall bee the 
Sabbath day to us Chriſtians. 

This deſignation made to us we do notderive fromthe fourth 
commandement; but this day being by the word ot God de- 
ſigned unto us, ſtill holding up the Son proportion of time: 
the reſt of this day and the ſanctification thereof, this and this 
alone doe we derive from the fourth commantdement, and al- 
fo, that undoubtedly we Chriſtians ought not to allow unto 
God a worſe proportion of time for his Service, then did the 
Jewes : and the proportion is apparant betweene the Lord 
the creators reſt, and the Lord the redeemers reſt» And our 
reſt on the day of our Lord the creators reſt, being aboliſhed 
as a type of Chrifts reſt in the grave; what is more con- 
venient to come in the place thereof then our reſt on 
that day, which is the Lord our redeemers reſt. As tou- 
ching the paſſage here alleaged out of Calvin, Iam ſorry to 
obſerve the common errour of others commit ted here alſo ; by 
diſmembring Calvins ſentence, leaving out one halfe of it, ma- 
king him to deliver that abſolutely, which hee utters onely 
conditionally. And the other haſte of the firſt ſentence here 
mentioned doth manifeſt as much,namely that Calvin ſpeakes 
only againſt them, who think themſelves obliged ro the obſer- 
vation of one day in . for ſome myſterious fignifications fake; 
andaccordingly Wallexs ſheweth that he 12 none but 
Papiſts, whoſe courſe is to obſerve feſtiva — for ſome 
myſtery ſake, whereof hee gives good evidence by a paſſage 
which he allegeth out of Bellarmine, all which I have ſormer- 
ly repreſented more at large, in my anſwer to the Preface Sci. 
4. L come to the fourth Section of the Author; That /ome 
doc urge the words of this Commandement, ſo farre till they draw 
blood infleed of cemfort, are but words : — of this kind 
hath beene hithertomade good ſo much as in the leaſt colour 
of probabilitie: And who upon due obſerving of the fourth 
cqmmandement may not well be brought to admire the wiſe- 


dome of God, that as hee hath placed it in the morall law, 
S which 
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which concerneth all times and perſons ; ſo he hath ordered it 


aer ſuch a manner ; that how ſoever the day ſhould be alte- 


red, yet the proportion of time ſtill to be kept; and a Sab- 
bath {til} to bee of force, wherher on the ſeventh day which 
was the Sabbath day unto the Jewes, ot the Lords day which 
ſhould be our Ghriftian Sabbath ; thereon to reſt unto God 
and to ſanctiſie that day unto his ſervice 4 we make no doubt 
but the Sonne of man is Lord of the Sabbath, and fo hath'po- 
wer to change it, and none hath power to change it, but hee 
that is Lord viii It is true, this was one argument amonpſt 
many, which the Author ofthe Practice Pietie uſeth to 
prove that the fourth commandement ſtands ſtill in force; be- 
cauſe Our Saviour profeſſet h that, e came not ta de ro) the law, 
but to fulfill it : and that the leaſt of them, ſhould not h abroga- 
red in his hin dime of the new Trſtament. In ſo much that who- 
ſocver bre abeth one of the leaſt of theſt tenne commandments. and 
reacheth men ſo, hee fhould be called the leaſt in the Kingdome of 
heaven, that is ( faith the Author) the fboutd have no place in his 
(mrch, To the firſt of cheſe here the Doctor anſwereth thus, 
To which we ſay with the Apoſtle : Dar we deſtroy the Law: 

faith Godforbid : We confirme it rather, 2 Cbrift then hath 
put away the ſhadow, but retained the light,and ſpreads it wider 
then before : ſhewing thereby the excellent harmony, bet wrene the 
Goſpell and the Law. As touching the firſt part of this preſent 
— wa 3 that is too aliene frota aur preſent purpoſe. z the 
queſtion betweene us, being not whether the Law be deſtroyed, 
by preaching juſtification by faith; we know that as 5 
the ceremoniall Law, whatſoever was prefigured thereby is 
fulfilled by Chriſt ; and as touching the morall Law, Chriſt 
hath fulfilled that alſo partly in himſelfe by perfect obedience 
thereunco, and making ſatistfaction for our diſubedience;and 
partly in us, by giving us more power to performe obedt- 
ence thereunto through faith in him, then ever we had before 
fince the fall of «Adam, But our Saviour; Muth. 5. treats 
of deſtroy ing the law by abrogating ir or any part thereof, 
which how they can avoid, who teach that Chrilt by bis death, 
hath freed us from the Yoke of the fourth commandement, I 
cannot comprehend ; Suppole it be but one ofthe leaſt com- 
mandements 
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mandements, yet let them looke to it, who diſcourſe of abro- ,

gating it, and teach men that they are not obliged by it, hand 2 


Ger head; lenſt they be aecompted by the Lord of Sabbath 
che leaſt in chekingdome of heaven: therefore it Rands them 
upon to confirm it rather as they profeſſe, but how they doe 
performe that which they pretend, Iamutterly to ſecke, 2. I 
come tlierefore t& the conſideration of the ſecond part of the 
anſwer confiſting vf ewq parts, 1. ThatC wy hath pat away 
the adm, 2. Thin hehath+ tained rhe tight c. pread! it farther. 
As for the firſt wee have heard the proportion of one day in 
ſeven allowed unto Gods ſervice, to be called a ceremony, and 
conſequently a ſhadow 3 But what this prefigured is not ex- 
Lined at all, nor ever hath brene that ever I read or heard; 
Neither b this put away, but contimueth (fill in the obſerati- 
on of the Lords day allthe Chtiftiar world over ; and I Uoube 
not but it will continue to the end of the world. Thereftraint 
of the worſhip to the ſeventh day hath beene alſo called a ce- 
remony, but too too crudely and without all explicatlon of 
what it figurtd: yet we wiling y grant a faire ptefi gut attin of 
(hiewhat concerning Chriſt is found in the feventh da c- 
lenowledged by the Ancients and by moderne writers, Both 
Papiftsand Proteſtants, both Lutherans and Calviniffs ; but 
that is notin reference to the worſhip reſtrained to that day, 
but in reference to the teſt, fairtly repreſenting Chriſts reft 
that day in bis grave ; and thereupon grotitiding rherigorous 
condition oft 
Papiſts & of Proteſtants ſo that the Sabbath is not taken away 
neither as touching rome time, in generall to be ſanctiſied um- 
to God, nor as touching the proportion of time in ſpeciall, 
as of one day in ſeven; but only as touching the particular 
day which is changed into the Lords day : Our Savique pro- 
feſſing that a Sabbath ſtill was to bee kept ut Chriſtians,as 
Doctor Andrewes proveth out of Marth. 24 20. As for the 
ſecond, to wit, „he /ight that is faid to be retained and ſpread wi- 
der then before ; this is meere darkneſſe unto me, for I cannot 
by any meanes comprehend the meaning of it : Neither is 


here any courſe taken to expound it, and bring us acquainted * 


with the interpretation of it, Suppoſe by the light is * 
58 2 the 


e Jewiſh reſt, which 15 the practiſe both of 
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the thing prefigureds and that is deviſed to bee a ſpirituall 
reſt from ſinne. But this I hope the Prophets and holy ſer- 
vants of God under the Law were partakers of, together with, 
the reſt of the Sabbath and the ſanfification of it, as well as 
we under the Coſpell; and if che ſanctificat ion of the Sab · 
bath (I ſpeak of our Chriſtian Sabbath, according to our Savi- 
ours language, Matth. 24. 20) be taken from us, I doubt wee 
ſh ill enjoy that ſpirituall reſt from ſinne, in farre leſſe meaſure 
under the Goſpell, then the Jewes did uader the law. Yet 
neither they nor we fhall enjoy it intirely, till we are brought 
to our reſt in glory. Certainely the conſcionable obſervation 
of the Sabbath ever was, and is a principall me mes to draw us 
to that ſpirituall reſt from ſin, and eternall reſt in glory. If 
Saint Paul by taxing the Jewiſh obſervation of dayes & times, 
doth therewithall tax the obſervatian of the Lords day ia 
place of the Jewiſh ; then let us turne Anabaptiſts, and Soci- 
nians, and utterly renounce the obſervation of the Lords day, 
as well as of the Jewiſh Sabbath. The ſame Apoſtle Col. 2, 
ſpeakes not of the Sabbath, but of Sabbaths ; and there were, 
Wt enough ſo called amongſt the Jewes, and that by the 
Lord bath of dayes and yeares, belides the weekely Sabbath; 
yet we are content the reſt of the ſeventh may be ranged a- 
mongſt other Sabbaths, as preſiguring Chriſts reſt that day in 
the grave, But to ſpeake of the Sibbath hand- oyer- head 
without diſtinction we love not; nor ſee I any cauſe, why men 
ſhould be in love therewith, unleſſe withall they Joye conſu- 
ſion: and to fiſh in troubled waters, is many times an advan- 
tage to ſerve turnes. Let the reſt of the ſeventh be in Gods 
name crucified with Chriſt upon the croſſe, or at leait be bu- 
ryed with him in his grave. and fo as never to riſe with him; 
but let our Chriſtian Sabbath (our Saviour ſpeakes of Marth. 
24. 20.) take life together with our Saviours reſurrection 
that brought with it anew creation, a ne- world, and there 
withall a new Sabbath, as Doctor eAadrewes Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter delivers it in his Starre Chamber ſpeech inthe caſe of 
Track, As reaſon tells us that there muſt be ſome certaine ap= 
pointed time for Gods publique Service; (0 as good reaſon tells 
us, wee Chriſtians cannot without ſinne, allow unto God or 
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his publique ſervice a wor ſe proportion oftime under the Goſ- 
pell, then the Jewes were bound to allow unto him under 
the Law, God himielte never having deſerved ſo much at the 
hands of man as under the Goſpell 4 and there never bein 
greater neceſſitie of obſerving a Sabbath, then under the Got- 
pell, the way of truth and holineſſe being ſo beſet, and with 
ſuch encombrances as the like were never knowne to the 
world before; yet (till from the bondage aud neceſſitic of the ſe- 
wiſh Sabbath, we are delivered by the Goſpell ; for neither doe 
we — their day, then called the Lords holy day; but the firſt 
day ofthe wecke, the day of Chrilts reſutrection in the new 
Teſtament, called the Lords day, Revel. 1. 10. And fo willing- 
ly we come to the confideration of the right, whereby The 
Lord: day hath ſuccerded in tar place thereof 4 Let it be the /hame 
of the «> Anabaptiſt, Familiſt and ꝙ menł. feldian, to make all dayes 
equall and equally to be 2 , [o inſteed of ¶ Hriſtian liber- 
tie to bring into the Church, an Heatheniſh licentionſneſſe, yet 
ſurely the heathens ever had their feſtivalls even weekely, and 
that du the ſeventh day, which was ſometimes called in this 
reſpect mirdnyrciverh «. And at this day the Turkes feltivall is 
their Friday, the fickday of Iams kingdome,when hee 
fled from Mechito lethrib, and thenceforth conſtituted both 
thefir(t day of their weeke and of their yeare. Let as many as 
by their Sabbatarian ſpeculations, bring all to Iudaiſme bee 
cenſured as they deſerve ; but as for themthat deſire to have «// 
the glory of the Iwes Sabbath transferred to the Lords day, take 
heed how you cenſure them, leaſt you cenſure Auſtin alſo, and 
the Doctors of the Church mentioned by him, who have de- 
creed this. As for the river called Sabbaticus, let ſuch lettice 
ſerves their lips that like them, Cenſures of fanatick and pee- 
viſh ſpirits, are as liberally beſtowed by ſome z as the Baiocchi 
and Bagalini, which the Pope ſcatters at the day of his coro- 
nation; but who they be that deſerve them, God will one day 
dge. But I perceive whither this tends ; It ſome conceive 
the Lords day to be prophaned by Maygames and Morice 
dances, they are cenſured for men tanacick & of peeviſh ſpirits; 
but they little think that all the Prelates of the kingdome may 
as well come under their laſh, and the whole Parliament in the 
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firſt of king Charles. But that thred which here is begun, is 
drawne out ſomew hat longer in the next Section follow ing. 
5 I this fifeh Section thinꝑs are ſo carryed, that it is an hard 
matter to d iſeełe the Doctors meaning, elpecially in relating: 
the different opinions, concealing the Authors of them — 
the place where they are to be found, and their arguments 
which here are only ſaid to be derived from the ſanctification 
of the ſeventk day in the fit creation of the world, and fuom 
the inſtituton of the Sabbath in the fourth commandement: 
For herencè it is ſaid, that they who ſtand for the tranſlation 
of the Sabbath from the — ries of the week, to the Lerds 
day, as by divine auchority, doe draw their arguments for the 
juſtify ing of their Tenet ; hich I willingly profeſſe; doth 
ſee e a prodigy unto me; namely that any man ſhould die 
pute thus. In the beginning of the world, the Lord com- 
manded the ſeventh day to be ſanctified, therefore nom under 
the Goſpell, the Sabbath is to be tranſlated from the ſeventh 
day to the firſt day of the weeke. Or thut, the Lord in the 
fourth commandement. gave in charge to ſanctiſie the bab 
bat h and tells them, that the ſeventꝶ day (of the as: 
theillSibbath, therefore the tranſlation- ofithe Sabbath from 
the ſeventh day of the weeke to the Lords day is of divine in- 
ſtitution: As touching the firſt of theſe-deduttions,that which” 
comes neareſt thereunto, is the diſcourſe ot Doctor Anirewes 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, Ir the btarre Chamber. Thr Sabbark 
had reference tothe did creation, but in Chriſt we are anew oreas 
ture, a new creation, andlſo to have a wew Sabbath. And Athana- 
ſir his dĩſcourſe long, agone upon that of Marth. 11. 2 A 
things are given to me of my Father, Fint« prioris creationts Fab- 
batim, The end e the firſt cremlon, wut the Sabbath day, but the 
beginning of the ſet ond ereat ion is the Lords day : and of this her 
diſcourſeth there more at large. And we find manifeſtly this 
notable congruitie betweene the Sabbath day and the Lords 
day, that like as God on the ſeventh day reſted from the worke 
of creation; ſo Chiiſt our Saviour riſing on the firſt day of the 
weeke from the dead, made that the firſt day of his reſting 
from the worke of redemption. But when I conſider the Do- 
ors ſharp cenſures of weakneſſe, of impudency, of ignorance z it 
is

is the law of nature z and ſo in the Decalogue, whereas a ceremony 
elan , and accordingly that one day in (even is to bee 
obſerved, and couſocrated unto Gods Service, as Chryſoſtome 
long agoe hath infetved herence; but it is nothing uſuall to in- 
ferre herence the celebration of the Lords day. In like man- 
ner not one tat /know,ancient or late, doe conclude from the 
fourth commaadement, either the celebration of the Lords 
day, or the tranſ} ation of the Sabbath from the ſeventh dayto 
the firſt day of the weeke. But herence indeed they interre 
(and molt jultly in my judgement ) that if one day in the 
weeke were to be conſecrated unto the Lord, by vertue of the 
morall law, in the dayes of the old Teſtament, much more 
doth ĩt hee ome us (by the very light of nature) to conſecrate 
as good a proportion of time to Gods ſervice under the Gof- 
pell; And accordingly to relt tram all workes. that hinder the 
ſanctitieation of that diy in the exerciles of pietie, and ſo furre 
forth as they are tound to hinder it, not tor any myſterious ſig- 
nifications fake, in which reſpect a very rigarous reſt is molt 
commonly conceived to bee enjoyned tothe Jewes. I doe 
wonder the Canonifts are reckoned amongit thoſe, who doe 


build the celebration of the Lords day, en tbe conſtitut ion of 
the 
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the Church and affirme this abſolutcly ; when in the next Section 
many Canoniſts are alleaged out of ¶Mcarius, as maintaining 
the divine authority of the Lords dayes ; and one of them, Sy/- 
-veſter by name. prufelſing. it to be opinionem communens. And 
asfat Schogle-meg.jt isapparant, that 7 aminici Banner, puts 


- a maniteſt difference betweene the Lords day and other teſti- 


vities, which are cx iuſtitutione eccleſie, And whereas Ballar- 
mine is allcaged as the mouth of the Schoolemen, to affirme 


abſolutely, that the celebration of the Lords day, is by the 


conſtitition ol the Church, and that in diſtinction from them 
who ſay it was ordered by the Apoſtles: I find no ſuch matter in 
the place quoted, but rather the contrary, both contirming, 
that one day in a wecke is to be conſecrated to the Lord by 
law divine, and whereas it was not fit, that now the Saturday 
ſhould be it; t het efore the Sabbath was turned into the Lords 
day by the Apoſtles; his words are theſe, Ius divinũ requirebat 
ut vnus dies Lads dicaretur cultui divino : non autem con- 
veniebat ut ſervaretur Sabbatum. Itaque Sabbatum ab A 7 
in diem D ominicum verſum eſt z likewiſe Sixtus Senenſis ſait h, 
that the inſtitution of the Lords day is of the eApoſtles. as I 
have ſhewe l in my anſwer to the preface S. 5, It is true that 
which is here reported of Brentius, as who proteſſeth it to be 
left indifferent to the Church to ordain one day in ſeven, or on 
day in fourteene to be conſecrated ; which whether it be not 
an unreaſonable conceit, I am willing to appcale to the judge- 
ment of Doctor Prideauæ, yet Gemardus the Lutheran will not 
follow Brentius in this (as I have ſhewed in my anſwer to the 
preface and 5. Section) For hee acknowledgeth the celebrati- 
on of the Lords day, to be 1xta Apoſtolorum conflitutionem, 
And as for Chemmitizs what he writes hereof, is not expreſſed, 
but for the divine authority of the celebration of the Lords 
day, I have tepreſented the joynt conſent of ſome 11. or 12. 
of our moderne divines in the place before mentionedʒ Beſides 
the concurrence of the ancient Fathers, not ene of them being 
ſo much as pleaded for the oppoſite Tenet ; and laſtly the ge- 
nerall anfwer of Chriſtians in the times of perſecution, when 
they were demanded in this manner Dominicur: ſervaſti, haſt 
thoy k;pt the Lords day ;for uſually it was this, Chriſtian ſm, 
intermittere

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intermittete non poſſum : I cannot omit it, for I am » 4. Seq 5 
The firſt opinion ( to wit of thoſe who maintained the divine 


authoritie, of the celebritic of the Lords day by the old Te- 
ſtament) is here cenſured for inclining much to Judaiſtae, but 
it is not expreſſed wherein, And it is apparant, they doe not 
maintaine the obſervation of the ſeventh day. Certainely 


this is delivered in reterence to ſomewhat, that is not thought. 


fit to ke expreſſed; yet the pretacer did expreſſe it, imputing 
unto them whom he oppoſeth, that they doe oblerve the 
Jewith Sabbath, not in reſpe of the Jewiſh day, but of the 
1 manner obſerving it, to wit, in the way of a rigorous 
reſt, But I know none that maintaines any other reſt from 
works, then as they are avocat ions from ſacred ſtudies and me- 
ditat ions: whereas the Jewes obſerved it tor ſome myſterious 
ſignification ſake, and thereupon were tyed to a more rigorous 
reſt, But let them ſpeake plainly, and ſay we are too rigorous 
in thiaking ſports and paſtimes unlawtull on the Lords day. 
And herein I appeale to every Chriſtian conſcience ; whether 
theſe bo not as great avocations from ſacred ſtudies and medi- 
tations, as the wor kes of our ordinary callings. Then againe 
which of us comes neareſt to judaiſme herein ? Is it not a- 
gainſt the Jewes, that e Auſtin profeſſeth? Melina eſt orare quam 
ſaltare, Better to goe to plough then to dances; and Famine de- 
ſtre melius lanam facerent quam ſaltarent. Better it were your 
women ſhould ſpin wooll then dance : as their courſe was in 
their feſtivalls. Againe, why ſhould their opinion be Jewiſh, 
by maintaining it out of theold Teſtament ; rather then out of 
the new ? Then, who are they that maintaine it onely by the 
old Teſtament ? And laſtly, not one that I know (neither doe 
I thinke it can be juſtly obtruded on any ) doe maintaine the 
ſucceſſion of the Lords day, in the place of the Jewiſh Sabbath, 
either by the originall inſtitution of it, as from the creation, 
or by the fourth commandement ; yet upon theſe nullitics ;is 
founded the imputation of bath impudency and ignorance, in 
oppugning the received opinion of Divines : That contidently 
taken up for a received opinion among divines, which is in 
no tolerable fort proved; not one Ancient alleaged for it, and 
but two Papiſts quoted; the one 7 which have ſhewed to be 
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$:8, 4. of a plaine contrary __ And of Proteſtant Divines, 1 


have repreſented no leſſe then eleven, naintaining the Apoſto- 
lic ll and divine conſtitution of the Lords day, beſides Gerar- 
dis the Lutheran, to atfront Breatizs ; Nay, Doctor Pride aux 
hinifelfe Set. q. maintaines that it is of Divine authority ; and 
as] remember, in the veſpers at the laſt act unalterable by the 
Church; That the P rieſth»od being changed, there 1 mad: alſo a 
change of the | rw we beleeve. becauſe the Apoſtle faith it Heb. y. 
12.& it is well it the dchoolemen make the word of God their 
principles ; bat of what Law ? of themorall law, or of the 
tenne commandementsʒor any one of them? (yet we willing. 
ly conteſſe a change of one particular in one ot them) & not ra- 
ther of the law of ſacrifices; & ſuch a change as to ſet an end to 
them, That herence the Schoolemen conclude that at this 
day, the morall law bindeth not, as it was publiſhed and proclaimed 
by Moſes ; but 45 at firſt it appertained no leſſe to the Gentiles then 
ro the Tewes ; this | ſay is a myſtery : And to confeſſe a truth, 
when I met with this,in a certaine manuſcript of one Brewers, 
it ſeemed to me a very wilde diſcourſe, from this place ofthe 
Apoſtle to inferre fo much;but now I meet with it in a lecture, 
of ſo judicious and learned Divine as Doſtor Prideaux, Iwill 
ſuſpend my jadgement, and waiteuntill I heare what thoſe 
Schoolemen are, and where it is that they make ſuch infe- 
rences ; that being made acquainted with them, I may judge 
of them according to my capacity, as they deſerve. Certaine- 
ly Zaxchy in the place quoted, makes no ſuch Inference from 
that place, Heb. 7. 12. yet the Doctrine which he delivers is 
oo and ſound, thongh the inſtance he makes of the Sabbarh, 
too weake to prove it, as appeares to all that acknowledge 
the Commandement of ſanctify ing the Sabbath to be given 
to Ad.m,immediatly after his creation; who deſerve to — 
compted more hot ſpurres then they, in whom The deſire of 
prey doth over-yunne the ont ? Now what one of our Divines 
can be alleaged to derive the authority of the Lordi day from the 
lam of Moſes ? Tam verily perſwaded, not one: The _— 
ing of the Lords Sabba they derive from thence, and the 
ſantifying of one day in ſeven, but not the author y of the 
Lords day: But it ic may appeare otherwiſe, that the __ 

y 
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day by good authority is ſubſtituted in the place of the ſe- 
venth to become our Chriſtian Sabbath, ſuch as our Saviour 
fore · prophec ied of CMHatth. 24. 26. then from the fourth 
commandement, they may make bold to conclude, that it 
ought to be ſanctified. And this Zanchy himſelfe juſtiſies in 
the place quoted (hap. 1 9, as before hath beene ſneu ed. And 
our e ot homilics expreſly tell us, that now Sunday is be- 
come our Sabbath. But we keepe not the ſeventh day, the 
reſt on that day being ceremoniall, and prefiguring the reſt 
of Chriſt that day in his grave. | 

And as for the authoricy whereby wee have ſubſtituted 
the Lords Day in the place at theſeyenth,we anfwer, that we 
ate not they char have ſabltiente; but the Apoitles have ſub- 
ſliumett it unto Our bantis; God having matked# ont chat dy 
unto thetn by a wockonothmgnferiot to the wotke' of Crea- 
tion ; to wit, the worke of Chrits Reſurtectiom, ſuch a 
worke as brings with it a new Creation, and therejrich 


new Sabbath, as: Doctor nder obferves out 0 
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cients, and delivered as much in the Starre Chamber, Aud 


whereas under the Law the Jewiſh Sabburh"ions cafled the 
Lords Day; Now under che Goſpell the firſt diy of the weeke 
is called the Lords Day in the language of the hi ly Ghoſt in 
the new Teſlament. And whereas our Savior giv*s us plain- 
ly to underſtand, that wee are to have à SHD nder the 
Gompell Mach 24. 20. a8 the afrementioned Poctor Au. 
ee dothobſetve it his patterne of Catechetfe ati doctrine, 
In common reaſon ; and in the conſcicuc of a Chriſtian 
what day ovght to be this cur Sabbath rather then the Lords 
Day, ſo called in the language ot the tioly Ghoſt ; etpec ially 
confidering that not that day of the yeere; bet that day df 
the weekeis called the Lords Deja hy moſt generaftacknaws 
ledgement of all the anclents harty herne fuppbſed: "And to 
urge one place more out of the old Tefanent; then here is 
in a violent manner obtruded upon us, P/a/.118. 14. This is

4. of his Reſurrect ion ; the Apoſtle profefſing, that He was 
declared mightily to be the Sonne of Go rey. the ſpirit of 
[antlification by the Reſurrection from the dead. And under 

what ſtile did they reje& him, and condemne him as a blaſ- 

phemer bur for making himlelte the Son of God? As. for the 

rigoroas obſervation — che reſt preſcribed unto the Jewes ; as 

from kindling of ſire, and dieiling of meate; ſome qualific 

that rigour , conceaving that kindling of fire was forbidden 

ogely for the works to be done about making the Tabernacle. 

This being deliyered as a preface, Exod 35. 2. utien the free 

will offerings. were now to be ugceayed. tor the: promoting

ſecking againe,(as Z axchy inſtan eth the condition of a worke 

ſeryile ) but even from ſuch as ten led to the refreſhing of 

their natures; yet the reaſon hereoſ depended upon the my- 

ſterious henitication of this reft,, ag for met ly. I have repre- 

ſented ou of Lyra, trom whighcteremoniality wee are abſol - 

yed,  andxonſcquently freed from that rigorous reſt depend - 


ing thereupon, and reſt onely from works fo farre forth as 

they are avocations from Sacred, Studies and meditations , as 

ee it ʒ and chis wee. accompt a morall reſt, 

iſtinguiſhed from ceremoniall. And whereas the Doctor 

tellsus that ſuch a ſike diſtincion ia infirme , being content 

to ſay nothing to conſitme ãt, fave that the Text 1 
: 1 alt 
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faith ) Herde it net] had thought the very light of natute Fo 6. 
had beene ſufficient to embolden us to conclude, that where 


the ſanctification of the day is commanded , therewithall is 
commanded abſtinence from all ſuch things as would hinder 
thejſanRification of it, And as for the text it ſelfe, it isapparent 

that neither the kindling of the fire, nor dreſſing ot meate 
is particularly forbidden in the fourth Commandement. 
Neither doth hee ſo mach as obtrude upon his adverſaries 
that they derive the ſanctiſication of their chriſtian Sabbath 
from ought in the old Teſtament, ſave from Ger. 2. 3. and 
from the fourth Commandement. In neither of which doth 
he deale fairely ; but is content to confound things that dif- 
ter, as if in this particular he affected to fifh in troubled waters; 
and we have better evidence (and indeed it is our only evidence 
therence) out of the old Teltament, for the feſtivity of the 
Lords day,then he is willing to take notice of, namely out of 
the P/al. 118. 24. Neicher is it poſſible he ſhould be ignoranc 
thereof, howſoever hee doth difiemble his knowledge of it, 
Vet I hope it is enough for us to finde evidence for-it in the 
Sunſhine of the Goſpell ; and indeed here alone we have the 
originall obſervation of it, though that it ſhould be obſerved, 
is as evidently-prophecied in the old Teſtament, as that 
Chriſt is che tone which was firſt refuſed of the builder5,and atcer 
made the head of rhe:carner, adding only this unto it, that the 
day wherein the Lord did this, Fand made fo glorious a worke, 
marvellous in the eyes of men, was the day of the reſurreftion, 
which I ſuppoſe no intelligent Chriſtian will deny, I come 
unto the 6. Section. 

6 Who they be that mats their boaſt, that they have found the 
inſtitution of the Lords day in the new Teſtament expreſſely, & wil- 
lingly profeſſe I know not, neicher doe I thinke the Doctor 
knowes. It is truc ow Saviour ofrentimes diſputed with the 
Phariſees about their ſuperſtitions obſervation of the Sabbath day, 
which at length degenerated into voluptuous living on that 
dayzin ſo much, that ¶Auſtin tells the Jewes plainly It is better 
to ge to plowgh then to dance: but it hereupon you aske, where 5 
any the leaſt [uſpicion of the abrogatiag of it ? IJ anſwer every one 


knowes, The time was not yet come for the abrogating of it, Nay, 
T | he

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he diſcourſeth ſo as if 40. yeares after his death, the obſerva» 
tion ot the Sabbath ſhould continue, as when he ex horts them 
at ſuch a time, to pray that their flight be not in the Winter, nor 
on the Sabbath day Matth. 24. 20. what will you conclude he- 
rence?therefore the obſervation of the Jewiſh Sabbath was ſtill 
to continue among Chriſtians ? if you doe, who ſhall more de- 
ſervedly be obnoxious to the cenſure of Judaiſme, you or wee? 
yet when he tells them, that the Sanne of man is Lord of the Sab- 
bath, how few interpreters writing hereupon, doe not take 
notice of his power to abrogat it? But is it not enough that 
Paul cryeth downe the ceremonies of the ſewes, and in ſpeci- 
all their holy dayes, and particularly Sabbaths ʒ to wit, ſo tar 
forth, as they are found to be ſhadowes, the body whereuf was 
Chriſt, ſuch was thereſt on the ſeventh day , as prefiguring 
Chriſts reſt in the grave. But no ſober man'( I trow ) will he- 
rence conclude that herewithall hee cryeth downe the — 
apart of any time for Gods ſervice, that having no colour o 
ceremony, or reſt from ſuch workes, as binder us in the ſer- 
vice of God, this being as lictle ceremoniall as theformer. I 
make bold to goe one ſtep farther, and conclude by the ſame 
teaſon, that neither doth he cry downe the proportion oftime, 
to wit, of one day in ſeven, to beſet a part for the exerciſes of 
piety, becauſe in this particular, there is no more ceremonia- 
licie to be found, then in any one of the former. But to pro- 
ceed, what indifferent man would once expet, that in our Sa- 
viours diſputations with the Phariſees about the Sabbath, 
mention ſhould bee made of the Lords day inſtituted in the 
place thereof? It is enough, wee find it inſtizuted after our Sa» 
viours reſurrection; and ſufficient Itrowe it is to prove that 
it was inſtitured, and that in the beſt manner, namely by eſta- 
bliſhing it d- fafo in praiſe among the Churches; I ſay. this 
is ſufficiently proved by the obſervation of it 3 which un- 
Joubtedly, neither was nor could be by chance. A Sowe 
mufling in the earth, may make ſomething like the letter A. but 
not Ennis his Andromacha faith Cicero, In like fort the con- 
currence ofthe Churches, in the obſervation hereof from the 
Apoſtles, and continuance therein unto this day, could noe 
be by chance, but by order, and that from the Apoſtles. When 
| EY you 
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you aske. Did nt the «Apoſtles krepe the Iewiſh Sabbath ? I Fe 4. 


anſwer , I doe not finde they did, yet I finde revelations — 


were made unto them of what was to be done by degrees. 
Peter was challenged «Atl; 11. by the reſt of the Apoſtles, for 
preaching the Goſpell unto the Gentiles. They tooke indeed 
advantage of the Jewes Sabbath, to preach the Goſpell unto 
them congregated together A, 13. ſo did they to the ſame end 
take the oppotunity of the feaſt of Pentecoſt, 44 18.21. I 
grant the Sabbath day was obſerved together with the Lords 
ay by ſome Chriſtians; Baronivs imputes it to the Orientales, 
and gives the reaſon why tormerly repreſented. If any man 
inferre herehence that the celebration of the Lords day, is 
grounded apon the conſtitution of the Church onely, let him 
make it ; tor there is no reaſon that words ſhould carry 
it, mach leſſe the voyce of one Papiſt who here is quoted. I 
am ſtare Dominicus Bannes and Sixtus Senenſis , are ot another 
opinion, formerly produced; and hereafter follow many Ca- 
noniſts that maintaine the contrary,by the relation of Ace- 
rius,and one of them, Sylveſter by name, profeſſeth that it is 
Commumis opinio , that it is of Divine authoritic. It Brentins 
thinkes otherwiſe, yet Grrardut refuſeth to tread in his ſteps, 
though both are Lutherans. And if the Remonſtrants concurre 
with Hrentius it is nothing ſtrange.they are ſo neer a kin to the 
Socinians and Anabaptifts,who renounce altogether the obſer- 
vat ion of the Lords day. I have formerly reckoned up and 
produced no leſſe then eleven of our Proteſtant Divines main- 
taining the ordinance thereof to be Divine and Apoſtolicall. 
Beſides the Ancients who are many, and they expreſſe for the 
ſame, and not one that I know avouched to the contrary. Pre- 
cept indeed we have not for this in the new Teſtament, but that 
wel is better then a precept.For had the Apoſtles commanded 
it, and the Churches not praftiled it, their commandement had 
beene obnoxious to various interpretations ; but they tooke 
order to eſtabliſh it as appeares, falle. And D. Lake tels us, 
that where divine prec-pt is wanting, practiſe guides the 
Church; and that the worke of the day is the ground of hal- 
lowing the day; and the worke of redemption is nothing in- 


feriour to the worke of creation; and 1 appeale to every _ 
ian 
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The Moralitie of the fourth Commandement , 
ſtian conſcience , whether upon ſuſpition that we Chriſtians 
mult have a Sabbath to obſerve, as the Jewes had, for which we 
have the expreſſe words of our Saviour, Matth. 24.20, D. An- 
drewes concurring with us in this; and that this Sabbath mult 
be ſome one day in the weeke ; which from the ordinance of 
God immediately from the creation, that God himſelfe hath 
declared unto us, as Chryſoſteme obſerveth, and reaſon conclu- 
deth as much for this, and that from conſideration of the pro- 
portion of time which the Lord required of the ſewes under 
the law, for undoubtedly we ſhould ſinne if we thould allow 
God a worſe proportion under the Goſpell ; and it is evident 
that no ceremoniality can be found in the ſanctiſication of 
one day in ſeven, or in the reſt of one day in ſeven. I ſay 
let every one judge whether in Chriſtian reaſon any day 
in the weeke be to be preferred for this before the Lords 
day; that being the day of Chriſts reſurrection, the day 
wherein The Stone which the Builders refuſed was made the 
head of the corner; and this day not of the yeere, but of 
the weeke being in Scripture-phraſe called the Lords day ; 
like as A Sabbath was — called the Lords hol 
day, E.. 58. Adde unto this that D. Prideaux here juſtiſiet 
their obſervation who maintainethe celebration of the Lords 
day to be by authority divine conſiſting in theſe particulars. 

1. That it ſeemed a dangerous thing to the whole Fabricke of re- 
bigion, ſhould humane ordinances limit the neceſſity of Gods "_— 
Or that the ¶ hurch. ſhould not aſſemble but at the pleaſure of the 
Clergie,and they perhaps not well at one among themſelves, For 
what would men — about their Farmsgtheir yokes of Oxen and 
domeſtiche troubles ( as the invited gueſts in th ye 
would they not eaſily ſet at naught an humane ordinance, would not 
prophane men eaſily diſpenſe with their abſenting themſelves from 
prayers and Lo give themſelves free leave of doing or 
neglecting any thing, were there not ſomething found in Scripture 
which more then any humane or4inance or inſtitution ſhould binde 
the conſcience? yet it is eaſie to conjecture what would be an- 
ſwered to all this, for excommunication upon diſobedience 
to the Church may be a bond ſtrong enough to oblige them 
hereunto Or if men be not ſo ſenſible hereof, yet the * 
0 
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of the land and penall ſtatutes, may provide for ſuch reſtraints Seti 


by ſuch puniſhments ; as whereot every naturall man will be 
ſenſible enough ; we have other conſiderations to propoſe, as 
1. Touching the proportion of time, to be allowed to Gods 
ſervice, which concerneth the quantity of the ſervice it ſelſe. 
1. This is a thing very conſiderable and of moment. 2. We 
have no example, that the quantity of ſervice to be performed 
to the maſter, was left unto the conſcience, or pleaſure ofthe 
ſervant: but rather is to be preſcribed by the M. ſter, eſpecĩal 
ly by ſuch a Maſter as God is. 1. Who hath made us? 2. Who 
wilt infinitely reward us? 3. To ſerve whom is our moſt 
perfect freedome and happineſſe. 4. And who is able to give 
us ſtrength to performe it? 5. And who is tenderly ſenſible 
of our weakneſſes, as he is moſt privy to them. 6, And after 
God hath diſcovered this unto us, and —— the propor- 
tion of one day in ſeven to be conſecrated to him, and that un- 
der the Law ; ſurely reaſon doth ſuggeſt, that we cannot per- 
forme leſſe unto him under the Goſpell. 2. As touching the 
particularity of the day under this proportion. 1. Weread 
that there is one, that is Lord of the Sabbath; Now in reaſon, 
who ſhall appoint this day, but he that is Lord of it? eſpecial- 
ly confidering that it is % holy day Eſ. 58. and ſuch feltivalls 
were ſaid to be of his making Y ſalme 118. 24. Thus is the day 
which the Lord hath made, not of mant making: ſecondly, but 
it may be ſaid, he may leave unto man the appointing of it, if 
it pleaſe him; I aniwer, that in this caſe it ſtands them upon, 
to ſhew their Charter for this. Thirdly, for my part, I ſee no 
cauſc, we ſhould deſire any ſuc h liberty, but —— pray un- 
to God to bleſſe us from it, 1, For as I am fleſh, I ſhall bee 
ſure to put it off to the end of the weeke ; and I may be gone 
out of the world ere that day comes ; and when that day 
comes, I ſhall be as loath to come to the ſervice that day re- 
res as ever, and aſſoone weary of it, and ſay, when will the 
Sabbath be gone, that I may returne to my former courſes, ſe- 
condly, as I am ſpirit, I have cauſe to make choyce of the firſt 
day ; for 4 [ove principium ; and Adam and Eve, being at- 
ter the beaſts of the field, made on the ſixt day, and planted 


in Paradiſe, the ſeventh day, was the firſt eatire day to him 
V 4. Doctor 
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The orulitie of the fourth Commundement, 
z. Doctor Lake Biſhop of Bath and Wells, obſerves that 


* feſtivallsdayes have ever beene commended untous; by ſome 


notable worke done on that day. Now what worke;like un- 
to the reſirreftion of Chriſt, on the firſt day of the weekt ? 
5. Biſhop eAadrewes obſerves in his Starre Chamber ſpeech, 
that this reſurrection brings with it a new creation, and calls 
for a new Sabbath; and I find this, to have beene the obſet᷑- 
vation of Athanaſius, about 1300. yeeres ago, 6. If we were 
Jeft at liberty in the choyce ot the day, it is to be feared; t hat 
if there were twenty dayes in the weeke, there would be tweri- 
ty differences betweene us thereabouts, 7. Laſtly, if left at li- 
bertie ; I find no reaſon why we ſhotildkeepe our felves, to 
the oblervation of the ſame day; this is ſo apt and prone to 
breed-inus an opinion of the — and ſo plunge 
us into ſuperſtition ere we are aware; and thereby make our 
whole ſervice of God, on that day diſtaſtſull unto him. To 
proceed, the Practiſe of the Apoſtles is in Scripture, — 
rec unto us in three ſeverall places; the firſt whereof 1 

20 7; upon the firſt lay of th mech, when rhe Diſciples came to- 
gether to breake bread, Paul preached wito them. The praiſe 


1 chus, why is it ſaid expreſſely that the Diſciples ramt 
roger 


to heare the word preached, and recriv the Saryuments, 
rather vn this day then ahy other ; rather then on the Tewiſh Sab. 
bath, were ir not then à cuſtome, tu celebrate on that day their 
publique — the Sabbath of the Tewer, beginning by degrees 
to vi ?It is farther confeſſed, that tlie Fathers and all inter- 
preters (almoſt) doe ſo conceive it. Obſerve, not a Father 
is found, to-take it in an other ſenſe, only the Magdebiyye 
gewer, and Cal vin, are ſald co ſtick at the phraſe pai FafGeroy, 
as if it might fignific ſome one day of the weeke ; and yet in 
Scriprure phraſe, it is apparant that, urn ou88zTe, arc. 1b. 
9. is all one with, wiz ca,, Job. 20.19. And it is Sal- 
maſius his obſervation, that the Pythagiyeans called the firſt 
day of the weeke ua, inſteed of m7d/2, But the Doctor pro- 
feſſeth, that from a ca/nall fact he ſeeth not, how « ſolemne In- 
ftitation may be juſtly grounded ; bur it is not proved, that this 
fat was caſuall ; nay the text carryeth in the face of it mani- 
feſt evidence againſt caſtalitie. For it is ſaid that they came 


together 
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together to eat bread ;; all then convening to a ſacred action, 
how cold this be done, it they had not agreed hereupon be- 
fore ; eſpecially it being a buſineſſe wheteabouit they came, 
that required ſolemne and ſacred preparation ? all which at- 
front caſualitie. Take the circum ſtances aright, The Diſciples 
from dle ers parts tame together that day about ſolemue and ſacrea 
actiongtherefore it was ordered before, to meet together onthat 
day; Now this concludes only concerning them; and tliere- 
fore Me ptofeſſeth, chat the force of thele chree texts, taken 
apart doe not conclude, but joyntly; Now by the next place, 
1. Cr. 16. 2. it appeartth, that the ſame day was the ordina- 
ry day of thee ing for the Coriutiuʒand for the Churches of Ga+ 
laria atſo : Now how came it to paſſe, the fame day was the 
day of meeting about holy exerciſes, in the Church of Eph+- 
fra, the Church of Corinth, and in the Churches of Galatia? 
could this ordinary courſe for ſo much is ſigul ed, 1. Cor. 
rant) of ſo many Churches concutring herein, come to paſſe 
by chance, or could their conſent herein, fo many Chu ches 
ſo farre diftant one from another, be wrought by chance, and 
not rather in alt reaſon, 'wasawronghe by authority Apoſtoli- 
call? And as for the fecond place, 1 Cor. 16. 2. whereas the 
exception is, that there it is ſaid the Apoſtles ordered collettions 
en that day bat not their mectings ; yet Doctor Andrewer in his 
Starre Chatnber ſpeech alleaget h it, as the Apoſtles precept, 
for their meetings on that day;zand ſo doth Parew;tor though 
It be not expreſſed, yet ſo much is implyed, as by the teaſon 
formerly mentioned hath beene argued : eſpecially conſide - 
ring the laſt place, Reve/, 1. 10, where the fiiſt day of the 
weeke1s called the Lords day, a notable evidence ot the di- 
vine authority ; the Scripture phraſe no where calling any 
the Lords day, or the Lords Altars, or the Lords feaſle, but 
ſuch as are of the Lords inſtitution ; and in this particular, 
Biſhop Andrewrs compares the Lords day with the Lords Suge 
per, proleſſing the notion to bea like in both. And hereupon 
it is moſt ingenuouſly acknowledged, that T he alteration of the 
name doth intimatd, that the Sabbath was al/o altered, inrelation 
to Gods worſhip, but the appointment of the tim, & c. wherein en- 
geth this Section. And the next begins with this queſtion, 
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what then ? ſhall we affirme that the Lords day is founded on divine 
authority ? and the anſwer is, For my part (without prejudice to 
any mans opinion) I afſent unto it; how ever the arguments like 
me not, whereby it is ſupported ; well therefore, let us lovingly 
and candidly, as it becomes the gates of the muſes, conferre 
about theſe arguments. Firſt, this inference offends me ; That in 
the cradle of the worl1, God bleſſed the ſeventh day and ſanctiſied 
it; therefore all men are bound to ſanltifie it by the Law of Va- 
ture : ſiuce I both doubt, whether the Patriarches did obſerve it 
before Moſes time, and have learnt alſo that the Lam of nature is 
immutable; Doctor Andrewes in his patterne of Catecheticall 
Doctrine writes ſaying, This is a principle, that the Decaloguc ts 
the Law of nature revived, and the law of nature is the Image of 
God. But let us conſider the argument: It is one thing to ex- 
cept againſt the antecedent, another to except againſt the in- 
ference made herence : As touching the Antecedent, it is one 
thing, what God hath ordained, and may be another thing, 
what the Patriarches obſerved ; we ſay God urdained it in as 
much as hee commanded it in theſe words, Therefore God 
bleſſed the ſeventh day and ballowed it, thatis, commanded man 
to fanctiſie it as hath beene proved: and is alſo confeſſed ; only 
to helpe themſelves, as it were at a dead lift; they ſay, thoſe 
words in Geneſis, are uttered by way of anticipation ; as 
much as to ſay ; becauſe God reſted on that day, therefore 
God commanded i an to reſt on the ſame day, and ſanctiſie ĩ 
but when ? 2500. yeeres after ; for the unreaſonableneſſe of 
which interpretation, and the incong uit ie thereof unto the 
ſame words, repeated in the fourth commandement; I ap- 
le to that which I have formerly diſcourſed he reupon: 
— if God from the beginning ordained the ſeventh day to 
be kept holy ; wee leave it to every ſober conſcience to judge, 
whether it be not moſt likely, that both Adam and the holy 
Patt iarches obſerved it; for we inſiſt not in this argument u 
humane obſervation, but meerely upon Divine inſtitution. 
And though God did from the beginning command it, yet it 
followeth not, that all men are bound to ſanctifie that day, 
unleſſe they have ſome evidence of Gods command, where- 
with we are made acquainted by the Scriptures, If the law of 
nature 
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mature be meant a light of nature convincing us we doe not in- Sec. 65 


fer herence or at all mainta ineſ nor any that I know that in 
this ſenſe, all or any are bquadto keep the ſevent h. or a ſevent li 
day holy ; but onely by vertue of Gods command. Vet 
this wee profeſſe, that ſeeing it is generally confeſſed thathy 
the very light of nature ſome time is to be ſet apart for Goas ſervice. 
Wee cannot deviſe in reaſon any better courſe , then to ſer 
one day in ſeaven apart for this ; conſidering the firſt divi- 
ſion of dayes is into weekes, and it a ſeventh part of our time 
be in reaſon to be conſecrated unto God , wee thinke it 
mote convenient to ſet one intire day in ſeven apart for this, 
then the ſeventh part of every day, becauſe the other buti- 
neſſes of every day are apt to — diſtraction from the Lords 
ſervice, And as I have but erſt di ſcourſed; it is more fit t he 
Maſter ſhould appoint unto the ſervant what proportion of 
ſervice hee ſhall performeunto him; then that this ſhould be 
left to tho diſcretion or liberty of the ſervant. 1. both the 
honour of the Maſter requiring this. 2. and the good of the 
ſervant ; for hereby hee ſhall be aſſured of the better accep- 
tance at the hands of his maſter. And ſo for the particular 
day, it is fit the Maſter ſhould marke out that alſo unto 
him by ſome prerogative ſet upon the day, as hee did the ſe- 
venth day, by finiſhing the worke ot Creation, and by his 
reſt thereon from his workes to call man to an holy reſt trom 
his, ſo to be more free for the ſervice of his Creator. In which 
caſes, both touching the proportion of the time, and par- 
ticularity of the day, the Law being made, it ſhall continue 
immutable and unalterable by the will of the Creature; but 
mutable , and alterable according to the will ofthe Creator: 
ſo that things being well diſtinguiſhed , and rightly conſide- 
red and ſtated, I ſee no bug beare of inconvenience in all this. 
Neyther doe I ſee any realon why the ſpending of one day in 
Gods holy wor ſhip as 4 mara. and p:rpetuall duty, ſhould ſeeme 
diſtaſtfull to any. Since it is apparant that God.commanded 
it unto his people of the Jewes ; and for 1600 yeares it hath 
beene continually obſerved by Chriſtian Churches unto this 
day; and I make no doubt, but it ſhall hold till Chriſts 


comming; though from the beginning of the World it was 
3 never 
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nevet found to be ſo hotly oppoſed as at this day. Aud why 
ſhould any man{tick in xcknowledging it tobe morall ʒ hen 
never any man bafied himfelte to finde out any ceremonit- 
liry in reterence to the proportion of one day in ſeven 
Neither doe 1 thinke ever any man called it judiciall, but 
Azoriys profeſſeth it to be rations maxim conſent ancum moſh 
apreeableto rcaſon i and ho matithar Prnow hath/ar any time 
ſet himtelfe to deviſe u proportioh of dime to be ſſtent fre 
Gods ſervice; more aftecableroreafonthen this. And us for 
the third offence taken! ( for I know'not any that give it.) 
The fourth Conmandctnent is brought by none that know 
to prove that the Lords Day is no become ou, Chiiſtiah 
Sabbat h; but ſuppoſing it co he our Sabbath, as the books 
of Homilies ſayth it is ; and our Savioar fgnihed thut 
Chriſtians ſhauld' have their Sabbath, as well as the Jewts 
had theirs; Parh.24 20. wee produce the fourth Commun- 
dement to prove, that wer ought to ſunctiſto i j undt hat we 
maythe better ianctifie it; to reſt from all Worlits char N 
der che ſancrinention thertof; And indeed he Ootnmmdet 
dement is ſo drawen; at to command one day in feaven to 
be obſerved ; nd whatſoever is that ſeventh preſciĩbed by 
law full aut hot ĩty , to ſanctiſie it; and abftaine from all works 

whereby the haltewihg of it is diſturbed ; and all this we 
tao to be mor all, namely the worſhipping of God in a cer- 
taine proportion of time preſcribed by him, and to that pur- 
pole to reſt ſtum workes, not for any niyſterious ſignificati- 
on. fake , as did the qewes; wee thinke-the praftife of the 
Okurch in the ApoRtch des is ſifficient'to inferre the apo- 
ttolicall,and divineinftitution thereof; from hence Arhanxe 

ferns (yrill, Auſtin, and'the Fathers generally, (for T know 
not one alleaged to the contrary?) ſo tale itt And the Lords 
Day hath no other notion in Scriptute langttage, then a day 
of che Lords inſtitution; and this is confirmed in that it 
comes in the place of the ſewes Sabbath, which is called in 
Scripture, the Leut holy ny Efay 58. and P/al. 118. 24. of 
the day wherein Chriſt was mdde the head of the corner, ha- 
ving berne formerly reſuſedl of the builders, it isexpteſly ſaid,

am apt to conceave that either hee would have given way to 
that which ſeemes in my judg r to pet the truth, or re- 
preſented good reaſgn of his diſſenting from it. The Apoſtles 
example, nor ſo onely , but drawing the Churches generally 
to the ſame practiſe, doth argue a conſtitution ; yet more is 
das e confirmation of the authority of the Lords 
Day then example. That of ſearching into the veyles and Nas 
4 of the ell Teſtament to finde this inſtitution is a myſtery 
2 and fo farre am I from that courſc, that I know 
none guilty of it ; The ancient Fathers ſometimes doe expa- 
tiate this way , for the ſetting forth of the honorable con- 
dition of the Lords Day; but they build pot doctrines there- 
upon; which it _ had done in ſome patticular caſe ad- 
vantageous to our adverſaries, it had beene enough tg have 
cryed us downe. 
As 5 have often ſhewed, how little colour 
there is for any ſuch imputation to be caſt upon us, but ra- 
upon our adverſaries : I ſec no cauſe to range the Petre 


pf with the Ebionite, but were they yoake-fellowes, 
whereot 
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whereof I finde not the leaſt evidence; yet ſhovid not wee 
draw with them under the ſame yoake ; (hemmnitixs his diſ- 
courſe I have formerly examined ſomewhat at large ; The 
voluntary conſecration of it by Chriſtians no man hath cauſe 
to embrace, who profefſeth himſelfe not ſatisfied with the 
bare ordinance of the Church, as but erſt the Doctor did. Of 
Brentius I have ſpoken enough; yet well fare him that pro- 
feſſeth the aut bority of the day to be ſo farre divine, that he 
who ſhall neglelt it, or raſblj breake it, doth forthwith become 
worſe then the Few or Infidell, As for the eArminians,what 
reſpe& ſoever they pretend to the patterne of the primitive 
Church, like enough they could be _y well content with 
the Socinians, to make all dayes equall in uſe , as well as 
they are in nature, or in reſpett of any myſterious fignifica- 
tion; I leave eAzorins to refreſh himſelfe with the juyce of 
his owne diſtinction; It is well that Suarex comes ſo farre 
as to profeſſe that prattically it is not alterable by the Church. 
As for Calvin, Buser, ¶ hemnitius, and the reſt, who are onel 
ſayd to affirme that fil! the Church hath power to change t 
Lords day to ſome other, I finde no ſuch thing in Calvin, and 
Bucer: as for what Chemnitius delivers hereupon, in my judge- 
ment hee ſayth no more then Calvin: though ſome particu- 
lars in him I have found to be weake enough, upon diſcuſ- 
ſion in the 6 Section, of my anſwer to the Preface; having 
there met with the ſame names, named to the ſame purpoſe. 
It is not credible ro mee they ſhould give power to the Church 
to bring us backe to the Jewiſh Sabbath: in chat caſe who 
ſhould ſavour moſt of Judaiſme ? or preferre us to the Twrkes 
feſtivall day which is the Friday. To be inſtituted in me- 
mory of our redemption , admits an ambiguous ſignificati- 
on; That bringing with it a new Creation, and ſo requiring 
a new Sabbathzas Biſhop Andrewes diſcourſeth and Arhangs 
ſir 1200 yeares before him; No day had a better marke for 
this to be preferred into the place of the Jewes Sabbath then 
the day of Chriſts Reſurrection; yet conſidering that not 
that day of the yeare; but that day of the weeke is called in 
Scripture the Lords Da, this maketh it evidently to ſavour of 
Divine inſtitution, yet it is well that here it is acknowledged 
| to 
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to be expreſly of traditions Apoſtolicall, Bec addeth, & vere Gf 6. 


Divine, on Revel, 1. 10. | truſt we ſhall ever give due reſpect, 
both to Law, and Goſpel] ; and the better concurrence wee 
finde of them for the maintenance of any doctrine of ours, the 
more cauſe wee ſhall have to rejoyce therein without feare 
of cenſure for the mixing of them, or framing any Sabbatical

eth a moſt [ound doArine of the Sabbath, as is layd downe in the 
former poſitions which ſhalbe able to abide the triall of the Word of 
God, and fland warranted thereby , when other hum aue fantaſies 
ſhall vaniſh : howſoever ſome in their heute and intemperance,are 
not. afraid to call them Sabbatarian errors, yea beveticall aſſerti- 
ont 4 new Iubily, Saint Sab bath more then either Jewiſh or Popiſh 
inſtitution ; much leſſe doe wee feare the ſtory of the Jew ot 
Teubesbury; Solomon hath taught us that the righteows ſpareth 
his beaſt, and in our Saviours dayesthe Jewes themſelves though 
very ſuperſtit ious in the obſervation of their Sabbath, yet 
ſhewed mercy towards their beaſts in leading to them to wa- 
ter, and hejping them out of the ditch on their Sabbath day. 
But God can give men over into a minde voyd of all judge- 
ment, as to the deſtruction of their ſoules, ſo to the temporall 
deſtruction of their bodies alſo, and that as in the way of pro- 
fanenes, wherof we have manifold experience, ſo in the way ot 
ſuperſtition. Now ſuch ſtories are pretty flouriſhes, and plea- 
ſing to the judicious, provided they are to purpoſe, and — 
argument hath not beene wanting to jutifie the doctrine 
they maintaine : but when they are out of ſeaſon, or ſupply 
the want of better argument , they want their grace, and are 
pleaſing only tothe ignorant or partialiſt. At length I am come 
unto the laſt Sion.

Is ftilt in forte do bind Chriſtians, 
motion, for preſerving the Sabbath day from prophanation, 
according to the Kings proclamation,neither have we heard of 
any prelateof this kingdotme, that then interpoſed to alter that 
phraſe; And urhich is more, our Saviour calls it the Sabbath, 
— oo the times of the Goſpell, when che Jewiſh Sabbith 
was to bee buried with Chrift, to wit, Matth. 24. 26! ind 
Doctor eAnarewes in his patterne of Catecneticall Doctrine; 
juſtifieth this interpretation of that place, and that to this 
end, ſo to maintaine the continuance of a Sabbath amongſt us 
Chriſtians. L doe highly approve the diſtinction following 
of things — and things permitted on the Lords 
day, and the explication of each member ; the object of 
the one, all actions advancing Gods ſervice, the object ofthe 
other, ſuch things as are no hinderance chertunto; As inthe 
firſt place workes of neceſſitie; themworkes of charities ; yet the 
permittir g of cheſe, is rightly to be underſtood ; riot ſo as if 
the workes of necelſity here mentioned, wore in ſuch ſort per- 
mitted as left to a mans liber ty, whether he will performe 
them' or no- For undoubtedly we are * — * much as lyes 
in our power, to quench a dangerons fire kindled in a Towne 
on the Sabbath day, it being a worke of mercy, neceſſarily fe- 
quired. For if to returne a pledge ere the poore pawner of ir 
went to his bed, incaſe it were his covering, were a worke of 
mercy, how much more to fave a mans houſe from burning, 
how much more to ſave a whole Towne from being conſu- 
med, whereby many might bee driven to lye withous doores, 
void of all comfort to the body ? So to draw the ox out of 
the ditch, and to lead Cattells to watering, I take it to bee 
a worke of mercy, as tending to the preſervation of life in a 
dum creature. Inlike ſort the Tefing ot meat for the health of 
mans body, I take to bee a worke of mercy. So that the pet- 
forming of theſe in reference to the end wherero they tend; I 
take to be of neteſſary diity ( s here they are called werkes of 
neceſſitie) anf conſequently nar pertnitted only but commar- 
ded alſo in the general], though not in this commandement; 
but in the ſecond eommantement of the ſecond table only 
they are ſaid to be permitted grythe Lords day to (ignite, that 
the fourth cotmatjdetnent doth not enjoyne them nor turbid 
them, incommanding teft fromworkes on that day, and the 
XR 2 lanctity ing 
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ſanctiſying of that reſt. I doe not doubt but thit charitie be- 
eins from it ſelfe, and the Scripture commands us to love our 
neighbour 4s our ſelves. And can wee pertorme better love to 
our ſelves in advancing our owne good, then by making The 
Sabbath our delight, to conſecrate it as glorious to the Lord? As for 
the recreations, which are here ſaid to ſerve lawfully to t he 
refreſhing ot our Spirits; this appellation is very ambiguous, 
neither doe I know any difference betweene the recreating of 
our Spirics, and the refreſhing of our Spirits : yet here the re- 
frething of our Spirits is madeche end of recreation. Againe 
it were good to diſtinguiſh betweene recreation of the body, 
and recreation of the mind. I thinke the refreſhing of Spirits 
pertaines to the recreation of the body ; mens ſpirits are natu- 
rall and materiall things, and they are apt to bee waſted firſt 
naturally: for as life conſiſts in calid?, in an hot matter, ſo 
heate is apt to ſpend and waſte the matter wherein it is; and 
Spirits thus walted are recreated, that is, repaired by cating 
and drinking · And thus proviſians of victuall are common 
called recreats. 2. Secondly they are waſted alſo by labour 
voluntarily undertaken, and thele are repaired, as by the for- 
mer way, ſo by reſt alſo. And each way we are allowed to re- 
create our ſpirits on the Lords day; and as to allo ſuch reſt 
to our ſervants as a work of mercy, ſo to our own bodies alſo. 
But now a dayes many courſes are called recreations,wherein 
there is found little reſt; and the naturall Spirits of man are ra- 
ther waſted, and his naturetyred ; farre mete then the one is 
repaired, or the other eaſed. And when all comes to all, I 
doubt the iſſue will be, to ſtile the pleaſures of our ſenſes by the 
cleanly name of recreations. Now the ſewes were expreſſel 
forbidden to find their owne plea ure on the Lords holy day Eſ.58, 
13. yet were they not forbidden all pleaſure, that belonged on- 
ly to ſucha Sabbath as was a faſt ; and therein indeed. hy po- 
crites are taxe d for finding pleaſure on that day E. 58. 3. But 
the weekely Sabbath, was for pleaſure and delight, hut not 
for mans owe pleaſure, nor for the doing of their owne ma yes. 
But to delight in the Lord, which is ſpirituall pleaſure, and 
the recreating of our ſouls in the Lord:this is a bleſſed reſt, thus 
to reſt unto him; and the ward of God is the belt togd of the 
ſoule; No recreates like unto Gods holy ordinances, Of — 
ome 
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dome it is ſaid, that her wayes are the wayes of pleaſantneſſe. | Fe 6 
willingly confeſſe, that to the naturall man, as the things of ee 
God are fooliſhneſſ e, ſo the word of Godts a reproach unto him, hee P 9. 3. 17, 
hath no d:light in it. Hee delights rather in carnall pleaſures; e 3 
and is it fic to humour him in ſuch courſes, and that on the 100.6 19, 
Lords day? our Saviour exprelly tells us, that The pleaſures of Luc. B. 4. 
life choake the word, ani mak: it becam nnfruitful: Therefore it 
no way fits a man to Gods Service ; And it way be opened to 
luch courſes, though not tillatcec evening prayer; as many as 
are taken with them, will have theic minds running upon 
them, ſo as to ſay, when will the Sabbath be gone, and the time 

of Divine ſervice be over? that ſo they may come to their 

ſports, as well as covetous perſons longed after the like, that 

they may returne to cheir trading, A naturall man, before his 

calling is diſcribed unto u3 in Scripture, to bee ſuch a one as 7 
ſerved luſts and diverſe pleaſures, and the wicked are ſaid 70 2 
ſpend their dayes in pleaſure ; and ſuch are they, whom the Pro- EA 7.

But to proceed); after this a rule is given, That this aur 
chriſtian liberty be voyd of ſcandall to wit, f [candall nſtly given, 
and not vainely un ght a; but in what caſes it falls out to be 
juſtly given, and in what not;in what caſe it is yainly caught at, 
and in what not, here we find no explication;which yet I pre- 
ſume will ſeeme neceſſary in every wile mans jullge nent; eſ- 
peclally to me it muſt needs feeme ſo, being as I am, in extreame 
d:ſpaire of deviſing theſe difterent caſes of mine oe head. 
Of Chriſtian liberty from the yoke of J-awith teremonies I 
have reid, but of Chriſtian liberty unto ſports, and paſtimes, 
under the gentile notion of recreations,and that on the Lords 
day, l never read till now. The ſewes to this day continue their 
ceremonies, but not any abſtinence from al ſports,and paſtimes 
on their Sabbath; for it they did, why ſhould Auſtin tell them, 
it were better for them to goe to plough then to dance? In the 
very feſtivalls of the Jewes! which were yearely, a difference 
there was in the da yes of eachzthe firſt, and laſt were Sabbaths 
appointed for holy convocations, and thereon abltinence 
commanded from all ſervile works; I no where finde any pt- 
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ping and dancing on thoſe dayes, ſaving their temple mulick; 
how much more undecent is it to clap the weekely Sabbath, 
together with other feſtivalls, as if there were no difference: 
AAR fignifies to be moved round, and conſequently it ſignifies, 
as ſometimes to dance, as 1 Sam. 30. ſo tumetimes allo to ſtag- 
ger like a drunken man,P/al. 107. 27. And dancing was uſed 
ſometimes in the feſtivalls of the Jewes, whereby they teſtified 
their rejoycing in the Lord, Jer. 31. and with a pipe they came 
to the mount of the Lord, E/ zo. and Miriam Moſes ſiſter, and 
other women alſo with TIimbrells, and dances expreſſed their 
Joy in the Lord for their deliverance from the hands of the 
Ee yptians,and for their ſafe paſſage through the red Sea, here 
inthe enemies were drowned. But of any ſuch courſe uſed on 
the firſt, and laſt day of their yearely feaſts , which were ſet a- 
part for holy convocations,we find no example amongſt them; 
much leſſe as approved, while they continued the Church, and 
people of God, leaſt of all on the weekely Sabbath. As for love 
teaſts on tlie Sabbath untill abuſe crept in, they continued 
without exception in great ſobriety, only to quicken one ano» 
ther, and provoke unto love, and gracious communication for 
the edification of their ſouls. I never heard of any ſchiſmatique 
how raſhly zealous or Stoicall ſoever, that tooke upon him 
the authority of the civill magiſtrate : All for ought I know, 
concurre inthis,that it belongs onely to the magiſtrate out of 
coereitive power to command, and compell, but to the Mini- 
{ter of what ſect ſoever, only to per ſuade, and wor ke upon mens 
conſciences: ſo that the members of this compariſon are moſt 
indecently yoaked feigning men to be of what ſpirit ſoever it 
pleaſeth to ſhape them, and to doe whatſoever they thinke 
good, though never ſo unreaſonably, and without all example. 
Ot che ſewes | have read. that they count it unlaw ſull to kill a 
Flea on the Sabbath; and ſuch things muſt be pinned upon the 
fleeve of oppoſites to grace their cauſe, for want of better argu- 
ments to ſtrengt hen ir.Intine we have a buffe givẽ to debauch- 
ed companions in words, when under the cleanly terme of 
Recreations on the Lords Day, the courſe here 
taken is to ſacrifice unto t hem in- 
/ deed, and in effect.

42 Whereas otherwiſe all dayes are equall, and the ſame 
in themſelves; as the ſonne of Syrach teacheth. 

43 Now then when God doth any: remarkeable worke, 
then will hee be honoured with a commemoration day for 
that warke ; it the worke concerne the whole by the whole 
Church;and by a part if it concerne a part, 

44 And his will is underſtood often by his precept, but 
when we have not that, the praftiſe doth guide the Church. 

45 This is acatholick rule obſerveable in the inſtitution 
of all ſacred feaſts both Divine and Humane. 

46 The worke of the day is the ground of hallowing the 
day,whether it be weckly monethly or yearly , as particulars 
evince in Scripture and Hiſtory, | 

47 No man can tranſlate the worke, therefore can no man 
tranſlate the day; this is an undoubted rule in Theology. 

48 And no man can in reaſon deny due reſpect unto the 
worke, therefore hee cannot deny the hallowing of the day; 
a true rule in morality. | 

49 Now then ſceing the Lords Day hath not altered the 
proportion of time,but onely changed the day, though not 
properly, yet by analogy;though not with the acceſſories, yet 
according to 'S Originall Sabbath, It may well agree with 
the tenor of the fourth Commandement, and the obſervance 
thereof be commanded therein. 


According to theſe Theſes which I hold true, untill any of 
them be confuted, I will point out what I miſlike in the 
Queſtions or the Anſwers : not every particular, but

Were it an abſolute afſignation of time, the a pointing 
of the Lords Day, it might be doubted : but 4 cir- 
cumſtance as it cloatheth the worke, then I hold ic Cleare, 
that though tim: be but a circumſtance, yet the obſer- 
vance of time fo underſtood is Morall. 

But there is a mutability in the obſervance of ſuch times 
as cloath Gods works, becauſe the works themſelves are ſub- 
je& to mutability, and fo the ſeventh day was changed for 
the firſt, becauſethe firſt Creation needed an inſtauration; 
and he that cauſed the Inſtauration might make the alterati- 
on.

For I am perſwaded that if all Chriſtendome 
ſhould meete, and have never ſo plaufible a ground, 
they cannot alter theday de jure, though de fatto they 
may; but it is worſe then pieviſhneſſe ſo to doe. And 
why ? they cannot alter the firſt ground, Chriſts ri- 
fing upon that day. Secondly, they cannot alter the 
ans order that upon that undenyable' ground 

was let down by the Apoſtles themſelves, which were 

infallibly guided by the Holy Ghoit. 


And out of theſe grounds I deduce,that the Law doth im- 
mediately bind their conſcience. 


And that it is to be obſerved, even where it may be 
tranſgreſſed without any ſcandall. 


Chriſt and the Apoſtles were not abſolutely bound to lay 
ſuch a foundation of the Lords Day, and ſo it was Libera in. 
ſtitutionis ; but they having layd it, I deny that it is now 
Libera Obſervationis ; ſo that under God I know no power 
that can alter it. 


The Fathers ſpeake of the Jewiſh Sabbath, and 
Allegorize that as it was carnally uſed by the Jewes, 
But we (hall wrong the Fathers, if we thinke they 
held that there was no Morality in the Lerter of the 
Commandement. For

For though there were a myſtery figured init, yet they 
doe not deny that therg was a — proportioning of tiiae 
for Divine Service preſcribed therein, which is the ſeventh 
part of the weeke. 


It is one thing to ſay that all our life time we mult 
be religious in our converſation, and kee pe a (piri- 
tuall Sabbath ; anotherching to affirme that we mult 
not have a ſolemne weckely day, wherein to intend 
onely Divine worſhip. 

This laſt point the Fathers doe not ſay, the former 
they doe, and to argue from their Omiſſion , is to ex · 
tend their words beyond their meaning; atleaſt, their 
meaning is not adequate to the ſenſe of the Com- 
mandement. 


No nor to their practiſe; For they did conſtantly ob- 
ſerve a ſeventh part of the weeke, which I ſay ĩs the firſt prin- 
ciple contained in the fourth Commandement. 
| Though I deny not but there is moreover a limita- 

tion to the ſeventh day from the Creation expreſt, 
which Chriſt and his Apoſtles altered; but thisalte- 
ration cannot overthrowthe firſt principle; they may 
both well goe together. 


Tothepagticularallegations out of the Fathers I will an- 
ſwer no more then, that what they ſay is true, but doth not 
contradi& what I hold. For the myſticall ſenſe doth not o- 
verthrow the literall of the Commandement. And they un- 
derſtand the ſeventh day preciſely from the Creation. which 
we confeffe altered, and ſpeake not of the divine Ordinance, 
for theapportioning of time, but the carnall obſervation of 


the Jewes. 


And vour anſwer to the firſt Queſtion grounded 
onthe Fathers words may paſſe for good; but there 
is more in the Commandement then ſo. 

Your Anſwer to the ſecond I cannot ſo well approve, be- 
cauſe it is Exclulive,

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As for your third anſwer, That the fourth Com- 
mandement is not the Law of nature, but a poſitive 
law; take the Law of Nature for Morall Reaſon, then 
I think there is more t hen meere poſitiveneſſe in it. For 
morall reaſon teacheth to honour the day whereon 
the work is dore; and that morall reaſon which gave 
this in charge was Apoſtolicall, and ſoofa comman- 
ding power in both. And then you ſee that it is nei- 
ther meerely pofitive, nor meerely naturall, but mixt, 
and ſo binding accordingly, at ſupra ad Tbeſin. 37. & 
43.

1 Whether ſeeing the Lords day ſucceeds the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath, wee are to keepe it in the ſame manner, and with the 
ſame ſtrittneſſe? 


Firſt I hold in my Theſes, that our Lords day doth 
properly ſucceed the Sabbath inſtituted at the Crea- 
tion. 


Whereupon I ſeparate all the Acceſſories 
from Moſes Law. 


Secondly, The Jewes did miſconſture the ſtrick- 
neſſe of their Sabbath, as appeareth by the many 
correftions of our Saviour in the Goſpell, and his 
Generall Rule: The Sabbath was made for man, not 
man for the Sabbath. 

Thirdly, They held that they might not ſo much 
as kindle a fire, or dreſſe Meat upon that day, groun- 
ding their conceipt upon the Texts that are Ex. 35. 
& cap. 16. | 


But both Texts ſeeme to be wreſted ; for that Exod. 35. 
about kindling a fire, muſt be limited by the verſe going be- 
fore, and is not to be underſtood of any other kindling of fire, 
then for following ot their Trades or Servile workes, as they 
are called. And fo Munſter, Vatabl:, and others upon that 
place cenſure their miſtake.
